THE jiext niorning,' being Wecjnefday, No* 
vember th<2 3d, 1680, about feven o'clodc 
we fet fail iiora Hilo^ Handing direftly off 
toica, with a fmall land wind. Upon the ftiore we 
could not difcovcr this morning above fifty men of 
cur enemies forces, which caufcd us to fufpcft the

refl were run awny from their colours, and had dc* 
fcrtcd in tl;e dark of the night. If this^ were fo^ 
We were eqaally afraid of tach other, and as wc 
quitted the land, being jealous of their multitudes, 
fo ihey abandoned their ftations for fear of our 
cncciinters! All the while we lay in the port of 
Bilo, we had d frerti wind ; but being come out 
iheticc, wc found it almoft flark calm. All along 
tii'is c:..ift runs a great fea, as we experimented at 
Aiica, infomuch that there is no landing, except 
un^^er the favour of fome rock or other. 

November the 4th, in the morning, wc faw the 
port of Hilo at E. N. E, at the diftance of nine 
leagues or thereabouts from lan^. The white 
fii.id gives a bright rtflc^iion over the land ; which - 
we could fee after we had lofl tfie fight of the laD4 
hfdf 

The day following we had an indifferent frefh 
wind at S. S. E. We reckoned a S. W. half weft 
way, and by it that we had made twenty leagues : 
the day was X'cry fair and fun-fliiny, and the fca 
very fmooth. 

November the 6th, wc bad a clear night tl>e 
laft piic, and the day proved very fair and clear, 
like the former ; we reckoned by a S. W. by W. 
way, about twenty-one le.igues. In the afternoon 
it was almoft quite calm. 

The day following we had no more than the 
lafl twenty-four hours. We were about this time 
many of us troubled with the fcurvy ; ^it proceeded, 
ii3 we judged, from the great hardfliipand want of 
provifions which we'had endured forfeveral months 
part, as having only bread and water (as was menr 
ti()ned above) only at Hilo we killed a mule, which 
-was Iqoked upon by thofe that eat of it to be very 
goo J vlcT'iKils, the Spaniards, having fvvept away 
wiih them all other provifions of flefli : but we 

got

got there as plunder a finall quantity of good cho* 
colate, which the Spaniards have in gieat efteem : 
fo now we had each morning a difh of pieafant li- 
quor containing almoft a pint. 

Next day likewife we had very little wind, as 
before ; we made an obferv;ition this day, and found 
fcit. 20 deg. 5 S. 

November the pth* we had Aill very little wind» 
and that variable. Wc took almoft every hour an 
obfervation, and found ourfelves to be in lat. 20 
deg. 18 S. 

The loth, wc had in like manner but little wind ; 
we obferved an E. S. E. currei^t, or pietty near ir, 
nm- hereabouts. This day we faw the homing of 
a very high land, which much furprized us, lor at 
this lime I conceived we could not be lefs than 
thirty-five or forty leagues from land ; we fuppofcd 
it to be Mora Tarapaca, That day we fet up our 
flirouds. 

Upon the i ith, an IndifRrentgale of wind fprang 
up at $• W. by S. by which we made twenty -five 
leagues and one third : wc had now a great S. S, 
W. fea : in the night the wind (as we experimented) 
came one or two points from the land : this morn- 
ing we faw the like homing o^' land, whereby wc 
were made fenlible it was no land we had feen the 
day before. 

On the 12th, wc had feveral mifts of rain, with 
windy weather ; we made by a S. S. W. half S. 
-way, twenty-five leagues and one third ; wjc had 
likewife a great and rolling S, S. W. fea, as the 
day before, 

The ijth, we h>d both cloudy and mifty wea- 
ther ; we made a ^. S. W. and o^e quarter S. way, 
by which we ran fifty leagues. 

Bat the nejit day, fair and clear w^eather came 

about again .: we had likewife an eafy gale of wind,

by \vhlch we made a S. W. way, and advanced 
twenty-two leagues and a half. 
. On the 15 th of Novc^qaber, ve had ajfo clear 
weather,. and ati indifferent gale of wind. Our 
way was S. W. by W, by which we reckoned 
eighteen leagues'; likewife at our wefting from; 
Hilo, from whence we fet forth, was.. 114 leagues 
iind one third : our latitude by obfeivation, we 
found to be 23 deg. 25 S.rl took now the declina-. 
lion tabic ufcd. and made by the cofmographer at 
Lima. 

Tuefday, Norvember the i6th. In the night lafl: 
part we had a fhower or two of rain : jthis day wc 
made an obff rvation, by which- we found lat. ,23 

The 1 7th, we made a S, AV. by W. half &. way/ 
By obfervaiion we found lat. 23 deg 46 S. with very 
iiule wjnd. 

The 1 8th, upon a S. W. by W. way, we mad^ 
tw.enty-one leagues. By obfervation we found lat. 
23 deg. 20 S. . . 

Friday, November the .19th, 1680. Tbis.morn- 
iog about an hour before day, ^ve obferved a comec 
to appc'ir a degree N. from the bright ftar in Libra; 
the body theieof feemed dull, and its tail extended 
itfelf eighteen or twenty degrees in length, being 
of a pale colour, and pointed diredl-y N. N. W. 
Our prifoncrs hereupon told us that the Spaniards 
had feen ve y ftrangc fights both at Lima, the 
capital city of Peru, .Guayaquil, and other places, 
Tiiuch about the ^ritne of our coniing iato the South 
Seas. I reckon this day we had run twenty leagues 
by a S. W.-way,' . . 

The day following the appearancj cf the comet 
we had many'ftorms of -wind Jt S. S. E. and E. S. ^ 
E. Our r ckoning byaS W. way was twenty-two 
leagues. 

• S'jnday, November 2.1ft, Hkewife mau3''gu(ls of

crs of rain : the wind varied to and fro according as 
the clouds drew it here and there. 'We reckoned a 
,S. S. W. \yay, and by it t\7eniy-one leagues and a 
half; in all,' weft from'Hiio, .we jtiJged ourfelv-es t6 
be 178 leagncs and two thirds/ We had this day 
a great- S. W.' fea, and cloudy weather : I fuppofed 
our I^t. to be 26 dcg.' 53 'S. 
- November the 2 2d, uc had in like manner cloudy 
weather, and now but little wind : we reckoned a ^. 
way, and fifty one leagues. 

* The 23d, we had ycry little wind, and all ftorm 
after the aprpearance of the comet, being now quite 
allayed, we reckoned 'we had made a S. E. by E. 
way, and found onr latitude by obfervation to bejlr 
27 ^^g, 46 S.^ 

Wednefday* November the 24th. For twentv- 
•four hours pad we had aN W. Win J. Gur way 
was S. E; halF^S. by which we reckoned thiity-oifc 
leagues and* one th'Vrd. 

The 25tb. Laft night the wnd blew at W. S. W. 
but this morning it came about again at N. weft, fts 
the day before : our reckotjing this day was a S. E, 
and one quarter E. way twenty-nine leagues and one 
■ third: oar latitude now by obfervation made this, 
day, was 39 deg. 57 S.our difference of meridian 

* Norember the 26th. In the night the -wind

Saturday the 27th. Yefterday in the evenrng the 
wind came to S. I reckoned an- eaft", and fomething 
Ibutherly way, and by that twenty- three leagues as- 
the day before.

titw, wc found latitude 3b-deg. 16 S. andtneridiatt 
diliaiice eighty-eight lengues. At noon the wind 
came at S. half E, 

Ou the 29th, we had a very great S. W. fca, and 
withal cloudy weather. My reckoning was an E. one 
third S. way, twenty leagues and onc-ihird. Thib 
day we happened to lee two or three great fowls fly- 
ing In the air, which our pilot told us ufed to appear 
ievcnty or eighty leagues off from the ifland, called 
the ifl.ind of Juan Fernandez. The day before this, 
captain Perxilta, our prifoner, was taken very frantic^ 
liis diftemper being occafioned (as we thought) 
through too much hardihip and melancholy ; not- 
withdanding this day he was indifierently well again. 

The following day we had likewife cloudy wea- 
ther. We made according to our account, an E. half 
N. way, and by it fixteen leagues and two thirdf. 
Our meridian difference fifty-two leagues. 

The I ft of December we had hazy weather, and 
withal an indif&rent good wind at S. yea, fometimes 
S. by W. Our way wa& E. by S. by which wc 
reckoned twenty- two leagues. The night before 
wc failed over white water-like banks of a mile in 
length, or morej but thefe banks ppoo examina- 
tion we found to be only great (hoals of anchovies. 

December 2d, very early in the morning we fpied 
land, which appeared to be very high. About noon 
this day we were at fix leagues diftance from it. AU 
the preceding night we had fo^much wind that we 
were forced to make ufe only of a pair of courfes. 
«By an obfervation made this day we found latitude 
30 deg. 35 S. We went away largely, driving 
better than 9 leagues every watch. With this wind 
we made all the fail we poffibly could, de£gning by 
this means to get to Coquimbb, upon which coaft 
we now were before night : but the wind was io 
high, that fometimes we were forced to lower all 
our fails, it blowing now a mere fret of wind.

Towards evening it abated by degrees, infomnch 
that at midnight it was quite cairn again ; then we 
hoiflcJ out our lautich and canoes, nnd putting into 
them one hundred men, we rowed away ficn the 
fhlp, with dellgn to take by furprrzal a confidcra- 
ble city near the coaft,^ called by the Spaniaids, Id 
civliiid de la Serena, 

Friday, December the 3d, 16S0. When we 
departed from the fliip, we had about two leagues 
to row to the (bore; but as it happened, the launch 
wherein I was rowed fo heavy (in comparifon of the 
canoes) that we could not keep pace with them j 
for this rcafon rt was broad day before we got to a 
certain ftorehoufe fi^uate upon the ftiore, our men 
having palFed by it in the dark of the night with- 
out perceiving it. They being landed, immediatdy 
marched away from thtir canoes towards ihe city 
before-mentioned of la Serena. But we had not 
proceeded far on oar march, when we found, to the 
great forrow and chagrin of us all, that we were 
timely difcovered here alfo, as we had been at th^ 
dther two places before, Arica and Hila: for as 
they marched in a body together, being but thirty- 
five men in aH, who were all thofe that were landed 
out of the canoes, they were fuddenly encountered 
and engaged by a whole tropp of a hundred Spaui(h 
horfe. We that were behind hearing the noife of 
the difpute, followed them at their heels, and 
made all the hafte we poffibly could to come up ta 
their relief i but before we could reach the place of 
the battle, they had already routed the Spaniard^ 
and forced them to fly towards the town^ 

No'withftanding this rout, they rallied again at 
the diftaoce of about a mile from- the place, and 
feemed as if tb^ waited for us, and wouM engage us 
anew. But as foon as all our forces were com^ 
together, wh'ch were in all eightj^four, the refb 
being l^ft. to. guard tlK boats, we marched towards 

4.4^ the». 
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them and offered them battle. As we came near 
nnto them, we found plairrly they dcfjgned no fuch 
thing, for they inftantly retired and rid away be- 
fore us, keeping out of the reach of our guns. Wc 
followed them as they rid, being led by ihem de- 
fignedly 4ear out of the road that went to the town, 
that we might not reach nor find it fo fooh. In ihisr 
engagement, witn the horfe, our company had killed 
three of their chiefcfl men, and wounded fourjnore, 
killing alfo four of iheir horfcs. When we found 
that we had been led by this ftratageai of the enemy 
out of the way of the town, we left the bay, and 
crofled over the green fields to find .it, wading of- 
tentimes over fevcral branches of water, which there 
ferve to enclofe each plat of ground. Upon this 
march we came to feveral houfes, but found them 
all empty, and fwept clean, both of inhabitants and 
provlfions : we faw likewlfe feveral horfes and 
*'ther hends of cattle in the fields as we went n'ong . 
lowarcls the city. This place of la Serena our pilot 
luii reported to us to be bift .a fmall town, but be- 
i'hg arrived there, We fdtmd in it.no fewer thati fe^ 
ven great churches and one chapel : four of thefe 
churches were raonafteries or convents, and each 
church had its organs for the* performance of divine 
fervice. Several of the houfes had their orchards 
^ of fruit and gardens belonging to them ; both hou- 
fes and gardens being as well and as beatly furni(he4 
as thofe in England) in thefe gardens we found 
ftrawberries as big as walnuts and thofe very deli- 
cious to the tafte ; in a word, every thing in this 
city of la Serena was mod" excellent and delicate, 
and far beyond whaj: we could expert in fo remote 
a place. The town was inhabited by all forts of 
iradefmen, and befides them, had its merchants^ 
fome of which were accounted very rkh. 

The inhabitants i>f la Serena upon* our approach 

fled, carrying with fhem the beftof their good? arid 

' ^ . • . jewels 5 
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\^\vels •, and what they ccmld not carry away that wis 
of value they buried, having had time enoogh to do io^ 
from the advke they received of oor coming from 
Arica and other places. Notwithftaoding, we took 
hi the town onk friar, and twoChilenos, or Spaniards, 
natives of the kingdom of Chiii, which adjdns to 
that of Peru, towards the ftreight of Magellan. 
Thefe prifonefs told us, that the Spaniards, when 
they heard of our coitiiag, had killed moft of their 
ChiJian flaves, fearing they (hould revolt from them 
to ns. Moreover, that we had been- defcribed from 
their coafts fow days before our landing*; all which 
time they had* employed m carrying away their plate 
and goods. To this infopmatioo- they added, that 
for ilieir defence they hadreeeived a fupply of iixty 
men from Arica: Having taken pofleflion of the • 
town, that evening- thei« came^negro to us, running*: 
away from the Spani»\l^^ he informed us, that 
when we were before Panama, wchad taken a negro - 
' who was eft'eemed the heft pilot in all the South- 
Sea ; but more efpecially for this place, and the 
* eoafts of Coquimbo-:: aad further, that if the 
Spaniards had not fent ail the negroes belonging lo ■- 
this city farther u-f) Itito the country, out of our" 
reach and conM»unicatio«ii they would all undoubt- - 
«dly have revolted to.us*^ 

That night aboat twelve our boatfwain, ac- 
compaaitd by forty men, with a^ Chilian .for thoir' 
guide, went out of the town fome miles into the 
country wtib- a defigo to find out the. places whore 
the Spaniards lay concealed r' and had hid their goods 
and plate ; but before they came^ the* Spaniards 
had got ihteiligence- thereof from^fdme fecret fpics 
they had in tlic town, and both the men and their 
>*omen were all fled to places that^eremorc occult " 
and remote. So that by this fearch they only found ' 
aaold loiUan woman and three cbildren^ but no g^ld ^ 
A 5^ nor: 
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nor plate. This mormng oar (hip came to an, an*' 
chor by |he ftorehoufe above-mentioned, named 
1 ortuga, at the diAance of a furlong from fnore 
in the depth of feven fathom water* 

Next morning, being Saturday, December the 4thy 
came into the town a Sag of truce ^om the enemy* 
Their meflagcwas to proffer aranfom for the towa 
to preferve it from burning j for now they began to 
fear we would fet fire \o ic^ as having found no 
confiderable booty nor pillage therein. The chief 
commanders on both fides met about this point, and 
a^eed betwixt them for the fum of 95,000 pieces 
of eight for the whole ranfom. In the afternoon 
I was fezit dowa to the bay of Coquimbof with a 
party of twenty men^ to carry thither fome goods 
we had taken in the town, as alfo provifions for 
the fhip. It b two J^igues and a hatf from the town 
to the p6rt ; one Jeague on the bay, the refl being. 
a very great rood, which leads from the bay to the 
city. The Spaniards promifed that the ranfoih. 
ftpuld be collcfted and paid in by the next day^ 
This day alfo there died one of our negroes fiaves. 
en board the (hi^. 

The day following in the morning I came back 
to the town with the men X had brought down ther 
day before, only fix of them I* left behind, to look 
after our canoe3 at the end of the bay. When I 
came to the city, I found that the Spaniards had 
broken their promlfe,. and had not brought in the. 
-canfom^ they had agreed for ; but had b^ged time 
till to-morrow at eight in the forenoon. This even- 
ing another party of our men went dowB< to the 
Ihip to carry fueh goods as we had' ptllaged in the 
town. That nighty about nine of the clock hap* 
fened an earthquake, the'whicfr we were very fen^ 
£ble ^ OS we were alL together in the church of San^ 
Jiian> where our chief rendezvous audeorgsdu gwc£ 

was.

was kept. In the, night the Spaniards opeoed a 
flmce, and let the water run in ilreams about th^; 
town, with intent either to overflow it, and thereby 
force us out of the place, or at leaft that they mighr 
the ealierl}uench the flame in cafe we (hould fir^ thd/ 
town. 

Next morning we fetfire to the town, perceiving 
it to be overflown, and that the Spaniards had not 
performed^ or rather that they never defigned to 
perform their promife. We fired as nigh as wc 
could every houfe in the whrole town, to the end that 
it might be totally reduced to affle^. Thus we left: 
i} Serena, carrying with u» wharplifndcr we could* 
find, having fent two parties before loaded with 
goods to the ihip, as was mentioned above. As we. 
marched down to the bay, we beat up an ambuf- 
cade of 250 horfe which lay hijj in the Way, with an 
intent to fall on our menin cafe we had fent down any 
other par ty with goods to the fliip. We received 
advice that the Spaniards had endeavoured by an 
nnufualilratagem. to burn our (hip and thei*eby de-- 
ftroy us all. They blew up a- horfe's hide like a- 
bladder, and upon this float a^ man ventured to fwim 
from fliore, and coma under the ftern of our fh'ip y 
being arrived there, he crammed okeham and brim- 
ftone, and other combuftible mj^tter between the 
rudder and the ftern-pofl: : having done this, be 
.fired it with a match, fo that in a fmall time our 
ladder was on fire, and all the fliip in a fmoke. 
Gur men,, both alarmed and amazed with this fmoke,. 
ran up and down the fliip, fufpefting the prifoners to 
have fired the veflel, thereby to get their liberty and 
deftroy us. At laft.ihey found out where the ^xo, 
was, an4' had the good fortune to quench it before 
its going too farw. As foon as they had put it out, 
they fent the boat afliore, and foiind both the hide 
before-mentioned, and- the match btt;rning at both^ 
Av6> ends) 
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ends, whereby they difcovered the 'whale matter. 

, When we came to the ftorehoufe oil the (hore fid*e,. 
we fet at liberty the friai' our prifbner, and another 
gentleman, who was become our hoftage for the 
performance of the ranfom. And when we canie 

. nboard, .we likewife fet a^ liberty captain Peralta^ 

; don Thomas de Argandona, don Baltazar, doa 
Cbrifteval, captain Juan the pilot's mate, the old 
moor, and feveial othep of our chief prifoners. To- 
,ihis releafenxent of aur. prifoners. we were moved» 
partly becaiife we knew not well what to do with? 
them, and partly becaufe we feared that by the ex- 

. ample of this ftratagem, they might be able to effeft 
what the other had atlemptisd with, fo much likelir 
liQod cif, fucccfs.

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EING all embarked again (as was mentioned- 
in the precedent chapter) the next morning, 
which was Tuefday, December the 7 th, twenty 
of us were ftnt afhore. to obfqrve the motions of 
the enemy. We went to the look-out, or watch- 
hill, but could fcarn nothing from, thence; here- 
upon, about noon we returned on board the ftiip, 
and at two in the afternoon we weighed anchor and 
fet fail, dire<5ling our courfe for the iflimd of Juaa 
Fejtnandcz, not far fcojn the coaft of Cocjuimbo.

'Kt wght we were five leagues diftant from thence 
at N. W. by N. The foutbermoft ifl md of thofe 
which are called de los Paxa4os, or Iflind of Bird^, 
was then N> N» W. from us. Before our departure, 
1 took a draught of the bay of Coquimbo, and ©f 
the city of la Merena. 

December the 8ih^ we had but rery liwle wmd^ 
and a leeward current here, which wc could per- 
ceive heaved »s to the northward. The afore- 
mentioned ifland de los Paxaros, at three in the 
afternoon bore N. E. of us at the dilbnce of three 
leagues or threaboucs. 

It is four leagues diftant from the nvain continerir^ 
and from the next iHand of the fame name about 
two. The main is extream high and mountainous 
hereabouts. At evening we were weft from the faid 
Kland ^vo, leagues. About eight or nine leagues to- 
the windward of Coquimbo are certain white cliffs, 
which appear from the ftiore to thofe that are off at 
fea. 

December 9, we had likewife but Jittle wiad, 

■ as the day before. I fuppofed myfelf tfiis day to be 
about thirteen leagues weft from the iftand above- 
mentioned. The weather wascloudy, with mifli^ig 
Fain, fa that no-obfervation coij^ld be taken. . How- 
ever, this day it was thought convenient to con)e,,to 

- an allowance of water ; for we had tal^n in little or 
none at Coqiiimbo. The fame weather, or. vory 
Uke it, we had the next -day, being the loth ; that . 
k to fay, quiie calm and cloudy. 

December the nth, we had fome fmall rain tjie 

• fore part of the day ; but \\\ the afternoon it cleared 
up, fo that the weather was very hot. We had fHll 
but little wind* 

The nect day, December the 1^2 th, we had very 
fair Weather, and by a clear obfervation made this 
iSay, we found lat. jo deg, 0. S.

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December the 13th, by a W. S. W. way, we* 
made forty two leagues. By obfenratioir we found 
lat. 30 deg. 45 S. D. M. four leagues and two thirds. 

The i/^h in the morning, we had a handfome 
(hower of rain, which continued for fome time v 
then about eight a clock there fprung up a S. S. 
W. breeze. My reckoning was by an E. S. E. way 
fourteen leagues ; and by obfervaiion, we found 
this day 30 deg. 30 S. In the afternoon died one o^ 
our men, whofe name was William Cammock : his^ 
difeafc was occafioned by a furfeit got by too much^ 
d/inking on (here at la Serena, which produced a» 
calenture, or malignant fever, and an hiccough. 
In the evening we buried him in the fca, according* 
to the ufual cuftom of maiiaers, gi^it^g him three- 
French vollies for his funeral. 

The day following we had an indifferent frc(b 
wind on both tacks. Our way was W. S. W. and* 
by it we reckoned thirty-four Iccigues. So like- 
wife by an obfervation we had lat. 30 deg. 42 S. 
All the afternoon blew 5 S. by W. wind very fre/]^. 
with a (hoit topping S W. fea. 

But the next day we had no fmall breezes, biir 
rather hard gufts of wind ; thefe grew fo highv 
that they forced us to take in our top-fails. We 
made a S. W. half S, way, and forty-five leagues. 

On the 1 7th, we had likewife h^h winds^ aad- 
withal a S. W. fea. Our way was W. by S. By. 
an ©bferyation taRen this day, we found lat. 30 deg.. 
51 S. In the afternoon we had a S. St £. wind, our 
conrfe being 8. W. 

December the i8th.. This day we had- the fame- 
Wgh winds as before, at 8. S. E. We reckoned by, 
a W. S. W. way forty-five leagues. At noon the 
wind was fomething fallen, and- then we had fome 
rain. ^ " * _ 

The 
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The 19th, we hnd both cloudy and windy wea« 
tbcr. My reckoning was a S. W. by S. way, and 
hereupon fifty-eight miles. Yeftcrday we were af- 
furfed by our pilot, thkt we were now in the mcri- 
dian of Juan Fernandez, whither our courfe was dn 
re^ed for the prefent. That which occafioned 
him to be fo pofiiive in this aflertion, was the fee* 
ing of thofe great birds, of which we made men* 
tioD in the foregoing chapter. 

On the aotb, we had cloudy weather in the 
TXJorning on both tacks. We mude a S. W. and 
half S. way, and by it fifty-two leagues. By aa 
obfervation we fourui this day lat. 32 deg. 30 S. dif* 
ference of meridian was now 13^ leagues. 

The next day likewife we had cloudy weather j 
yet by an obfervation we found a W. way. Oo 
the 2 2d, by obfervation we found an £. way 
proved. 

Thurfday, December the 23d. All the night paft 
we had a f^efh wind ; but in the morning, front 
the top-maft-head, we defcried a hammock of land ; 
in the evening we faw it again. We found after- 
wards that what we had fcen, was the weftermofl 
ifland of Juan Fernandez; which is nt>thing but a 
snere rock, there being no riding,, nor fcirce laud- 
ing near it.. 

Friday, December the 24th. This morning we 
could defcry the ifland itfelf of Juaa> Fernandez, S. 
by £. it being at Jfrxteen leagues didance when we 
iaw it the day before ; at fevea this morning the- 
Uland flood E. the wind being at N. W. by N. 

Here nay obfervation was, that I could neither 
fee fowl nor fifti near this ifland ; both which are 
ttfiial about other iflands. Having told my obfep* 
Tatioa to bur pilot, he anfwercd me, that he had 
made many voyages by this iQand, and yet never 
£iw eith^ fowl or fiflu Our. reckoning this day 

was 
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' -was an E. S. E. way, and hereby thirty-fix leagues; 
Our htitiide by obfervatlon was found to be 33 de^. 
30 S. . 

Saturday, December the 25th. Tbd 24th, at 
three o'clock, we faw the other ifland, making two 
or three h-amraocks of land : this moining mI^ were 

' about eight Itftglies from k, the ifland bearing E. 
S. E. from iis. At e'fgkt theWume morning we 
were right a bread with it. Here therefore are 
two illands togciher, the biggeft whereof is tiirce 
leagues and a half in length, nearcft N. W. and'S,. 
E. The other, and lefTer, is almolt one league in 
circumference. At tea o'clock we fent off from the 
fhip one of our canoes, to feek for the bcft landing 
and anchoring for our veflel: as we approached, 

• both illsinds fecmcd to us' but one entire heap- of 
rocks : tlut which lies more to the noi*th is the 
higbefl, though we could not fee the tops thereof, 
for the clouds cowered it; in mofl places it is fo . 

• fleep, that it becomes almoft perpendicular^. 

This day, being Chriflmas-day, we gave in the 
morning early thit:e vollies of fliot, for folemniza, 
tion of that great feftival. I reckoned as E» by S. 
way. By a clear obfervation from the middle of the 
' Hland, I found here }at. 33 deg. 458, and M. D. 
to be ninety-nine leagues : in the evening wccame«to , 
"an anchor'at the fouih-end of the ifland, in a ffately 
bay, but which lies open to the feuth, and to the 
fouth-eaft winds : we anchored ir^the depth of efe- 
ven fathom water, and- at the dlflance of oiriy one 
furlong from the (hore. Here we faw multitudesof 
feals covering the bay every where, infomiKh, that, 
we were forced to kill them, before we could fct 
foot on (bore. 

Sunday, December the 26tb* This day we fent a 
canoe to fee if we could find any riding fecurefiom 
the foutherly winds 5 thefe being the moft conffamc 

winds. 
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vi\ni% that blow on thefe coafts : the cance being * 
gone, our commander fent likewife what men we 
cooM fpare on (bore, to drive goats, whereof there 
is great plenty in this iflaod. They cauglit and 
killed that day to the number of threefcorej <* 
ihertabouis. The canoe returning to the ihip made 
report that there was good riding in -another bay, 
iiruare on the north fide of the Kland, in fourteen 
fathom water, and not above one quarter oi tf mile 
from the (l\ore, and that there was much wood tt> 
be had; whereas, in the place where we firft arr- 
chored, not one ftick of wood, nor tuft of grafs 
was to be found. 

The next day, being the 27th, between two.and 
four in the morning, we had a tempeft of violent 
-winds, and fierce (bowers of rain ; the fame day 
we got in two hundred jars of water, bringing them 
a fu!l league from the place of our riding: mean 
while others were employed to catch goats, as ihyf 
had done the day before. 

On the 28th of the faki mc»th, in the mornir.^% 
•I' went with ten "more of our company, and two 
canoes, to fetch water from the land: being come 
thither, and having filled our jars, we could not 
get back to the fhip, by reafon of a foutherly wind 
that blew froc* off the ocean, and hindered out* re- 
turn. Thus we were forced to lie ftill in a waief- 
holc, and wait till the wind was over for a fefer 
opportunity. While the violence of the wind in- 
creafed, onr (hrp .was forced to get urvder fail, and 
make away, not without danger of being forced 
artiore. Hereupon, we failed out of the harbour, 
to feek another place of anchoring: at noon I ven- 
tured out, to try if I coi^ld follow the fliip, but 
was forced in again, by the wind and raging fea; 
• thus we lay flill for fome while longer, till the even- 
ing came oa: this being o^me, wq ventured oat 

agaioi 
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again, both canoes together ; but the winds were 
. then fo high, that we were forced to throw all our 
jars of warer over-board to lighten onr boats, other- 
wife we had inevitably periflied. J ought to blefs 
almighty God for this deliverance ; for in all human 
reafon, the Icaft wave of that tempeft might have 
funk us: notwiihttanding, we came that night to 
our place of harbour, where we expefted to have 
found our (hip (called Falfe wild Harboui) but 
found her not ; hereupon, not kuowing what to do, 
we went alhore, and hauled up our canoes dry. 
Having done this, we went higher up into the 
idand, along a gully, for the fpace of half a mile, 
there to clear ourlelvcs of thcnoifeand company of 
the fcals, which were very troublcfomc on the (hore. 
Here, we kindlsd a fire, and dried our clothes, and 
refted ourfelves all night, though with extreme, 
hungry bellies, as having eaten very little or nothing 
All the day before. In the fides of the hill, under 
which we lay, we obferved many holes like coney- 
l)oks : thefe holes are the nefls and roofling places 
jof multitudes of birds that breed in this ifland, 
called by the Spaniards Pardela^. One of thefe 
birds, as we lay drying and warming ourfelves, felt 
down into our fire. 

The next morning being come, very early be- 
fore fun-rifei we went farther to the northward, to 
feek for our fhip, which we feared we had loft ; but 
we were not gone far, when we efpied her at fea. 
Hereupon we pafled a point of land, and entered ;i 
certain bay, which was about a mile deep, and not 
above half a league over : in this bay we put, and 
inftantly made a fire, thereby to (hew the fhip 
whereabouts we were. Here we found good wa- 
tering and wooding clofe to thq fliore. In this bay 
we alfo faw another fort of amphibious animal, 
which I imagined to be the fame, that by forae au- 
thors 
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thorris called in Tea-lion: thcfe animals are fix 
times bigger than fcals ; their heads are like thai of 
a lion, and ihcy have four fins not unlike a tortpife : 
ihe binder parts of thefe creatures are much liK« 
fins, but are drawn after ibem, as being ufclefs upoa 
the fhore : they roared as if they had been lions, 
and were full of a fhort thick hair, of a moufe-co- 
lour; but that of the young ones was- fomcthing 
lighter: the old ones are between twelve and four- 
teen feet long) and iibout eleven or twelve feet in 
thicknefs or circumference. A fcal is very eafily 
JciJIed, as we often experimented; but two of our 
men with great Hones could not kill one of ihefe 
animals. 

That day in the afternoon there came a cnnoe 
from on board the fhip, with provifions for us^ they 
fearing left we fhould be ftarved : alfo the launch 
oune with men to, cot wood. They told us that 
the (hip caoae to an anchor in the other bay, but 
that within half an hour the cable broke, and they 
were forced to leave then: anchor behind themj and 
get out to fea again : night being come, we made 
oar beds of fern, whereof there is great plenty 
upon this ifland ; together with great multitudes c/ 
trees like*EngIi(h box, the which bore a fort of 
green berries, fmclling like pimento or pepper. All 
this day the ftiip was forced to ply off at fea, not 
being able to get in. 

December the 30th. The morning of this day 
we employed in filling water, and cutting down 
wood : but in . the afternoon, eight of us eleven 
went aboard the (hip, all in one and the fame ca- 
noe, fending her aihore again with provifions for 
the men that were there. This day in like raannw 
we could not get into the harbour, for no fooner 
came the (hip within land, but the wind coming 
out of the bay, blew us clear out again : thus wo 

were 
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were forced to ply out all that night, and great part' 
of the following day. 

Next day, having overcome all difficulties and 
many dangers^ we came to an anchor in the after* 
noon, in fifteen fathom water, at the drftfince of a 
cable's length from fhore. Here it was obfervahle*, 
'that we were forced to keep men afhore on pnrpo^ 
*to beat off the fcals, while our men filled water, at 
high water miiik, becaufe the feals covet grtarly to- 
lie in frefh water. About this idand fifti is fo plea- 
liful, that in lefe than an hour's time two men 
caught enough for our whole company.- • ^ 

Sxitardny, January i ft, 1680. This.jdfly we put 
up a new main top, larger than the old y.nk ; and 
we caught craw fi{h that were bigger than our Eng;- 
lifh lobfters. 

The next day, being January the ad, died a 
chief man of 'our company, whofe name was Johft 
'Hilliurd: this mcrn,' till our weighing anchor fro tn 
the port of Coquimbo, *a<! I^eeiy our ni<ifter all thfe 
Ipace of -this voyajje ; l*ut froift that time we chofe 
•John Cox -for the ftar-board, and Johfi Fallfor thfe 
lar- board watch : he died of the dropfy. ' That 
evening we buried our dead companion, and gave 
him ^ volley for his funeral^ according fe the ufual 
cuftom. 

• January the 3d, we bad terrible gufta of wind 
from the (hore every hour : this day our pilot told 
133, that mafiy -years ago a certain ftjip Was caft away 
'upon this idand, and only one man faV€d,AVholived 
alone upoif this iftand live years before any iliipcame 
this way to carry hira off* The idand has excellent 
land in many valleys belonging thereto: this day 
Kkewife we fetched our anchor which we left in the 
"other bay, when the fhip broke her cable. 

• Tuefday, January the 4th,' 1680. • Thisday.wc 
h-ad fudi terrible flaws of wind, tiiat^^he cable of owr 
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fhip. broke, 4ind we had undoubtedly teen^n tt\QTQy 
had Dot the other held us fall : at laft it came home, 
^ad we drove outwards : by the way it caught hoIJ 
pf a.rock^ and heldfome time, butatlafl we hauled 
It up, and the wind came with fo much violence, 
iTiat the waves flew as high as our main-top, ana 
m^dp all the water of a foam. 
• January the 5ih. Noiwiihftanding thefe great gufls 
of wind had continued all the night paft, yet t^his 
day at noon it was brave and calm. But in the 
xnorning the anchor of our (hip gave way again, and 
we drove to the eaftward more than half a mile, till 
at laft we J|;)appened' to faften again in the depth of 
Sxty fathom water. In this bay, where we rid at 
anchor, raa a violent current, fometimes into, and 
at other tinies out of the bay ; fo that all was_ uncer- 
tain with us : but our greateft difcorafort was, that 
our men were all in mutiny againft each other, and 
much divided among themfelvcs : fome of them be- 
ing for going home towards England, or our.fo- 
Ttign plantations, and that round about America 
. through the ftreighis of Magellan, as captain Saw- 
Icins had defigned to do ; others of them being for 
Haying longer, and fearching farther into thofe fes^ 
till fuch time as they had got more money. This 
day at noon our anchor drove again ; whereupon, 
to fccure us from that dangerous place, we failed 
into the weft b^y, and anchored there in twenty- five 
■fathom water, and moored our ftilp a quarter of a 
mile from (hore, 

Thurfday, January the 6th. Our dlirenfioris 
being now grown to a great height, the mutineers 
made a new ele<5lion of a perfon to be our chief 
captain and commander, by virtue wheVeof they 
depofed captain. Sharp, whom they protefted they 
'would obey po longer : they chofe therefore one of 
our company, wh^fe name was John Wat ling, to 

command 
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command in chief, he having been an old privateer, 
and gained the efteem of being a ftout feaman. 
The eleftion being (nade, all the reft were forced 
to give their aflent to it, and captain Sharp gave over 
his command, whereupon they immediately made 
articles with Watling, and figned them^ - 

The day following, being the 7th, we burnt and 
tallowed the ftar-board fide of our Ihip. In this 
bay we found a crofs cut in the bark of a tree, artd 
feveral letters befidcs : hereupon, in another tree 
up the gully, I engraved the two fiift letters of m^ 
name, with a crois over them* This day likewife 
William Cook, fervant to captain Edmund Cook, 
confefled that his mafter had oftentimes buggered 
him in England, leaving his wife and coming to 
bed tahim ; that be had alfo done the fame in Ja- 
maica; and once in thefe feas beforq Panama. 
Searching his w-ritings, wc found a paper with all 
our names in it, which ft was fufpefted be defigned 
to have given to the Spanifti prifoners : for thefe 
reafons, this evening our captain thought it conve- 
nient to put him in irons, which was accordingly 
done. January the 8th, we finiftied the other fide 
of ou^ fliip. 

Sunday, January the 9th. This was line firft Siin- 
day that ever we kept by 'command and common 
confent, fjoce the lofs and death of our vuliant 
commnnder captain Sau'kins, \vh6 woaid throw 
tlie dice ovci?- board, if he found them in ufe on 
that d:»y. 

Janiiaiy the icth, the weatlicr was very clear and 
fettled again : we caught every day, in this bay, ^ 
great plenty of fiili ; and I faw thi3 day a flioal of 
fith a mile and more long. 

Next day, being the nth, we filled. our water, 
and earned our wood on board the fliip. Our two 
canoes went to the other fide of the ifland to 

catch 
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catch goats ; for on the barren fi Je thereof arc 
found and caught the bed : and by land it is im« 
poffible to go from one fide of the ifland to the 
other. 

Wednefday, January the 12th. This morning 
our canoes returned frond catching of goats, firing 
of guns as they came towards us to give u^ warn- 
ing: being come on board, they told us they had ef- 
picd three fail of (hips, which they conceived to be 
men of war coming about the ifland. Within half 
an hour after this notice given by our boats, the 
fhips cansc in fight to leeward of the ifland ; here- 
upon we immediately flipt our cables, and put to 
lea taking all our men on board thai were afliore 
-at that time; ©nly one William, a Mofquito Indian, 
was then left behind upon the ifland, becaufe he 
could not be found at this our fudden departure. 
Upon the ifland of Juan Fernandez grow certain 
trees called bilby- trees; the tops of thcfe trees 
we nfed as we do cabbage in England : here fifh 
abounds in fuch quantities, that on the furface of 
the water, I have taken fifli with a bare hook: 
abundance of fifti Is taken here of 20 pounds weight ; 
the fmalleft that is taken being almofl two pounds : 
very good timber for building of houfes, and other 
cfes, is likewife found upon this ifland. It is dif- 
tant from the main continent the fpaccof ninety five 
leagues, or thereabouts, being fituate in 33^ deg. 
40 S. The plats of the iflands lie N. W. and 
-S-E. 

Being got out of the bay, we flood off to fen, 
and kept to wind\^ard as clofe as we could. The 
biggeft of tbefe Spanifli men of war, for fuch they 
proved to be, was of the burthen of 800 tons, and 
was called £1 Santo Chrlflo, being mounted with 
12 guns: the fecond, named San Francifco, carried 
600 tons, and zo guns: the third carried 350 

tons. 
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tons, whoTe name I have forgot. As foon as ihej 
faw us, ihey iadaiuly put out thdr bloody flags-; 
^nd we, to fliew them that we were not as yet 
daunted, did the fame with ours : we kept clofe 
under the w'md, aiul were, to oonfefs the truth, 
very unwilling to fight them, by rcafon they kept 
all ia ft knot together, and we could not fiugle out 
any one of ihem from the reft ; efpecially confider- 
ing, that our prefent .'commander Wading had 
(hewed himfcif at their iippearance to be faint - 
ienrted. As for the Spaniards themfelvcs, they 
might have ealiiy come- to us, by reafon we lay by 
ieveral times ; but undoubtedly they were cowardly 
^iven, and peradventure ijs. unwilling to engage us, 
as we were to engage them. 

The day following, being January the 13th, in 
the moining, we could fee one of the afore-mcn- 
tioned men of war, under the leeNvard fide of iha 
ifland ; and we believed that the reft were ai an- 
chor thereabouts. 

At noon that day we flood In towards the ifla nTl, 
jnaking as if we inrended to be with them; but in 
the afternoon our commander propounded the qnef- 
tion to us, Whether w^ were willing, now that rhey 
fleet was to windw^ard, to bear away from them? 
to this we all agreed with one confent: and here- 
upon, n'ght being come, with a frtlh wind at S, S. 
^E\ we flood away N. E. by N. and gave them hand- 
foniejy the fliip, after having out braved them that 
day, a;idE,thc day before*

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CHAP. xvr. 

ini^ Bucaniers depart frem the ijle &f Juan Fer^ 
nandez to that of Tqiieque, They take feveral 
prifonerSj and get intelligence of the fofiure of 
affairs at Arica. Cruelty to one cf the prifoners^ 
*ttfho had right4y informed them. They attempt 
Arica afecond time^ and take 'the town, but are 
beaten out of it again without plunder ^ and with 
■a great lofs of men, many of them being killed, 
wounded, ftr taken pnfoners. Captain fVatling 
their chief commander is killed in this attack, and 
captain Sharp prefently chofen again, who leads 
them off, and through many difficulties makes a 
ifold retreat to thefbip. 

rj AVING bid our enemies adieu, asivas faid in the 
*^ precedent chapter, the next morning being Ja- 
nuary tJie 14th, we bore N. E. We reckoned this 
day a N. N. E. one quarter S. way, and by it> 
thirty leagues. We were four leagues eaftward from 
the ifle of Juan Fernandez, whea I took our de** 
parture. 

Saturday, January the 15 th, we had hazy wea- 
ther : this day we made by a N. £. by N. >yay> 
eleven leagues. The fame hazy weather continued 
the 1 6th ; but about ten in the morning we had a 
perfeft calm : our reckoning was a N, E. by N^ 
way, and thirty-fix leagues. 

On the 17 th, we had a (ok gale, ^nd a clear ob- 
fcrvation ; .we found fcy it lat. :^8 deg. 47 S. eafting 
feventy leagues. The next day we had Hkewjfe a 
^lear day, and we reckoned by a N. E. by N^ way, 
thirty-one leagues ; by obfervation lat. 27 deg. 
apS. 

Wednefday, January tlie iptb, >vc had ^ydcai: 
Vol,. II. B day. 
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day, as before, and reckoned a N. E. by N. wa^j?, 
and thirty-five leagues and two thirds ; by obfer- 
•vation we took Lit. 25 deg. o S This day vte 
puf" iy>' our top-gal!ant mafts and fails, which \ve 
had taken at the ifland of Juan Fernandez, when 
we thought to have gone directly from thence for 
the freights of Magellan. But now our refohi* 
tions were changed, and our courfe was bent for 
Arica, that rich plaee, the fecond time, to try what 
5good 'WC could do upon it by another attempt, in 
.order to the making our fortunes there: An the even- 
ing we few land at a great diftance. 

January the 20th. About midnight paft we had 
a fmall land wind that fprang up and reached us ? rrt 
break of day we could defcry land again, at the 
diftance of about nine pr ten leagues. This day 
-was very hot and calm, calling ninety-two leagues. 
' On the 2 1 ft, we had \'ery little wind, and arfl 
along as we went we could defcry a barren high 
land. We failed N, by E. and N. N. E. .along the ' 
coaft of the continent. 

Saturday the aid, we had very hot weather : 
this day w.e failed N. and N. by E. and looked out 
continually for the ifland of Yqucque, which ouc. 
pilot told us was hereabouts : We kepta jufl: diftance 
from the land, for fear of being defcried by the 
gnemy. 

The day following, Sunday the ^sd. We failed 
in like manner N. N.. E, along the coaft, which 
feems to be very full of bays hereabouts. By ob* 
lervation this day we took ht. 2 1 deg. 49 S. 

Monday, January the 24tlx This day we had 
an iodifFerent gale of wind, and we flood N. and 
by E. the wind being S. S. E. We found latitude 
hy obfervatlon 21 deg. 2 S. our whole eafting be- 
ing nine-two leagues and an half. In the afternoon 
captain Watling omt commander, and twenty-five 

men 
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mea more, departed From the (hip in two canoes, 
with defign to feek for and take the ifland of 
Yqueqne, and there to get intelligence of the pof- 
ture of affairs at Arica : we were at the diftance of 
rv/elve leagues from fliore, when they went from. 
the (hip. 

The next day, by a clear obfervation, we found 
lat. 20 deg. 40 S. At four in the afternoon re- 
turned one of our canoes, bringing word- that they 
could not find the illand, though they had fearched 
for it very diligently. At night came the other, 
being brought back by a wrong fign given us by 
the firft canoe. This fecond canoe had landed 
upon the continent, and there found a track, the 
which they followed for fome tpace : here we found 
a dead whale, with whofe bones the fpaniards had 
built a hut, and fet up a crofs \ there lay alfo many 
pieces of broken jars. They obferved likewife, that 
hereabouts, upon the coafts, arc many bays, good 
landiog and anchoring for (hips. That evening, 
about feven o'clock, a frefhgang went from the (hip 
to (cek the fame ifland; mean while we lay be- 
calmed all night, driving about a league to les- 
ward. 

Wednefilay, Janq^ry the 26th, we had extreme 
hot weather : this day the Spani(h pilot told us, 
that on, the continent o^er againft U5, a very little 
way within the land, are very rich mines of fih'er ; 
but that the Spaniards dared not open them, (or fear 
of an iovafion from the enemy. We failed north, 
at the diftance of about two leagues from fhore : at 
noon we had an obfervation, and found lat. 20 deg. 
21 S. At four o'clock sve (liw a fmoke made by our 
our men, clofe by a white cliff, which proved to be 
the illand. Hereupon, we immediately fent away 
another cance with more men, to fupply them in 
their attempts : but in the mean while the firft ca^ 
B 2 noe. 
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noe, ^vhich left us in the cyening before, came 
nboard, bringing with ihem four prifoners, two old 
white men, and two Indians. 

Tiie other canoe, which fet out laft, brought: 
back molaffes, fi(h, and two jars of wine. To 
\7indward of the faid idand is a fmall village of 
eighteen or twenty houfts, having a fmall cliapel 
near it, built of ftone, and for ornament fake, it is 
ftuck full of bides, or Ikins of feals. They found 
about fifty people in this hamlet, but the greateft 
part of them made their efcape at the arrival of the 
<atJoe. To this ifland barks frequently come from 
Arica (which is but at a little dillance) to fetch 
<:lay, of which they have already carried a\\ay a 
4:onfiderable quantity. The poor Indians, natives 
of this ifiand, are forced to bring all the frefti wa- 
ter they ufe full eleven leagues from thence, that is, 
from a river named Camarones, to leeward of the 
ifland. The bark wherein they ufed to bring it, 
was then gone for water, when our men landecl 
tipon the place. The fuiface of this ifland is all 
over white, but the bowels are of a reddifh fort of 
earth. From the (hore is fecn a great path leading 
over the mountains into the country. The Indians 
of this ifland love to eat a fort of leaves that are 
in tafte much fike our bay leaves in England ; in-, 
fomuch that their teeth are died of a green colour, 
by the continual ufe thereof. The inhabitants go 
ftark naked, and are a very robull and flrong peo- 
ple ; notwithllanding they live more like beads 
than men. 

Thurfday, January the 27th. This morning, 
on board the fliip, we examined one of the old 
men who were taken prifoners upon the ifland the 
day before ; but finding him in many lyes, as we 
thought, concerning Arica, our commander ordered 
Ilim to be dot to death, which was accordingly 

done. 
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done. Our old commander, captain Sharp, M'as 
mach troubled in his mind, and difTatisficd at this 
cruelty and rafh proceeding; whereupon heoppofed 
it as much as he could ; but feeing be could not 
prevail, he took water and waftied his hands, fay- 
ing, * Gentlemen, I am clear of the blood of this 

* old man ; and I will warrant you a hot day for this 

* piece of cruelty, whenever we come to fight at 

* Arica* ; which fell out accordingly, as you wilt 
fee hereafter. 

The other old man being under examination, in- 
formed lis, that the ifland of Yquequfe before men- 
tioned belonged to the governor of Arica, who was 
proprietor thereof ; and that he allowed thefe men 
a little wine, and other neceffaries, to live uppn for 
their fuftenance. That he himfdf had the fuper- 
intendance of forty or fifty of the governor*s flaves, 
who caught fifh and dried it, for the profit of the 
faid governor; and he fold it afterwards to the in- 
land towns^ and reaped a confiderable benefit there- 
by. That by a letter received from Arica, eight 
days ago, they underftbod there was then in the 
Barbour of Arica three fliips from Chili, and one 
bark. That they had raifed there a fortification 
mounted with twelve copper guns ; but that whea 
we were there before, they had conveyed out of the 
town to the neighbouring ftations, all their plate,, 
gold, and jewels, burying it in the ground, and 
01 her wife concealing it ; which, whether it were 
now brought again or not, he could not tell. That 
there were two great places, the one at ten, the 
other at twenty-five leagues diftance from Arica, 
where lay all their ftrength and treafure. That the 
diay before h^d pafled a port to declare our having 
been at Coquimbo. That the embargo laid on all. 
veflels going to the northward was now taken off; 
fa that a free paflage was allowed them. That by 
B I land 
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Jand it was impoflible to go fi-om hence to Arica In 
lefs than four or five days, forafmuch as they miifl 
x:arry water for ihemfelves and horfes for the whole 
journey. Laftly, that ihofe arms that were brought 
from Lima to Arica, as was mentioned above, were 
now carried from thence to Buenos Ayrcs. All thefe 
things pleafed us mighty well. But however, 
captain Sharp was Hill much difTatisfied at our 
/liootiqg the old man : for he had given •vis a 
Vei7 true information, namely, that Arica was very 
well fortified, and much better than before; but 
our misfortune was, that we looked upon his infor- 
mation as a trick only. 

The leaves of which we made mention above, are 
brought down to this ifland in whole bales, and then 
diftributed to the Indians by a fhort allowance givea 
to each man. This day we had very hot weather 
and a S. W. fe-u By obfervation we found htltude 
20 dcg 13 S. Befidcs the things above mentioned^ 
(v;.r pifjr.e's informed "as, thai .11' Arka the Spani- 
arJs had buiic a breail-Wvjik round about the town, 
and one alfo in every ftreet,. that in cafe one end of 
it were taken, they might be able to defend the 
other. We ilood oiF and in for the greateft part of 
the day. In the afternoon we were eight leagues 
and a half from ftiore, with a frefli wind. That 
morning^ we took the bark that was at the river of 
Camarones to fill water for the ifland. 

Friday, January the 28th. Laft night about mid- 
night we left the fhip, and put ourfelves aboard the 
bark before-mentioned, the launch, and four canoes 
with defign to take Arica by furprizal. We rowed 
and failed all night, making in for the (hore. 

Saturday, January the 29th. About break of day 
we got under ftiore, and there hid ouffelves amoQjr 
the rocks all day, fearing left we ftiould be defcried 
by the enemy before we came to Arica. At this 

time 
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lime w€ were about five leagues to fouthward of it* 
near Quebrada de San Vitor. Night being come, Wj 
rowed away from thcQce, 

Sunday, January the 30th, 1680. This day, in 
the morniDg about foa^nlb, we laaded amoogft fomc 
rocks, at the diAance of four miles, or thereaboBr» 
lo-the fouthward from Arica. We put on (horein 
all ninety-two men, the reft remaining in the boats 
to keep and defend them from being furprized by 
the enemy, to the intent we might leave ^behind 
us a fafe retreat in cafe of ncceifiiy. With thefe 
men we lef^ftri<ft ord(»rs, that if we made one fmoke 
from the town or adjoining fields, they fliould come 
after us towards the harbour of Arica wifjj one 
canoe ; but in cafe we made two, that ihey (hould 
bring all away, leaving only fifteen men in the boat?. 
As we marched from our landing place towards the 
town, we mourned a very deep hill, and faw from 
thence no men, .nor forces of the euciriy ; which 
cau.'ed ufe to hope wc were n.>t as yet firlcrl-J, a vl 
that we ihould wholly fnrpri7.c them. But when wc 
were come about half way to the town, vvc ij/uJ. 
three horfemen, who mounted the Look-out hiil ; 
and f::eing us upon our march, they rid down fuH 
fpeed to the city, to give notice of our approach. 
Our commander, Watling, chofe out forty of our 
number to attack the fort, and fent us away fitfl: 
thitherwards, the reft being defigned* for the town. 
Wc that were appointed for the fort, had ten hand^- 
granadoes among us, when we gave the aflfauh, and 
with them, as well as with our other arms, we at- 
tacked the caftle, and exchanged feveral ihot with 
our enemies. But at laft, feeing our main body in 
danger <^ beitig over-borne with the number of our 
enemies, we gave over that attempt on the fort, and 
ran down in all hafte to the valley to help and alTift 
B4 , them 
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them in the fight. Here the battle was very defperatc, 
and they killed three, and wounded two more of our 
men from their outworks before we could gain upoa 
tliem. But our rage iocreafing witt> o^r wounds, 
we flill advanced, and at laft beat the enemy out of 
all, and filled every flreet in the city with dead- bo- 
dies. The enemy made feveral retreats to fcveral 
places, 'from one breaft-work to another, and we had 
not a fufficient number of men wherewithal to man 
all places taken. Infomuch, that we had no fooner 
beat them out of one place, byt they came another 
way, and manned it again with new forces and freih 
men. 

We took in every place where we vanquifbed thd 
enemy, a great number of prifoners, more indeed; 
than peradventure we ought to have done, or wo 
knfew well what to do withal ; they being too many 
for fuch a fraall body as ours was to manage. Thefc 
prifoners informed us, that we had beeti defcried no 
itfs than three days before from the ifland of Yqueque^ 
whereby they were inexpeftation of our arrival every 
hour, knowing we had Aiil a de/ign to make a fe* 
cond attempt upon that place. That into the city 
were come 400 foldiers from Lima, the which, be- 
fides their own, had brought 700 arms for the ufe of 
the country people, and that in the town they had 
6co armed men, and in the fort 300. 

Being now in pofleiTion of the city, or the greateft 
part thereof, we fent to the fort, commanding tbem 
to furrender : but they would not fend us any 
anfwcr. Hereupon we advanced towards it, and 
gave it a fecond attack, wherein we pcrfiftcd very 
vigoroufly for a long time. Being not able to carry 
it, we got upon the fop of a houfe that flood near it, 
and from thence fired down into thefori, killing many 
^ of their men, and wounding them at our eafe and 
pleifure. But while we were buficd in this attack, the 

reft 
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reft of the enemy's forces had taken again fcvcnU 
pofts of the town, and began to fur round us in 
great numbers, with defign to cut us off. Hereupoa 
we were conftraiocd to defjft the fecond time,' as be- 
fore, from aflaulting the fort, and make bead againft 
them. This we had no fooner done, but their 
numbers and vigour increafing every moment, we 
found ourfelves to be overpowered, and confequently 
we thought it convenient to retreat to the place where 
. our wounded men were under the hands of our 
ftrgeons, that is to fay, our hofpital. At this time 
our new commander, captain Watling, both our 
quarter- maflers, and a great many^more of our men- 
were killed, befides- thofe that were woundfed and^ 
^fabled from fightings So that now the enenq^; 
rallying againft us, and beating us from place to place; 
we were in a very diftrafted condition, and in more 
likelihood to perifh every man than efcape the bloodi- 
iiefs of that day. Now we found the words of' 
captain Sharp true, beiqgall very fen fible th^t we 
had a day too hot for us, after that cruel heat ' in 
Killing and murdering in cold blood the old Meftifo 
Iddian, whom we had taken prifoncr atTqmsque, as » 
we mentioned before. 

Being furrounded with difficulties on all fides, and' 
in great diforder, havhig no body to give orders » 
what was to be done, we were glad to have our eyes - 
upon our good old commander, captain^ Bartholo- 
mew Shiarp, and beg of him very earneftl^ to com* 
miferate our condition, and carry us off; If was a 
great while before he would takfe- any notice of our 
requeft; fo much was he difpleafed with the former 
mutiny of our people againft- him, all which had 
been occafioned by the inftigation of Mr. Cpok, 
But Sharp is a man of an undaunted courage, and ex- 
cellent conduft, not fearing the leaft to look anj 
iofultiaj enemy in the face, and a pcrlbn that knows ; 

B s boibt 
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both the theory and pmftice of navigation as veil as 
moll do. Hereupon at our earneft requefl and peti- 
tion he took upon him the conunand in chief again^ 
and began to diflribute his orders for our fafety. He 
would have brought off our furgeons, but they hav- 
ing been drinking while we aflaulted the fort, would 
hot come with us when they were called. They 
killed and took of pur number, twenty eight men, 
befides eighteen that we brought off, who were 
defperately wounded. At this time we were all ex- 
treme faint for want of water and victuals, whereof 
we had none all that day; we were likewife almoll 
choaked with the duft of the town, being fo much 
raifed by the work that their guns had made, that 
ye could fcarce fee each other. They beat us out 
of the town, and then followed us into the Savan- 
has, or open fields, ftill charging as fafl as they could* 
JBut when they faw that we rallied again, refolved ta 
die one by another, they ran from us into the town, 
and flieltered themfelves under their breaft-works. 
Thus we retreated in as good order as we poffibly 
could obferve in that confufion. But their horfemea 
followed us as we retired, and fired at us all the way, 
though they would not come within the reach of 
our guns, for theirs reached farther than ours, and 
out-(hot us above one third. We took the fea fide 
for our greater fecurity ; which when the enemy faw, 
they betook themfelves to the hills, rolling dowt> 
great lipnes, and wliole rocks to deftroy us. Meajj 
while fhofe of the town examined our furgeons,. and 
jother men whom they had made prifoners. Thefe 
gave them our figns that we had left to our boats 
that were behind us, fo that they immiediately blew 
up two fires, which were perceived by the canoes. 
This was the grcateft of our dangers. For had we 
not come at that inftant that we did to the fea fide, 
our boats had been goue^ they being already under 
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iail, and we bad iaevkably perlfhed werj man. 
Thus we put ofF from the (hore, and got on boar<l 
about ten at night, having been involved in a bloody 
fight with the enemy all that day. 

CHAP. XVII. 

j/ defcripthn of the bay of Jrica, They, fail from 
hence to the^ port of Guafco^ ivhere they get prs^ 
vifions. Defcription of the faid port.. They lar^d 
again at Hilo to revenge the former affrontSf and 
took what they could find.

|UR attempt at Arica being over, January nit. 
we plied to and fro in the fight pf the port, 
to fee if they would /end out the three j(hip$ we b^d 
feen in the harbour to fight u$ : for upon them we 
hoped to revenge the defeat and difappointment we 
had received at the town the day before. But our 
expe^iations in this point alfo were fruArated, for 
not one of thofe vedtis offered to ftir. ^ 

The houfes of chisi town of Arica are not above 
eleven feet bigh^ as being built of earth, and not of 
brick or timber. The town itfelf is foiK-fijuarf?, 
and at one corner Aands the caAie, which may eafily 
be commanded, even with fmuil arms> from the hill 
which lies cldfe to it. This place is the embarcadero, 
or portrtown of. all the mineral towns that lie here- 
abouts, and hence is fetched all the pkte that is . 
carried to Limii^ the head city of Peru. > 

On Tuefday, February the.jft, we had a clear 
obfervation, ^d by it we found lai. 19 deg. 6 S. 
This day we (liared the old remains of our plate 
takeh Iti fonte of our former. bt)oties. Our ihares 
ajnoumtd only 10 thiny-feven piec(»8 of eight each 
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N. B. Herf I would have my render to take nottcr, 
that from this day forwards I kept no conftant Diary or 
Journal, as I had done before^ at leaji for fome con^ 
Jiderable Jj>ace of time ^ as ymfhallfee hereafter : my 
difeafe and ficknefs at fea being the occfion of inter- 
mitting ivhat I had never failed to dp in all the courje 
of this voyage till now \ only fome few memorandums, 
'as my weaknefs gave leave ^ I now an J then com- 
mitted to paper 9 the which I fhall give you as I find 
themy towards the continuance of this hiftory^ Thus : 
Monday, February the 14th. This night, between 
eleven and twelve o'clock, William Cook died on 
board our (hip, who was fervant to captain Edmund 
• Cook, of whom mention hath been made in this 
t journal : he defiAed not, even at his lafl, to accufe 
''■ his mafter of buggering him, as before was related : 
mereovcr, that his mafter fhould fey, * It was na 

* fin to fteal from us, who tiiought it none to rob the 

* Spaniards.' 

February the i6th, 1680. This day we found 
ourfelves in lat. 27 deg. 30 fouth. We had a con- 
ftant breeze at S. E. and S; S. E. till we got about 
aoo leagues from land ; then at the, eclipfe of the 
tnoon> we had a calm for two or three days, and 
then a breeze at north for two days ; after which 
\tre had a calm again for two or three days more. 

March the i ft, we found latitude by obfervation 
34 deg. I fdoth. At ihis time begins the dirty 
weather In thefe feas» We lay under a pair of 
courfca, the wind being at S. E. and E. S. E. with 
a very great fea at S. S. E* 

' MJirch the 3d, all hands were called up, and a 
council held ; wherein, confidering it was now dirty 
: weather, and late hi the year, we bore up the helm, 
and refolved to goto the main for water, and thence 
to leeward, and fo march over land towards home, 
or at leaft to the north fea-: but Cod diverted us 
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from following this refolution, as you (hall hear 
hereafter: we being thus determined that day, we 
flood N. E. with a ftrong wind at S. E. and E. S. E. 
March the jth, died our Coquimbo Indian. The 
7th we had a weft wind, our courfe being E. by 
N. The 8th of the faid month we were put to 
an allowance, having only one cake of bread a day. 
March the loth, we had a ftrong fouth wind. 

March the 12th, we fell in with the main land'; 
fomething to leeward of Coquimbo," within the 
idand of Paxaros. are doilble lands, in whofe valieys^ 
are fires for melting of copper, with which metal 
thefe hills abound. Off te fea board is a roeky land, 
and within fandy. About the diftance of eight 
leagues to leeward is a rocky point, with feveral 
keys or rocks about it : about half a mile to leeward 
of this point turns in the port of Guafco; right 
agatnft the anchoring are three rocks clofe under tlia 
ftiore. 

Being arrived here, we landed threefcore men of 
our company, with defJgn to get provifions, or any 
thing we eould purchafe. The people of the 
country ran all away as foon as they fiiw us. There 
was building on the fliore, in this port, a fire bark 
of fixteen or eighteen tons burthen j with a cock- 
boat belonging to it. We took one Indian prifoner^ 
and with him went up the fpace of fix or feven miles 
iftto the country, to an Indian town of three or 
fourfcore houfes ; from thence we came back to the 
church, which is about four miles from the fea fide, 
and lodged there all night. Here are multitudes of 
good (heep and goats in- the country adjoining to this 
port, and it is watered with an excellent fr«{h water 
river; but the getting of water is very difficult, the 
bank$ being very high, or othcrwife inacceffible : 
however, we made a fliift to get in five hundred jars 
iof watery furthermore, wc brought away one hun- 
dred 
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dred-and-twenty fheep, and fourfcore goats, with 
which ftcck we visual led our vedel for a while : as 
for oxen, they had driven them away farther up 
into the country. The jurifdiftion of Guafco itfeft" 
js governed by a teniente or deputy governor, and a 
friar, and is in fubje<Sbion to the city of la Serena 
above-mentioned, as having a dependence thereupon; 
here grows both corn, peafe, beans, and feveral 
other forts of grain; and for fruits, this place is 
not inferior to Coquimbo. Here we found likcwife 
a mill to grind corn, and ^bout two hundred buQicls 
thereof ready ground, the which we conveyed ofi 
board our (hip. Every houfe of any account hath 
branches of water running through their yards or 
courts. The inhabitants bad hid their wine, and 
the beft of their goods, as plate and jewels, having 
defcried us at fea before our landing ; fo that our 
booty here, befides provifions, was inconfiderable : 
however, we caught fome few fowls, and eat five or 
fix flieep, and likewife a great hog which tafted very 
like our Englifh pork. The hills are all barren, fo 
that the country that beareth fruit,, is only an ex- 
cellent valley, being four times as broad as that of 
Hilo above-mentioned, Thcfe people, of Guafco 
ferve the town of Coquimbo with many forts of 
provifions. We give the Indian, whom We had taken, 
his liberty, and 1 took the port of Guafco thus. 

Tuefday, March the 15th, 1680. This morning. 
we departed from the port of Guafco afore-meatk>ned, . 
with very little wind, having done notbiqg confi- 
derable there, except only the taking id the few prq- 
vifions above related : we were bent thercfore.to feek 
greater /natters, having met with ill fuccefs in molt 
of our attempts hitherto. 

We had now very dark weather all along the coall^ 
March the 2xft, we. were ivcft from the bay ^i 

Mexcltenea: 
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McxelloaeS : the point of this bay, one league up- 
war(Js, reprefenis a fuger-Ioaf exaftly. 

March the 22d. This day otir boats and canoes 
went from the (hip, being well manned, to iind the 
river Loa; ihey went alfo about two leagues to 
leeward of it, to a fifhing village, but could find 
no place fit for landing, whereupon they returned 
without doing any thing : the next day another 
canoe of our concipany went out upon the fanie ex* 
ploit, but found the fame fuccefs : notwithftanding, 
here Sir Francis Drake watered, and built a churchy 
as we were told by our pilot. This church is now 
{landing on the fea-fide by the river, whofe mouth is 
now dry. There are feveral huts to the windward 
of it ; and from the faid church or chapel goes a- 
great path up the hills, which lead to Pica. 

Thorfday, March the 24th, we found latitude by 
obfervaiion 20 deg. 10 fouth. This day .alfo we faw. 
land at about eighteen leagiies difbnce. 

Sunday, March the 27th, we faw Mora de San:a 
and La Cumba at fome diftance. The fame day we 
had an obfervation, and found itlat. 18 deg. 17 
fouth. That evening we parted from the fhip with 
our boats and canoes towards the coaft of Hilo^ 
upon which we now were : we landed and took the 
village of Hilo undefcrled, they fcarce fufpefting we 
could hare any defign upon that place a fecond time: 
we caught the friar who wns chaplain to the town, 
and mod of the inhabitants afleep, making them 
prifoners of war. JHere we heard a flying report, as 
if five thoufand EngliHi had taken Panama a fecond 
time, and were in polFeflion of it» But this rumour 
proved to be a falfity, as it then feemed. At this 
•kne the river came out, and was overflown, it be- 
ing near the time of the frclhes. Here the prifoners 
told us, that in Arica ten of our men were ftiU al • e, 
whereof three were furgeons, all the reft being dead 

of 
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of their wounds. The Spaniards fent word to Hild, 
that we had killed them feventy men, and wounded 
three times as many of their forces. But here the 
inhabitants faid, th it of forty-five men fent to the 
relief of Arica from hence, there came home^nly two 
alive. We filled what water we pleafed here ; but 
a fmall boat that we brought from Guafco brolce 
loofe from us, and was ftaved to pieces on the rocks. 
Here we took eighteen jars of wine, and good ftone 
of new figs. On Tuefday following we went up 
to the fugar-work mentioned in our fbrmer expe- 
dition againft Hilo-, and found all the fruits juft ripe, 
and'fit for eating: thepe we landed feven mules dowa»- 
wards with moIafTes and fugar. The inhabitants 
told us further, that thofe men who came to fijght \xs 
%Yhen we were here the.fir'fl time, weremoft of thena 
boys, and had only fifty fire arms amongft them: 
they being commanded by an Englifli gentfeman; 
who is married ta Arcquiqua. Likewife that the 
owner of the fugar-work. before-mentioned was now 
engaged- in a fuit of law againfl the town of Hiloj 
pretending it was not the Englilh who robbed him^ 
and fpolled his ingenio, when we were there befarei 
but the townfmen themfelvcs. This day in the 
evening we failed for Hilo with dark weather, ahdl 
littla wind, whiph continued for feveraldays after? 
wards. * ' 
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CHAP. XVIIL 

They diparf from the p^rt of HUo to the gulf of 
Nicoyny ivhere they take down their decks ^ and 
mend the failing of their Jhip, Forty f even of 
their companions leave them, and go home over 

■ land. A defcription of the gulf of Nicovo ; they 
take two barks and Jbme prifoners. there* Several 
ether remarks belonging to this^ voyage*

ROM the time that we fet farl from the port of 
Hilo, till Monday, April the 10th, 1681, no- 
thing. bappeoed to us that might be accounted re- 
markable ; neither did I take any notes all this 
while, by reafon of my indifpofition afore- mentioned. 
This day we could hear diftindily the breaking of 
the feas upoa the fhore, but could fee no land, the 
weather being extreme dark and h^iy. Notwich- 
fianding about noon it cleared up, and we found 
ourfelvcs to be in the bay called (& Malabrigo : the 
Jiind in this bay runs due eaft and weft. By aaobfer- 
vatioD made this day, we found 6 deg. 35 fout^. 
We faw from hence the leeward ifland of Labos, or 
Seals, being nothing but a rocky fcraggy place. Oa 
ihe S. W. fide thereof is a red hill, much frequented 
by the Indian fifliemaen. It is (ituate in lat. 6 degt 
15 S. This day likewife in the evening we faw the 
,poInt called Aguja. 

On Saturday, April the r6th, we came within a 
league diflance of the weft end of the ifland of 
Plate above defcribcd. The next day, being Sunday^ 
April the 17th; 1681, our mutineers broke out 
again into an open dilTenfion, they having, been 
much di/Fatisfied all along this voyage, but more 
efpecially fjnce our unfortunate fight at Arica, and 
Bcver entirely reconciled to us fince ihey chofe 
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captain Watiing, and depofed Sharp at the ifle of 
Jiian Fernandez, as was related above. Nothing: 
now could appeafe them, nor fer«re their turn, but 
a reparation from the reft of the company, and 
kavmg us. Hereupon, this day they left the (hip, 
to the number of forty-feven men, all in company 
together, with defign to go ovei? land, by the fume- 
way they came into thofe fcas. X^e reft, who re-, 
mained behind, did fully refolve,, and faithfully 
promife to each other^ that they would -flick dole- 
together. They took five flaves in their company, 
to guide and do them other fervice in that journey. 
This day we had i deg. 30 minutes fouthern lati- 
tude. We failed N. N. W. before the wind. 

Next day after their departure, April the i8rh,. 
we vbegan to work about taking down one of our 
upper decks, thereby to caufe our fhip fttU to mend' 
her failing. We now made a N. W^ by N, way ;, 
and had lit. by obfervaiion 251 nomb> the wind be- 
ing at S. W. J 

April the I9th^ we made aN. W. by N, way.. 
This day our obfervation was lat. 2 deg. 45 norths. 
In the afternoon we had cloudy weather. The fol- 
towing. day likewife we made the faime way, and by 
it feveoty miles, according to my reckoning. 

The 2 ift in the moftilng we had fome fmallfliow- 
«rs of rain, and but little wind. We /aw fome turtle 
upon the furface of the watcp^ and great quantity of 
fifh. We caught twenty-fix fmali dolphins.' By a^ 
N. W. by N. way, we reckoned this day forty miJes. 

April 22d. This day we caught feven large dol- 
phins, and one bonito. We faw likewife whole 
multitudes of turtles fwimming upon the water, 
and took five of them. We had an obfcrvation 
that, gave us lat. 5 deg. 28-N* Hereabouts runs a 
great Urong curreiit. This day we lowered the 

quartet 
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quarter deck of our (hip, arid made it even with the 

upper deck. 

^\it day following we had but fmall wind, and 
yet great Ihowers of rain ; hereupon every maa 
/ayed water for himfelf ; and a great quantity was 
ftved for the whole company. In the morning we 
caught eight bonito's, and in the evening ten more. 
^ April the 24th, we had both cloudy and rainy 
weather. By an obfcrvation we had lat. 7 dcg. 3^ 
N. Meridian difference was ninety -two leagues. 
This morning we caught forty bonito's, and in. the 
evening thirty m6re. In the afternoon we flood 
north, the wind being at S. W. by S. 

Monday, April the 25th. All the night before 
we had large gufts of wind and rain.. At break of 
day we were clofe in with land, which, upon ex- 
amination, proved to be the ifland of Cano. To 
wertward thereof is very high land. About noon, 
tliis day it cleared up, and wc had bt. 8 deg. 34 N.. 
V\ the evening we fent a canoe to fearch the illand : 
in it they found good water, and even giound, but 
\i^ithal an open road. At night we flood off the 
firft watch, and the lafl we bad a land wind. 

The day following, at day-light, we flood in,, 
and about noon we came to an anchor at the eaft fide 
of the ifland afore-mentioned, which is not above 
one league over. In the afternoon we removed fronv 
our former anchoring-place, and anchored again 
within fliot of the N. E. point of the ifland. All 
over this ifle grow abundance of cocoa-trces. On 
the north fide thereof are many rivulets of good 
water to bo found in fandy bays. We faw fome- 
good hogs on fliore, whereof we killed one, and 
two pigs. Here are great numbers of turtle-doves,, 
and huge flore of fifti, but wiihal very fliy ta be: 
caught. , 

April 
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April the 27th, we had forae rain and wind tlic 
fore-part of the day ; but the afternoon was fair,-. 
The next day, m like manner, we had great quantity 
of rain. On Saturday the 30th, nbbut feven a'clock 
in the morning, we weighed from the aforefatd ifland. 
-with little wind, and 5ood N. W, That day fell 
much rain, with great thunder and lightning, 

Monday, May the 2d. This day we obfcrved and 
found lat, 9 deg. N. The coaft all along appeared 
to us very high and mountainous, and fcarce fix 
hours did pafs but we had thunder, lightning, and 
rain. The Kke continued fbr the two disiys following. 

May the 5th, we had an indifferent fair day ; and 
at evening we were right off the gulf of Nicoya. 

Friday, May the 6th. This morning we faw the 
cape very plain before us : N. by E. from it, are 
certain keys at eight leagues diftance, clofe under the 
main. Wfe flreered N. N. W. towards the biggeft 
of them ; at whofe E. S. E. fide are two or three 
foiall rocks. The main eaftward is fine flivanna, oc 
plain and even land, through which goes a very 
jgrcat road, which is to be fecn off at fea. At noon 
the port of Caldero, commonly called Puerto Caf- 
dfero, bore N. from us ; at which time the ebb 
forced os to found in the middle of the gulf, where 
we found fourteen fathom water : after this we air- 
chored nearer the eaftem keys, in the depth of 
Dineteen fathom, where we had oozy ground. 

Saturday, May the 7th. The night before, was 
very fair all night long ; in the morning we went 
ill a Giooe, being federal in company, to feek for a^ 
place to lay our Ihip^ih: amongflr the iflantls along^ 
the fhore we found many brave holes, but little or 
BO water in them, and therefore not for our- purpofe. 
On one of the faid iflands we found a hat, and* 
many jars of water, by. which W£ knew that peo- 
ple. Irfid htel^^ been. tbeceiii. about eight in theevening- 

ouc 
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our (hip weighed anchor at young flood, and about 
ttree in ihe afternoon we anchored again in five 
fathom water. 

Saturday, May the 8th, 1681. The night be- 
fore we had much ram, with thunder and lightning. 
The morning being come, our commander, captaia 
Sharp, left the (liip in two canoes, with twenty- two 
men in his company, out of dcfign to furprize any. 
veffels or people tliey could meet hereabouts. 
Mean \^^iile,* in the evening we drove up with the 
tide there being no wind, 'in tl-ye (hip, two or three 
leagues higher, till we found but three fathom high 
water ; here^e backed a-ftern. At this time wc faw. 
one of oar canoes coming ofF from the ifland that 
was at "head of us (which was named Chira) calling 
for more mfen and arms, faying, there were two fail 
of ftiips higher up the gulf. Hereupon, eight of us 
went with Aem a/hore, whereof two joined the 
party afore-meniioned, and the fix remaioing were 
appointed to guard the prifoners they had taken ^ 
to thefe we (hewed OQrfelves very kind, as finding 
they were fenfiblet)f the cruelties of the Spaniards 
towards ihem and their whole nation. Here we 
found to the number of eight or nine houfes, and a 
fmall chap«l {landing : thefe people have been i^ 
former times a conCderable and great nation, but are 
now almofl: deftroyed and extingullhed by the Spa- 
niards. We afcended a league up a creek of the 
fca, or therea'bouts, and took by furprizai two barks, 
which were the two fail they had told us of before : 
one of thefe bai'ks was the fame we had taken before 
at Panania, of which 1 made mention at the be- 
ginning of this hi (lory. 

The Monday following we weighed anchor with 
our barks, and drove down the creek, with the tide 
at ebb towards our flilp. The prifoners we had 
\ taken here, informed us, that when we were to 
^ weftward 
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weft ward in thcfe feas before, there lay loo men at 
the port of Santa Maria : that our men, who left 
us at the ifland Cay boa, as was mentioned above, 
met the other bijrk that we loft at fea, as we were 
failing thither, and fo went all over land together : 
that in the north feas, near Puerto Velo, they had 
taken a good (hip, lo be revenged of the Spaniards, 
who (lop up the mouth of Santa Maria, with defign 
to hinder others from pafling that way. At night 
our captain with twenty-four mpn went from the 
ftiip in another creek, and there took feveral prifon- 
ers, among whom was a ftiipwright and his men, 
who were judged able to do us good fervice in the 
altering our (hip; thofe carpenters being' aftually 
building two great (hips for the Spaniards. Having 
taken thefe men, they made a float of timber, to 
bring down the tools and inftruments they were 
working withal : they alfo put feveral tools, and -a 
confiderable quantity of iron -work into a doree, td 
be conveyed down the river, ^yhich funk by the v/ay, 
as being overladen with iron ; and one of our com- 
pany, named John Alexander, a Scotfman, was 
unfortunately drowned in her. 

Thurfday following, May the I2ih, we fent a 
canoe from the (hip, and found the doree that was 
drowned : that evening like wife drove down the 
body of our drowned man afore- mentioned ; here- 
upon we look him up, and on Friday morning 
following threw him overboard, giving him three 
Fr,ench vollies for his cuftoraary ceremony. Both 
this day and the day before, we fetched water from 
a point near the houfes, on the i(hind of Chira afore- 
mentioned : from the (hip alfo we fent away a Spa- 
nifli merchant,^ whom we had taken among the pri- 
foners, to fet<?h a certain number of beeves, that 
might ferve for a ranfom of the new bark taken 

here. 
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*here. This day the weather was fair, but on Sun- 
day following it rained from morning till night. 

Monday, May the i6th, we began to work all on 
our (hip. Tuefday, an Indian boy, named Peter, 
ran away from uis; he belonged to captain Sawkins, 
ond waited upon him as a fervant. WedneCday died 
mi Indiaaflave, whofe name >vas Salvador. Thurfday 
we heard thirty or forty guns fired on the main, 
which made us ihrnk thefe would alfo turn to Hilo 
beeves. Friday, we caught cockles, \^hich were as 
large as both our fifts : at night there fell fuch dread- 
ful rain, with thunder, light niog, and wind, that 
for the fpace of two hours the air Was as light as 
day ; the thunder not ceafing all the while. 

Saturday night, we had more thunder, lightning, 
and rain. Sunday, we continued our work. 

Wcdnefday, May the 25th. This day we finifhed 
-our great piece cf work, viz. the taking down the 
^eck of our (hip : bcfides which, the length of every 
inaft was fhortened, and all our work finifhed ; ia- 
fomuch, that it would feem incredible fhould I here * 
give an account how much work we <Jid in a fort- 
night or lefs. The fame day likewile we fet at 
liberty our Spanifh carpenters, who had been very 
ferviceable to us all this while ; the old pilot, the 
old Spaniard taken at the ifle cff Yqueque, and fc- 
'Veral other of our Spanifh prifoncrs and flavcs To 
thefe people, but chiefly to the Spanifh carpenter, 
as a reward of their good fervice, we gave the new 
bark which we had taken at this place; but the 
old bark we thought fit to keep, and fail her in our 
company, as we did, putting into her for this pur- 
pofe fix of our own men and two (laves. The next 
day we fell down as low as Vanero, a place fo called 
hereabouts, and would have (ailed away again that 
very evening; but that oqr tackle gave way in 
hoifting our anchor; which made us lie ftUl. In 
3 ' ^h« 
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the gu!f of Nicoya we had commonly a frcfli breeze, 
and at night a land wind. 

Friday, May the 27th. This day likewife we 
drove down with the tide as low as CavaKo, another 
placc in the gulf: here wc flaid and watered tliat 
day; and one Canois Marcy, our interpreter^ raa 
away from us. 

May the 28thy in the momiag we failed froia 
thence, and came within twenty-nine leagues of that 
rich and rocWy ftiore ; yet, notwithftanding we had 
but fcven fathom water here, I faw a white porpus. 
Behind this iiland is a town called New CapeBlanco« 
At Puerto Caldero above-mentioned is but one ftore- 
houfe: we came to an anchor in the depth of fcvea 
fathom water, at the diftance of a k^ague from (hore, 
and caught five turtles. 

May the ^ipth. This day we faw Cape Blanco. 
Both this day, and the day following, we continued 
turning it out of the gulf againft a foatb wind, 

CHAP. XIX* 

They go f rem Nicoya to Gulfo Duke, *0)here they 
careen their vejjei, j4n nccciint of their failings 
<i!ong the coafi. The Spaniiirds force the Indiatu 
of Diiricn to a peace -by a firatage^n contrived in 
the name of the Englijh. 

•^IZEPNESDAY, June the ift, 1681. This day 
^^ we had very fiiir weather, yet but little wind } 
hereupon the tide, or current, drove us to the weft- 
ward of Cabo Blanco : off this cape, and at the dif- 
tance of two miles within the fea, is fituate a very 
bare key. 

The coafl: here along runs N. W. half W. and 
grows lower and lower towards cape Guyones : 
this cape now mentioned; at feven leagues diftance^ 

and 
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and at N. W.,by N. at firft fig^t appeared like two 
ifUodt : the latter part <^ this day was cloudy, 
which hiadered our profpeA. 

J«ft€ the ad. This momiftg we faw land, which 
appeared like feveral keys at N.~ W. by N. and at 
feYCQ leagues difiance : It was the land of Puerto 
de Velas. 

This evening our captain called us together, and 
aflced our opimon^ of the courfe we fhould fteer : 
having difcufled ^he points by him propofed amongft 
ns, we all refolved to bear up for Golfo Oulce, and 
there to careen our vef&ls : this being done, we 
concluded to go from thence to the cape, and cruize 
thereabouts under the sequinoAial. We obferved 
this day that our bark, taken at the gulf of Nicoya, 
iaHed much better than our Clip. 

Friday, June the 3d. The night before was v^y 
fair, and we had a fre(h wind, our courfe being W. 
and W. by N. In the evening we ftood N. £. and 
defcried land at the diftance of about twenty-four 
leagues from Cabo Blanco. 

Sonday, June the 5th. Laft night we lay by the 
greateft part thereof: this morning we faw the liland 
of Cano above defcribed, whidi bore £. S. £. from 
Qs : we faw multitudes of fi(h, but they would not 
bite ; alfo water-fnakes of divers colours. 

June the 6th. All the night paft we had rata^ 
iwiih little wind, fcarce enough to carry us clear off 
from the ifland aibre-mentbned : towards morning 
rwe had a freih wind at N. N. W. So we ftood out 
S. till morning, and then we ilood N. E. by E. The 
land runs from Punta Mala to Golfo Pulce^ and 
Punta Borrica, E. S. E. half S. at nine leagues 
diftance we laid the iflaud of Cano. 

The weft end of Golfo Dulce is very high land, 
and a high rock lies dofe off it ; befides which, two 
ether rocks lie fardier out ; the outermoft of which 

Vol. 11. C .,^.. is 
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•is a mile diftatit from the ftiore. The eaft fide is 
alfo high, but breaks into fmall points and bays, 
growing lower and lower to Punta Borrica. We 
came about a mile within the mouth of the gulf ; 
then we anchored in eight fathom and a half water. 

•The mouth of the gulf is almoft three leagues over. 
The next day, being June the 7th, we weighed 
'anchor again at young flood, and got about two 
leagues higher:, at evening we came again to an- 
chor in the depth of feven fathom and a half water : 
it rained fo hard this day till eight o'clock, that the 
drops could not be diflingui(hed one from another. 
Wednefday, June the 8th, At day-break we 
weighed anchor again, with a frefli fea-breeze : the 
higher up we went, the deeper we found the gulf, 
and at laft no ground, even with thirty fathom. line: 
this day we fent our canoe away to feek water, and 
a good place to lay our (hip in. Having landed, we 
found one Indian aiKi two, boys, all which we made 
prifoners, and brought aboard. We ufed them 
very kindly, giving them viftuals and clothes, for 
they had nothing but the bark of a tree to cover their 
uakednefs withal : being examined^ they informed 
us that a Spanifh prieft had been amongft them^ and 
had made peace with their nation, ordering them 
llri£lly not to come near any ihip or veflel that had 
red colours ; for they were Englifhmen, and would 
certainly kill them. Being afked where the prieft 
was ; they anfwered he was gone to a great Spanifh 
town, four fleeps up in the country. After this^ the 

- Indian left the two boys, his children, with us, and 
went to fetch more Indians to us, from a plautane- 
wall or grove fituate by a river about a league off. 
We came to an anchor in a bay clofe by one of the 
Indian keys, where two frefh rivers were within a 
(tone's throw of each other, in twenty-feven fathom 
and a half water, and at a cable's length from the 

mark 
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mark of low water. The Indians, whom our pri- 
foflers went to feek, came to us fcveral times, felling 
OS honey, plantanes, and other neceflarles that we 
Bfaally bought of them, or trucked for with other 
things. We alfo made ufe of their bark-logs in 
tallowing our ihip, in which cafe they did us good 
fcrvice. Their darts are headed with iron as fiiarp 
as any razor. 

Here one of the prifoners which we took at the 
gulf of Nicoya informed us by- what means, or 
rather ftratagem of war, the Spaniards had forced a 
peace upon the Indians of the province of Darien, 
fince our departure from thence. The manner was 
as follows. A certain Frenchman, who ran from 
us, at the ifland of Taboga, to the Spaniards, was 
lent by them in a (hip to the river's mouth, which 
emptied itfelf from that province into the South-fea. 
Being arrived there, he went a(hore by himfelf in a 
canoe, and told the Indians, that the Englifh, who 
had pafled that way, were come back from their 
adventures in the South-fea. Withal, he afked 
them, if they would not be fo kind and friendly to 
the Engliflimen, as to come aboard and conduft 
them on ftiore ? the poor deceived Indians were 
very joyful to underftand this good news ; and thus 
forty of the chiefeft of them went on board the 
Spanifh veflel, and were immediately carried pri- 
foners of war to Panama. Here they were forced 
to conclude a peace, though upon terms very difad- 
vantageous to thena, before they could obtain their 
liberty. 

Thefe poor and miferable Indians of Golfo Dnlce 
would come every day in our company, and eat and 
drink very familiarly with us all the time we were 
there. We laid our (hip on ground, but the water 
did not ebb low^ enough to fee her keel. While we 
were careening our veflel, we bulk a houfe upon the 
C 2 (hore. 
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ibore, both to lodge and eat in ; and every day m« 
caught plenty of good fifh. 

Sunday, June the lath. The work of careening 
our (hip going on in due order, we came to deanfe 
our hold ; and here on a fudden both myfelf and 
fevcral others were ftruck quite blind wi^h -the filth 
and naftinefs of it : yet foon after we recovered our 
fight again, without any other help than the beoefic 
or the ff eih air. 

June the 14th, we had 9 great and fierce tor- 
nado, with which our cable broke, and had it sot 
then happened to be high water at that inftant, we 
had been loft inevitably : however, we had the good 
fortune to ihore her up again, and by that meai^a 
fecure ourfelves from farther danger. 

June the 21ft, we weighed anchor again, and 
went a league higher than the former place. Heve 
we watered, and in the mean while left men below 
to cut wood. 

Thurfday, June the 23d. This day ran away 
from us two negroes : the name of one (^ them 
was Hernando, who was taken^ with d«n Thomas de 
Argandona, upon the coaft of Guayaquil, as was 
mentioned above ; the other was named Silvefter^ 
taken at the town of Hilo; following the example 
of thofe afore-mentioned. 

Monday, June the 27 th, that is, four days after, 
two more of our prifoners endeavomed to make 
their eicape, both of them flaves : one of thefe was 
named Franc^oo, who was a negro, and had been 
taken in the cocoa ftiip mentioned before : the name 
of the other was alfo Francifco, an Indian born, 
taken at Panama. . Their attempts to efcape fuc- 
ceeded not, for we caught them both again before 
they got on (hore. 

Tuefday following, I went and failed up and 
down the gulf in a little bark belonging to our 

(hip; 
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Sup ; and viewed all the parts of Gdfo Dulce ; 
cor captain gave this gulf the name of king 
Charles'^ barboiir. 

CHAP. XX. 

They depart from Golf a Dulce, tvgo and cruiisf under 
the equino6tial. Here they take a rick Spamfi} 
wffel vfitk 37,000 pieces (f eighty bejides plate- 
and other goods. They take a^ a pacquet-boat 
bound from Panama to Lima. Jn account of their 
filings and tho coafts along. 

^\ U R veflel being now careened^, and all tbiogt In* 
^^ a readinefs for our departure, Tuefday, June 
the aStb, in the afternoon, we weighed anchor to 
go to fea again, turning out towards the mouth ef 
CoIfi> Dulce. Our deuga was to eruize under the 
•cfoinoAial, as had been- concluded upon before, 
thereby to get what purchafe we could by Tea, fee** 
ing the greateft part of our attempts upon land 
had provai< hitherto very unfuccefsful to us. 

.Wednefday, June the 20th. Both the night laflF 
paft and this day we had rainy weather. About 
three in the afternoon a frelK gale fprang up at $•- 
W. and S. S. W. our courfe being S. £. and S. E. 
by S. At five this evenfng the gutf bore N. W. hf 
W. being feven leagues diftant, and Punta Borria^ 
three leagues and a half diftant. 

, Thnrfday, June the 30th. All night paft we en- 
joyed a fre(h gale at S. S. W. We failed in the balk,. 
where I was, better than the man of war; for fo 
we called the Trinity veflel ;.notwithftaodlng (he was* 
newly cleanfed and tallowed. This day we bad- 
hazy weather, and I reckoned myfelf from Punta^ 
Borrica S. S. E. eighteen leagues and a half. 

July, the. ill, 1 68 i^ Eaft night we^ had two or 
G 3^ thrca 
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three tornadoes : I reckoned this day a S. S. E» 
way, and by a clear obfervation found lat. 6 deg. 
lo north. We faw great quantities of fifti as we 
failed this day. 

July 2d, we made a S. E. way, and our reckon- 
ing was 64 by it : by obfervation I found lat. 5 
deg. 20 north. At noon the fame day we had. a 
frefh gale at S. W. with fon>e rain. 

July the 3d, we had hazy weather. We made a 
S, S. E. by S. way, 37. 

. Monday, July the 4th. The night paft was 
windy with rain, which forced us to hand our top- 
fails. Our reckoning this day was a S. E. way, and 
a hundred miles. 

July the 5th. We had a clear night the lafl: paft, 
and withal a fre(h gale ; by this we made a S. 5. 
way. Our latitude this day gave us 2 deg. 2p 
north. This morning we faw land fouthward of 
\3S, lying in low hammocks : it was the point of 
• Manglares. 

Wednefday, July the 6th, we turned up along 

(hore, and by obfervation took this day lat. 2 deg. 

a N. Hereabouts every new moon is a windward 

current.. In the evening we were clofe in with low 

.land : we had ^vindy weather, and a great fea. 

Thurfday, July the 7th. This day, by obfer- 
vation taken, we found lat. i deg. 48 north. In 
the evening we loft fight of the faid (hip. 

July the 8th, we faw the fhip again, for the lofs 
wjhereof we began to be in fome doubt. This day 
vje made very high land all along as we went : and 
the port, or rather bay, of San Matteo, or St. Ma* 
thews, appeared like feveral iflands. 

Saturday, July the 9th. This morning we flood 
fair in with the port of Tucames. Off of the 
higheft part of the land there feems to be a key. 
This day at noon we had a clear obfervation, 
which gave us latitude 1 deg. 22 north. 
T. Sunday, 
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Sunday, July the loth. Laft night we flood off 
to fea, thereby to keep clear of the (hore. -This 
day's obfervaiioQ ihewed us Lititude i deg. 31 
north. , About noon the fame day, we happened to 
efpy a fail, which we immediately gave chace to. 
We bore op to the point of the compafs, thereby 
to hinder her lacking away ; notwithftanding, in the 
evening we loft fight of her : however, our great 
fhip got up with her, and about eight of the clock 
at night made her a prize : (he proved to be the (hip. 
named San Pedro, which we had taken the Uft 
year, being then bound from Tru:}iillo to Panama, 
and laden with wine, gunpowder, and pieces of 
eight, whereof mention was made before. We 
took her twice in lefs than fourteen months. She 
had on board her now 21,000 pieces of eight, in 
eight chefts, and in bags i6,poa more, befidea 
plate. 

Monday and Tuefday, the 1 1 th and 12th of July^. 
We made in for the (hore. Our prize was fo hard 
laden, that (he feemed quite buried in the water.. 
She had forty men on board her, be fides fome mer- 
chants and friars. On Tuefday an obfervation gave 
US latitude i deg. 20 north. 

Wednefday, July the 13th. This day we dared 
not adventure into the bay of San Matteo, becaufe 
we faw fome Indians who had made a great fire on 
ihore, which, as we judged, was defignedly done. 
to give intelligence of our arrival : hereupon we 
bore away for the river of San lago, about fix: 
leagues north -eaft from the bay before- mentioned^, 

Thnrfday, Friday, and Saturday following, we. 
fpent in taking out of our prize what parcels of 
cocDa nuts we thought fit, (he being chiefly laden 
with that commodity. This being done, we cut; 
down the main-maft by the board, and gave them 
only theur main-^fail, and thus turning the (liip. 
C 4 loofe. 
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loofe, fent away in her all 6iir old flaves for the 
good fervice they had done us, taking new ones 
from the prize in their room. One only we ftiU de« 
tained, who was Francifco the negro^ that attempted 
to run away by fwimming aihore* 

Sunday, July the i/ih. This day we wetit from 
the fhip, and found the river of San lago before- 
mentioned. At the mouth of this river '^ ftmd 
Monday and Tuefday following to take in water, 
which we now much wanted. On the (ides of the 
river we found good ftore of plantains : our frefh^ 
water we fetched four miles up the river. We faw 
feveral Indians, but could not fpeak With them, they 
were fo fhy of us^ being forewarned by the Spa- 
niards not to come near us* 

Wednefday, July the apth, we (hared* our plin« 
der, or rather made part of the ^videtKl of what 
we had taken, the reft being refcrved to another 
day. Our prifoners bdng examined, informed us 
that the Spaniards had taken up our anthofs add 
cables, which we left behind us at the ifle of Juati 
Fernandez ; alfo that they had furprized the Muf* 
quito Indian that we left behind us there on fhore^ 
by the light of a fire which he made in the night 
upon the ifle. 

Tuefday, July the 21ft. All the four-and- twenty 
hours laft paft we flood off and in. The next day 
We (hared the reft of our things taken in the prize, 
as alfo the money that was in the bags ; the reft we 
laid up to divide upon another occafion ; efpecially 
when we were got through the ftreights of Ma- 
gellan. Our dividend amounted to the fum of 234 
pieces of eight a man. Our prifoners informed tls 
this day, that a new viceroy of Peru was arrived at 
Panama, and that he dared not adveqture up to 
Lima in a fliip of twenty-five gons, that was. at Pa- 
iiama» for fear i£ meeting with us at fea, but had 

chble 
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cho(e rather to ftay till the Armada came down from 
Lima to conduA him thither. 

July the 23d, we had a frcfli breeze at S. W. and' 
the next day a dear obferyation, which gave us only,' 
latitude 14 M. north. This day we. faw cape St.. 
Frahcifco, N. E. 

Monday, July the 25th. This day we obfervcd . 
latitude i deg. 20 S. and we had S. W. wind. July 
the 26th. This morning we had a very grcat^dew. 
fallen in the night laft paft. The weather in likc_ 
manner was very* clofe. On Wcdnefday, July the- 
27th, we were at S* S. W. of Cape, Raflao, aud at fix; 
leagues diftance. 

The fame morning about feven.of the clock wc: 
ipted a fail E. S. E. from us^ under (hore. We 
prefently gave her clofe chace, and aboiit noon earner 
up with her. But fcveral of her crew got on fliore,, 
and made their efcape, viz. a friar, who was either 
a paiTenger, or -chaplain to the veflel, and five ne- 
groes. She proved to be a barco de avifo, or. 
packet-boat^ that was going with letters from Pa« 
nama to Lima. In this, bark we took^ among otbct^^ 
prifoners, two white women, who were paffengers* 
to the fame place. Thefe and the reft of the pri* 
foners told us> they had heard at Panama, that wer 
were all gone out of thefe feas homewardyover land, 
and that made them adventure now up towards; 
Lima; otherwife they had not come. This day, 
and Thurfday following, we fpent in rummagings, 
the packet-boat, in which we could find nothing of 
value, they having fcarce brought any thing with* 
^hem but the packet. They told us moreover, that 
the new viceroy,of Peru, of whom we made men- 
tion above, was fetting forth from Panama, undei> 
the conduft of three- fail of fhips ; one of fixtecn,, 
another of eight, and a third of fix ^uns : that a- 
general peace was all over Europe, except. Only that. 
C 5^ ' the. ' 
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the Englifti had wars with the Algerines by fea, and 
the Spaniards by land. Having got what we could 
out of the prifoners and the vefTel, we gave them 
their liberty, and fent them away in the fame bark, 
as being defirous not to encumber ourfelves with 
more than we could well manage. That night \s^e 
flood out to fea all night long, moft of our men 
being fuddled. 

C H A P. XXL 

They take another Spanijh Jhip richly taden, under 
the equinoBial, They mak^ fever al dividends of 
their booty among themf elves. They arrive at the 
ijle of Plate^ where they are in danger of being 
all majjhcred by their Jlaves and prifoners. Their 
departure from thence for the port of P ait a ^ with 
defign to plunder the faid place.

EXT morning, after we had turned away the 
packet-boat before-mentioned, the weather be- 
ing very clofe, we fpied another fail creeping clofe 
under our lee. This veffel J ooked mighty big; (o 
that we thought (lie had been one of their' chiefefl: 
men of war, who was fent to furprize or deftroy us. 
Notwithftanding our brave commander, captain 
Sharp, refolved to fight, and either take her though 
never fo big, or (he us : in order thereto, coming 
nearer her, we eafily perceived flie was a merchant 
fliip of great bulk, as moft Spanifti veflelsare, and 
withal very deeply laden. Being up with them, 
they fired three or four guns at us firft, thinking to 
make their party good againft us ; but we anfwered 
them briddy with a continual volley of fmall arms, 
fo that they foon run down into the hold, and fur- 
rendered, crying aloud for quarter. We killed in 
that volley their captain, and one feaman, and alfo 

wounded 
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Vouaded iheir boatfwain. The lofs of their com- 
mander fo daimted them, he being a man of goo J 
repute ia thofe feas, that they furrendered imme- 
diately. Captain Sharp, with twelve more of our 
company, entered her firft. In this vefTel I faw the 
beautifulleft woman that ever I faw in the South-fea. 
The name of the captain of the veflel was dori 
Diego Lopez, and the (hip was called EI Santo Ro- 
fario, or the Holy Rofary. The men we found oil 
board her were about forty. 

Having examined our prifoners, they informed 
lis, that the day before they fet fail from El Callao 
(from which port they were going towards Panama) 
our men, whom they bad taken prifoners at Arica, 
were brought into that place ; and that they had 
been very civilly entertained there by all forts of 
people, but more efpecially by the women. That 
one of our furgeons, whom we fufpefted to beMr* 
Bullock, was left behind,^ and remained ftill ai 
Arica. 

We lay at anchor from Friday, July the ^pth,. 
which was the day we took this prize, till Wednef- 
day following, under Cape Paflao, the place we an- 
chored at before. Here we funk the bark we had' 
taken at the gulf of Nicoya, being willing to make • 
ufe of what rigging fhe had, and alfo to contraft 
our number of men. In the mean while we took a' 
great deal of plate out of the prize, and fome money 
ready coined, befides fix hundred and twenty jars 
of wine and brandy, and other things. Thu3, 
leaving only the foremaft {landing in the vcfTel, we 
turned her away, as we had done the others before, 
together with all the prifoners in lier, giving them- 
tljcir libert3% not being willing to be encumbered 
with them ; and withal, being defirous to fpare 
our provifions as much as we could. We detained 
only one man^ named Franeifco, who was a BiT- 
C 6- canier. 
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canier, becaufe he told ns himfelf he >vas the befl 
pilot in thofe Teas. This being done, we (hared all 
the plate and lioen taken in her, and weighed from 
thence, ftanding S, S. E. with a fre(h wind. 

Friday, Augufl the 4th. This day we (hared the 
ready money taken in the Rofario, our laft prize, 
bar dividend came to ninety-four pieces of eight a 
man. We were now at N. E. of Cape Paflao, under 
which all thefe prizes were taken. 

The hnd runs S. E. and is for five leagues toge* 
ther, to windward of this cape, all mountainous 
and high land. 

Next day; being Augufl the 5th, we completed 
our dividends, fharlng this day all our odd money 
ready coined, ^nd plate, with fome other things. 

Saturday, Augufl the 6th. This day perufing 
fome letters taken in the laft prize, I underftood 
by them that the Spaniards had taken prifoner one 
of the lafl party of our men that left us; alfo, that 
they were forced to fight all their way over land as 
they went, both againfl the Spaniards and Indians ; 
thefe having made peace with the Spaniards fin*:e 
our departure, as was mentioned above : that our 
Engliihmen had killed, amongft other Spaniards, 
the brother of captain Aflientos, and captain Alonfo, 
an officer fo named. Moreover, that ten fail of 
privateers were coming out of the North-fea, with 
intent to march over land into the South-fea^ as we 
had done before, but that they were prevented, be- 
ing forced back by the great rains that fell near the 
i Hands called Zemblas. 

Auguft the 7th, we had very fair weather, and 
notwithftanding fometimes ftrong winds from ftiore, 
and a ftrong current 10 leeward. This ran fo fierce 
againfl us the next day, Augufl the 8th, that in 
iour-and-twenty hours we lofl three leagues. 

Tuefday, Auguft the pth, we faw the port and

town of Mama; being only fixtcen or fcvcntcca 
flraggling bonfes, with a large and high bricfe 
diurch belonging to it. What we got in the day 
by the help of the wind, we loft in the night by the 
current. The fame fortune we had the next day, 
for we ftill gdned no way all this while. 

Thurfday, Anguft the nth. All the night paff 
we had bat little wind : this day we had- a violent 
current to windward, as before, with fomegufts of 
wind. However, by the help of thefe, we made 
fliift to get to windward of the ifle of Plate. 

Augufl the I2ih, in the morning, we came to 

anchor at the aforefaid ifle : we fent oinr boat afliore 

with men, as we had done formerly, to kill goats, 

but we found them extreme (hy to what they were 

the laft year. Here it was that our quarter-mafter 

James Chappel and myfelf fought a duel oa fliore. 

In the evening our flaves agreed among themfelves, 

and plotted to cut us all in pieces when we were 

afleep, not giving quarter to any : they conceived 

this night afforded them the fitteft opportunity, by 

reafon we were all in drink ; but they were dif- 

covered to our commander by one of their own 

companions : and one of them named San lago, 

whom we brought from Yqueque, leapt overboard ; 

who notwithftanding was (hot in the water by our 

captain, and thus punifhed for his treafon : the reft 

laid the fault oft that flave, and fo it pafled, we 

being not willing to enquire *any farther into the 

matter^ having terilfied them with the death of 

tl eir companion. We lay at this ifle till Tuefday 

following, and in the interim gave our veilel a pair 

of boots and tops, being very merry all the while 

with the wine and brandy we had taken ih the 

prize. 

Tuefday, Auguft the i6th. In the afternoon, 
we weighed from thence with a S. W. wind. 

Wednefday, Auguft the 17th. We got eaft of 

the 
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the IHand this morning, two leagues and a half 
diftance. 

All the day till the morning we had a leeward 
current, but then I could not perceive any. 

Thurfday, Auguft the i8th. This evening we were 
to windward of the Lfland of Solango. In the night 
before we had a continual mifty rain. At noon the 
aforefaid ifland bore N. by E. of us, at three leagues 
diftance. 

About three leagues from Solango are two rocks^ 
called Los Abercados : they appear both high and 
black. Befides this, N. N. E. from point St. He- 
lena, is a high rock, which to windward -thereof 
runs fhoaling for the fpace of half a mile under wa- 
ter : it is diftant about eight leagues from the faid 
. point, and is called Chanduy. At this place, and 
upon this rock, was- loft the (hip afore-mentioned, 
that was ordered from thefe leas to the aid of 
Charles the Firft,. king of England. • This ftiip had 
on board, as the Spaniards relate, many millions of 
pieces of eight, being fent as a preftnt to him, he 
being then in his troubles, by the merchants of Lima. 
The rock afore-mentioned lies about two leagues 
diftant from the main. 

Auguft the 29th. This day our pilot told us, that 
firice we were to windward, a certain fhip that was 
coming from Lima, bound for Guayaquil, ran aftiore 
on Santa Clara, lofing there in meney to the value 
of 100,000 pieces of tight, which otherwife, per- 
adventure, we might very fortunately have met 
withal. Moreover, that the viceroy of Feru.had 
. beheaded their great admiral Ponce, for not coming 
to fight and deftroy us, while we were at Gorgona. 
This evening we faw the point Santa Helena, tea 
leagues to S. S. E. from us. 

Auguft the 2oth. This day we had both mifty 
and cold weather : in the afternoon we faw lapunta 

^ ^ de 
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de Santa Helena, at N. E. by N. and at about feven 
Jeagues diftance. 

On Sunday, Auguft the 21ft, we had a fair and 
clear day : I reckoned myfelf to be about twenty- 
five leagues to the fouthward of Santa Helena. 

Auguft the 22d. This morning about two o*clock 
we came clofe in with the ihore. We found our- 
felves to be leeward of a certain point called Punta 
deMero, which is only a barren rocky point: here 
runs an eddy current under the fhore. 

Tuefday, Auguft the' 23d. This day in the morn- 
ing we had but little wind: at noon it blew frefh 
again. We made all day but fliort trips, and rifFed 
top fails. 

Wednefday, Auguft the 24th. This morning a 
great dew fell : at noon we were weft from Cape 
Blanco. We found by obfervatibn lat. 4 deg. 1 3 S. 
We refolved now to bear up to Paita, and take it by 
furprifal if pofSble, thereby to provide ourfelves with, 
many neceflaries we wanted.. 

CHAP. xxn. 

They arrive at Paita, where they are difappointed 
of their expedlations, as not daring to land, feeing 
all the country alarmed before them* They bear 
away for the freight of Magellan. An account 
of their failings towards the freight afore-men- 
tioned, 

'THurfday, Auguft the Z5th. Wednefday night 
^ we flood off to fea for fear of the fhore,. left 
we (hould be defcried from the coaft of Paita,. which 
we were now pretty nigh. About noon this day 
we began to ftand in again, and faw the homing of 
land, though with hazy weather. The next day, 
being Auguft the 26th, we had cold winds, great 
dews^ and dry weather. 

Saturday^ 
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Saturday, Augaft the 27th. All this day, dpe-- 
cially in the morning, we had a great fog. In the 
afternoon we faw la Silla de Paitaat W. S. W. being- 
about five leagues from it. 

Sunday, Anguft the 28th. Laft night about 
ten, we were clofe in with land, at about half a. 
league to leeward of the ifland of Lobos. We con- 
tinued our courfe all that night, and about break of 
day found ourfelves clofe under Pena Horadada, 
which is a high and fteep rock. From thi$ place we 
failed wiih a land-wind, and fent from the (hip two- 
canoes well manned and armed, hoping we fhould 
take^he town of Paita undefcried. But it feems: 
they had already got news of our coming, or being 
upon that coaft ; and fupplies of forces were fent 
them from Piura, twelve leagues up the country, 
Thefe fupplies confifted chiefly of three companies- 
of horfe and foot, all of them armed with fire-arms., 
Befides this, they had made, for the defence of the 
town, a breaft-work along the fea-fide, and the great, 
church which lies attheoutermoft part of the town. 
From thefe places, as alfo from a hill that covers the 
town, they fired at our men, who were innocently 
rolling towards (hore with their canoes. This im- 
timely firing was the prefervation of our people; 
for had the Spaniards permitted our men to come 
afhore, they had affuredly deftroyed them every 
man ; but fear always hindereth that nation of vic- 
tory in moft of our attempts. 

Our men perceiving themfelves difcovered, and 
the enemy prepared for their reception, retreated, 
and came aboard the (hip again without attempting 
to land, or do any thing elfe in relation to the taking 
of tl>e place. We judged there couid be no iefs than 
J 50 fire-arms, and four times as many lances upon 
the (hore, all in a readinefs to hinder our people 
from landing. Within the town, our pilot told us, 
there might be about 1 50 families.

Bring drfappdnted of our expectations at Faita,. 
'We flood down the bay towards Colan, three timet 
as big as F^ta. h is chiefly inhabited by filher* 
men, who fend fi(h to moft inland towns of Fbro $ 
2sad alfo ferve Paita with water from the river Cotan^ 
aot far from the town. It is about two leagues from 
the town of Parta before-mentioned to Colan, and 
from thence to the rirer one league, although tbe^ 
boafes of Colan* reach almoft to the river. The 
town of Colan is only inhabited by Indians, wfa^ 
are all rich ; becaufe ihey will be paid in ready mo* 
ney for every thing they do for the Spaniards. But 
the town of Paitk is chiefly inhabited by Spaniards^ 
thcHigh there be alfo fome Indmns ; but the Spa* 
niards do not fufPer the Indians to be any great 
gainers, or grow rich under diem. 

About ten o'clock a fmaM breeze fpmi^ up, and 
with that we ftood away weft, and W. by S. In a 
little dme it blew fo fi^Jb, that we were fei'ced to 
rlf our top-fails, the weather being very dark and 
haacy. 

Monday, Auguft the 29th, all our hopes of do* 
sog any farther geod upon the coafts of the South*> 
feas being now fruftrated, feeing we were defcried 
before our arrival wherever we came, we reiblved 
tinanimoufly to quit all other attempts, and bear 
ftway for the ftreights of Magellan, in order to ooi^ 
return honieward&» dther for England, or fome of 
our plantations in the Weft-Indies. T^^is day we. 
had a great d^w, and I reckoned myfdf W. S. W*. 
from Paita thirteen leagues and a half, with verf 
Utile wind; (b we ftood eaft. 

'The neflLt day, Auguft the jodi, vm had mifty- 
weather ; we made a W. S« W; way, and by It five 
leagues aiid one thM. In the aftemooa the wind 
freChened again, having beea but Uttte before^ and 
we ftdod E. & E. 

The 
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The laft day of Auguft we had very fair wea- 
ther. I believe now that the wind was fettled S. E.' 
and S. S. E, We made a S. S. W. way, and tweaty- 
one leagues and two thirds. 

September the ift. The night paft was very 
cloudy, but withal we had a frefli gale. Our rec- 
koning was a S. W. way; and that we had made 
fixteen leagues and two thirds. 

September the 2d, we reckoned a S. W. way, 
and by it twenty-fix leagues and two thirds.. This 
day we had an obfervation, and found latitude 7 
deg. 40 fouth. 

September the 3d brought us both cloudy and 
mifty weather. We niade a W. S. W. way, aod 
fourteen leagues. 

September the 4th. This day the wind was at 
£. S. £. and fometimes E. coming in many fla'ws. 
We had a S. W. by S. way, and reckoned twenty- 
three leagues and two thirds. We had a great fea 
from the fouth. 

Monday, September the 5th, we had great 
winds, and a high and thort fee. Oiir way was S. 
S. W. and half W. by which we reckoned 28^ 
leagues and two thirds of a league. 

September the 6th, we had a very frefli wind at S. 
E. by E. with an indifferent fnjooth fea. By obferva- 
tion we found this day latitude 12 deg. o. S. We 
made a S. W. by S. way, and twenty leagues and 
One third. 

Wednefday, September the 7th, we had a very 
frefli wind. We reckoned a S. W. by S. way, and 
thirty-fix leagues. We obferved latitude 13 deg, 
22|. S. Wfe made now each mefe a plumb-pudding of 
felt-water and wioe-lees. 

, The 8 th, we had a fre(h gale of wind, but hazy 
weather. Our reckoning was a S. W. by S. way, and 
hereby twenty-five leagues and one third of a league^

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September the 9th, we made a S. W. by S^way, 
and twenty-one leagues and a third. In the after- 
DOOQ the wind came aboqt fomething more foutherly, 
allowing us a S W. courfe. 

Saturday, September the loth. All the night paft 
and this morning the wind was very frefa at eafL 
Our way was S. S. W. and by our reckoning; thirty- 
five leagues and one third : the weather was now 
warm. An obfervation this day gave lat. 16 deg.

September the 19th. All the night paft we had 

• very frefii wind ; but tkis morning it came about 
to E. by S. and E, S. £. with hasiy weather. I reo* 
koned a S. W. by S. way, and twenty-two leagtie$. 

* September the aoth. This day gave us a frefli. 
wind, hazy weather, and S» by W. way, and here- 
vpon twenty-three leagues andone third. 

September the 21ft. This day aUb the freft gak* 
continued, with cloudy^ and fometimes mifty wea- 
ther. Our reckoning (hewed us a S. by W. way, as 
'die day before, and by it twenty-eight leagues and 
one third. By obfervatioa made we found lat.^ 25: 
deg. 1 5 fouth. 

Tburfday, September the aid. This day we had 
a very frefh wind : we reckoned a fouth half W.

2d. deg* 57 foutb, 
I reckoned bow that we were diftant from Faita

SundaiTy September the 25t1i. This day we had 
not much wind, and withaJ hazy weather. At 
noon the wind came eaft, then £. N. £. and thea 
again N. E. by E. We redwned a S« by E. way, 
hsdf eafterly aad $$ leagues. 

Monday the 26tht we had hazy weather, and f 
freftx wind at N, E. We reckoned a S. E. half fouth 
way, and tweaty-four leagues. In the afternoon 
we experimented a N. N. £• Tea, and then a N. N. 
£« wind; after this a north wind, and that but a 
little. 

September the 27th. All the n^ht before this 
^ay we bad a freOi Axrind at N. N. E. About eight 
this morning it came about again to N* N« W. We 
made a S. E. by S. way, and thirty-eight leagues. 
By obfervation I found lat. 32 d^. 30 fouth. Now 
we enjoyed a very (booth fea, and fair weather. 

Wednefday, September the 28th. The night paft 
me had a very fre(h wind at N. N. W. and N. W- 
At break rf day we had a wind at— ^heaving us a- 
back at once. At noon again the wind was at S. W. 
our conrie beii)g S. E. This morniag we took down 
our top-gallant mails. We made a S. E. by E» 
way, and on this road twenty-feven leagues and two 
thirds. We found, by an obfervation made, lat. 33 
deg. 1 6 fottth, a foudi-weft fea. 

The 29th, we had very windy and hazy wea^ 
ther, with fome rain now and then. All laft night 
we handed our main top-rfail. We made a S. E. by 
E. way, and thirty^two leagues and two thirds. We 
had a fouth-weft fea and wind. 

Friday, September the 30th. This day we had 
frcBi winds between S. W. and W. We reckoned 

a S. E* 
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a S. E. half fouth way, and thereupon forty-four 
leagues. By obfcrvation we found lat. 35 deg. 54 
fouth. 

Oftober the ift. .The wind this day was not very 
frcfti, but varying. My reckoning was a S. E. half 
fouth way, and twenty-four leagues. An obferva- 
tion gave us lat. 36 deg. 50 fouth. This day I 
finifhed another quadrant, being the third I finifhed 
in this voyage. We had a fouth-weft fea, ^vith 
Ihowers of rain and gufts of wind. 

Sunday, Oftober the 2d. The wind, this day 
was hanging between W. N. W. and N. W. by N. 
We made a S. E. by fouth way, and thirty-three 
leagues and two thirds. By obfervation we found 38 
deg. 14 fouth : about noon we had a freCh wind at 
N. W. andS.W. 

Oftober the 3d. The laft night in the fore part 
thereof was clear, but the latter was rainy : the 
wind very frefh at N. W . by N. But this day we 
had little wind and cloudy weather; a S. W. by 
W. wind, and a S. E. by S. way, by which we 
reckoned thirty-three leagues and one third of a 
league. 

Oftober the 4th. We had a clear night, and a 
very frefh wind : we reckoned by a S. E. by E. 
way, and thereby forty-three leagues. An obferva- 
tion taken {hewed us, that we were in 4at. 4 1 deg. 
34 fouth. This day alfo fell feveral (bowers of 
rain. 

Oftober the 5 th. We had a windy night the lafl paft, 
and clear day. We reckoned a S. S. E. half E. way, 
and forty-four leagues and two thirds. By an obfer- 
vation made, we found lat. 43 deg. 26 fouth. The 
weather now was very wincly, caufing a huge tem- 
peftuous fea. The wind at N. W. and N. W. by 
N. blowing very high. 

Oftober the 6th. This day the wind was ftill at 
" N. W. 
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N. W. and yet not fo frefti as it was yefterday ; the 
'weather very foggy and mifty : as for the wind, it 
came in gufts, fo that wc were forced to. hand our 
top fails and fprit-fail. We reckoned a S. E. half 
S. way, and thereby forty-three leagues, and one 
third of a league- The feas now wercnot fohigh, as 
for fome days pafl: : in the evening we fcudded away 
under our fore courfe. 

Friday, Oftober the .7th. Lafl .night was very 
cloudy, and this day both dark and foggy weather, 
-with fmall rain. We made a S. E. way, and thirty 
leagues and two thirds : a frefti wind at N, N. W. 
and N. W. We kept ftill under a fore courfe, not fo 
.much for thefreftinefs of the wind, as the clofenefe 
of the weather. . . 

Oftober the 8th. We had a clear night the night 
paft, and withal a ftrong gale ; infomucb, that this 
day we were forced, to take in our fore-faij, and 
loofen our mizen, which was foon blown to pieces. 
Our eldefi feamen faid, that they were never in the 
like ftorm of wind before ; . the fea was all in a 
foam: in the evening it dulled a'little. We made 
a S. E. half E. way, and eighteen leagues, with 
very dark weather. 

Sunday, Oftober the pth. All the night paft wc 
had a furious W. N. W.wind. We fet our fail 
a-drough, . and fo drove to the fouthwa-rd very 
much, and almoft incredibly, if an obfervatioa had 
not happened^ which gave us lat. 48. 15 S. We 
had a very ftiff gale at W. N.' W. with a great fea 
from W. which met with, a S. S. W. fea as great as 
it. Now the weather was very cold, and we had 
one or two frofty mornings. Yefterday in the after- 
noon we had a very great ftorm of hail : at noon we 
bent another mizen. 

Monday, 06lober the loth. ,This day brought us 
a frefli wmd atN. N. W. We made a S. E. lialf E. 

way, 
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way, and. by it fbrty-fonr leagues. By ohfervation 
we fbond lat. 49 deg. 4 1 S. I reckoned myfeif now 
to be caft of Paita fuuy*mne leagues and a half. 

Tuefday, Odober the nth. Laft night we Jiada 
iball time calm. This day was both doudj and 
rainy weather. The wind at S. W. ,and S. 8. W. fo 
i&rious, that at ten this morning we fi:udded under 
a main-fail: at noon we lo^taered our forei>yard 
while we failed. We made a S. £« by £* way^ and 
thirty leagues. 

CHAP. XXIII. 

Tife Bueanitrs arrive at a pUue unknown to them^ 
which they new-name the duke of TorkU ifiands. 
A defcription of thefaid ijlands^ and of the guff'9 
ar Lagoon^ wherein they lie, fo far as it was 
fearched. They remain there many days by ^y^ 
trefs of weather J not without great danger of being 
loft. An account of fame other tinngs remarkable 
that happened there. 

XTI7 Edncfday, Oftober the i^th. All laft night 
^; we had many high winds. I reckoned an 
E. S, E. way, and twenty leagues ; for our veflcl 
droAne at a great rate. Moreover, that we were 
an lat. ;o deg. 50 S. So that our calling from Paita 
by my account ought to be 10 1 leagues or there- 
abouts. 

This morning about two hours before day, we 
happened by great accident to efpy land : it was the 
great mercy of God, which had always attended us 
in this voyage, that faved us from perilhing at this 
time ; for we were clofe aftiore before we faw it, 
and our fore-yard, which we moft needed on this 
occafion, was taken down. The land we had fcen 
was very high and towering, and there appeared to 

be 
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be laaBy iflauds fc;attered up and down. Wt ft^ed 
in with ¥^bat caution we oquld, between them mid 
die.qaainy and at laft arrived at. a place, or rather ' 
bay,.wh^e we perceived ourf^lves tp t^ l^fLIopHed* 
^md, as we thought, pretty iafe fro§& \hc danger of 
thofe tempeftnoas Teas. From hepce we fent a\v^ 
our c^noe to foofid aad fi^arch. the fitted place iW 
aoclioring. At this timeoqe ^f oqt iiie^^.aaiacd 
Henry Sbergall, as he was going into our fprit^f^ 
top, happened to fall into the water, and wat- 
drowned before be couki have any help, thougb 
we endeavoured it as moch as we cottld. Tbjs ac* 
^idwt ieveral of our company did interpret as a bad 
omen of the place ; which proved not fo^ through 
the providence of tbe Ab^gbty; though we were 
not clear of dangers aeitber, as I fiiall relate. 

We came to an anchor in about forty fathom wa* 
fcr, at a ftpne's caft pnly from ihojrc. The water 
where we anchored was very finootbi ^nd the high 
lands round ^ibout all covered with fnow. Having 
confidered the time of tlie year, and uli other cir- 
<:umftances, we refolved, that in cafe we could find 
a fuffiqent ftock of proviCoos beri^, we woi^kl fia/ 
the longer, that is, till the ginning of fummer, or 
ibmethiog lot^er, before we pr(^ecuced our intended 
vopge homewards through tbe ftreights of Ma* 
gellan ; which now we b^an to be careful how to 
find* That day we anchored in this b^iy, we (hoe 
fix or dgJic brave geefe, bdides fome fm4|l] fowl» 
Here we found many hundreds of mufcle banks^ 
all wl>ich were, very plentifully flocked with that 
kind of fifh. 'We buried our dead .m^n on the 
^bpie^ giving fa|m feiveral vpt}ies for bis funeral rites^ 
iKxprding to cuflom. At ,f)]ght pur .anchor came 
tioney fo that , wo w^r^ forced, to let go a grappling 
to fe^ure ourfeWe^, But.flill every- Paw of wiiil 
r^we us. |fcieiif9a we. fat. puc fpiiti^li and ran 

Vox.. IL D abov« 
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iboTC a mile'into another bay, where we anchored 
again : the firft anchor, which was the biggeA la 
our fliip, we loft by this accident, the; cable being 
.cut by the rocks. Thefe idands afore- mentioned 
ouricaptain new named, his royal highoefethe duk« 
of York's iflands. 

' Tharfday, Oftober the 13th. This day we T>e- 
'^an to moor our fhip, fhe driving, as we cafily 
.could perceive, with every flaw of wind that blew. 
The tide flows here full feven fee^ up and down: 
^e moored our vcflel in a rocky pSint, being a key, 
>vhereof there be many in the circumference of this 
bay. The ground of the bottom of the bay vft 
found was hard and fandy, being here and ther6 
Tocky. This evening we brought on board great 
(lore of lampcrts, of which we made a kettle of 
■fcroth, more than all our company could eat. 

Friday, Oftober the 14th, we kHIed feveral geele, 
as alfo mar.y fowls like an eagle, but having a biggeir 
Sbeak, wiM their noftrils rifingfrom the top of the 
tniddle of 'heir beak by a hfind*trurvk : this fowl 
iiveth on fifh. Ytfterday, in the evening,, fell a 
great fleet of fnow on - the =hills round about the ba3% 
l)ut none where we were at anchor. This day in the 
evening we caught lamperts in great quantities^ 
three times as many as we could ear. Our men, in 
^nging the key for game, found grafs plaited above 
a fathom long, and a knot tied to the end 'thereof: 
t)n the other keys they found mufclcs and Jampert- 
ihellb-. Hence we concluded thefe countries were 
Inhabited, and that fome Indians or others wefe td 
be found hereupon. ^ • • 

JSaturday, Oftbbel* the 15th. The night' paft 
we had much rain, with large. hail ftones. About 
inidhight flie wind came to north -with fuch great 
Fury, that' the tree, 'to vvhich bur cable was fafr 
tehed oa-lhore, gave way and came up by the Iroors?. 
:. . - . ^ ^All 
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ffll thofe ^fts 6f wmd were m&cci with' violent 
ilorms-of rain and h^il : we faftened again to. other 
trees; but here it happened> th^t our (hip,coming> 
up to the (hore, our rudder touched, and invoke our 
goofeneck s gr^ae waf now our'das?ger, and greater 
k-would have* hcQtf, if it-had tfOt plcafed God.t<y 
fend us better weather. Scatce a miniite noni* 
JwTIed withc^ flawg of «^irtdand r/itt. * 

Suodayr 06k)ber the i6th. All night part wat 
rainy, as before. About nine o'clock our b^geft 
Baulfer gave way and brake. Afl this day likewifc 
we had rain. With feveral (howers of hail, and but

Monday, Oftober the i^th. Laft night, till fiva 
this morning, it ceafed not to r^ain : then- till ten it 
fiioVed : Qri the hilU it fnowed all theJiight long; 
This d^y we hunted oq th^ ihpre many- tracks of 
people, put could fine none, they having fled and 
concealed themfelves for fear of Cs,/as we fup- 
pofcd. 

OAober the 1 8 th.. The night paft. we had much 
rain and hall j;, but the day was very, cl^r and 
pretty \yarno. . Hereupcto we iriade an (Afervacion, 
which' gs^ve us lat. 5odeg. 40 S, > t 

pdbober the 19th. The night paft was clear and 
frofty: this fi^f was ha2Sy/ and fomething windy 
fjrom the north quarter. Every day wehad plenty of 
lamperts, and mufdes o£ a very large fize. 

Odlober the abrh. The night paft was rainy; 
and this day great gufts of vwnd at N. M. W. till 
the afternoon ; then wehad wind at N. W. being 
very frefli^.atfd in gufts; -' . . 

pft<ibcribe2ift. AU'the night paft was tem- 
peftuouft, with gi^t'gufts 'of wind and (howers df 
baiL Yeft^tday- in the evening we carried a cable 
aOiore, and feftened It to a tree : this being done; at 
mido^ht our biggcft cable broke in .the middle.

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Towarcbmordiog we had much fhow ; in tbei^ajr, 
great guAs of wiad with large bail-Aones* Wc 
caught great plenty ^ iMiperts.

AH this while we had not one 
minute fisur : towards evefiiag it held up, but tbo 
iNreather was cloudy, aiid withal much warmeiiy' 
thap when we came hither at frft. 

Wedfie£iay^ OAober the 2€tb, AH night paft, an4 
this forenoon, we had fair weather ; but after tiooii 
it ramed again. We found xockks like thofe^^re 
have in England. i 

Thurfday, Oftober the^ytb. Laft i>ightwebad 
much rain, with very great gufts of wind all mght : 
tiotwithftandiog, this diqr' proved to be thefaheft 
that we had bad fince w« ctoe into thisr place, in 
the evening, 6ur cadoe. iji^ch was gooe to fearch th^ 
adjacent places for Indians, or what cITe they coul4 
Had, returned to theftiip,l^th a doroeat berfkin« 
They had- gone, as it (hould feem, beyond the 0I4 
bay whiere we firft anchored, and thereabouts hap* 
pened to meet with this doree : in it were thr^e Ii^ 
dians, whd per<9di^ tbcmfelves nigh beii^ takco^ 
leaped ovier-board to inakcttheir e&ape. Oor nien in 
j^urfuif^ diem did iitadvi(e<Uy,(h6o^ ooe pf tb>^m 
dead : a feeoiid; bdiig a womaii,:e&apMed tb^yr bands.; 
hyx the third, vfao tra^ a lufty boy ^bpttf c^jB^^fft 
, . ' years 
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^feac» of age, was. takea, ^hom th^ brought on 
board the (hip. He was covered only with a feal's 
fldxi} baviDg no other cloaihlog about him : bis eyes 
^were fqutated ; and his hair pretty fhort. In the 
middle of the doree they had a fire bmrBing, either 
.fcr dreffiog of viftuals, or fome other nfe. The 
-doree 'ii&if was built (harp at both ends, and flat* 
bottomed. They had a net to catch penguins, and 
a clob like our bandies, called by them a toma- 
Yinks : his language we ccnald not anderftand, but 
wichal he poimed up the lagooi^ giving us to. unr- 
' ^eHbndy-' that there were more people Uiereabouts ; 
this was confirmed by oar men, \vho alfo faid xhef 
bad feen more. They had darts^ to throw againft 
'fta eoeiny poiati^d witlt wood. 

Ilie next day,, \s6ssg Odober tlie aSth, in the 
cvcDiogy cnr. cafaqe went ixojSL the (hip ^ain to ieek 
in: more ^iaosr they weat into fevend lagoons, 
aod: feaccbed (hem^ aaixowiy; bot they could find 
HoHiiPg but two or dires huts ; aQ the natives being^ 
fled bmre gur. arriv:^. In tiie evening they returned 
to the fiup^ bfbig^ wlib them very large kmperts, 
and moicks wiiicfa wet^ fist inches atid an half long : 
0nr Indian? prifoner could open thefe muicles widi* 
bis fingers, whkh oiur men could not fb readily do* 
with their knives. Both the sJgbt pafl and this day 
"we had very £ur weather. 

The a^th, we bad in like manner a very fair day». 
'•-and alfo a finooth wind at S. 9. £• Our lindian thts^ 
• day pointed to us, that there were men in this coun- 
try, or not far from hence, wikh great beards : he 
appeared to us^ by his aAionsto be very innocent and 
fooUfli; but by his carriage f was alfo perfuaded^ 
that he was a man-eatar. This day likewife we 
caught lamperts enouglr to fuffice usforthe mor- 
now. 

Suada§R,)0£toba the3ath« Th]S:day wasfair, and; 
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there blew a fmall S. S'. E. wind. In the morning i^ 
ient a canoe over to the caftward .fliorc, to feek 
either for provifions or Indians. I myfelf could not 
go, as I defired, being, with two or, three raorf, at 
that time very much tormented with the gripdsi I 
am perfaadcd, this place is not fb large an iflandas 
defcribed by fome hydrographers, but rather a coi- 
leftion of fmaller iflands. We faw .this day manjr 
penguins, but they were fo (hy, that we could not 
come near them :. thsy pad on the water ^^ith their 
wings very faft, but their bodies are fo heavy that 
they cannot fly. The fun had now made the wea- 
ther very warm, imomuch that the.fnow melted 
apace. ..-.,..' 

Oftober the 31ft. Both laft. night and thif daf 
were very fair: afnobn oupcaooe retbrned from the 
eafiem 0iore, bringing word they had found (evenl 
good bays and harbours, • that were deep even clofe 
to the ifaore. Only the^e were feveral^rock^ funk in 
thetn, which we Had jdfo' where: we were : but.thcfe 
rocks are nin dangerous to (hipping, by xeafon they 
have weeds which lie t:^o fa rhfpss in circumference 
about thenu ' This mJ^rnlng bie^ ia fmall. wiokl at

November tlie 2d. Laft night I took the foUr

• November the 3d* This morning we hanged our

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rudder, the greateft piece of work we had to do» . 
after thofe violent ftorms above-mentloued. In ihc^ 
afternoon we haled in our two biggeft haulfers ; aovl. 
alfo our biggeft cable from ihcfhoi e. For thiee days . 
laft paft^we had a very great and dark fog between 
08 and the eaftward (hore. We had now very little wind 
ia the cove where we Were, but abroad at fea thejc 
Wew at the famp time a ftifFgide at S. S. E. We 
could peiceivcnow, theftormy weather being blown . 
over, much finall* fry of fifti abont the Ihip, where- 
of we could fee none before. This evening ivas 
very dear and calm. , , , 

November the 4th. Both Lift night and this dny 
w^ bad very calm weather ; only a ^ fmall brecre in • 
tbe morntog fprang up at N. and N. N. E. whicli . 
aftei»iards wheeled a$oq^ to S. and S, S. E, This 
iDOr^i^ we hojfted pur main and, fore yards ; and , 
Bkcwife fetched off from the (hprc our other'haiilfer j 
5uid cable, into thq depth of eleveti fathom water. ' 
Our refolutions were now changed for a departure, 
ia order to feek the mbuitii of the ftrdghts of Ma- 
gellati, feeing we could not Winter here for want; of 
Kovifions, which we could not find cither on tlie' 
continent, or about thefe iQands afore-mentioned* 
The weather now was very Warm, or rather hot, 
5«id the birds- fung as fweetly as thofe in England. 
We faw here both thrufhes and blackbirds, and^ 
many other forts of thofe that are ufually feen in , 
ourovyn country. * , 

Saturday, November the 5th. This morning ^ 
brought us a wind at N. N. E. Hereupon we warped 
toa ropky.point, thereby to get out of thecove where . 
We lay : for our anchor came home to us as we were 
carrying our warp out. At this time a fecond breeze 
cime up very frelh in our ftern ; fo that we took the . 
opportunity thereof, and went away before it. By ! 
noon we hoifted in our canoes, and turned loofe our 
loJian d^ee : as forthe Indian boy whom we bad 
D 4 taken 
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taken in the fdd doree» we kept him ptifoiver, fH^ 
^iled him Orfon. When vpe were come out into 
the channel, the weather grew quite caloi ; only 
now and then we bad a fmall breeze, ibm^mes 
fr«n one qoarter, and then h*om another. By tlas 
flacknefs of wind We obfer?ed, that the cm^cnt 
hoifted us to the fouthward. On the eaft hit of thic 
lagoon we percdved the Indians tomakeagfeae 
{inoke at our departure. 

We had a very fkir day till fix in tlie eveniag t 
When we got wi^out the mouth of the gutf^ it l^w 
So hardy that in an hour it forced us to hand our 
top-falls: haviDg now a fit gale at N. W. and N. N« 
W. we ftood S. W. by W. tQ clear ourfelvet ^ 
fome breaks which lie four leagues from the gvtrt 
mouth at S. afid S. S. E. HetidftNNiti^ive.ftw iiMMr 
riS and rock^ which oe«afi€fted ut tt> ftuii doM 
haled.

Wk and not any ' 
great fea. The day itffelf was cloudy, and towards - 
noon we had fome^rain ; fo at two in the afternoop < 
we lay by und6r a main courfe, the wind being 
fi^efliatN. W. Lr^ckpnpdan E. N. E.^ way, and* 
thereby twenty-eight Wgues. 

Tharfday, November the loth. All night paft we ' 
lay under a main courfe, with a mere fret of wind 
at N. W. and N. N; W» day being come^ the wind- 
rather increafed;.infotnuch, that about noon our 
fafl bl^w to pieces: hereupon, we were forced to* 
lower the yard and unbend the falil, lying for 'a little-' 
while under a miren ; but that aHb foon gave way : 
fo that all :the:i:eft pf this day we lay a hulk in very 
dark weather, foggy and windy, with a great fea, , 
which fometimcs rolled over us. • In .the afternooa 
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it feemed to abate for fome fpace of tune^ but (bon 
after it, blew worfe than before, which .compelled 
. us to lower our fore yard. 

November the i ith. All the night paft we hid 
furious, windy and tempefluous- weather, from the 
points of N. W. and N. N. W. together with feas 
higher and higher. In the evening we fet our mi- 
2€n ; at which time the ftto appeared very waterifli ; 
but the wind now abated by degrees, and the feas 
alfo. ^ ' *_ 

November the 1 2th^ This morning little wlad 
vras flirring, only fome rain fell. About tea ic 
cleared up^ and by an obfervation then made, we 
found lat. 55 deg. 25. The fea was now much 
fallen, and a fre(h wind was fprung up at W« and 
W. S. W. We. experimented alfo a very great cur- 
rent to the S. W. In the afternoon we fet our falls 
again, and refolved unanimoufly to make for the 
ftrelghtsof St. Viocent, otherwife called the ftreights 
of Fernando de M;agellan. We had a frefh wind at 
W. N. W. ouf courfe being S. S. E.' under our 
fprit-faii, fore-fail, and fore-top-fail. This day we 
faw many fi(hes, or rather fowls, who had heads 
Kke Mufcovy duck$, as alfo' two feet like them. 
They had two fins, like the fore-fins of turtles ; 
white bjeafts and bellies; their beaks and eyes be- 
ing red. They are full of feathers on their bodies, 
and the hinder parts are like thofe of a feal, where- 
' wi;h they cut the water. The Spaniards call thefe 
' fowls Paxaros Ninos. They weigh moft commonly 
. about fix or feven, pounds, being.about a foot long : 
, our commander, captain Sharp, was fo dextrous as 
. to ftr'ike two of them. In the evening we fet our 
. piain-fail ;' the wind now coming to weft and \>j 
fomb. 

Sunday, November the 13th. All the night pad, 
wc had afre(h win4 between S, W, and W. N. W. 

with 
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\Ax\\ fomctimes miftsof fmallrain. In the evening \vc 
had a fix^Q leading gale at W. N. W. together with 
clear and wholefome weather. We made a S. E. 
way, and by it forty two leagues and two thirds. 
This day an obfervation gavie.us lat. 56 dcg, 55 S. 
We ftill found a great S. W. current. In the after- 
noon we fleered E. S. E. and in the evening had 
whiffling winds. 

November the 14th. Both laft night and this 
morning we had cloudy weather: about eight' it 
cleared up. My reckoning was a S. E. by E. w^y, 
and by it thirty- two leagues. Our obfervation gave 
us lat. 57 deg. 50 fouth. This day we could per- 
ceive land, and at noon were due weft of it. In the 
evening we flood E. by S. 

November. the iqth. All the night paft was viery 
cloudy : we judged now that we (hould be clofe in 
with the land we had feen the day before; but the 
morning being come, we could fee none: in the 
night much fnowfdl, and in the day we had great 
fleets thereof, the weather being very cold and 
cloudy, r reckoned an E. S. E. way, and hereby 
twenty-nine leagues and two thirds ; moreover, that 
our lat. was 58 deg. 25 S. The wind was noMf fo 
fre(h at N. that we weie forced to lie'under 'our 
two courfes and fprit fail.

By an obfervatlon made thl& 
day, we found 5^8 deg. 23 fouth. We had now a.

In the even- 
ing we hada ver/exa^l fight of the fun, and found 
above thirty deg. variation of the needle: frpm 
whence ,x)ught to be concluded, that it is very diffi^ 
cult to diredb a courfe of navigation in thefe parts ;

.we have found eight or nine deg. difierence of vari- 
ation, by a good Dutch azimuth compafs. 

November the 28th. All laft night we had a

Yeflerday in the evening we faw a man of war fowl, 
and that gave us good hopes we (hould ere long fee 
land : ihefe hopes, and the great defirc we had to 
end oar voyage, gave us occafion this day to put in, 
or flake down, each man of our company, a piece 
of eight for a reward to hitn that (hould Hrfl difcover 
Jand.

and faw abundance of fiih ; but we could take none 
for the porpufles. 

On January the 2 ift, we made a W. way, and 
reckoned forty-feven leagues.

N. £. and from thence came a long fea ; the even* 
ing was very clear. 

January the 22d> we had a fair and a clear day, 
the wind being at E. We reckoned a W. by N. one 
third W. way, and forty leagues ; an obfervation 
fliewed us lat. 13 deg. 17 N. We had a clear even- 
ing, and a frefh wind at E. N. E. 

January the 7.3d. This day was both clear and hot, 
with a frefli wind at E. N. E. My reckoning was a

made this day, afforded us latitude 13 deg^ 15 N, 
In the evening we had fome raioa

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. January the 24ih. This day brought us likcwife 
clear weather, fuch as the day before. I reckoned 
a W. ^Yay, and forty leagues and one third. . By 
obfervation we found latitude 13 deg. 12 N. The 
afternoon was cloudy, and had fonae rain, the wind 
freQieniog at E. N. E. and E. by N. I reckoned 
now that I was E, from my departure 311 leagues* 
We had a cloudy evening. 

January the 25th. Both lad night and this morn* 
ing the weather was cloudy. This morning we 
faw feveral iropick birds of divers forts. Our reck- 
oning was a W. three quarters N. way, and forty- 
three leagues. We found by obfervation lat. ij 
deg. 29 N. This afternoon we faw a booby flying 
clofe aboard the horizon. The weather was hazy ; 
and now we began to look out fliarp on all fictes 
for land, expefting to fee it every minute. I reck- 
oned myfelf to be eaftward of my departure 26* 
leagues. 

January the 26th. Tbe night paft was indifierenc 
clear; yet notwitnftanding, this morning we had 
a fmart fliower of rain and wind: hereupon we 
furled the fprit-Cul, the weather being very hazy to 
the wefl ward. We reckoned W. way, and there- 
by forty- fix leagues and one third. By obfervation 
taken we found lat. 13 deg. 17 N. At noon this 
day we had a very fierce tornado, and rainy to- 
gether; but withal a clear afternoon. We had x 
high E. N. E. fea, and faw multitudes of flyings- 
fifh ; alio feveral fowls, and amongft thefe two or 
three boobies. The evening was hazy. 

January the 27th. All night paft we had a frefti 
-wind and clear weather. This morning our fore-top-

We had 
feveral tornadoes this day and dark weather. Our

We had a clear CFening, and a dark 
tiight. This day alio a certain bird called a noddy 
came on, board us, whkh we took for a certaid 
token that we were not now very far from land. 

Saturday, January the aSdi. We had a very clear 
bight. the laft paft. About an hour before day on^ 
of our company happened to defcry land, which 
proved to be the illand of Barbadoes, at S. S. W, 
from us, and at about two leagues and an half 
aiftance from Chalky Mount, ftanding S. W. by S. 
As we fluled wefaw fcveral fliips at anchor in Spike's- 
Rolad. Soon' after iifhallop pafled by.betweeri 
us and the fhore, but would not corae within call of 
ii«^ Hereupon we ftood in within a mile of the 
fiiore, and made a whifF to a pinnace which we faw 
coming out of the road before-mentioned. She 
tame clofc aboard, and was the barge belonging 
to his majcfty's frigate the Richmond, then lying at 
Bridge-town at anchor. They told us of a peace at 
home, but wduld not come on board us, though 
rften iorvitcd thei^eumo; neither dared we be (a 
fo bold as to put into B^trbadoes; for hearing of a 
frigate lying there, we feared left the faid frigate 
(bould feizeus for privateers, and for having afted la 
allour voyige without commiffion. So wc flood away 
from thence for the ifland of Antigua. 

Here 1 cannot eafily.cxprefs the infinite joy We 
were pofleflcd with all this day to f(be oar own coun-' 
trymen again. They told us, that a (hip which 
we faw in the offing to leen^ard of the ifland was a 
Briflol man, and an interloper; but we feared' 
that fame veflcl to be the frigate before-mentioned. 
I reckoned a way of twenty- five leagiies, fo that I 
was now, by my account, to eaft\^ard bf jny de- ' 
parture 1^1 leagues. Now we flood N. by W. and * 
by obfcrvation focmd latitude ijdeg.a7 i^. we' 
bdng then N. W. from the body of the ifland of 
£ 4 Barbadocs 
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Barbadoes between feven and eight leagues* Xhir 
afternoon we freed the negro, who was our &oer 
maker by his trade, giving him his liberty for the 
good fervice he had done us in all the courfe of 
this voyage. We gave alfo to our good commander 
captain Sharp, a Mulatto boy to wait on him^ as a 
free gift of the whole compaay, in token of our ret 
fpefts to him, for coadufting us fafe through to 
many dangerous adventures. This being done, 'we 
Ihared fome parcels of money, that had not as yef 
been touched of our former prizes ; and this divi* 
dend amounted to twenty-four pieces of eight a 
man. 

At one of the clock this day, from our, fore- 
yard we defcricd the iiland of Santa Luclai being 
one of the weflern iflanda noti far diftaat from tbaC 
of Eaibadoes, I had om'itcd to tell a padoge 
which happened in our fhip on Thuifday JaUff 
which was the 26th day of this month, and jui^ 
two days* before we made tl)e ifland of Barbadoes^ 
A little Spanifh fliockdog,. which we had found ia 
our laft wine prize, taken under the aequinoftial, 
and had kept alive till now, was fold at the malt 
by publick cry for forty, pieces of eight 5 hU, 
ciwner faying that all he could get for Urn fhould. 
be fpent upon the company at a publick merriment., 
Our commander, captain Sharp, bought the dog. 
with intemion to eat him in cafe wc did not fee- 
land quickly, 'ihis money, therefore;, with one 
hundred pieces of eight more which ourboatfwaln, 
carpenter, and quarter- mafter had refufed to take at 
this laft dividend, for fome quarrel they had agaioft 
the fharers thereof, was all laid up in ftore till \;^e 
came to land, in order to be fpent on (bore at a copi- 
mon feaft or drinking bout. At funfet the ifl^d 
of Santa L\jcia bor^ W* S« W. from us, ^nd was 
•» ... • at; 
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at ten leagues diftande. : alfo the iflaads of Martinico 

hox^ N. W. by W. of us at 1 2 or 1 3 leagues diftance. 

We had this day a very clear evening. 
Sunday, January the 29th, we had a clear night, 

and a frefh wind at £. by N. and at K. N. E. Our 
reckoning was a N. N. W. half W. way, and here- 
by forty-fix leagues. Byobfervation we took la- 
titude 15 deg. 45 N. At noon this day we faw 
the ifland named la Defl[eada,ortheDefued Ifland, 
which then bore N. W. from us, and feemed to be 
at about eight leagues diilance. At fix in the even* 
ing we faw Marigalante, another of the Caribbee 
iHands, at S. W. by W. from us, and that of Gua- 
dalupe, breaking itfelf in feveral hammpcks of land, 
both weftward and nonhward ;. and alfo la Dcflead* 
above-meptioned at S, E. which from thjcoce fliews 
like table-land, and at each end hath a low point 
running out. At fix this evening it was W.'S. W, 
and at five or fix leagues difiance from us. At the 
fame time we faw the ifland of Monferrat at a great 
diftance, and making three round hammocks clofe 
together. This evening we caught an albicore of 
twenty pounds weight. 

Monday, January the 30th. We had a ^air night 
all the laft pad, and a fre(h wind : hereupon, all 
night we hauled up our main-fail inbrairs, Aanding 
at the fame N. by W. with the wind at E. N. E. 
At midnight we flood N. W. At three in the 
morning we lay by till five"; then we flood away 
W, N. W. till fix; and then flood W. At eight of 
the clock we faw the ifland of la Antigua, called 
by us Antego, to the fouthward of us, making 
three round hammocks of land, and a long high 
hill to northward : hereupon we flood Wj S. W. 
for it. At noon we found lat. 17 deg. N. the ifland 
being then juft W. from us. 

We can^B about to the fouth of the ifland, and 

ibnt a cdnoc aihore to get tobacco, and fuch other

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neceflaries ts we waoted ^ and aUb to tlk hzft of 
the geFernor to come into port. The gentry of 
the place and commoa people were very willfaig and 
defirous to receive us. . Bat on We^efday, Feb- 
ruary the firft, the governor ftitly denied nr entry; 
at which all the gentry were much troubled, flfeewi> 
ing themfelves very kind to us. Hereupoo we agreed 
among ourfehres to give the flip to thole or oor 
company who had no money left them of all their 
pnrchafe in this vop^ie, having loft it at play ; and 
then put ourfelves on board two fliips bound for 
•England. So I myfelf and thirteen more of car 
company, went on board captain Robert Porteen's 
ihip, called the Li(boo Merchant, and fet fall from 
la Antigua, February the i ith, and landed at Dart«^ 
Biouth in England, March the 26th, anno 1682*

Scarce, was I feven yeirs old, 
when, through fomc innate notions, whereof I had 
ijot the n^aftery, I began to fteal out of my father's 
houfe : it is true, my firft rajiibles were not far^ 
becaufe my age and (Irengih would not allow them 
to be fo ; but they were fo much the more frequent; 
and I have often given my parents the trouble to 
look after nie in the fuburbs, and that place we call 
la Vifette : however, as I grew up, ray excurfiona 
were the larger, and by degrees I *ccuftomed my«» 
felf to lofe a fight of Paris. ' . 

Thii 
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-'This rambling fort of humour was accompanied 
with another, which I c^^re not dignify with the 
name of a martial one, bot was fuch as wrought in 
me ^n ardent (Jefirc to fee fome fiege or battle: I 
ipould not hear the noife of the drum in the ftredts 
without thofe tranfports of mind, the remembrance 
whereof does dill operate a kind of a vigorous heat 
and joy in me. Itfo fell ottt at length, that I met 
with an officer, with whom I had but a (lender ac- 
quaintance ; but my warlrkc genius quickly inclined 
me to make him my friend. I looked npon him as 
a perfon who could be very ferviceable to me ip ii\y 
deftgns; and it was with this profpeft I applied my- 
fclf to manage him. The liege of Conde being hap- 
pily commenced at this time, and he being obliged 
to ferve there with his company, \ made him thi 
ofier of a fword that had hitherto done neither good 
nor harm to any man, but which I was paffionately 
deflrous to make ufe of. Here it was that he gave me 
the firft inflances of his friendfhip, for he took mc 
freely along with him, and kept me all the cam- 

faign ; at the breaking- vrp whereof I returned with 
im, no ways difcouraged, or weary of war, as the 
greateft pirt of them are, who have had but juft a 
tafte of It. And this I tell you was my firft ad- 
Tcnture. 

* The fecond was not quite fo goodln Vegard to 
the fuccefs that attended it, though it was alike 
agreeable to my palate, and according to my heart's, 
defire. I happened to become a cadet in the marine 
Regiment, but I fell into the hands of a captain who 
was wondrous fkilful to drain children of good fa- 
fciliesof their money ; fo that this campaign, wherein 
I hoped to have done the king fome fervice, .was 
Ivorn away in expences. My father gave more than 
Be (hould, or I defcrved, to get my difcharge, and 
to fet me once at full liberty to take what I liked 

beft; 
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beft ; it was not perhaps his inclination I (hould do 
(o, but it was mine, tfnd I was not long to feck. 

God, who, it feeras, was not willing to make mt 
oot of conceit with the trade, was fo mnch the 
better guide unto nte at this time, as I was fo ill- 
guided before ; for monfieur the count d'Avcgean, 
whofe perfonal merit has fu/Hciently diAinguifhed 
him in the body of the French guards, took me 
along with him to the (lege of St. GuiOane, where 
I failed not to meet with new pleafures in the 
ufeofarms, though it were never fo hot. There 
were a great many men's' lives loft at this fiege^ 
which yet did not cool the deftre I had to hazard my 
own : and though my parents, who could not weU 
brook this my gadding humour, were in hopes the 
^itignes of war would cure me of it, they were mif-^ 
taken in the matter ; for I was no fooner got upon 
Che ftones of Paris, but I grew weary of being 
there. I had nbthing but voyages in my head, ana 
ihofe that were longeft, and raoft accompanied with 
dangers, appeared to me to be the beft. For a 
perfon never to get out of his native country, and 
to be ignorant how the reft of the earth ftands, ap* 
peared to me a matter that (hould be appropriated 
to a woman only: whereas it was my judgment, 
that a man (hould never be confined to one place^ 
and that nothing could fuit him better than to makd 
himfelf acquainted with aU thofe of his own fpecics; 
To travel by land, I thought both long and diffi- 
cult, and therefore I concluded I could fooner and 
more fafdy accomplifh my defigns by betaking my* 
felf to the fea ; and now you find me ready to gd 
on board. 

There was nothing omitted on th$ part of pa- 
rents, that were full of tender aflfeftbns for an ex* 
travagant child, to divert me from my refolutionr 
fcut as te young meUj fuch as I was, it may be fald,. 

as 
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as is ufually done of womenkmd : that " what the^ 
•• will, God wills ;•* aad to fay the truth, I wat 
over-ruled by my incHnatioo herein ; wherefore 
when they perceived, that abfolutcly to oppofe my 
humour would make tne but the more opiniative» 
they propofed I (hould take a voyage tor St. Do* 
mlngo, where I (houid find friends and prote6lioQ 
in cafe of need ; and as this exaflly fuited both 
with my deft res and defigns, and that provided I 
could gtt to fea^ I did not care whiiher bound, I 
very readily obeyed. 

Dieppe was the place where I embarked, and 
from whence I parted on the 5th of March, 16791 
with greater fatisfaftion of mind than I am weU able 
to exprefi. That clement, which to tbe generaliry 
of men fccms very frightful, appeared to me tho 
moA amiable and delightful of any in the world. 
The winds, if 1 may fay fo, wrought in me foaic 
delight ; for I found that almoU every little blaft 
Jjrought us happily onwards on our way i and I wa3 
fo overjoyed to find myfelf in fo defireablean iQand, 
that I thought no more of the hazards my voyage 
piade me liable to. Let do man therefore be aqia* 
zed thereat, if he finds none of them contained in my 
journal : and feeing there are other perfons who 
have been particular enough in their relations givea 
of this paHage, I have this only to fay, that 1 fafely 
arrived, through the mercy of God, at St. Domingo; 
and if any one has the curiofity to follow me in my 
^remaining expedition he muft begin from thence. 

r continued there, however, for above thrte year% 
not only to fee the country, but through fycb con* 
jundlnres as vvoiild not admit me to go out of it. I 
found mjlelf chained thereto a Frenchman, that 
was fo far from deferving the name of one, that his 
hardened malice much better became a Turk. But 
what mifery foever I have undergone with hlpr^, | 

freely 
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ferdy forgive him, being refolved to forget his name, 
which I (hall not mention in this place, becaufe<he 
laws of chriflianity require it at my hands r though 
as to matter of charity he is .not to expeft much of 
that in me, fince he on his part has been every way 
defe^live in the ex^rcife thaeof upon my account. 
But my patience vvas at laft quite worn 04it, bdng 
weary of thofe cruelties, whereof I faw no end c i 
made my complaints to monfieur de Franquefnay 
the king's Jieutenant, who.acfled as governor iince 
the other's deceafe, and whofe generofity proved to 
be a fanftuary to me : he readily confented to take 
me to his oMTh houfe, where I Aaid fix whole 
months. 

. I had borrowed money in the mean time, and I 
thought it was the part of an honcft man to repay 
it. My parents would have been perhaps very will- 
ing to have paid my debts, but they could- hear no* 
thing from me, nor I from them ; and the letters 
they fent me, paffcd through fuch officious hands, 
that they fparcd us ihe charge of portage. I was 
therefore neccffitated to f^k out fome other way to 
free rayfelf : and this I found in meeting with that 
which fatisiied the natural inclination I had for tra- 
velling. I. bethought myfelf of m-iking one of the 
Free-booters gang, to go a voyage with them, and 
to borrow, for the payment of my debts, as much 
money as I could from the Spaniards. Now thefe 
forts of borrowings have this advantage attending 
* them, that there is no obligation of repayment, as in 
our country, they being efleemed the produ<ft of.a 
juft war ; and feeing the place of aftion is beyond 
riie Line, there is no talk there of making any reflitu* 
tion : b^fides which, we may alfo* oblerve in this 
place, that 'there was then a rupture between the 
two crowns, and that we had a formal commifEoa 
from my lord admiral to infeft the Spaniards. 
' * There 
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There was no quelBoo to be made, bat I con]^ 
fioA a captaiQ that would receiTe me ; and I was not 
long in making the choice, (ince there were not many 
of them at that time to pitch upon. Laurence de 
GraflTwas the man I moft fancied, who would make 
a fpedal corfair ; and though he had not been loas; 
arrived, aU that he wanted, was to be gone as weS 
as I. We were in a few hours time facisfied witb 
each other, and became fuch friends, as tbofe are 
wont to be who are about to run the fame rilqne of 
fortune, and apparently todie together. Thislafl in- 
deed we (bouM have reckoned upon with the moft 
appearance of reafon, but it was what we kaft 
thought of. My departure took up all my thoughts : 
I furniftied myfelf with arms and other fmall necef- 
ibries, at the charge of monf. de Franquefnay, who 
was very ready to advance me fome money, which 
I have paid him fince, and whofe kindnefs I (hali 
never forget. At laft the day qame, and I mufl 
freely fay, it was, in my opinion, one of the bcft in 
the courfe my life. On the aad of November, in 
the year 1684,. we departed from Peiit-Gaves, oa 
thecoaft of St. JDomingo, to the number of 120 
men, onboard a prize taken fome time before, captaia 
* Laurence dc GrafF, from the Spaniards, which they 
fent as an advice-boat from Carthagena on the Terra 
Firma of America, to Spain. Our defign was to go 
and join ourfelves with a fleet of Free-booters, which 
we were in hopes to meet with before the Havanna, 
a great city in the ifle of Cuba to the north, and 
about fourteen leagues diftant from St. Domingo*. 

We anchored on the 4th of December at the Tor* 
toife Ifland to take in water, and on the 6th foiled 
nway in order to return to the coaft of St. Domingo^ 
which is but three leagues off, where we arrived 
the 1 2th, and caWng anchor at Cape Francis, we 
took in our full flore of water and wood. We left 
3 this 
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this pkce OQ the i^tb, and were taken with a north 
ivind two leagues trom the road in fuch a manner, 
that we bft our (hallq>, which was too big to be 
put upon our gibbet. Towards evewog we failed 
back to a place of fafety, whereby we were obliged 
to (ksLj two days.waitiDg for a canoe we had fent to 
buy at the cape, from whence we came, fuch things 
as we wanted, for making up tl>e iofs of our (hallop. 

On the 20th, we made ready to endeavour to re- 
join the Vidlorious, a fhtp that came with us from 
the cape, belonging to Nantes, and bound to the - 
JUles of the Wiod^ which had on board the com- 
mander of St. Laurence, lieatenant-general of the 
French Iflands and the coafts of the Terra-Firma of 
America, and moofieur Begon, iatendant of juillce, 
policy, and the finances of that country, to whom 
we ferved as convoy, left they (hould have been at- 
tacked by the Spanifh periaugues that cruize there- 
abouts. And indeed we had a great deal of reafon 
to be concerned for the fafety of thofe gentlemen, 
who were in much edeem with all the, colonies of 
the iflandSji becaufe of the good order they kept, the 
cxaSjuftice they admtniflered, and the tranquillity 
the people enjoyed under them i but we could not 
poffibly fet fight on this fhip, as not knowing what 
courfe (he fleered. 

The-three-and-twentieth we fleered our own 
courfe, and in the evening difcovered a (hip to lee- 
ward of us, to whom we gave chace ; but (he braced 
to, to wait for us ; and when we were come up with 
her, we found it was captain le Sieur of Dieppe, who 
commanded a flat^ called the Aramantha, whom we 
quickly left, keeping our own courfe. But on the' 
five-and-twenticth, which was Chriftmas-Day, we 
bad a great calm till next day, when the wind proving 
contrary, obliged 4is to put back to the port of Plata, 

on 
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on the coaft of St. Domingo, where we ftaid to the 
«nd of the month; 

On the firft of January in the new year 1685, Vft 
doubled cape St. Fraicis, and next day by ten in 
the morning did the fame by Cape Cabron, as we 
doubled that of Savona towards noon, they being 
«11 fituatcd on the fame coaft ; and that d ly one d 
our men died. 

" On the fourth we failed in fight of la Mcna ; next 
yay coafted the ifle of- Porto Rico, and la Sarona, 
and then fleered fontheafl: and by fouth, till the 
eleventh, when we difcovered the ifles of Ave, to- 
wards which we bore till the evening, and' doubled 
them on the twelfth about eleven in the morping, 
keeping ftill the fame courfe till we came to the iUc 
de la Rcca ; where there; was alfo another rendez- 
vous of our men of war to fee, which we were going 
to feek out. 

On the thirteenth, at feven in the morning wc 
difcovered the main land of America, and were be- 
calmed next day, which continued to the fifteenth 
at noon, when we had a frefh gale, and -fleered 
north-north-eaft till the feventeerith, when about 
moon-feitring we defcried two fliips and four boats to 
windward of us, about a cannon's (hot diftance, that 
had the cape of vis, which brought us upon deck to 
make all ready. 

' One of thefe boats on the eighteenth, by break of 
day, being a tartane commanded by captain John 
Rofe, as not knowing us prefently, came up and 
haled us ; and as our captain Irad a commiffidn from 
the lord high-admiral of France, the count of Tbo- 
loufe, we made an^werfrom Paris, and put out our 
flag ; but Rofe, who \^'ouId not know us fo, believing 
wc had no other intention in feigning ourfelves to be 
a king's (hip than, to get cleat- ofiiim, gave us two 
guns to make us ilrikei infomuch; that taking bim

reetlly for a Spaniard, we knocked out the heads of 
two barrels of powder, io order to burn ourfelves^ 
aod blow up the fliip, rather thau fall into the hands 
of thofe people, who never gave us quarter, but 
were wont to make us fufF^r all imaginable torments, 
ihey beginning ufually with the captain, whom they 
haog with his commiiGon about his neck ; but one 
of the two (hips came up with us in a moment, and 
imowing what we were gave us a fjgnaU which was 
fo much the more fatisfadlion to us, that inftead of 
eoemies, which we took them to be, they proved to 
be not only friends, but thofe very fliips we were \% 
queft of, which obliged us to put in at the Cape,r 
aad fpead that day to vifit one another. . 

Ooe of thcfe two flaips bdonged to captala 
Michael LandreflTon, and was called Th^ Mutinous, 
but formerly The Peace ; and the other to captaia 
Laurence deGraiF, whofe name was The Neptune, but 
once The Saint Francis, and which he ha<^ quitted 
when he went in his prize to Saint Domingo to get; 
a new commifTionof the governor, his own that be 
had being then expired. The firft of thefe fliips 
carried fifty pieces of cannon, and the other forty- 
four, and had both of them ken two Spanifh ar- 
madilla§, who theyear before coming out of Car- 
thagena, to take the ftiips commanded as well by 
the captains Laurence and Michael, as thofe of cap* 
lains John Quel and Le Sage, were themfelves taken 
by thofe whom they were about to become mailers 
of: and as for the four boats they were commanded 
by other captains, whofe names were Rofe, Vigneronj 
La Garde, .and ap Eiiglifli , traitor from JaiHiitca ; 
by them wei were informed that they were watching 
in that place for the pat^ch of Marguerka, and a 
fquadron of Spanirti fliips, which they expelled 
would fail that way, in order to take tlicm- 

VoL.IL F Of 
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On the nineteenth we refolved to quit that poft> 
and did all we could to get up with the ifle of 
Curaflb, a great part whereof belongs to the Hol- 
landers, We failed in fight of thofe of Bonoara 
and Roube ; and about two in the afternoon of the 
fame day we chafed a Flemifli boat that came from 
the pcH-t of Guaira on the continent, and was re- 
turning to the town of Curaflb, two leagues to 
leeward of which we anchored *that evening in the 
port of Sanfta Barba. 

On the twentieth we fent away a boat under the 
command of Xa Garde to the town to a(k the go- 
vernor leave to- buy us mafts for captain Lau- 
rence's fliip, that had loft them in a hurricane near 
the ifle of St. Thomas ;. but this he abfolutely re- 
fufed, and fliut up the gates ^gainft us. Upon the 
boat's return, and relation given us of the govenor's 
refufal, I carried him a copy of our commiffion, 
hoping to engage him by that means to graqjt us 
our requeft; but he ftill perfifted to deny us, while 
a part of our crew fcrupled not in the mean time to 
go aftiore, and enter into the town, after having 
. left their fwords behind them at the gate. 

On the twenty-third our fliips wefghcd anchor, 
in order to fail for Santa Cruz, which ftands feveii 
leagues to leeward of this town ; and in our 
paffage by the fort we faluted it, and they returned 
us gun for gun : but the governor finding we were 
two hundred rtienf of us in the town, infornied us 
on the twenty-fourth, by beat of drum, that it was 
his i^eafure we fliould be gone, and return forth- 
with on board our fliJps, and that he would give us 
fliallops to carry us thither, provided we paid him 
two ipieces of eight a man. I prefently difcerncd it 
was his will we (hould not go back by land, becaufe 
we inuft for that purpofe crofs a lake that ftands at 
the foot of the fort, \yhkh he had forbidden us to 

pafs 5 
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pafe; and this made nae go and tell him, w^gave 
him thanks for his ihallop, that if we were mind«d 
ro go by Tea to rqcia our (hips, we had periaugaes 
to carry us thither ; and that we had no other de« 
fign to get to them by land but for a wal^k*s fake : 
to which he anfwered^ * That the inbabicantsthere 
/ fcropled tpiet us f(^ itbeir ifland ;' but for all that 
he Avoiild fx>t let us pafs over the lake, and fo \Re 
^wcretjirO'days before we could reach SautaCruz^ 
whetie QtHT ftijps were waiting for us^. 

We came afto-wards to know the reafon of the 
gorernor's difplcafure againft us^ which was, that 
captain Laurence and captain Michael'^ flups kad 
taken f wp* Dutch fbi-ps before the Havannah, that 
were freighted £6r the Spaniards, having two 
hundred thcHifand pieces of eight tlmt bebnged to 
ihfirxoppany, which tlxe fr^c-booters meddled not 
. with, being rft peace with: that nation ; and they 
eaiily perfuaded their principal that all had . been 
takeafrom them, and io we were puniihed for the 
knavery thefe Dutchmen pra6lifed towards their 
o'A'n people. . • 

Though this ifland of Curaflb be well enough 
known, in :Fif ance, I cannot but take notice, as £ 
go along, that the temperature of its air is the fame 
with that of St Domingo, and produces the fame 
fort of fruits ; that the land is almoft level through* 
Gut^ and the country very naked, bccatife of the 
little wood that grows there ; but almoft barren in 
feyeral placd, and produces little to the owpers be- 
lides maize and fowl! millet; yet it is watered with 
feveral fprings and rivsers. The town that fta;ids 
upon it as;fmaU,'but very neat, being encompaffed 
with. an high though very thin wall : there is a good 
and fafe port belongs to it, and the fort that com* 
mandsit, as well as the town, is very regularly 
fortified. The inhabitants are of feveral .forts of 
F % religions, 
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religions, the exercife thereof being free ; the. chief 
of ^vhich is that of the Dutch, of the Jews, as 
well as of others ; each of whom have their 
rcfpeftive places of worfhip in the town* The 
chief of their trade confifts in f«gar that grows 
•there, and of wool which comes from the fh^ep 
whicii 'breed upon the plAce in great iiambers ; 
befides the (kins of thofe aoimlais, as aUd 'of a 
great many oxen and cows which they Vm^ iti tte 
loweft and beft watered grounds of this ithnd, 
where it abounds in pafture. They are altogether 
affe^led to the Spanl(h nationi with whom they 
have the main of their trade. • ' ' 

On the twenty-fcventh we chade' ready, and 
fteered our courfe for Cape la Vella, which is on 
the continent of America, where we diefigned- to 
fix ourfcives in order to wait for ;the paiath of 
Marguerita, whereof I have Y^zvt already fpc^eK : 
the lime day captain Vigneron's boat left us to re- 
c«rn to the coaft of St. Domingo, becaufe they had 
Dot men enough to make any thing of the enter* 
prize, there being no more than twenty on board 
her. 

Being come to the Cape by the thirtieth, we afl- 
chored there ; and our next care was to fet fome 
centinels, to the number of fifteen, upon the top 
of it, to give us notice when they difcovered the 
patach ; but next day we thought it more ad- 
vifeable to purfue this following method to get in- 
telligence : we fenr on the firft of February cap- 
tain Rofe*s boat to the mouth of the river la Hachc 
on the continent, inhabited by the Spaniards, and 
about twenty leagues diftant from . the Cape vi here 
we then were, under pretence of trading with 
them, but in reality with a delign to make fome 
prifoners, that fo we might be informed whether 
the patach was pafled by that way or no j* for fit 

wa^ 
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"mi ufual for her to take in part of her lading in 
ihzt river. • 

/ While we waited for. the return of this boat, 1 
and fome othefs went a(hore to view and obfcrve th« 
country: about the Ca^. luoderftood it was io- 
habited by a moft cruel, barbarous; and favage In-^ 
dian nation,.' who dre ndther friends *to, nor have 
any. fociety with any other people wliatfoever, no 
not even with the Spaniards themfclves who live 
round about them. They eat without any diflinc* 
tion whatever theyjcdn ,catch, and are afraid of 
.Doihing but fwords and the! like weapons ; but as 
for fire-arms they mati[ter;thera not at all. We were 
fatisfied to have-^ a fight of them as wo leturned, 
•without .having the curiofily to make a trial of 
:their teeth,; by going farther up into the country 
where there, was nothing to be got. 

I am not -able to forbear in- this place to give a 
ftrange estaoi^ecbf .vrbat IJam fpcafcing^ and of 
Mat this people can- do, Al^hjosiltake to be the 
pldeft free-bootef^ .of Aiiierkav -. The marqnis .of 
*iainte«on, . gjovi^dpr of therifte of , Maragalant, 
^h6. had the conwnand of one of the king's fri- 
gates called The Witch, having taken a, prize of 
fourteen guns, which he went on board, and find- 
*^% hirojfelt one day f^parated jffotn his own ftiip,. 
va^conftpaiuedj .in order. l;o.tak^ in water, to.caft 
iaachw at.Boc^a/deliDrago oh the Terra Firpaa of 
Amcrka,irifrlijit ;waa inhabited: .by ^the /^m^ Indiao 
people as Irve at Cape la Valla. He brought his 
fcipas pfac: |h0 fhQfe..^^ he could, and bringing 
/all his cannon to^ bear oaOne^de, he fent under 
the covert of them his ftiallop, with two-and- 
•fwenty .^rm^d men, to- fill ^b^ir caflis with water, 
and ruftiitng. upon them in fpigbt of the cpntinual 
,6ren^e upcka^them; from the cannon of the man 
.of w;ir, jth^y .carried J her with; the twQ-and- twenty 
I ^ -.^ , F 3 ' ♦ . , JJieo 
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men for above fifty paces to land, ^vhere, after th^jr . 
had killed them, every one took his man upoQ h^ 
back, and moved them off; dien they returned^ 
and fwimming to cat the cables of the ihip to 
make her drive aihore, they hoped alTo to ferve 
thofe on board the fame fance.*, but as good Iiick 
would have it they had time toloofe their falls, and 
to make ready to pnt farther ofTfrom the fliore. 

On^the fecond we pnt our (hips into a careeoiag 
pofture, and on the eighth Rofe's boat returned to . 
us, and gave an account, that as foon as they faad^ 
anchored at tlie mouth cf La Hache, they fent a 
fmall canoe with fix Bngltfkmen; m it a(bore ; they 
beiDg of onr^creWy aoS at |5eace then with the 
Spaniards, w^o agreed with thtoi, that next mornt- 
ing about fun-rifing they would fire a gun to give the . 
other notice to come on board to traffick with rhem ; 
that in the njght they had put thirty men aibore 
to furprize tii^ of the Spaniards that (hould ^fs 
toand-ff ot 'but timtthe Spaniards having dlfcerned 
the fnare that was laid: for them^ fired ail nighty 
which gave all the infa^bitaotsihealai^ :i that uexx 
morning our people fired t^ir candon of %nal ao^ 
cording to the agreetnent, and put out ^gliifa €0^ 
lours ; but it was to no purpdfe, for the Spaniards^ 
accordinrg to all ap^^eatance, had no inclination for 
thofe g(^s ttiey foppoted we would triule with 
them ift; fo that our men fifn^idg iSieir defigfn 
had tnlfeirried, i^vtighed anchor, tiftf'^ed ^wiy 
•tojtrfo ws.'' ' " ' ' ' -. • :g evil ^ 

As we were of opinion at taft thiil there was no 
,hopeis the patach wonld^ pefs that way, we held a 
council on board our (hip abtHit formibg anoth^ 
de^gti ; bnt tiot beldg kbk td agree n^ilh tfsipHiib 
tiaurenfee^who Was fewne^^rf tw<j*tfcirds of tfefc 
Neptune) bdcaufe he would have impend upon «!, 
there weft foui-fe^^ -and feven ^hol 'quitted the (hi(>y 
and went on board the ^rize in \vhich we came from 

Saint 
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Saiot Domingo, and fo left him on the thirteenth. 
He weighed and fleered his courfe thitherward : 
captain Michael and captain John. Rofe weighed 
alfo, and failed for Carthagena ; and we, who Mfetc 
krefolatc what way to take, followed the latter. 

On the twenty-fifth we had a hard eaflerly 
breeze, which carried us bejond a river that ruw; 
on the Terra Firma, and is by the Spaniards called 
Rio Grande, where we fhould have taken in wa- 
ter, which continues fwcet within the fea for three 
or four leagues from the mouth of it, for all it rains 
fo little, and provided you take that which runs on 
the fuperficies. About three of the fame day, in 
the afternoon, we few Our Lady de la Poupa* 
which is alfo on the continent, and the twenty- 
fixth anchored at the iQes of Saint Bernard, from 
whence we parted in the evening with' three peri- 
augues only, in order to get to windward of Car- 
thagena, to endeavour to feek us fome provifion 
which they continually cirry to that place, and our 
defign had iXk tSefk the ^iefired fucccfs. 

We returoed oo the i8th with feven periaugues . 
I^den with .cnaize, which we made good prize y by. 
the Spaniards that were in them, we underftood that 
there were two galleons at Carthagena, and that* 
the Spai^iOi flota was at Porto-fiello; and that 
two fhips, ,one carrying twenty, and the other 
twenty*four guns, would quickly fet out from, 
thence; biit we did not think fit to wait for them, 
becaufe they could not aflign to us any determinate 
time when they fhould fail. 
- On the twenty-fecond at noon, we weighed, and: 
towards evening difcovered Point Picaron on the 
continent, and the ifles of Falmas : about two 
hours within the night, we doubfed' the greateft* 
point of thcfe iflands. The next morning, which 
was the twentyrthird, we fpund ourfelves leparatedi 
from cgptain. Michael and captain Rofe, and then^ 
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it was we toAk a refolution of attempting to crofs 
over the continent, to the end we might get into 
the SoDih-Sea ; ip order to which we failed to the 
bay of the ifle d'Or, which is inhabited by the 
Indians of Sambes, that fo we might know of 
them (who were our friends) what fuccefs the other 
free-booters met with, who, we had been told, 
were gone thither fome months before. 

From the twenty- third at night to the twenty- 
fourth we kept to the Cape, being afra'd of entering 
into the gulf of Arian ; and that morning, by break 
of day, we made nearer the fhore to difcover where 
we were, and upon trial we found it to be a point 
of the wind in that gulf, which the currents mad« 
us to.dc^iible. . 

Between this Gulf and Cape Matance happened 
a very remarkable adventure. We had on board 
our (hip a foldier belonging to the Spanifh galleons, 
whom we had taken to windward of Carthagena 
in one of the periaugues, whereof we found rbc 
maize before fpoken of, who, cut of defpair to find 
liimfelf made a prifoner, though be was very kindly 
ufcd, took a refolurion, as appeared by what fw- 
lowed, to throw himfelf into the fea, to which end 
be went five or fix times upon deck without being 
able to put his defign in execution, and that in all 
likelihood out of a fecret refiftance he found within 
himfelf to do it ; but at laft, aftenfeveral attempts, 
he efFefted the fame, which excited my curiofity to 
enquire into the circumftances thereof; I found that, 
contrary to what ufually happens in fuch cafes, the 
body, which fell down with full force into the wat^r, 
floated a long time upon the back by the ftiip^s 
fide, though to our apprehcnfion he did all he 
could to drown himfelf; but when out of com- 
pii/fion, to fave bis life, we threw out fome of our 
tackle for him to catch. hold on, he not' only re- 

. . fufed 
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flifed to make ufe of them, but turned himfelf uport 
hi> face, agd plunged to the bottom. 
- Oa the twemy-fifth, at -eleven in the morning, we 
arrived and anchored at the ifle d'Or, or Golden Ifland, 
and at the fame. time fired a gun to give the Indians 
lK)tice of our coming : then we went afhore to 
know what that flag was we difcovered at a diftance 
ftom us, where we found three men belonging to 
captain Grognier and captain Lefcuier's crew, 
who told us, that they tarried there becaufe they 
would not go with ' th6'* other free-booters, who 
were on their journey to the South- Sea, under the 
tonduft of • thofe two capHain^ ;" and that as foon as 
ever they faw us, they had fef up that flag as a 
figrfal for us to come up to them. ' 

The fix-and- twentieth can*e* fonle Indiana witFi 
letters on boaid us, which were dkefted to the 
firft free-booters that fhould anchor m that road, 
to give them notice that ihcy were gofte, to the 
number of an hundfed anAfeventy men to that fea, 
and fome fmall |ime before theui «\n Jiundred and 
fifteen Engli(h ; b^des wfiich^. they alfo feirt us 
fome inftru<5lions how to demean ourfelves towards 
the Indians throirgh whore)^i'ritbrie& we muft pafsl 
whereWith we were fully confirmed in the projeff 
we had already-^^formed : of u-ndertafcrrig. this' expe- 
dition : and thoagh,W€ were but fo^rfeo^eand fevert 
men; yet wdtnad«:Aur^lTesVeady'tblfe ttone. In 
thefih«an time ibmfe pthtfcidt^hnft^iiiilf&l^lfobb board 
08, .by Kvfewn we wae inforrtted,^ ^t tiptkltk 
Grognior aad captninr LefcAfer^we^i- ftiltitf' theii*

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what made them come in aod anchor ia that foacf; 
They told us they had been in chafe of a Spanifli 
ihip same$l the Hardy, come from Saint Jago oa the 
coaft of Cuba, ^nd bound for Carthageoa ; biK 
not being able to come up with her, they were 
come into this port, a$ beiRg the nig^ft, to f«ke 
in wHter. Then we (hewed them the letfierB we 
had received, which wrought a deftre in many <3i 
tbem to come and increafe our number, inlbiiiisch 
that an hundred and ^hteen men quitted Michaefs. 
ihlp, and the whole crew of captain Rofe, being 
iixty.four men, who burnt their vd&l when they 
bad paid the owaers the price of h. We were not 
then for delaying,, but oa the twenty-ninth quitted 
our (hips and went afiiore, where we encamped to 
Ibe number pf two hundred add fisty-fourperfolis;. 
but as to the flup belonging to our pantcular crew; 
we left her in the hands of captain Michael ra thee 
than burn her.

HjpufrtainV p«jecipieqs,3r ari^ tmpenettaWe foreftss 
whereof it i9 fuUXiiaii^rieh^idMie^tjf of lourjoutne^ 
waa ftiU the, mof e iacp^a&SD by rtbe oreait rain^ tbar 
: ' ^ I'i ^ fell 
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fell all the next day. To fay jiothsog that 10 our 
afceDdiDg the niountaios^ which ar^- of a prodigious 
height, we. were clogged with the weight oi opr 
ammunition, arms, and other iron' tools we carried 
with us. Upon our coming down npjon thefe 
mountains we got into a plains which, thoogh ri^ 
waswithoutany trafts or ways, yet appeared very 
eafy unto us; but that we wei^ obliged no lef3 than 
fonr-and- forty times in the fpace of but two leagues 
to cro& the fame river, which, becaule it ran between 
very flippery rocks, gave us. a great deaj of trouble 
to get over it, being always in danger of falling. 

On the fourth we lay in an Indian carbet, which 
is a fpacious fort of a lodgings but almoft fike.a- 
barn, wherein the people are wont to meet toge- 
ther ; there we ftaid next day to go a huoting, 
where we found great numbers of deer, and alL 
farts of birds* Amoagft others we faw a kind of 
animal which the Indians call Manipouryei, and 
we Trefoil, becaufe as they go alcmg each of tlieir- 
feet leaves the print of this (ample in the ground*. 
This animal is as big as a fmall bullock, but his 
hair is not fo long, and more fleek<.; his legs arc 
(hort, be has the head of an afs, but a (harper 
nofe, and walks in the bottom of the water as well 
as on dry land. They have here al(b a fort oi 
tegs, which they call Vents, becaufe of an opening, 
place they have in tlie form of a navel upon their 
backs* We may farther take notke of thofe. hearts > 
they call Agoutik aiid OvifjUtils, which, botli the. 
one and the othcn of them are. very like thofe we . 
call Indian pigs in FraDcey but rai:ch bigger. The 
monkeys of this country arealmoft as big as (beep, 
lire in forefts, and feklom come dovva from the - 
trees, where" thqr always find their food ;.they, are - 
fo hardy, that thpughyou (hoot them with a fuzee 
in the head, or through . both flioulders, theyv(haii. 
not. foil, to the ground;, and many times for all- 
F. 6 *wliatt 
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v^hat you can do, they have fo much cnnnlng hi 
their fall ns to twift their tails, which are vei^ 
long, about the branch c^ a tree, where they bang 
and wafte away, uithout aDy |>ofnbillty of coming 
at them, becaule ibcy generally make choice of the 
talleA trees for the places of their retreat. 

I cannot without fmiling call to mind what I 
ha?e done to one of thefe animals, which, after I 
had made feverai (hots at him with my fuzee that 
carried off part of his belly, infomuch that his guts 
came oat, held himfelf by one of his paws, or 
hands (if you will) by the branch of a tree, while 
he put his entrails with the other into that part of 
his belly that flill remained whole* 

There was another of them whom I (hot with 
a fmall bullet acrofs his nofe, and who finding hinx- 
i'elf blinded with the blood that guflied out, had 
ib much induftry as to wipe it off with the leaves 
of the tree whereon he ftood* Here alfo we found 
harats, which are a fort of birds as big again as 
parrots, to whom they are very like, even to the 
note they have : but their feathers are infinitely 
more fine ; for their wings and tail, which is very 
long, are of fo livdy and bright flaming colour, 
that you cannot for fome time fix your eye] upon 
them without being dazzled. Here we faw ihofe 
fowls called Occos,* which are pretty like unto oUr 
Indian turkey-hens, but with this difference, that 
they have a fmall tuft of feathers upon their beads 
that refembles a cock's comb, and a round of yellow 
about their eyes : they differ from one another in 
colour; the male's feathers being inclinable to red, 
whereas the female's are blackifh, but are never 
found afunder. Their partridges ar^ larger than 
'our Europeans, and their flefh is whiter but not (b 
good, and their note is different from ours. As 
lo their phcafants they .are fraaller than thofe in 
J^urope^ and their Qdh nothing near fo palatable, 

t>ut 
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^ut their notes are much the famfe, Befidcs thefe, 
there are in this country a multitude of other birds, 
with whofe names I think it needlefs to fwell this 
journal, becaufe, as the iflands of- America are fuljl 
of them^ there ia already an ex^dl account given 
of them in thofe relations that have been made of 
thefe countries^ and it is enough that 1 give a de*- 
fcription of fuch as are not to be found in the(e 
iflandSy or of another kind : yet I fhali fay this 
farther, that lizzards breed here in abundance, and 
there are different iiz^s of them ; they are animals 
that refemble pretty nearly thofe whom we call 
cayen^ents, of whom i (hall have occasion to fpeak 
hereafter ; their flefh is good to eat, and their eggs, 
which are as big as pigeons eggs, have an excel- 
lent tafte, and are much better than our hens eggs. 
This hunting bout was a great relief to us^againil 
that hunger we had endured, becaufe it was the 
firfl: repaft we had met with fmce our journey; 
but this I reckoned nothing in comparifon of the 
miferies which we were to fuffer in a vaft numljer pf 
other adventures. 

At laft, after fix days painful and \vearifome tra- 
velling, even beyond ail that can well be imagined^ 
^e got to the river which the Indians and Spaniards 
call Bocca del Cbica, that difcharges itfelf into the 
South-Sea. 

On the feventh the Indians of that place candied 
us to fee trees that were proper to make our canoes 
of, in order to get down that river into the Souths 
Sea. We prefently fell to work upon them with ou|: 
menfils and iron tools which we had brought along 
with us, after we had agreed with the captains of 
thefe Indians for furni(hing us in the mean tinie with 
▼iftuals, which confifted in maize, potatoes, ba- 
nanoes, and magniot-roots, tjU we had done our 
work,, upon condition that we gave th^tn cloth^ 
knives^ thread, needles, pins, kifiars, Jiatchets, 

* ' bills, 
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bilisi combs, and fach like fmall wares^ whkh aii 
in great cfteem with them ; though the favages arc 
oot ignorant of the advantage that doth afife to- 
diem from thefe things. 

It was partly with thefe toys- that we lived and 
Icept^a good correfpondencc with them during oar 
^flage through their country ; but what made the 
eoojuoAare ftill more favourable unto us, was th^ 
refentment they had at that time of the ill ufage 
they had rec^ved at the hands of the Spaniards, 
againft whom they were fo inoenftd, that they 
' begged our affiftance to be revenged on them. And . 
had it ftot been for this,, it wonld:have been a very 
difficult ta(k for us, if not impoilible, to crofs the 
country againft» their will,, not only bceaofe of theit 
l^umb^s, which made them infallibly much (Ironger 
than we, but alfo by reafon of the many forefts 
tnd difGcult paflages- their country is incumbered 
%i4th, which we could nor have gone through 
without we had fome of themfelves for our guides ;.. 
but for all thiS) we did not think ourfelves fo fafe 
amongft thefe men, but that we kept continually 
\ipon our guard, becaufe we were well aflured they, 
were fudi^wretchcs as were at the fervice always* 
t>f thofe that gave them raoft); and that though they, 
appeared one minute to be our friends, they might> 
become the next the Spaniards, who are nearer 
neighbours to them. Their treaclterons deaUogs-^ 
kave proved fatal to fome free-booters who have, 
put too much confidence in them, when a.fmalL 
number of them pafling through their country, . 
thefe^ people gave notice thereof to-tbe Spaniards; 
and. that they might give an exaft* account of thelt 
number, they, took them in a defile, and as they 
marched along they put.a corn of maes into a cat- 
labaih for every man that pafled by; and when- 
they had done, carried the callabafli to the enemy,, 
who th^tenpoo took^dieii: meatoes^accordiogly' 

There' 
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There is no figa rf rcligioo, or of the knowledge. 
of God amoogft them ; they holding that they have 
commuQioa with the devil: and io ihort, when 
they would know any thing, they fpend the night 
m the woods in order to confult him ; and they 
fometimes foretold ' na fome tbiags that have been 
troe in the erent in every particuiar circumftance of 
the relation they had given ns. They lead a 
waodering and vag^<xid life, and Hx. their abode ii^ 
BO certain place. They generally ereft their ajoupas 
Or barracks ispon a rrver fide, where they continue. 
til they have fpent what fuflenance they find there* 
abouts; and when tfa^t is^done they go and do the 
iaine thing upon another river, and in this manner 
fpend the term o£ their miferable lives. They ga^ 
naked, except it be that they cover a part of their 
l^ivities with a bi& of filver or gold that. is- made 
like a candle extingui(her ; and were I but fatisfied 
that they had ever ieen fuch a thing, I ihould think. 
Ijiey took their model from it^ 

When they feaft, or hold ofherfotemn meetings^ 
they put on a cotton robe^ all of one piece, as it 
is trfual'With them, in a vaunting manner, to have 
ai t4t of 'gold or caracolay of an oval form, hanging 
at. their nofe, which is bored thnougli, and with>. 
l^is they think themfelves ^s fine as any in th^ 
world. As for the women kind, they cover them* 
Mves from the waifldowriwards with an. herb a^ 
cotton dotb, which they make themfelves ; arid tbat^ 
they may appear fin^, they colour their faces with; 
Bocouj whkh Js- af mall grain that dyes ik br6wn red. 

Ob the tweiftty-third) a$ we had finifhed the 
tNiiiding of quf canoes, we had news brought us by 
an bidian) who- was iFe^med from eohdi^ingthe 
one hundred and fifteen Engliflt be&re fpoken of td> 
thcSoUth Sea, iirhitherthcfy were gone beforetis, thai 
they bad taken, tiodtr the command of Townflisy

, On the twenty-eighth wc receivfed new^ agahiby ait 
Indian captain, who had conduced captain.Grogfiior 
pnd captain iJefcaier into the Sovrth-.Sea^Jn a letter 
which they fent us,, that they would' flay for us at 
King*s Idands, and defired us to lofe no time, but 
to come and have our fharc m taking of the fleet of 
teru, which they waited for : but for all the expe- 
dition we could ufe our canoes could not be finiihed 
before the laft of March, wbeo we drew them into 
the river. : :^ . . 

• .April the firft ^^re parted with fi)urtcen canoes, 
carrying about twenty oars apiece, guided by twenty 
Indians, who made ufe of this opportunity in order 
to participate of the booty which they thought we 
were about to take from the Spaniards as foon as 
ever we got again into the. South-Sea. 

We.refted on the fourth to •larry for our men 
who wer.e behind, and to mead otn* caooes that 
Were danfipified by the rocks and flats wc met wuli 
all along that river. It cannot be believed what 
pains we had to bring them to the great water (as 
I may call it) for we met with places v^h^rd they 
iFefled dry,:fo that w.e.vcrejn a. maot^ei?. forced Aa 
carry iheqii. .This day di^d ot)re of our men of t?ke 
bloody flux^ which w,as very ' rife anaongft U£(, 
becaufe we were forced to f*ft fpi }©qgi . 9Jid »byi r<50r 
fon of.thi? hard feeding Wf. had,/ MKl',our<contii>ual 
dabbling in the water. - , 

.. On.the fiftL\ve,put.oo, and aboui. evening. fou ad 
the river deeper, but fo fuliof afid <nf:u[D.bered ,wiih 
jrees, which the floods h.ai<i ^a»JKie4 jbitheKy. jbst 
our caaopsiw^r^. in .danger evfiry-|i)iqtne{.io?bei l^ftl; 
a^d tbis day die4 t5ya.o£ pwr fli^ . : ..;.. i ^ ..•..:. 
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On the fixih we got to the great water, where 
the river is wider and deeper ; and that day we fpcnt 
on the banks of it to dry our facks, which were 
wet through with the great rains that fell the day 
before. Another of our men died this day. 

From hence to the eleventh we did all we could 
to get quickly to the mouth of the river, where 
we were informed by an Indiani that was cotne in 
a fmall veflel to meet us, that the Englifti and French 
free- hooters had fcnt a(hore in a little bay called 
Boca del Chica (that Aands at the mouth of that 
river) fome corn for our rcfrefhment when we fliould 
get dowil thither ; for they could gather very well by 
themfelves, who bad been fo ftraightened there for 
proviiion, whereabouts we muft be ; and indeed we 
had fo little, that we were reduced to a handful oH 
raw maSz for each man a day. 

The fame day wc received farther news, and by 
other Indians, who gave our guides notice to tell 
us, that a thoufond Spaniards being informed of 
our dtfcent, mounted up along this river by land, 
with a defign to lay an ambufcade for us : here- 
upon we reiolved not to ftir, but in the night-time, 
and that without noife, that fo we might (hun them ; 
and this fucceeded accordingly^ But we fell into 
another incumbrance ; and that was, we being 
Arangers in this country, and knowing no more than 
our guides,' how high the tide flowed in this river, 
we w^e furprized with the coming in of it^ and it 
drove us and our canoes vcxyfan, fo that one cf 
them was overfet with a great tree that had fallea 
into the rivtt-, and upon which the fwiftnefs of the 
current threw it, but it luckily fell out that do one 
was di owned ; they quitted it for the arms and 
ammunition that ' were loft ; whkh could not but 
work fome trouble in us toTee our men difarmed in 
a country wi^erc we could not go^ but muft havjt 

much 
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much ufe ron.theo); but to ddiver us. of this in- 
c^uietade; God was ple^fed to difpofe of fome of 
us, who left their arms to thofe that had loft their 
own. 

Whea we were got clear of thefe dangers, oar 
guides advifcd us to row geatly, for fear i\*z Indiaa 
^paoiArdSy who were our cnemie^y (hould hear us, 
and who Liy in wait to attack os fome leagues 
this fide the mouth of the river, in a place called 
Leftocada. We took their council, and when we 
were got overagainft the faid place, where the river 
is very broad, we difpofed of our canoes in fuch a 
manuer, that by the favour of the night they ap- 
peared to be much lefs than they really were. Now 
thefe Indian Spaniards having fome glimpfe of us» 
aflced who was there? and our guides having ^n- 
fwered, that what they faw was nought but a few 
boat^ belonging to them, with which they were go* 
ing 10 fetch fait into the South-Sea; by this wile 
we were fparcd the labour of lengagiog ^ith thofe 
rafcals. 

On the twelfth In the morning we caft andior, 
becdufe the tide came tn,. dnd waa againft us, and 
about ten made ready, but toward^ noon the hea- 
vens were ovcrcaft to that d^ree, -that you could 
fcarce fee a.man froni one end to the other; and 
this was followed with fuch exceflive rains, that 
we were afraid eTei7 minute of being funk, though 
we empbyed two ineniu eath canoe coBiioually to 
thro^ out the water ;. and during that time one c^ 
our men died. 

The fame day at midnight we got to the mouth 
^f the river, and entered into the South-Sea^ from 
whena we made dtreftly for the bay of Boca dd 
Chica to fee for the provifion which we were told 
was there, and. which we found accordingly; but 
t>efore this we met with t caopq. of c»{^ain (^rognet 

that 
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that wafted for us, and two barkrat anchor. They 
had been ptirpofely fent by the EngliOi, both to 
towe onr caooes to the place where the fleet of free* 
booters were, and to bring us more proTiiioQ. 

On the thirteenth in the morniag we carried our 
£ck on board the two barks for their better accom^ 
modation, and then weighed anchor in order to fail 
altogether to an ifland four leagues diftant from the 
mouth of that river, where we refre(hed burfelvcs 
two days with the provifion theEnglUh had fent us» 
which was a mighty comfort to us. 

On the iixteenth we went off in order to find out 
the EngKOi and French fleet, whofe rendezvous was 
to cniize dtiier before Panama,, or at the King's 
lAands^ which are not (nr from this river. 

We arrived at thofe iflands on the eighteenth^ 
which (land thirty kagues to the eaft of Panama, 
where we found the large^ft of them to k>ok more 
like the ODQtihent than an ifland. To fpacious and 
mountainous it is. The fame is inhabited by thofe 
negroes whom they call Marons, or fugitives from 
the Spaniards, who upoti making their tfcapes from 
their mafters at Panama, and the adjacent places!, 
have made this a place of refuge. This day one of 
our men died. 

We entered into this fea at a very bad time, for 
about this fael^hty there are (ome y^ears wherein it 
rains for every day for the fpace of fix months, - and 
wt happened to come thither exadly at iuch a 
ieafon. ■-- 

I fliould think it' would have been proper in thiis 
place, before I proceed to give a relation of our ad- 
ventures, to give a large and exaA defcription of the 
8ouch-8ea, and this fourth part of the world, with 
which it Is waflied, and to fet forth the longitude 
and latitude of tli^ places : but as it Is my defign to 
write of dothiog but what was tnmia&ed by us 

there. 
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there, and that this country is well ehdugh di£;xy* 
vercd by the geographical charts that have bcea 
made of ir, let the reader, when he has occafion^'to 
be informed herein, hare recourfe ta them.. I ihaU 
content myfelf with taking; notice only, that all the 
continent that refpe&s: the South^Sea, {buds ezA 
and weft, and moftof the iflandsisordi and fouth of 
it ; and that it runs from eaft and fouth*eaft to foutfa 
and fouth-weft ; and from the, weft to weft r^rtk* 
weft, and to. the north-weft. - • 

The Spaniards are the only forcigno's that poA 
fefs thefe countries, JGnce Jbe unjnft ufurpaiion tbcy 
have made of them, from the aborigines, ov^ whoiii 
they made themfelves m^fters by fitch tyranoicai 
and cruel methods as have. been. heard of throD^t 
out the world. They have good towns upc^i the 
fea fide, which reach from the height of the iflands 
of Don Fernandez, that ^r.e fituated at the mouth 
of the gulf of Mag^lan, ;or rather from:> Gl)iJi^- -t^ 
the middle of a ftixight that is between, tfae Teri^ 
firma, and the iflpe of California^ which/the Spar 
4iiards fall Mar bermejoj thijough which Jt is be- 
Heired a codamunicatioQ ;tnay be had l^tween the 
northern and fouthern feas* with9ut going about by 
ftreight of Anien. The chief of thefe towns bo- 
gfn froiii the fouth, and arc Airiqa, t Sagna> Nafca, 
Pacbacama, Lima,. .Cidade d^ilo^jtRey^s^ the ;porjt 
jof .dallaa (which is the plaqej pf ^Barking fi)r this 
Jaft, and wfaei*e the king of Spgin'jp [feips^anchor, 
that is the fleet of Peru) Truxlllo, Paita, Qneft- 
^quilla, la Barbacoa, which isrftii' qpen Ddine^ n"om 
whence the Spaniards get ^ great -de^l of gold, Pa- 
nama, Realegup, Tecoant^qu?, ,AcapHlco>:.«md 
fever^l otherjj, thai are ^ well, mafiitjjpa^^ jpfci^d 
4)laces. . ,' '•;.■• ;.^« .;. ^'-r ■' f', . ' 
i It 15 about ten years fipqe tjie Spaniards^ whp 
dwell on all tbii c^j^tineiit;^ h.^ve. nctt lM^o>9rn what 
. . ^ war 
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'^ar «'fts. Here they lived in a profound tranquil- 
lity, and fire-arms were hardly in any ufe amongft 
them : but fince the time that we found out a way 
to go and vtfit them, they brought the Englifhmea 
from Jamaica amongft them. But though they 
h«W5 a pretty many of them at preieot there, yet the 
(bquel of ttih difcourfe will fhew chey are not much 
more warlike than they were before : but the white 
Indians that inhabit a part of Chili have been always 
their enemies \ and thefe are a people of prodi* 
gt6«« bulk and callnefs, who almoft infeft. them 
with continual war, and when they happen to take 
any of them they take ofT the plate of their breafis, 
as vpe do' by a tortoife,: and cut out their hearts* 

On the twenty-fecond, which was 6after-day, 
thetr fleer, who w^e gone before us into thefe fcas, 
arrived at the King's iSes where we were; they con- 
fided of eight fail^ which, together with the two 
barks they had fent to wait for our arrival, made up 
in all ten vcffels ; of which take the following ac- 
count: : ' 

'The firft fiyrved as admiral, .and was a. frigate 
carrying'thirty-fiK guns, commanded by bne captain 
David. 

The next was inftead of Vicd-admihal, had fixteea 
guns, and. was under the command of one whofe 
same was Sammes. 

The third and fourth were two fiiips commanded 
by captain Townfley. 

The fifth was a (hip that could have carried 
thirty guns, but had none, and was commanded by 
captain Grognet. 
The fixth was a fmall (hip ccnnmanded by Brandy. 
The feventh and eighth were two long barks com- 
manded by two quarter-maftersy with a detachment 
of men drawn ont of the fleet, . 

. . .^••- "^ : ' ■ . ^ And 
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• And the ninth and tenth were the two b^ks tlmt 
came to meet us, whereof the one was commanded 
by Peter Henry, and the other by a quartetrmafter. 
Of all thefe commanders captain Grognet was the 
only Frenchman, all the reft being EnglUbmeny esc* 
cept David» who was a Fleming. .As to the whole 

. number of our men, they were<:ompuced at about 
eleven hundred, when they divided into two fleets : 
it remains thereifore now that I (hould fay, according 
to the information I hare received from all that were 
engaged in this enterprize, how all thefe (hips fell 
into their hands, by what means, and at what time 
.they came into this fea. 

In.purfuance therefore to thC' order brforc ob- 
.ferved, I am to declare that the Engiifh were the 
.owners of our admiral, who in the year 1682, on 
the coaft of St. Domingo, furprized a long bark be- 
longing to a French captain, whofe name was Triftati, 
who was then with fome of his (hip's crew afbohe 
waiting for a fair wind to fail together, to make 
war upon the Spaniards, by commiflion from moD- 
fieur Povanfay, who. was then governor of that 
ifland. The Englifh, who were fuperior in ftrcngth, 

. drove the French out of the bark, with which they 
failed to the ifle de laTortllle, whither a great many 
(hips go every year to take in^alt. The next tjjing 
they did, was to take a Dutch (hip, on which they 
went all on board, and failed afterwards to the coaft 
of Guinea, where they took feveral prizes more ; 
but they rcferved none of them faw the Dutch (hip, 
which ferved as admiral, and wherein they foiled, 
when we left the South -Sea, and was fuppofed to 
have been a fhip belonging to Hamburg. 

Thefe Englifti became pirates under the conduft 

toCa captain of their own, and grew fo notortouily 
wicked by a great mitn j odious aftioos, performed 
not only towards ftrangers, but even thofe of their 

owa 
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oum nation, when they met with any of them, that 
to avoid being chafed, which they would infallibly 
have been, they pafled from the north to the fouth- 
fca, by the ftreight of Magellan. 

They kept company for about eight months with 
a little frigate of eighteen guns, "which they met 
with there in a (hort time after their arriyal, and 
whoie crew confifted of Eriglifti, French, and Fle- 
mings : bat their good correfpondence with the cor- 
fair was of uo long duration, for happening to have 
fome difference with him, as he was one morning 
giving the other the good- morrow, according to the 
Eng^ifh mode, he faw all his crew come upon declr; 
whereupon the little frigate, who failed much better 
than the pirate, came irp with him, and having 
brought all his guns to bear, gave him a broad-fide, 
accompanied with a volley of fmall ftiot, and then 
bore away, Jiaving (lain the captain and twenty of 
bis men, in whofe ftesld the reft of thecrewchpfe 

♦ David before-mentioned. That Kttle frigate of 
fixteen guns got into the South-Sea fome time aftor 

.the other, as alfo by the fame ftreight of Magellan. . 
I was told by one of the engineers on board her, that 
(he belonged to his royal highnefs the duke of York, 
and that under pretence of coming to treat with the 
Spaniards, (he was fen t upon no other account than 
to take a plan of thofe parts, the fituation of the 
cities and fea-ports. Now captaiti David meeting 
with her, made captain Sammes come on botird bim^ 
and threatened to take him, unlefs he would go and 
make war with him ; fo that finding himfelf too 
weak to refifV, he chofe rather to comply with the 
pirate than be taken ; and thcfe two together took 
a great many prized, which, after they had taken 
out what was for their turn, they burnt. 

About a year after, captain Townfley came over 
land with an hundred and fifteen Engliih into thofe 

fcasy 
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feas, and at the King*s Iflands took two (hips ladea 
vrith provtfion and other refrefhments, whereof I 
liave already fpoken, coming from Peru. 

About a month after, the captaips Grognet and 
sLefculer went alfo thither over land with two hun- 
dred and feventy men ; and who, being informed 
that the £ngU(h fleet was before Panama, put a(hore 
one night at Tavoga, an iHand two leagues oS^ 
from whence they difcemed a ftiip on Hre, and by 
l>reak of day they faw the £ngli(h under fail. 

They went on board them, and came to under«< 
fland, that captain David had taken a fhip called the 
;S^ot Rofe, laden with corn and wiDe, bound from 
TruKilk) for Panama; the pr-eiident of which laft« 
;place had fent to him to buy her, and in order there- 
.unto, gave him a meeting at the ifles of Pericos» 
that are a league diftance from the port. But in- 
ftead of fending him the money they had agreed 
upon for the (hip, he fent a fire-(hip to burn him ; 
but the fame, through the cowardice and ignorance 
of the commander, Tpent herfelf without doing the 
other any hurt : and this made captain David giv^ 
the St. Rofe to Grognet and Lefcuier*s (hips cre%v^ 
. who had already loil; their captain. 

As for the other five ftiips commanded by Brandy, 
Sammes, Peter Henry, and two quarter-mafters, 
they had alfo been taken from the Spaniards in thefe 
feas by the two firft frigates, who refer ved them for 
thofe who came thither over land. But of all our 
(hips, there were none but the firft ^wo that had 
guns; the other eight had none, ihey having been 
merchant ftiips, that had made ufe of none in the 
South-Sea, where no body but themfelves had 
failed a long time. And now having told you what 
pafled before this fleet came together ; we (hall now 
proceed to give an account of. our adventures fince 
our junftion*

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On the twenty- fifth of April we took nn advice - 
%oat going to the fleet of Peru, ^vhich was thett at' 
anchor in the port of CaJIao, that was cafryitig fomc 
packets from Madrid to Panama;, and letters jfrofflt 
the vice-roy of Lima, whereia there wa? an accoutit 
given how many men of war, fife*(Rip9, and nacf** 
chant-meR, the fleet confifted of ;• and about what 
time the fame might arrive at Panama. Next day 
we examined the commander o£ the advice-^boatj, 
bat we could get no particulars out of him-, famg, 
that when he faw himfclf like to be taken:, he bSS 
thrown the king of Spain's packets andaicafket o£ 
jewels overboard. 

On the twenty-feventh we put Ac fameqtiefffons 
to the pilot, who, according to the example of hh 
comm'ander, would make no difcovery, becaufe 
they had takes an oath together, rattier to lofe theit 
lives tba© to divulge any fecret, or to let* ite faid 
packet fail into the hands of the frec-booters. Oil 
Ae 28th two of our men died; 

On the evening of the fime day, we diSp!<rtec|[ 
with two-and-twcnty canoes manned with five* hun- 
dred men, in order to go and take la Seppa, wftfcH 
IS a fmall town fevcn leagues to. wind#ard'of Ph:na- 
ma ; and on the twenty'-nimh- abouf ten in the 
morning we dtfcovered twp-ffiips bearing up- to lis' 
which when they came near, wfc foiJnd to be* txv4 
periaugues manned with Greeks, which arc a^ peo- 
ple com pofed of divers nations, to whom f He Spa- 
niards gix'e this njme; andVho: ferve them in thelt 
wars. Tbefe they brought fome time before frirA 
the North -fea to this coaft, to defend then^ agalnit 
us, bccaufe they look upon them to be better fol- 
diers than themfelve]?. We prefentlyfentoilt tvVo 
of our beft failing canoes, manned with twehty 
men each, to attack them. 

Vol. H. G Thtfe 
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Thefc Greeks, who quickly took as to be really 
what we were, i. ^ free-booicrs, made no delay to- 
iave theinfelves.upon one of thofe iflands that fiends 
on the bay of Panama ; but upon their - going 
afliorc, they loft one of their periaugues, that fplit 
in pieces, and left us the other ; then they got upoa 
a rifing ground, with their arms, and as much am- 
munition as they could favc, and f<xight fttffly againft 
us under a 'flag of defiance. And as the place 
where we landed was expofcd to their fire from the 
ground where, they had pofted thcmfelves, and that 
the afcent on that fide where we flood was very 
difEcult, we were forced to take a great round to 
come at them another way, whece we found our 
paflage much eafier. At laft, after we had fought 
at leafl: for the fpace of an hour, we conftrained 
them to flee for (helter in the woods, took two of 
them prifoners, befides their colours, and found 
between five-and- thirty flain upon the fpot. 

We were informed by the two prifooers, that 
thofe who had efcaped, could not be above an 
hundred men at moft ; that we might eaCly mafter 
them if we pleafed, there being many wounded 
amongft them : they alfo told us, that they had an 
account at Panama of a reinforcement that was 
come from the North-fea to the fleet of free-booters : 
^hat the prefident of the town had thereupon fent an 
advice-boat to Lima, to engage the viceroy to detain 
'the merchant fliips in port till further order, and 
with atl fpccd to fend a fleet of men of war to fight 
ours, and drive us out of thofe iia$,: but the rela-> 
lion given by thefe two prifoners we could not rely 
upon, fince their party, bad put up a flag of defiance;, 
4hey being three times the number of us. 

After this advantage, and our rejoicing, with the 
reft of our canoes, we continued to profecute our 
^(Ci)gn upon la Seppa ; but as we w«re obliged be- 
fore 
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fore we could come at it to go about two leagues up 
a very fine and large river of the fame name, and oa 
whofe banks they have Vigies centinels always fct, 
we could not choofe but be difcovered, atid find the 
town alarmed, and ready to defend itfelf : yet for 
ail that we fell furioufly on, and took it with the ' 
lofs only of one man ; but finding no great matter 
of booty there, bccaufe they had faved moil <£ 
their effefts, we returned to our canoes again. 

As I (hall have frequent occafion to make mention 
of the word vigie^ it will not be improf er in this 
place to take notice, that by vtgter is no other thing 
meant than to fet a centinel upon land or fea, and 
thofe perfons who are thus fet, they eall vigies^ 
The Spaniards maintain a great nwnberof: them; 
for all their cities, towns, and villages, and evcii 
fingle hoofes, have perfons on purpofe, whom they 
fend to all the rifing ground round about, and 
river fides, where they have >their horfes ready night 
and day, fo that, as foon^as they difcover an enemy» 
they haften to give the Sfjaniards notice of rt, who 
forthwith prepare themfelves not to fight, but to 
fave their dFefts. * ; . . 

On the firll of May we rejoined our (hips, who 
waited for us at a very pretty ifland, called Sipilla, 
about a league diftant from the mouth of the river 
la Seppa, which makes up a kind of canal, that - 
forms the bay of Panama, and do, as it were, niake 
a bar all al&ng, that - divides the > channel into two 
parts, one to the cafl and the other to the weft, 
Thofe pileafures we met with in thefe parts juftly 
deferve a remembrance, whereof I (hall give a lit- 
tle defcription in this place. 

. All the(e iflands are fo curious and delightful, 
that they are ufually called the gardens of Panama, 
and wid\ very good reafon, feeing all people of note 
ta that city hare e^icb qf them one pf tliefe iflands 
G z .for 
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for themfelves, and tii^eir bdnfes of pkaftire tbecft 
Jllfo, with curious orchards, watered with a great 
many fprings of runolng waters, adorned and etal>el^ 
lifhed with a wonderful variety of flowers and ar« 
boiirs of jeflamine up and down, and full almoft of 
. an infinite number of all forts of the frytrs of the 
country^ among whom I have taken particujai: no? 
tice of four of tl)ei|i, which are .called' Sa|^ca, 
SappotiUa, AvQcata, and las Cayemties^ 

The firSl is a fruit aloioft like unto onr^ars, of 
t. different Hze, whofe rind is gceenilhv and contains^ 
in the midft thereof, two kernels of an oval form, 
appearing pretty policed and Heek, and 6ro each 
of them, in the largeft of thefe fruits, fomewhat 
i)igger than an ordinary nut : when this fruit is ripe 
it is very foft, and when the* paring is taken off, 
the pulp is of a pure wd colour, very ftyeet^ and of 
an admirable tafte. 

The fecond is of the {amt form as the other, but 
no bigger than a ruflet pear : it has an admirable 
tafte, and under the rind is of a whitifli colour. 

The third is of the fame. form as our quinces, 
Javing that the rind is greener : this fruit muft be 
fully ripe, and very foft before it becomes good food, 
and then it is that you find the pulp of it as white 
as (now. The Spaniards eat it with fpoons as we 
do cream, and indeed the tafte theieof is moftly the 
fame. 

The fourth is Jikc a large damafen, and very fa- 
voury. 

Befides thefe and. a great many mcn^ wherewith 
this country is pccjuUarly bleifed, it produces alfo a 
•great many of thofe fruits, that are commpn. to Eu- 
rope, as apricots-, pomegranates, goyaves,. juniper, 
cocoa, bananas, figs of Provence, French and Spaniih 
, melons, all forts of oranges, citrons, and lemons, of 
whij^h I. fhajl givje QQ dcfcriptiQUi- no more than; of 
7 the 
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the trees that bear them y but thofe who'wo«ld fa- 
tififf their curiofity herein, may do it in reading the 
Hillory of the An^jllies written by monfieur de Ro'»- 
<!hefort, frt'lfhe year i668,^who \^'as fkilled therein', 
and gave ft vei-y gootf account of thejn. All tbefit 
rich pr^fentsc>f fruifs and ^lare -water, pf •vt'hich na^ 
tore made ihs art ofEfr in thefe. iflands, were a won- 
derful relief to us, after thofe fatigues we had under- 
gone in our ptflage over the-taruinent : to fay no^ 
thing of the plentiful harveft we had of maize and 
Hce, wherewith we f6imd thtfc iflatids covered, and 
^hich the Spafliatds, f believe, "did" hot (bw with aa 
Intention we ftiould enjoy them. But thefe fjitne 
iflands that aflfbrded us fo many deli]ght^, wrought 
alfo afterwards fame fofrow in us, tof which by an* 

On the eighth of May in the ftioming we failed 
away, and -paffcd by the old arid new city of Pa- 
nama J the old one was* that t^feh by general Mor- 
gai^ in the yeat ^670, whofe churches and hpufes 
fecmcd to us to be finely btiilt, as far as we could 
judge of them atfuch a d?ftance; tliere is none but 
the new town that h fortified, beih^ defended with 
a good wall and feveral other works^ but that is only 
to the fea-ward. This city is attended with an in- 
conveiilency, that as it is fituated at the bottom of a 
bay, and that thid fea ebbs very mtfcb in this country,, 
great {htp$ ure left dry there, if they anchor nearer 
than a league to the place : we got as nigh it ^s we 
could with bur colours and ftreadiers loofe, and from 
thence went to anchor at Tavoga^ which appeared to 
OS as if it were a little enchanted ifland, fo agree- 
able and delrghtfnl are thofe houfes and gardens that 
are upon it. ^ ' 

' (Jn the ninth we caulked all' oiif fhip^, afid^ext 
^ay fertt out our long bark to-tirulfe,' in order ih 
Jive vi^ notice when the Sp&hHh'fleet appeared ixt flghV 
i • G 3, , of 
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of us; and on the thirteenth we made choice of thoTc 
Ihips that (horuld engage it. Captain David and cap- 
tain Grognet were to board the Spani(h adcniral^ 
captain Suam and captain Townfley the vice-admiral^ 
captain Peter Henry and one ♦of TownQey's prizes, 
the patach ; our fire-(hip was to keep herfelf under 
the quarter of our admiral. Our other (hips were 
to attack the r-eft of their fleet according to their 
firength, and our armed periaugues were to keep ojS* 
the enemies Hre-(hips. 

We heard this day a great many cannon fired at 
Panama, the caufe whereof we could not guefs at ; 
and on thefourteenth we put aftiore apon this ifland 
of Tavoga forty prifoners, who were very cumber- 
fome to us, and then weighed to go wait for the 
fleet at cape Pini but this was much out of feafon, 
fince the fleet, *who was wiHing to fpare us this 
trouble, ^as well as that of attacking her, was al- 
ready, without our knowing of. it, arrived at 
Panama ; having got in under the covert of one of 
thofe pleafant iflands, through one of the two chan- 
nels which I (aid was formed by them, and which 
hid them from us while we cruifed in the other 
channel, through which we thought they would 
have failed. 

As we knew nothing hitherto of this matter, and 
that, (Upon the return of our long bark^ ihe told 
us, fhe had difcovered no (hips pafs, we went and 
anchored at King's Iflands, where the^'holc fleet 
took the ufual oath, that we would not wrong one 
another to the value of a piece of eight, in cafe 
God were pleafed to give us the viftory over the 
Spaniards. On the feventeenth one of our men 
died. 

On the nineteenth we weighed and anchored be* 
twecn the great ifland, and thofe in the eaft channel, 
through which we thought the fleet we expefted 

would 
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would pafe. On the twenty -eighth another of onr 
men died. Next day we made ready, and failed for 
cape Pin. On the thirty- firft we gave chace to twb 
(hips whom we lofl; in the night, and which brought 
Us back, in the purfuit of them, to the little iflaods 
of Panama, where we anchored on the firft of 
June; and the fame day we fur prized two Greeks 
upon the iJland, where we had beaten tbeoi^ whea 
We went to take la Seppa. 

On the fourth we fent two canoes to the ifle of 
Sipilla, to endeavour to take fome prifoners, that 
we might learn fome news from them. There they 
took a (hip laden with boards, which the Spaniards 
were carrying to Panama to build two periaugues in- 
ftead of thoTe we had taken. The men told ns, 
that their fleet was got into Panama on the twelfth 
of May : that on the thirteenth they fired off a 
great many guns for joy, and that as foon as they 
were refreflied, careened, and manned, they would 
put out to fight us^ and would be ready in a (hort 
time. 

On the feventh at noon, captain Grognet, who 
had anchored farther from the ifland than we, 
gave us a fignal, that he defcried the Spanifli fleets 
confiding of feven fail, and this he did by lowering 
and raifinghis flagieven times : we alfo on our part 
made ready, and, in doubling the point of the 
illand^where we had andiored, we difcov^red fevcii 
great fhips coming up towards us, with a bloody 
flag ia^the flern, and a royal one on their mafts. 
Now it was that the hopes which our crew had loft, 
when they underftood that the fleet was got into 
Panama, revived again, and the defire they had to 
enrich themfelves, at the others coft, animated them 
to that degree, that mod of them threw their hats 
into the fea, as thinking they had the S{>aniard8 
already in hold. We put our (bxpsin order, and 
G 4. tbcmt 
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then difput^ ijbe wind with theoQ» which was 2t 
that time got to the \vctt. About three in the af- 
ternoQn we all, except captain Grpgoet, got the 
"weathier-gage of them, and he failed, becaufe he 
waited for the coming up of hi$ canoe from the 
ihore, and cad abdiit twice. Our admiral finding 
h\^ic\i to windward of the Spanifii vLce-admira], 
who was feparated from his own admiral, gave us 
the (ignal to follow him for to board him ; in order 
to whichi we ietigthened our fpri^fail, but our 
vice-admiral took in his iiag, as a token he would 
defer the engageikieiK to next morning, hoping thit 
Grognct would get the weathcr-gtge in the nifeht : 
tQwards fun-fettiog the Spanrfli vice-^mtral, who 
was to leeward of us/ faJuted us with feven gul& 
without hall, which was anfwered by our admiral 
with a whole broadiide with ball. But, night 
cooling oa, the Spaniards caA anchor, being better 
Acquainted than we wiifa the cnrxiente that rim be* 
twfiea tbefc iilandf^ and they feAt a fmall veflU that 
carried the lanthorn, to anchor two leagues to 
loeward of Us, in order to amufe and araie us to 
.tftlte falfe mcafores ; and indeed we lay by all night, 
that we n»ght next morning- faeiawiodward cf the 
Jantboro, which we took to be the whole fleet. 

On the eighth early in <he naoming we difcovered 
our error, and were all of i» flrangelf amazed to 
find oar^vea to leeward of the ewmtcs fleet, ex- 
cept captain Grofinet's fhip, and that of capt^ta 
.TQwnney,aod his |)rize, which were to windward : 
but it unhappily fo fell out, that they were ikips 
wtthpDt caDupA :. the*Spani(h Beet having caft an- 
chor again an hour after fuu-rifing, we<did all we 
.could to gel the weather-gage, bpt their vice-admi- 
.ral, who had his anchor a- peak, a^d his fails faut 
very flightlyfufkd, qnSckly plied to the wind, which 
promg favourable to him, he hore immediately 
I ;: * . wpon 
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upon ouf admiral. Our vice-admiral did all he 
could to c6rtie to his afliftance, for the SpanifK guns 
had already incommoded him very much ; but hiS 
coming up oblige4 the enemies /hips to bear off to 
windward, which we endeavoured to gain all that 
day, though to no purpofe ; while' the Spaniards 
in the mean while, under whofe cannon we found. 
O'urfelves, mauled us terribly, and this made our 
admiral and vice-admiral to keep clofe together, and 
to rfefolve to die valiantly fighting, rather than fufFer 
any one (hip of the fleet to be taken, though they, 
could both of them have faved tliemfelves if they 
pleafed, they being much better failors than ths 
^pamards. 

Captain Towndey, towards the- afternoon being: 
to windward of the enemies fleet, fent his periaugue 
on board our admiral, to receive his orders, while 
he that commanded ij;; had both his legs fhot ofF' 
by a canfton ball. About two the Spaniards fentr 
out a (liip of elght-and-twenty guns to> hinder cap-- . 
tain Grognet to joinus, as 'underitanding by fome- 
Spaniards, who had been our prifoners, that he was; 
the ftrongeft in fmall arms of anv in our fleet, and- 
that they were fa. much thef more fearful cf him.* 
^hen they came to know. his. crew confifted of 
Frenchmen. At laft finding ourfelves towards even- 
ing much battered with their cannon, (for the- 
Spaniards would, not come to boarding) we veer.ea* 
by the favour of a gale of wind, to go and boar(i? 
the Spariifli vice-admiral, that was t^ie beft failor^, 
and did us moft harm : but we were no fooner un- 
moored, than that the wind came about, which did^ 
us much damage, for we were- ju ft come, upon the/ ' 
enefl(iies (hip, who not oblerving the wind, by whicliJ 
We failed, bore ftill upon us fo far, that when .we- 
ii^turned the ftcond.time, flie was f> near us» th^t^ 
&e >V^s conflrained to fCirl-theehd of her main-fail •. 
' - G c for 
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for fear of bringing her fore»maft upon our counter^ 
and this made us put out our caooes, which were 
upon the towe, that we might go better, and in this 
manner we defended ourfelres till night approached. 

Peter Henry's ftiip, wherein I was, having re- 
ceived above an hundred and twenty cannon flioi, 
was forced to make the beft of her way, which 
cur admiral and vice-admiral j5erceiving, they put 
their periaugues under fail, which they had all along 
braced to windward during the fight, in order to 
attend us, bccaufe they faw we were in an ill con- 
dition. The enemy, obferving our \yorking, fent 
one of their fmall (hips in purfuit of us, but as we 
bore back upon her, (he gave us eighteen guns^ 
and rejoined their own fleet. 

Our long bark having, during the aftion, been 
forely handled, her crew was forced to leave her,^ 
and, not having time-to fink her, threw fome guus^ 
which our admiral had put on board her, iato the 
fea, and then faved themfelvcs on board of one of 
our other (hips. Now the Spani(h prifoners whom 
we left behind, finding they were now at liberty^ 
plied to put themfelvcs into the hands of the Spanifli 
admiral, but he, taking this^bark for our fire ihip^ 
funk her with his cannon before (he came near him^ 
not thinking their own people were on board her. 

On the ninth we could fee neither our own noc 
the Spanilh fleet, which made us deer for the ifle 
St. Jiohn de Cueblo, foar-and- twenty leagues to the 
•y^ft of Panama, where, by the favour of an eafterly, 
freeze, we arrived on the fourteenth ; wc ran our- 
^Ives prefently a(hore, and it was high time, for wc 
had all alongy from the time of the fight, five feet 
erf" water in the hold : we loft' no time to put our* 
Iblves in a condition to get up again before Panama^, 
:that we might know what became of our fleets 
aboat which we were in great pain, which we were 
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put oat of on the fix^aad-twentieth, when we faw 
them coming to an anchor in the fame place where 
we were, wl^o told u& they did not fight any more 
after our departure from them. That the Spanifli. 
fleet, upon the ninth id the evenings had anchored-, 
within cannon (hot of ours, and that^ both the one- 
and the other having made ready on the tenth » the* 
Spaniards failed away for the port of Panama ; thait: 
captain David had been hard^ plied by. the Spanifh 
cannon, efpeclally with two (hots that carried ofF' 
half his rndder, but that he had no more than iix^ 
of bis (hip's crew wounded, and only one killed;, 
that captain Sammes was no lefs put to it,, that 
almoft all his poop was fwept off, that he had re- 
ceived fcveral (hots between wind and water, thai: 
bis mate had his head (hot off with a cannoil ball,, 
and that he had no more than three men wounded : 
and that, in (hort, the other lefTer vefTcls had loft 
never a man, and had but very few wounded. Here 
I may truly fay, and without exafperating the; 
matter, that it was a ftrange thing and.' ne:i( to a 
miracle, that we, who wefe fo few in number, and' 
had fuch pitiful (hips of our own^ (hould be able: 
to bear the fire of, withftand and fight foconfider" 
able a. fleet, in comparifon of our own, conHfliiiig of 
fuch good (hips, and manned fo well as that of the 
Spaniards was, whofe admiral was a veiTcl of feveutyr 
guns, though (he had but fifty-fix mounted, becaufe: 
ihe was too oldi Their vice-admiral i had forty,. 
though (he was boicd to carry fix ty guns-; (he mms a/ 
t^y fine (hip^ and an excellent &ilor, but alfo old^ 
The patach was- a vefTel of forty guns, though (ha 
had no .more than eight-and-twenty mounted. Tba. 
Conferve had eighteen gu,ns, but was buU( as-well as: 
the patach, to carry foiity. The other three were^ 
almoft r.a.hig; beCde^ tkey^had the .a4 vantage q£^ 
firerfliigs,. on boaid of which they had planted: 
G 6 ^ cannon,\ 
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canooB, to the dud fthat w« might not take tbem to 
be really what they were^ and that fo they might 
come near, aod the more eafUy furprize us, thaa if 
1VC were aware of them. 

If we hadnvet with this ileet, as we were in hopes 
w^ ftould, before they got aa addition of ftrength in 
Vahaoia; or that we had had but only the wind of 
aheorwhenwe attackf d them, I do not queftioo, but 
thing)s woold have appeared with another face thaa 
BOW they did, and that we (hould have poflefled 
oarfeh^s of tfackr fiups to bring us back through 
the iheights with wealth enough to live at eafe^ 
which wcruld have freed us all at once, after a con* 
tiaood foccefiion of fatigues and troubies, which wc 
vcrc forced to go through for three years lon^, as 
well ia tlvofo places, as in our return over land to 
the Nc3rlh-fea> but divine Providence had otherwife 
ordered it. 

On the twenty-ninth we patted from the Ifle of 
St. John, to the number of three hundred men ja 
five canoes, in order to go and furprize the town 
of Paeblo Nuevo, that vtras fix leagues off, thinking 
we (hcoild get (brae provifion there, whereof now 
we began to be in need. Being landed on thq 
thirty-firft, we took a centiuel, but another efcapcd, 
which was the occafion of our being difcovered* 
We were obliged, in order to get at this town, to 
go up a very fine river ivw leagues, and to make. 
vk of the flowing of the tide for that purpofe; be* 
fore we came at it we found a retrenchment made 
for its fccurity^ but Ml guarded. The town is non« 
©y the beft Jtuated, though it ftands upon the 
river- fifle, being forronnded every way with marihcs: 
we found nether people nor vitals there, and fo 
we kft it on the third of J^ly ; and next day as 
weretilt^ded with oui^ canoes to rejoin our fleet we 
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gave chace to a bark, which we took, and on the 
fifth we got to our ihips. 

The £ngli(h and we had » difference in the de« 
fcent we made upon this town, for they being more 
numerous than we, would take the advantage of 
us, and be mailers of the whole, and that fo far, 
that captain Townfley would have taken captaia. 
Grognet's flrip away, which captain David had given 
him, and give hiva his own for h6r : but as he 
found he had to do with men, who, though infe- 
rior in number, would not tamely be thus put upon, 
he Ava» forced to give over his pretenfions ; yet we 
finding ftilithat they continued to pretend to the 
iume dominicm over us, we feparated ourfclves from 
them to the number of an hundred and thirty 
Frenchmen, Without rekoning captain GrOgnet^s* 
crew, who were two hundred more, and, after- 
having banded ourfelves apart, we landed upon the 
ifland. 

One of the chief reafons that made us difagfee 
was their impiety againft our religion ; for they made 
no fcruple when they got into i^church to cut dowa 
tlie arms of a crucifix with their fabres, or to fiiooc 
them down with th^r fuzees and piflols, bruiiGng. 
and maiming the images of the faints with the 
fame weapons in derlfion to the adoration we French* 
men paid unto them. And it was chiefly from 
thefe horrid diforders, that the Spaniards equally 
hated us all, as we came to underftand by divers^ 
of their letters that fell inter our hands, which I 
have got rendered into French, as may be fcen by 
and ^y. '/ 

On the ninth the Engliflt weighed, and came t3 
aachor about iive or fix leagues to leeWard of the 
place where we were building 6«rr canoes, to fit up 
others for themfekcs in Iteu of 'thofe they had loft 
as w^ll as we^ during th« figbc'^witlir die SpaQite 
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fleet. We laid out for trees fit for oar piirpo{c> 
and to chat end went into a wood, which in thefe 
part» grows near to the fea^ of which we chofe the 
largefty which commonly are thofe tr^^es called Ma* 
pou and Acajou,, and are withal very tender and' 
eafy to be wrought ; among them we: found fbme 
(b large, that the iingle trunk, after being hewQi 
and made hollow, could carry fourfcore men. 

While we were, building our canoes, a ceartiaeV 
whom we had fet on. a very high tree growing oa* 
tlie fea-fide in our ifland, as well for difcoveriog, 
left the Englifti, who knew we were employecfc 
about our canoes, fliouldcome to take awayx>ur (hip, 
as to obferve if any SpanUh (hip fiiould fail betweea 
the main land and the iQand whereon we were, 
came to teU us on the fifteenth, that he iaw Oi 
(hip out at fea, fleering fouth-weft aod by weft,. 
which put us prefently upon making ready to come 
up with her : we found her to be a fmall veflel 
commanded by captain Willnet an Englifliman, 
whofe crew confifted of forty Englifti and eleyez>' 
Frenchmen, of whom we had never heard any. 
thing till now : but they told us, they had a long- 
time ago pafled over land into thefe feas, and that 
lately they had taken a. ftiip laden mth corn out of: 
the port of 6anfonnat, which is on the continent, 
and the place of embarking from Guatimala,. thirtyi 
kagues^ to the eaft of the Ifle of St. John, and that, 
going from thence towards the (buth coaft, they, 
underftood that the viceroy of Lama had feot a. 
Spanifli fleet on.purpofe to chace and beat the free*- 
booters, which pave them to underftand there werOL 
others befides them iutthefe feas ; and that upon the 
good news th^y were come inqueft of us, inordcf* 
to have a ftiarc in taking. that fleet, which they be* 
Ueved infallible^ but that they underftood, wbei^. 
they came before Paooma^ .where they were in bopesi 

. ^ . tOb 
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to meet with us, that the fight was already over, 
and that we were gooe to the Ifle of St. John : the 
other EngUfh, who, as I have already {aid, were 
gone to anchor about five or fix leagues to windward 
of us, had alfo fent out a canoe to know what this 
bark was, which came up with her as foon as we, 
and this made us very uneafy ; for, this bark being; 
laden with provifion, thofe Englifh influenced thele 
new comers fofar, that they took them to anchor * 
in the fame place where they were, except the elc- 
Yen Frenchmen^who left them and ftaid with u$. 

This ifland of St. John Cueblo is about twelve 
leagues in circumference, (landing eaft and weft, 
and north and fouth, five leagues diilant from the 
main land, and feparated by a narrow channel • 
(which is indeed no other than an arm of the fea 
running in between two lands). It is not rahabited,. 
very mountainous, full of wood, and watered with 
very fine rivers^ It ftands in no ftead to the Spa- 
niards, befides fupplying (hem with mafts for their 
(hipping, which they have here in great abundance^ 
When w£ flopped upon that ifland, we were ia 
hopes \o have fared well,, fo well (locked it was, 
with dfcer, monkies, agputills^ lizards, and banks 
full of (ortoifes ; but we were deprived of thefe ad-- 
vantages by twa inconveniences we laboured under;, 
the firft whereof was, that the Englifli in.lefs than- 
fifteen days had made fuch a deftru^ion of thefe 
tortoifes, that but very few of them landed ; th<^ 
Other refpefted our hunting, which, after we had 
followed for, a few days at firft, we were bound toi 
decline ; for, having ftaid in this place longer than 
we defigned, we were under a neceility of prefcrving: 
our powjder for fear^ (hould we have fpent it, the 
Spaniards would have been quickly upoaus; fo that 
we ftaid a whole month, upon this ifland to the 
number of three hundred and thirty men of us^ 

witki 
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with eating no more than two tortoifes in eigHf-and- 
forty hours, and in feeking fome fruits io the woods 
wherewith to fubfift, and with the eating of which 
/bme of us died^ as not knowing the nature of 
them. 

There are a fort of ferpents upon thi« iflanA 
whofe flinging is fo dangerous, that if any one has 
Hot a certain fruit by him> which he is to chew,, 
and prefcntly to apply to the wound, there is no* 
cfcaping prefent death for him, as we found by ex- 
perience by fome of our men whom we loft in this: 
manner, and who, in« their dyin?, endured terribk 
pains through the aiftivity and violence of that fire 
Which this poifon kindled in their bodies. The tree^ 
en which thi^ fruit grows, is to be found upon the 
fame place, as well as in the other parts of this 
country, being, as to its lea res and height, very 
like unto our almond tre^^; but its fruit refembles 
fea chcfnuts, though it is of a greyifti colour, and 
of a fomewhat bitter tafte, enclofing a whitifti al- 
mond in the midft thereof. It is chewed altogether 
before the application is made, and is known by no- 
other name than the Serpents -feed. 

Here a!fo, about two or three leagues up the 
country; you have a great many caycmans, which 
aire a kind of crocodiles, that live both In the fea, 
rivers, and on dry land, and are of that ravenous- 
T^ature, that fome of pur men hare been devoured 
by thera. 

On the • (cveh-and- twentieth th6 EngUfh, who- 
had left us, fent a quarter-mafter to us to know 
whedier we would join ourfelves with them, as 
fuppofing they were too weak to go and take the 
town of Leon, on- which they had formed a defign. • 
And here we mnft acknowledge, that extreme mifery 
is fo terriWe a thing, that it is almoft ^mpoffibfe, 
\rfiea &Q opporttmity- prefcnts rtfejf of bein^ defi-' 
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Tcrcd, that it (hould be let flip, notwithfknding all 
the repugnancy of our reafon to the contrary. We 
had left the Engiifti by reafon of their impieties, 
•which we could riot endure, and now we were 
ready to comply with the propofals they had made 
us of rejoining ihem again. The provifion was 
on their fide, and this was a charming bait for peo- 
ple that were ready to perifh with hunger. We 
prcfently aftcd them for fomc visuals ; and as we 
had but one ffaip, that could not hold us all, that 
they (hooid give us another^ becavfe we were not 
willing to be difperied on board their ihips as be* 
fore ; but this they would not agree to. In the 
mean while as we were refolved not to recede here- 
from, famine forced thirty of our men to join them- 
feives with the £ngli(h, as being unable to bear with 
the faftj wc were forcjcd to keep. And on the 
fourth of Auguft four of our men died. 

Oa the ninth, when we knew the Englt(h wet^ 
gone, we embarked,' to the number of an hundred 
and twenty men, on board five canoes commanded 
by captain Grognet^ and left two hundred on 
board our ifaip, and upon the ifland, whom we 
ordered to build noore canoes, and afterwards to 
crofs over to the continent. 

Having made a defcent there on the thirteenth^ 
we came to an hatto, which is a kind of a fernti 
.where th< Sptoiards breed their cattle s it was in 
the neighbourhood of a town called St. Jago» 
.which is twenty leagues diftant from St. Jbhn'is 
Iflaod. The people we. found in this hatto we 
xDade our prifoners, among whom was the mafter^ 
who fiiewed and condufled us to take a fugar- 
piantatfon in the river of St. Jago, where we wcrfc 
difiaoverod. We ibutided out: prifoners one aftdr 
another, in order to knowv/hether they underftood 
*ny thing of our fcparation from the Englifti, by 
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telling them we came from the North-fea, and that 
they fliould (hew us where the frec-booters were, 
which they faid were come into thefe fcas. They 
anfwered, they were gone to St. John's Iflaod to 
repair the damage the fket of Peru had done rheoi^ 
together with other circumAances, which we knew 
better than- they, without telling us one word.of what 
had happened between the Engiiih and us : hence 
we conjedured they knew nothing of the matter, 
and we could have been very well content that all 
the Spaniards knew as little as they, for fear our 
dtsjun^ioQ might render them more forward to at- 
;ack us. 

After this intelligence we difpatchcd away a canoe 
which we had taken in this river, to carry our roea 
fome visuals, which we had found in this hatto^ 
and to acquaint them, that we were going towards 
Panama, to fee whether we might meet with an op- 
portunity of feizing fome barks, fo that we might 
get out of St. John's IQaod ; becaufe, as I have 
already faid, our (hip was not big enough to hold 
128, and that, as ibon as the canoes were ready, they 
were to go and take Pueblo Nucvo, in order to get 
fome provifion wherewith to fubfift tiU oar re- 
turn. 

On the Bfteenth we went a(hore forty leagues to 
leeward of Panama, and,^ though we had no guide, 
we got by cock-crowing to a very pretty Eftantia as 
they called it, which was a lone houfe, and where 
we took fifty prifoaers of both fexes. Among thcfi^ 
there was a young man and woman of quality, who 
promifed we Ihould have a ranfom for them, whom 
we carried to the ifland Ignuana, a league's diftance 
from the great one, and where there is no othtr but 
rain water to be had, which ftaodiio the. cavities of 
the rock8« 

We 
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We ftaid for the fore^mentioned raafbm'till the 
cight-and-twcntieth, wheto it was duly paid us, 
and then went off, being firft informed, that, about 
eight leagues to ^yind\vard, there was a river, 
therein were two barks laden with maize, which on 
the olne-and-twentieth in the morning we boarded 
and took. From thence we refumcd our coiirfe to 
go arid rejoin our men in St. John's Ifland, where wc 
arrived on the third of September. Here they told 
us, that an hundred of them, whereof ninety-eight 
were come back, had gone on the five-and- twentieth 
of the preceding month to Pueblo-Nuevo, as wc 
had'ordered them, where they arrived >on, the (even- 
and- twentieth; and, though they were difcovcred by 
thecentinelsof the town, they made themfclves maf- 
ters of it, and {laid there two days, for all the con- 
tinual and various attacks made upon them by the 
Spaniards. That the commander of the place canic 
with a trumpet to fpeak with them, and afked, why 
, they carried white colours, feeing the y were Ecglilh 
•(fo he took them to be) but without fatisfying his 
jcuriofity in. the point, they conftrained him to be 
gone from whence he came. That, eight of them 
being gpne/ome diftance from the place of arms^ 
there were two of the number mafTacred by an 
hundred and fifty Spaniards, who feeing fo (mail 
aconapany together, bravely tell upon ihem; but, 
with all the advantage they had they could not hinder 
the other fix to recover their main-guard, who 
fonght retreating with extraordinary vigour. 

On the fourth we put out with fix canoes, and 
an hundred and forty men on board, whereof wc 
detached two to go to the hatto we had taken on 
the eteventh of Auguft, to look after the ranfom of 
the mafter, whom we kept prifoner, and with the 
other four returned to that fugar-plantation in St« 
Jago, 19 order to get fome fugar-c4uldrou^ whereof 
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wc bad occafioQ. . Thcne 'we vere inforaied, fchar 
riic goycrnor of St. |agt> came thither after ova 
departure the firft time Kvc took it, with eight 
bondred men. We ftaid in this plade ilU rhc ninths 
expefting tbe anfwer of a prlfoner whon wc feat 
to the governor, and by whom wc feat htm word^ 
that if he were minded to adtance with hl6 weight 
hundred men, we were ready \ but hearing no new* 
of him, we departed thence, aft^r our two canoei 
bad rejoined us; and on the eleventh arrived ott 
board oar fbips and tbe two barks at the Ifland of 
St, John. 

On the fifth we careened our (hips and took ift 
Tvata- and Wood : yft would have left this iflandj had 
It not been for tbe continual rains that fell and lafte^ 
eighteen days, and fuch bad weather, that It wa»^ 
impoffible for us to appear upon deck, having nevef 
feen the fun all thia time: and for this reaibn k is, 
that the Spaniaids call tbe diftai&ce b^Mween the bay 
cf Ourgona, and this Ifland of St. John, The 
Droppings of the Soutb-Sea. You bawbutfouir 
months of good weather here throughout the year, and 
they are December, Jannary, February, March; tht^ 
other eight months are incommoded with great ratos^ 
which fail almoft without any intertniffiofl, and 
which, befides the bloody jBuX it brings, is (b- 
pernicious, that if a nvan has been wet with it twa 
©r thrcetlties, if he do not prdfenty fliift hitnfelf, it 
breeds large worms between his fkin and* his fle(h, 
in form fbmewhat tike untd a quiil, atidabout half a 
finger long. 

The we<ttbcr clearing up on the fourth of Ofto- . 
bcr, we mended our fails, which were almoft rot* 
ten, and made ready to be gone< And thel (dXSnh 
ciay we had one of onr'inen ftwng 16 the leg by t 
ferpeht, who died of it prefenfly, as not having taftfen 
care to provide Jiimf^^f witb the remedy we have 
fpokenot. 
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' On tfce cighdi we made ready and .£&led For Rea- 
leguo, wbick is both a port and town an hundi^d 
and fourfcore leagues to the weft and by north-weft 
of the Ifleof St. John, and tw6 hundred and fixty 
weft of Panama. We had a finail fouth*eafl wind 
till the eleveptfe, and on the twelfth and thirteenth 
we fleered weft i^north- weft, and that evening defcried 
land. Djt the &>urteenth we had a boifterons ibudi 
^ind, which made us take in all our fails, till mid« 
jiighty and tfeen came a cklm taH the feventeenth; 
- "when towards noon we Were furprized with a fouth- 
wefl: blaft, attended with great rains, which fepa* 
rated ns from our two barks: it blew fo very hard, 
tharthe f<^ appeared presently very frightful, and put 
tis fo to it, that we began to hevery appreheofive we 
fiiould be all caft away ; buc the weather, (as God 
would have it) proving fair again, \ve fpent the 
nineteenth to let our vefTel in order, as well as to 
mend our falls with our ihirtsand drawers, where»- 
with we^ were already but very indiiFerently provided 
Towards evening we difcovered land, and knew it to 
be the bay of Caldaira, whereof I ftiall give an ac- 
count by and by. On the twentieth we failed imfig^t 
of that of Colebra ; from thence we had moderate 
weather, and a fouth'Caft wind ; and on the one-and- 
twentieth we got to the height of the Morns which 
the Spaniards call Papegaya's. 

On the tweaty-fecond we found ourfelves over- 
againft Reaje^so, a place very remarkable foe the 
Jiigh moumsiins that furround it; and efpecially 
ibt:x highfinllphurous htll that burns continually, and 
wfcofe finotee reaches a great way ; but the tides next 
flight putus twenty, leagues to windward of it. On 
tfhe four-aod- twentieth, we put out four candes with 
an hundred men in them in order to take fome 
prifoners, that we might feccive fome informatioa 
<oiiccming this Xoaft, where we never were before, 
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On tlu twenty -fifth we put to the (bore and landed, 
and^ after a march of three hours^ came to an hatto, 
where we farprized the people, who gave us to ira* 
derftand, that the £ngli(h had taken the town of 
Leon, and burnt that of Rcaleguo: that the inhabi'* 
tants of Legoria, Granada, Sanfonnat, St. Mtchell, 
St. Salvador, and Villa- Nueva, which are neighbour* 
ing towns to the two fore- mentioned ones, had fent 
a confiderable re*inforcement of men to thofe of the 
town of Leon, who yet durft not attack the £ngli(h, 
who (laid there three whole days: during which 
time they had fent feveral meflages'to thefe re- inforce- 
ments to require them to fight in the Race Savana, 
which the other ftill refufed, faying. They were 
not yet all come together, that is, that they were 
hitherto no more than fix to one, and that they ftaid 
till they were doubly increafcd. 

On the twenty-fixth one of our quarter^mafters, 
who was a Catalonian by birth, fied to the Spaniards, 
which hindered us at this time from going to take 
the townx>f Granada, of which I Ihall fpeak in its 
due place, for we did not doubt but that he had 
fiiven<them an account of the defign we had formed 
upon that place. 

On the twenty-fcventh we went on board of our 
canoes again, and- made for the port of Realcgu<^ 
where the rendezvous of our fhips was to be; we 
could land no where all along thexoaft, becaufe the 
fea breaks with fo much violence there, when it & 
a foutherly wind, that It is ImpofTible to come near 
it. However fix of our men fwam with a defign to 
fill fome cafks with water, which we were in want . 
of, but they could not do it, for the Spaniards fol- 
lowed *us by land all along the bank, and fo 
it fell out, that one of our men was unfprtunktely 
drowned. 

Oil 
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. On the firft of Nov^aabcr we arrived at the Port 
of Realeguo, where we fouad our (hip at anchor. 
There are two paffages to this port, whereof that 
to windward is beft. It is very narrow, and be- 
fides this, has two mornes or little mountains, that 
form the two points thereof; upon one of which 
the Spaniards bad a defign to build a fort. There 
11 a very fine river runs into this haven, that bears 
the fame name with the town. It is fafe from any 
winds, and contains within it five iflands that are 
very good to careen (hips in ; there are but three 
leagute*from thence up the river before you come at 
the town. But before we got there with our canoes, 
we met three very ftrong retrenchments, that had 
been made for its fecurity upon the river's fide, about . 
a (quarter of a league di(Vant one from another, and 
which the Englifh had half burnt. About a mufket 
(hot from the town, the Spaniards* had very fine 
docks, where they build their (hips. It is wafhed 
with this river, and ftands in a very fine country, 
watered with feveral other rivulets ; and both its 
churches and houfes^ though then half burnt, ap- 
peared to us to have been beautiful enough. We-are 
alfo farther to take notice, that that river we have 
fpoken of, has eight arms, by which you may con- 
veniently convey any thing to the villages, fugar- 
plantations, and hatto's, whereof this country is full, 
and which belongs to the burghers, as well of this 
town as of the neighbouring ones, of which Leon, 
that is not above four leagues off, is fituated in a 
very curious plain. On the fecond we went to take 
-two of thofe hatto's, from whence we cprried 
fome vifhj^ds on board for thofe who were careening 
^our (hips. 

On the fixth we departed to the number of an 
liundred and fifty men, to go and feize the centinels 

of 
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of the town of Leon, and hiving furprized them on 
the eighthj they informed us there were two thou* 
&nd men iQ tl^ place, who, yet not trufting to ^ 
their numbers, had taken all liieir aioveables, and 
carried them to a place of fafety. We returned on 
board on the ninth, and next day fet out to go to a 
great fugar-plantation, two. leagues diilant from 
ihia city, where we arrived at midnight, but found 
BO foul Uving theire, the people being gone for theiv 
fecurity to the town, upon tiie report that was fpread 
abroad, that we had taken fome centinels. But as 
we were upon our return from this fugar- plantation 
to go on board again, our van -guard met with a 
detachment of horfe, upon whom they fired, and 
made them fly ; but the captain was made a prifoncff 
who,, upon our queftioning of him, told us that he 
had heard of us a long time fince, but not knowii^ 
what language we.fpoke, we had been taken for a 
companyoftwohuddredandfourfcouremulatos,who 
were looking out to fight us, knowing we were 
afhore;, and who would be at that fugar- pianta don that 
evening; we alked the captain what ' they were he 
had headed, and he anfwercd, they were a troop of 
horfe,. who guarded the embarking place belonging 
to that fugar-piantation, and that the governor <^ 
the town, coming to know we were come to the 
port of RcalegUQ, had given them orders to retire 
in fuch a manner, as gave us to underftand. that our 
^nemi^ kept a very good gi^rd, when they bad no- 
thing to be, afraid of, and that they would draw off 
as foon as ever they faw us near, and, in efk&f 
we found them to be cxaftly the very fame a& repre* 
fented to ns : for furely if they had had but any 
thing of refolutlcn and courage, being as numerous 
as they were hi refpeft. to us, they coaihi hav!e eafily 
cut us.off,asoften as we made anydefcent upon them ; 
and thus many times we found our fafety to proceed 

from 
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from their cowardice, as much as from our own 
courage. 

On the thirteenth the fame company of an hun- 
dred and fifty men left our veffcls to go to take a 
borotigh town three leagues above the city of 
Realeguo, whcrfe name was Ptieblo Viego ; we pafled 
through this place, which we found to be quite 
deferted by its inhabitants, becaufq of the excom- 
munication they had thundered out againft them- 
felves. 

Some perhaps will be furprized to hear of thi» 
extravagant humour, but there is nothing truer than 
that, when the free-booters have feveral times taken 
the fame place from them, their prelates, aftef 
excommunicating and curling the fame, quit it entire- 
ly, and will not bury even their dead whom we 
killed, as fuppofing them for the forefaid reafon un- 
worthy of chriftian burial. 

On the fourteenth in the morning we arrived at 
Pueblo Viego, from whence their centinels had dif- 
covered us fince the thirteenth in the evening, fothat 
we found the enemy retrenched in the great church, 
and about an hundred and fifty horfe upon the place 
of arms. We prefently fell to work, and, ^fter 
fome difcharges, we put them to flight, but thofe 
that were within the church, held It about half an 
hour longer, and then made their efcape through 
a door that' was behind the veftry, which we had not 
fecured. We ftaid a day and a half in this place, 
and carried away all the provifions we could lay 
hands on upon the horfcs which we had, and our 
own backs, and on the fixtecnth arrived on board our 
ftip. On the eighteenth we returned to take an 
Eftantia, which was a league and a half from the 
laid town, and the mafter whom we took prifoner 
told "us, that, the day we went away, fix hundred 
men lay in ambufh for us, on the way by which 
Vol. n. H ^c 
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we were to pa/s ; but that, without knowing h, we 
had returned by a different road. On the twenty* 
firft we went on board with our prifoner, who pro- 
mifed us fdme provifion far his ranfom ; and next 
day we put another prifoner aftiore to endeavour to 
procure it us with all expedition; 

On the twenty-fourth came a Spanifli officer, who 
brought us a letter from the vicar-general of the 
province (and in all appearance) by order of the 
general of Cofla Rica, who.feiit us word there 
was a peace made betueen the crowns of France 
and Spain /or twenty years, and. that they were 
joined together to make war upon the Infidels. 
That therefore we ought to commit no farther 
hoftilities, and that if we had a mind to return 
to the North -fea,. we might come fafely unto 
them, and have our p.ifli^ge into Europe in his 
Catholick majefly's galleons : we gave them an an- 
fwer fuitable to their propofal, being well enough 
acquainted with the evil difpofition of the Spaniards'* 
towards^ VIS, who, by this falfe pretence, thought 
to have feduced us to come the more readily among 
them, who underftood the extreme mifery we had 
endured by one of our people, of whom we made 
mention before, and who ran away to them to be 
freed from the long fafts he was forced to with us. 

On tTie twenty-fourth we careened our (hips^ and 
the next day put thirty prifoners afhore, part of 
whom we gave their liberty to, and on the twenty- 
eighth we made ready to return and go in queft of 
our two bar4cs whom we had appointed to rendez- 
vous at the Ifle of St. John de Cueblo, in cafe we 
were feparated from one another. As we were go- 
ing out of the port, the Spaniards gave notice by the 
fires they made nil along the coaft, what courfe we 
fleered. On the third of December we found our- 
fclves got above an hundred leagues out at fea, 

whither 
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whither a north-cad breeze had driven us ; we 
bore again towards land, and on the fifth went 
afhore ; we fent out three canoes, furiiflied with 
feventy men, to crpfs the bay of Colebra, and to 
endeavour to get fome provifion along the coaft, as 
alfo to difcharge onr fhips of fo many mouths, there 
being but too little viftuals' left for thofe who re* 
mained behind, and who went to the Iflc of St. 
John : for, as to the provifion we were able to get ^ 
together, while we were afliore in the port of Rea- .' 
leguo, there was no great quantity of it, for the 
Spaniards, knowing of our coming, had carried k 
up far into the country, whither we durftnot go and 
fetch it with fo few rnen as we had with us, as not 
being yet fufficienly acquainted with their cow- 
ardice. . 

From Realeguo to Panama there are a great 
many little ports which you muft be well ac- 
quainted with before you can find them, for the 
mouth of them is very obfcure, and if you once do 
mifs them, it is abfohitely impoffible to get afhore 
along the coaft, the fea being there always boifter- 
ous, and very high upon . the blowing of the leaft 
fouth-eaft and fouth-weft winds upon it. I have 
obferved this difference betwixt this fea and that of 
the North, that let the wind be never fo violent, aj 
foon as ever it ceafes, this fea proves as calm as if it 
had never blown, whereas in the other, for all the 
wind is allayed, it continues feveral days in the fame 
violent agitation as when it blew hard. I have alfo 
taken notice, that the windy ftorms that are formed 
to leeward, are much more <hngerous in the former, 
than thofe that come from the windward j but in 
thcJ other, it is contrary, where a (hip generally 
efteems*not herfelf to be in danger, but from thofe 
that arife to windward of her, at leaftwife, if the 
wind be not fnhjeft to a very great variation ; to- 
which we mj^y add one difference more, that the 

II 2 South- 
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South'fea is paclfiok enough upoo the main, aa^ 
very turbulent upon the coaft, and that of the North 
is oftentimes vei7 impetuous far out, and almofl: a^ 
ways calm near the fliore. 

The South-fea breeds in divers parts of it a very 
great number of ferpents, in colour like fpotted mar- 
ble, and are generally about two feet long ; their fting 
is of fo venomous and killing a nature, that, when 
a man is once flung by them, there is no human 
remedy that can fecure him from a fudden death; 
and that which is indeed very furprizing in regard 
to thefe creatures, is, that when the fea by the boi- 
fteroufnefs of its waves throws them upon fome bank 
or other, though they do not go out of the water, 
yet they nofooner touch the land, but they prefemly 
die. 

On the ninth, having ftill kept our courfe along 
the coaft, we put fifty men in three canoes a(hore, 
to go and take the town of Efparfo, which is three 
leagues from Caldaira, and is the place that ferves 
for a port to it ; we took the centinels about the 
third part of our way, who told us. That, befides 
the iohabitauts of the town, there were five hundred 
men whom they had fent for, to come to their afTif- 
tancefrom Carthage, upon the alarm given them by 
our two barks that had anchored in this bay, froni 
%vhich they were but juft gone. Upon this intelli- 
genc<? we bethought ourfelves, confidering the 
fmallnefs of our number, to put off this expedition 
to another time, and fo returned with all fpeed, but 
in fuch want of provifion, that we were forced to 
kill and eat the centinels horfes, after four days 
ilrift abftinence ; and this fort of fading, which was 
not the firfl that we had ufcd, did not prove to be the 
laft neither. 

Caldaira is a bay that bears the name of fix 
magazines that fland about three leagues to the 

caft.

«aft of the month of it, and upon the bank of the 
place of embarki rig belonging to Efparfo : this* bay 
which by fome geographers is called Nicop, is one 
of the fineft ports in the worid ; though the mouth 
of it be large, yet, in Ken of that, it is at leaft 
twelve leagues within land, and comprehends a great 
many iflands of different fizes within it ; thete is 
none but an cafterly wind that can hurt it : the bot- 
tom of the bay is open, by means of very fine rivers 
that run into it, and by which you may afcend to 
feveral viliage»i hatto's,. and fugar-pl^ntatibns, 
whereof this* country is full. You may choofe your 
place of anchoi*age, axrcording to the length of 
the cable, that is, from< fix fathom*, encreafing to 
aa hundred; and the bottom is very godd : I forgot 
to obferve that the fix magazines of Qildaira, where- 
of I have fpoken^ werepanly built by the inhabitant:? 
of Carthage, who' make ufc of thnt for their pert, 
for facilitating the traffick they drive with ihofe liv. 
logon the coaft of ''Peru, before wx came to tcnify 
them. ► ' ' 

Having on the tenth gone on board our canoes, 
we weat to a great bananery that flood in the fame 
bay; it is a fet of fruit-trees which they call bana- 
niers, and the fruit thereof banancs, with which' we 
loaded otrr canoes for our fubfiftence. As we went 
tfhore, we took the centinel of the little town of 
Nicoya, from*which finding ourfelves at fome dif- 
tance, we did not then think fit to go up to it, and 
fo we direfled our courfe for Point Borica, where 
we arrived on the fourteenth; That is a very plea^ 
fant and delightful pbce,. and, among other things, 
we could not Isit admire a walk confifting of five 
rows or cQf€oa-trec$ that run along the bank for a- 
boveflftficn leagues in length, and that in fo orderly 
a manner, that though the fame be no more than the 
t«ire work of n&ture,, without any additional belp 
li 3 from 
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from art, they feem as if they had been all planted on 
a line. 

This fruit, which upon feveral occafions was fo 
delightful to us, grows upcn the ftock of a tree, 
that is a kind of palm, twenty or five-and-twenty 
feet high : it is like a nut, but without making any 
coraparifon of the bignefs of it, for there are fome 
of thefe fruits that weigh twelve or fifteen pounds. 
TJic (hell is very hard, and thick enough; it is 
wrapped up in a kind of thick covering, made up all 
of filaments, with which the Spaniards ufe to caulker 
their (hips, it being much better than tow, which 
rots in the water in lefs than a year's time, whereas 
the other is fed by it and waxeth green. If you bore 
an hole in this nut, there runs out a quantity ©f 
gvcenifti liquor, which fomewhat refcmbles the co- 
lour of whey, but of a fliarpifh tafte, and pleafant 
enough, and when the ftiell is broken, wc find un- 
der it a kernel, or what is equivalent thereto, of the 
thicknefs of a man's finger, very 'white andnourifli- 
ing-, which fiicks very clofe to the infide. We. left 
this place on the twentieth, keeping our courfe ftill 
all along the continent. 

On the twenty-fecond, having no viftoels to eat, 
we put fixty men in our three canoes afliore to go 
feek fome for us, and after travelling the fpaccof 
a league, we took a very curious hatto, with two 
prifoqers, who told us we were within a league and 
a half of the little town of Cbiriquita, and that 
therp were fix hundred men in it, which made us 
feize with all expedition upon as much viftuals as we 
could, to carry it to the place where we had left 
our. canoes; but, in our return thither, we fonnd 
four hundred horfe in the way, whom we fought 
with all along i*etreating, till we came to the fea-fide. , 
They challenged us again and again, and defied us 
in threatening langjiage to go to their town, which 

we 
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wc did not fall to do feme days after. In the mean 
time , we bore away for the Ifle of St. John, where 
arr^ing on the fir ft of January, i636, we found our 
fhi'p and tv^o- barks at anchor.

C H A P. iir. 

Tks Free-booters voyage to the South-fea, in i636. 
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|.N the'Ufth of January, in the new year, we 
parted to the i^umber of two hundred and thirty 
men in eight canoes, to go and face the towns-men 
o£ Chiriquita, and to give them the vifit they had 
defied us to do^ And fo it was> that this Ifland of 
St. John being about twenty leagues from them, we 
■went afliore on the fixth, about ten or eleven o'cloclc 
at night, without being.difcovered ; but as we had 
BO guide with us, ^^c parched on till daylight with- 
out feeing any- body. Wc hid ourfelves on the fc- 
renth all the-^iay in a wood, but as foon as night 
approached, \ye canie out and put on, without difco- 
vering^any body, till.the eighth in the morning, when 
we concealed ourfelves again in another Imall wood, 
and fpent all the day in that place, daring which time 
•we came to know that we had miftaken our meafures, 
by going afhore on that fide of the river, whereas 
we ihould have gone on the other. This was cold 
comfort to people fo fatigued, as we were ; however 
as foon as it was night, we made no rhore ado 
than to return to onr canoes, wherein we pafled that 
river: when we were got on the other fide, we 
took the town- watch, by whom we were informed, 
that the Spaniards had conveyed away all their efFefts 
upon our being at their hatto's. 

On the ninth we got to Chiriquita two.baurs be- 
fore day; we furpriz§.d all the inhabitants, who 
were for two'days at variance with one another abou# 
li 4 going 
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going the rounds; and, after we had fecureJ our 
prifone'rs, wc told them, that belonged to us, and 
that we were come to fpare them the labour : wc 
furprlzed alfo their court of guard, where they' 
were at play, and as foon as they faw us amotigft 
them, tlicy flew to their arms to defend themfelves, 
but as it was a little too late, weeafed them of that 
trouble alfo. Of them wi learned that there was 
a fmall frigate up the river, which having touched 
Jn going out upon a bank of fand, that lay at the 
mouth thereof, M^as forced to go back, and fo put 
the provifion, which was her lading, aftiore. A- 
bout two in the afternoon we perceived fome Spa- 
niards in a houfc at fome diftance from the town,, 
which made us fend five of our number to f^tcli 
them out ; but when we drew near, thofe whom we 
had feen, having fhewed themfelves for no other 
urpofe than to drawls out, difappeared, and pre- 
en tly about an hundred IteS^twenty njore came out 
of a little nook, where they h«'d concealed thfem- 
felves, and befet us in fuch a manlier, that, fitKfing 
no likelihood of efcaping, we refolved never to be: 
taken alive, but to fell our lives as dear as we could ;. 
to which end we immediately flood back to back,, 
that we might face the enemy every way, and ia 
this pofture we fought them aJbove an hour and a 
half; at the expiration whereof, there being no more 
than two of us in a condition to fight, God waSx 
pleafed that fome of our men who where upon the 
guard fhould come to our relief, beitig driven* 
thither by the firings ; for they thought, before they 
heard thefe cries, thatwew€re exereiCng ourfehre^ 
in (hooting at a mark. When the enemy faw this re- 
inforcement come, they made fuch hafte to go away 
that it was impoffible to overtake them. TWs fi3C- 
cour, coming in fo feafonaWy, did infallibly fave our 
feves ; for \h^ ^mtsxy haviog already killed U5 twot

men, and difabled another, it was impoffible we 
/hould hold out againft fuch a fliower of bullets as 
were poured in upon us from all fides. And fo I may 
truly fay,^I efcaped a fcouring, and that without 
receiving as much as one wound, but by a vifible 
band of prote<51ion from heaven. The Spaniards left 
thirty dead upon ihe fpot, and thus we defended our- 
fejyes as defperate men, and to fay all in a word, like 
Free- hooters. 

We burnt all the houfes in the town this day, left, 
under the covert of them, our centlnels might be 
farprized, and that the enemy might come to infult 
us in the night: when we had fo done, we retired 
iflto the great church, where they durft not come to 
attack us, but contended themfelves to give us fome • 
inuflcet- (hot from time to time, and that from a greats 
diftance^ 

Chiriquita Is a frtiall town that ffands in a plain of - 
Savanas, from whence the fight is bounded almoft 
every way with no other than fmall, but very pleafant 
thickets : there are feveral rivulets that traverfe it in 
divers places, and afterward gently glide into thefe 
Savanas -ta water them. It is furrounded with a great ^ 
many hatto's, and they drive no other trade, but in ^ 
tallow and leather : the port or embarking place be- 
longing to it is on a pretty large river, from whence * 
you muft afcend about a league to come at it. There 
is but one way to come in at its mouth, and the 
Spaniards themfelves -without a buoy will not ven- - 
tore to enter it; there are three leagues by land from ' 
this embarking place to the town, and that through « 
fo pleafant a way, that none but fuch as we were 
could be weary of ir, who had no other thoughts . 
than to get viftuals to fatisfy our hunger,- which 
bore hard upon us, when we were going to take this 
town, having eaten nothing from the fifth, when ■ 
M'c left our veffcls, till the ninth, that we toak4t.- 
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On the tenth we left the place, taking our prifon- 
ers along with us, to wait for the ranfoming of them 
upop an ifland that is within the fame river, making 
choice rather of thefe places for that purpofe, than 
of the continent, and where being obliged for a 
Jong tFrne to ftay for the money, we ftiould give the 
Spaniards thereby an opportunity to gather all their 
forces together, and to pay us all at once, by over- 
powering us with numbers; whereas thefe iflands to 
which they could not come any other way than in 
Ihallops, and that openly, put us out of care to reim- 
bark according to the meafures they took by land. 
When therefore we returned to our canoes, which 
waited for us at the port of Chiriquita, we found 
the inhabitants of that town had laid an arabuicade 
for us, but we beat them off, and, after the enemy 
had quite retired, they fent us a perfon to demand 
their prifoners, whonx they faid they would recover, 
or periftv in the attempt. We told the meflengef 
we were very ready to give them up, if they would 
come and meet us in the race Savana tcj take them, 
and that, if they fired one fingle bullet at us, they 
fiiould have no quarter, which fo humbled their 
pride, that we faw no more of them. 

As foonas we were got to the foremen tioned ifland 
we fent part of our canoes^ to look after the caigo 
of the fmaK frigate which the Spaniards of Chiriquita 
gave us information of, where they found- above aft 
Hundred men intrenched ; but they could not hinder 
our men from pofleffing themfelves of what they 
went in fearch for. Among the baggage they found 
fonae letters, that, among other things, gave us to 
underfland, that the admiral of the Peru fleet, who 
was returned to Lima, had been burnt, with a" 
her crew, which was at that time four hundred men, 
by a thunderbolt ; and this was fo much the more 
furprizing and admirable, -that no man living cD.ula 

jememi?^^ 
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remember to have heard any thunder in that country, 
no more than to have feen it rain. 

On the fixteenth the ranfom for our prifoners came, 
and after we had fet them at liberty, we returned 
aboard our fhip, which rid then at anchor at St. 
John's illand. On the twentieth we concluded 
among ouifelves, it was neceffary we fhould build 
large periaugues, feeing we could make no farther ufe 
of our ftip foe want of fails, and we had nothing 
left to make them with, and ftill were lefs able to 
take (hips from the Spaniards, on this weftcrn coaft, 
where they had put an entire Ilop to their navigation, 
lince we were come thither. On the twenty-fecond 
we made choice of tall trees to make our canoes 
and periaugues of, upon the banks of a curious river 
which we knew to be-in the iflaad: 

On the twenty- feventh we defcried feven fail of 
It ips out at fea, which made us fit out five canoes to 
go apd fee whar they were, and, as we doubled one 
of the points of the illand, we difcerned twelve 
periaugues and three long barks, who coafted it all 
along.- We took them prefently to be the fleet of 
Peru that was come in qucft of us ; we gave our mea 
potice of it without delay, and at the fame time re»- 
folved to put all we had on board our fhip into our 
bark, and to go into that river where our docks 
we're, there to Wiiit the coming. of our enemy, where 
tbcy could not come to attack us without lofing a 
great many men. This projeft we put forthwith 
in execution, and after we had abandoned our fhip, 
which could not be brought into that river, v\^ 
ran her afhore, left the Spaniards fhould have any be- 
nefit of it, and put her into a falling condition, b^- 
ing very well afTured of ourfelves, that they did. 
not want fails, as we did, for that purpofe. 

On,the twenty-eighth our centinels came to give us 

notice^, that fix periaugues plycd along the fliore, 

H 6 which 
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which made ns at the fame time put an hundredand?. 
fifty men to Jie in ambufh on both fides the river,, 
and then we fet out with two of our canoes, from^ 
whence, after we had feen them, we feigned to go. 
away, by going back, to engage ihe'm to give usi 
chace ; but they, fufpefting a ftratagem in the cafe,, 
bore dire(^ly upon our (hip that was run aground,, 
upon which they fired very furioufl)^, though there 
was none left within it but only a poor cnt, vhicb 
they perceiving, they bravely boarded; and burnt her. 
for the fake of the iron-work that belbnged to her,, 
which is a commodity as rare as it is dear in fome- 
parts of Peru. On the firft of February the Spanifhi 
fleet failed away, and* left us at eafe to finifti our 
work, upon which we fpent the remainder of the: 
month. 

We ainderftpod afterwards that tfie admiral of 
this fleet had orders to put fome field-pieces aftlore,. 
to demolifh thofe fortifications which they thoUj^ht- 
we had made upon the ifland, being induced to be- 
lieve it was fo by the report of the prifoners, which) 
we fent them, made of our intentions;, we, to im» 
pofe upon them, having afked whether there were.- 
any roafons among them that could do. ourwork>, 
and fometimes obliged' them to give us brick for thdr 
ranfom, though we had no need of them. There 
were no lefs than fourteen of our men died in the* 
month of February. 

On the fourteeath of March we departed*"from the 
Itle of St. John with our two, barks, an half galley 
of forty oars, ten great periaiiguesi and ten fmall; 
canoes, all bulk of mapou timber, except our two. 
barks : we gained the windward point of the ifland, 
to take a* review of our men-, and found' ourfelves 
weaker by no lefs than thirty perfons, fince our 
fcparation from the Engliih : but we formed a dt' 
figaanewat the fame time which had been- put by 
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fet above four months, which was to go and take 
the town of Granada, dift'ant now from us about twa- 
Hundred leagues* To efleft this work, it was nc- 
ceflary we fhoiild be furniihed with provifion where- 
with to fubfift us during the voyage; and we having- 
none, this made us feud away our half galley and- 
four capoes, to feck for fome at Pueblo Nuevo, 
while the reft of t^he company went to tarry for us 
at the ifle of St. Peter, which is two leagues to- 
windward of the river Chiriquita, and to finidi 
fomewhat that was ftilL wanting, to the complete- 
equipment of our canoes^ 

On the fixtli of April, about three hours before 
daylight, we were got near to the river of Pueblo • 
Nuevo, and by a clear light of the moon we dlf- 
cerned a fmall frigate at its mouth, as alfo a long. 
bark, and a periaugue.. We carne within pi ftol- (hot 
of them as fuppofing them to be our Engjifh free- 
booters, from whom we had feparated* But we' 
found ourfclves quickly miftaken, foi*, after we had 
haled them, they anfwered us with an intire volley 
of great and fmall (hot, which made us now con- 
jeftnre that they were, and it was too tru^ a de- 
tachment left by the. Spaniili fleet in that place, when 
they left us at St. John's ifland, as a guard to two 
fmall (hips, which we knew they were lading wi(h 
provifions at the port of. this- town, in order to^ 
tranfport the fame to Panama- Our miftake was the 
reafon that we had twenty. men dlfabled to fight, 
by this firftdifcharge:of the enemy, before we" knew 
well where we were ; but, after we were a little re- 
covered of the furprize this adventure put us to, 
we fought them ftilBy for the fpace of two hours, 
though we had the ufe of no other arms than our 
fozces, audnot one cannon to diftharge upon them ; 
and they, on their part, defended themfelves fo 
much the more. vigpioAifly, in that they believed 

we. 
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we, after fuch a furprize as we had been expofed ta^ 
would quickly flacken our courage, and give way. 
They did all they could to make ready during the 
fight, but we hindered them, and no roan could 
appear in the fhiouds, but we .brought them down, 
as well as their grenadiers, from their round togs.- 
But, finding the light of the moon now gone, we 
put off out of the reach of their cannon,, as well to- 
take care of our wounded men, which amounted to 
thirty-three, Befides four who were killed outright,, 
as to wait for daylight, in order to terminate this 
affair, which we were not willing to leave undecided^r 
But the enemy did in the mean time retire under the 
covert of a rcutnchment which, I have faid already, 
rhey had upon the banks of this river, where tfie 
country people, who had heard the noife of the 
fight in the night, were alfo come, which made lis 
conclude, that, if we went to attack them in that- 
place, we could not have that advantage there, we- 
hkd refolved to take of them ; fo upon approach of: 
day we fleered our courfe to go and rejoin our canoes 
at the ifle of St. Peter, where we arrived on thff 
eighth. 

On the ninth we found ourfelves in grfeat want of 
viftuals, having now nothing at all to eat"; and this 
put us hard to i^, more efpecially our wounded men, 
whom we fent by our half galley (for their better 
conveniency) on board our two barks, whom we hi\d 
appointed to rendezvouz in the bay of Boca del Toro. 
Wheo-this was done, we went aflwre to a tov^n ten- 
leagues to leeward of Chiriquita, where finding none, 
we left it, and on the eleventh, in our return to our 
canoes, we found, in order to flrengthcn us under 
the langOiQiment which hunger had reduced us to, 
a regale of an ambufcade of five hundred men laid 
for us, againft whom, for all our weaknefs, we made 
fo good a defence, that we obliged them to leave us 

free 
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free paflage, but yet not without the lofs of two of 
our men. We went on board in the evening, to go- 
join, our barks in the bay of Boca del Toro, where 
we arrived the thirteenth, and went a fhore, fpend- 
ing our time to the fixteenth in hunting, more- 
efpecially for the fubfiftence of our wounded men ; 
and here we found the fame fort of deer and birds, ^ 
as I have taken notice of in our paflage over the 
continent, in great plenty. 

On the fame day we departed for the bay of Cal- 
daira, after having renewed ourenterprize upon the 
little town of Efparfo, of which I have already 
fpoken. On the 19th, being arrived in the bay, we 
went afliore two hours before dayl ight, and reached 
the town; about eleven in the morning we found 
the place was in a manner intirely abandoned from the 
time we Jiad taken the centinels, who, as I have 
ah-eady obferved, diverted us from going thither, 
by the account they gave of the remforcement that 
was come to them from Carthage: however, we took. 
fome prifoners, who told us all the people were re- 
tired to this lad town, which is twenty-four leagues 
off; fo that, finding our endeavours all fruftrated^ 
wc returned on the twentieth to the fea-fidc, to re* 
join our canoes. 

Efparfo' is reckoned to be three leagues dlftant 
from the fea-fide, and the way thither very bad ; 
you cannot travel the length of a gun-fliot in even 
ground, but the fame is every-where rugged, and 
full of little mountains and hills, though beyond 
them the country appears to be very good and de- 
lightful. The town is built upon an eminence', from 
whence one may eafiiy fee all that comes in and goes 
out of the bay : this town is in a manner encompaf- 
fcd with a rivulet that runs round it : between it 
and Carthage are very curious plains, with royal 
ways made through themj and that as well as any in 
Europe, ' 

On 
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On the tweiity-firft we vlifluaHed ourfdveswith the 
fmit of. a baoanery Id this bay, wherein our two barks ^ 
came to join us, and next day we funamoned our 
people adiore upon this ifland,as well toconfult how 
we fPiould attack-thc town of Granada, which we had 
a defign upon, as to take a» account of what powder- 
they had, as fearing many of them might ufe it in- 
huming; here we.enafted orders whereby thofe were 
(Tondemncd to lofe their (hare of the booty got in: 
the plijce, ttat ftiould be found guihy of cowar- 
dice, violence, diunkennef&, difobedience, theft, and 
ftraggling from the main body^ without orders. 
When this was over, w© left the bay. the fame 
evening, and a ftrong eafterly wind fur prizing us in 
the night, . feparated our velTels from one another : ; 
at break of day we told thirteen fai!^ wherewith we.: 
were anaazed, knowing we had no more.than.a dozen, 
and this made us give our canoes theiignal to chace^, 
as well as we, that veffel that did not-belong to ufi^; 
but, when we. had continued thechace for.abwjf 
an hour's time, we perceived five more ; and having 
come up with the foremoft, we underftood it was- 
captain Townfley come from the coaft of Acapulao: 
he. had left his (hip at the cape^ over-againft the- 
mouth of the bay, where we had been^ and went 
with his five canoes to find outifome bananesj^ hav- 
ing very little provifion on board. He told us that- 
captain David, with his fleet,- was on the fouthern, 
coaft, and that captain Suams, with his fhip, .was^ 
gone to ^he ETift-.Indies, 

We, finding ourfelves now. to -be- the- ftreng«r 
party, called to mind their former imperious deal- 
ings with us, and, tofhewourrefentmentof it, we» 
made him and his men, who were in the other four 
canoes, prifoners: we boarded his veffel immediately, 
of which having made ourfelves matters, we made a 
ftiam of taking it away 5 but our defign being only 
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to frighten them, we left them for fome time under 
the appiehenfions of the danger they were in* 
Then we let the captain know we were honefter 
men than he, and ihat, though we had the upper ' 
hand^ yet we would not take the. advantage of re- 
Tenging the injuries they had done us, and that we 
would put him and fiis men in pofleffion of what 
we had taken from them four or five hours before.. 
This moderation which we cxercifed towards them, 
together with their being informed by fome of our 
crew of a defign we had upon the town of Gra- 
nada, engaged them to defire we would take theax 
m to be our afTociates in the enterprize ; and, they 
being an hundred and fifteen in number, we readily 
confented to fuch a reinforcement as mufl needs be 
Bfeful to us. 

On the twenty-fifth we departed all together,. 
French and Engifh, in our periaugucs and canoes,, 
leaving their (hips and our two barks under the cp- 
▼ert of Cape Blanck, which is twenty league's to 
windward of the place where we were to go afhore, 
and gave orders to thofe who were appointed to guard 
them, to fail away fix days after^ and to coaft it till 
they came to an anchor at the place where we fliould: 
kave our canoes. 

On the feventh of April we went afhore on a flat 
coaft,. to the number of three hundred and forty- 
five men, under the conduft of a very good guide,, 
who led us crofs a wood that we might not be dif- 
covered. Wem.irched on night and day till the ninth,, 
but, notwithftanding all the precaution we took,, we: 
could not hinder our being difcovered by the inhabi- 
tants of the town of G ranada, who were fifhing in a river 
about fifteen leagues off; and, though they made: 
all the hafte they could to advertife the Spaniards of 
our march, they could not have been there time 
^apugb.to.have.givea the people notice to. remove, all: 

thein 
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their effefts, confidering the expedition we ufed t< 
follow them, had not they had f unhappily ujxDn oui 
account) notice given them of us three weeks be- 
fore by the inhabitants of Efparfo^ who having feen 
the great number of canoes we had, as we paflcd bj 
there, grew fufpicious of our defign. 

The fatigue we had undergone during onr march^ 
■ together with the (harp hunger that prefled us, 
obliged us to halt and reft the ninth in the eveniog, 
in a great fugar-plantation, that is about four leagues 
diftant from Granada, and was in our way thither. 
It belonged to a knight of St. James's, whom, tipoQ 
our arrival, we failed to take prifoner, our legs being 
at that time much more difpofed to reft, -than ta 
run after him. On the tenth we fet out, and, upoa 
our approach near the town, we obferved an emi- 
nence above it about a league off, and two (hips upoa 
the lake of Nicaragua, that carried, as we were 
fince informed, all the wealth of the town intq an 
Jfland two leagues ofr. We took a prifoner in a vil- 
lage that was in our way, who told us the inhabi- 
tants of the town had intrenched ihemfelves upon 
the place of arms, and compaiTed it with a ftrong 
wall, fince our quarter-mailer, who had run away 
to them, had given information, thatwe defigncd to- 
come amongft them : he told us farther, that that 
place was guarded with fourteen, pieces of cannon, 
and fix patereroes ; and kflly, that they had de- 
tached fix troops of h<jr.fe to attack our rear, while 
our front fliould be engaged with the Spaniards, if 
fo be we fhould come up to them. 

This information, which doubtlefs would have 
terrified any other but free- hooters, did not retard 
our defign one minute, nor hinder us. About two 
in the afternoon of the fame day we came up to the 
town, where, at one entrance into the fuburbs,. we 
met wiih a ftrong party lying in ambufh for us, 

whom* 
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whom, after an hour's engagement, -aye fell with 
that fary on, that we made our way over all their 
bellies, with the lofs only of one man on our own 
fide, and from thence entered the town, where wp 
made an halt to wait for the anfwer of feveral of 
our company, whom we had detached to go round, 
and take obfervation of a fort which we faw in a 
direft line from the flreet by which we entered. 
Prefently after came a party to inform us, that it was 
a fqnare fort, and that, befides the ftreet we were in, 
they had alfo obfervcd three more, that looked out 
to the other three fides of that forr, by which the 
enemy could difcover whatever came towards them 
through thofe aveques, which were, moreover, all 
commanded by their cannon and fmall arms, 

Wc were not long in debate what we ftiould do ; 
wc could eafily fee we were too few to make gur 
attacks by thofe different ways all at a time. Where- 
fore, after we had got together all thofe whom we 
bad fent out to fcout, who, for fome time, had been 
detained by fome light fldrmifhes, we made ourfelvca 
ready to fall on through that flreet alone where we 
then were ; and it is well we did fo, for if we had 
difperfcd ourfelves through the others, the horfe, 
which were in the rear of us, and obferved our 
motion, would not have failed to hem u§ in, which 
they durfl not do while wc kept all together. 

After we had exhorted one another to fall on 
bravely, we advanced a round place towards thefaid 
fortification : asfoon as the defendants fawus withia 
a good cannon-fhot of them, they fired, furioufly 
upon us ; bat obferving, that, at every difcharge of 
their great guns, we.faluted them down to the 
ground, in order to let their (hot fly over us, they 
bethought themfelves of falfe priming them, to the 
end we might raife our bodies after the (liam was 
over, and fo be really furprized with their true 

firings 
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firing. As fooa as we difcovered this ftratagenr,* 

wc ranged ourfelves along the houfes ; and having, 

got upon a little afcent, which was a garden-plat, wr 

fired upon them from thence fo openly for an boor 

and a half, tliat they were obliged to quit the 

ground, to which our hardy boys, who were got \<y 

the foot of their walls, contributed yet even mote 

than the other, by pouring in hand granadoes io- 

ceflantly upon them, fo that at laft they betook 

themfelves to the great church, or tower ; but tbej 

wounded us fome men : as foon as our people, who 

bad got upon the fame eminence, perceived that the 

enemy fled, they called to us to jump over the wali^ 

which we had na fooner done, but they followed 

us : and thus it was that we made ourfelves maika 

of their place of arms, and confequently of the towa^ 

from whence they fled, after having loft a great 

many men. We had on our fide but four iDf» 

killed,, and eight wounded, which, in truth, waj 

very cheap : when we got into the fort, wefouflo' 

It to be a place capable of containing fix thoufeod 

fighting men ; it was cncompafTed with a wall,^W 

fame as our prifoners gave us an account of. l^ ^ 

pierced with many holes, to do execution upoa the 

affailams, and w^is well ftored with arms. That 

part of it which looked towards the ftreet, through 

which we attacked it,, was defended by two p^^^^ 

of cannon, and four patereroes, to fay nothing « 

feveral other places made too open in the "^h 

through which they thruft inftruments made, on 

purpofe, to break the legs of thofe that (hould b« io 

adventurous as to come near It ; but thefc,. by the 

help of our grenadiers, we rendered ufelefs to tbeffl* 

After we had fung Te Deum in the great diuicn, 

and fet four centinels in the tower, we fixed our 

court of guard in the. ftrongrbuilt houfes, ih^tBre 

alfo enclofed. wirhin. the place of arms, and th^^^^ 
*^ gatherci 
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^tkered all the ammunitioQ W€ could get : theft 
"We went to vifit the houfes, wherein we foinid no- 
tfaiog but a few goods, Mid fome provifion, which 
wc carried into our court of guard. 

Next day in the evitiing we detached a party of 

an hundred and fifty men, to go and find out fome 

I iromen that we might put them to ranfom, and 

I fome booty which we were told ihey had in the 

H^ar-plantation a league off of the city : but they 

were gone by the time we got "thither, as not be- 

fievHig themfelves fafe in thjt place, fo that our 

^ty came back re infe6ia. The fame day we fent 

a prifoner to the Spaniards, to require them to 

fanfom the town, or elfe we would Burn it; where- 

iipoa they fent a monk to treat with us, who faid the 

officers and inhabitants were in confultation about 

it, but that one of our men whom they had taken 

as he lagged behind, through wearinefs upon the 

road, without the ofiicer, that brought up our rear, 

having taken notice of it, affurcd them we would 

not burn it, becaufe our defign was to pafs fome 

months after to the North-fea, by the lake there, 

and to furnifliourfelves in this town with neceflTaries 

for our journey, which we flioiild not meet with if 

we fired the place ; fo that the faid man having 

^ven them fuch aflurance, they would no longer 

trouble themfelves about giving an anfwer to the 

propo(al we had made for their ranfoming the town, 

which at laft conftrained fome of us to fet fire to the 

houfes, out of mere fpight and revenge. 

The opportunity, which now offered itfelf unto 
usof pafling through the lake to the North-fea, was 
not at this time over favourable, and we fliould not 
have failed to make ufe of it, if we had had canoes 
ready in this place to go and take two fhips, and 
the wealth of the town, which the inhabitants had 
orrirfl, for the better fecuring of them, into the 

ifland. 
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idand, which I have already faid was inth^ faid lake ; 
which would have put a full end unto the trouble 
we had been in from the time we failed of feizing 
the flota before Panama; but the term of dangers 
and mifeiies, which our deftiny had flill in ftore for 
us, being not yet come, we could not take the ad- 
vantage of fo favourable an opportunity to get out 
of thofe parts of the world, which, though very 
charming and agreeable to thofe wlio are fettled 
there, yet did not appear to be fo to an handful of 
men, as wc were, without (hipping, the mod part 
of our time without victuals, and wandering amidfl 
a multitude of enemies, againft whom we were 
obliged to be continually upon our guard, and who 
did all that in them lay to deprive us of fub- 
fiftence. 

Granada is a large and fpacious town, fituated 
in a bottom, inclined to the coaft of the South-fea, 
whofe churches are very ftateiy, and houfes well 
enough built f they have feveral religious houfes 
there, both of men and women : the great church 
flands at one of the ends of the place of arms ; the 
country thereabouts is very deftitute of water, they 
having no other there than only the lake of 
Nicaragua, upon the fide whereof the city is builr, 
and round about which you may fee a great many 
fine fugar-plantations, which are more like fo many 
•villag<;s, than fingle houfes, and, among the reft, 
is that belonging to the knight of St. James's, 
where we lay in our march to the town, where 
there is a very pretty and rich church. 

On the tenth we left the city, and took along wjth * 
\?s one piece of cannon, with four patereroes, as not 
queftioning but we fhould meet with oppofition in 
our way, before we came to the fea-fide, from 
which we were near twenty leagues diftant, and - 
therein we were not deceived' j feeing the Spa- 
3 niards 
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Diards waited for us, to the number of two thou- 
fand five hundred men, within a quarter of a league 
of the town, and prcfently charged us : but, not 
dreaming that we had brought any of their artillery 
along with us, they were fo terrified when we had 
fired two cannon- ftiot upon their firft ambufcade, 
that they left us a free pafTage in this place only ; 
for, though they faw a great many of their men 
fprawiing upon the ground, they ceafed not all the 
way at certain dillances to lay new ambufties for us, 
where they had no more fucce& than at iirll. We 
took one of them prifoners, who told us, there was 
a million and a half of pieces of eight long iince 
ordered for the ranfoming of their town, in cafe the 
fame fhoald be taken, and that thefiime was buried 
in the wall» fo as that it could not be fcen : but we 
had no inclination to ^o back in fearcb of this mo- 
^ey, feeing we found difficulty enough to rid our- 
lielves out of the hands of fo confiderable a num- 
ber of enemies as we had already to deal with. 

We were forced that evening to leave our cannon 
behind us, after we had firft nailed them up, for the 
oxen that drew them were dead for want of water, 
having travelled feveral leagues through very great 
heats, without one drop of water, and through 
fuch a duft, as choaked both man and beafl. But 
we referved our patereroes which were carried by 
mules, who could better bear this inconveniency. 
At laft we lay in a very pretty village, called Maflhya, 
that ftands upon the fide of the lake, but from 
hence to the water there is fo great a defcent, that 
a man of full growth appears to be no bigger than 
a child : we were received by the Indians in this 
place with open arms, but the Spaniards that had 
retired thither, knowing the extreme thirft where- 
with we were affli^Ved, had fpoiled all the water 
that was in the village, hoping thereby to reduce us 

to 
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to fuch neceffity, that we might go by night to 
drink to the lake, that fo they might Jay fome 
ambufh for us: but thefe Indians, that came to 
meet and pray us not to burn their village, remedied 
this evil, in affuritig us, they would fupply us 
with whatever we had occafion for, as Jong as we 
flaid there, and particularly with water. Taken 
With this their fubmiffion, we granted them their 
requeft fo much the more willingly, feeing tliey 
gave us to underftand upon feveral occafiocs, that 
' they were more our friends, than they were the 
Spaniards. 

All thefe Indians are a miferable people, whom 
the Spaniards endeavour to reduce and bring un- 
der their fubjeflion by little and little^ with a 
feigned gentlenefs praftifed towards them, to make 
them forgetful of thofe cruelties and tyrannies they 
had heretofore exercifed in ihofe parts, and which 
they are not wanting (till to keep in remembrance. 
They have, at prefent, a pretty number of them 
there, whom they have enticed down from thofe 
mountains where they had taken refuge, and 
brought them to fubmit in this manner. They 
Jiave given them places to build boroughs and 
villages upon, but all their labour redounds to the 
advantage of the Spaniards ; fo that, being ufed as 
flaves by them, they are'fo weary of their dominion, 
and the barbarity (hewed them, by being made ufe 
of as pallifadoes by the Spaniards when they fight 
us,^ that if we had been people fit to receive them, 
as often as they made an offer to take our parts, wc 
fhould have formed a very confiderable army ; and 
it is certain, that, if they had but arms and pro- 
, teftion, they would have infallibly fhaken off the 
yoke of their pitiful matters, being three times 
more in niimber than they. 

We 
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We reftcd only one day in this place to refrefli 
our wounded men, where two died of the cramp, 
which contrafted all their nerves ; this is {o malig- 
nant a diftemper in this country, that, when it 
fezes upon a ftrangcr that is wounded, it will cer- 
tamly kill him : this fame day came a father to us 
fix>m the Spaniards, to redemand another father 
from US, who was on© of oxxy prifoners, who had 
taken up arms againft us, and had his pockets full 
of poifoned bullets : we required in exchange for 
him one of our men, whom they had taken, which » 
they would by no means agree to ; fo that we 
carried the latter along with us as far as the fea- 
fide. . 

On the feventeenth we left this borough, and lay ia 
another place three leagues beyond it, from whence 
we paffed next day, and, as we came out of a fo-- 
reft to enter into a plain, we difcovcred five hun- 
dred men upon an afcenr, waiting for our coming, 
commanded by the above-mentioned Cataloniaa 
qoarter-mafler that had deferted us : they had put 
up bloody colours, to fignify they would give no 
quarter, which obliged us to lay by our white co- 
lours, and difplay our red as well as they. We 
marched directly to the place where they were 
without ftopping, though they fire^ very thick 
iip0n us, and, when we came within muflcet- 
ihot, we detached our van-guard to beat them off 
their ground, which they did with wonderful bra- 
very ; here we took about fifty horfes : the enemy, 
in then* flight, cowardly left part of their arms be- 
hind them, befides their dead and wounded men, 
by which laft we underftood that thefe people were 
the reinforcement which the inhabitants of the 
town of Leon had fent to the affiflance of Granada 
againft us, and who were returned heme. 

Vol. II. I - After 
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After we had refted about aa hour, we cootiaued 
our march and lay at a little town which the in- 
kibitants had forfaken. On the oineteeatb we lay in a 
luitto» and the next day in an Eftantia, where we 
reded fome days to refrefb ourfelves, and to fait our 
provifions to carry on bdard our (hips, where we 
knew very well there could be no vi^hials left. I 
always went before with an adTanoed party of fifty 
men, to go and inform thpfe who looked after «ur 
vtdels with our return. On the twenty-fixth the reft 
of our men came to the fea-fide^ where we re- 
imbarked all together, and underftood that four of 
our men, wounded- in the fight at Pueblo Vlego, 
were dead, but more for want of fuftenance tbm 
their wounds. 

On the twenty-feventh we failed for Realeguo, aod 
on the twenty-eighth anchored in that port, where, 
upon our going alhore, the centinels of Pueblo Viego 
4ifcovered us, but that did not hinder us to proceed 
and arrive at the place about noon : the Spaniards, 
who had heard of our coming, fled every -where ; but 
the heats are fo exceffive in thefe parts, that you cannot 
travel there this time of day ; aud this made us go 
and fee rather for fome (hade of tufts of grafs whereon 
to fet our feet, than to run after the enemy : how- 
ever we took fome prifoners. We tarried there but 
two days, and after we had gathered as much pro* 
vidon as we could find in the houfes, we fent out a 
party to fee for fome.horfcs, whereof they brought 
us an hundred ; we departed on the firft of May» 
and carried our provifion to the river-fide at Re- 
aleguoy where our canoes were, who carried the 
fame afterwards on board our (hips, while we went 
out to feek for more, that fo we might get together 
a good quantity, and not be obliged to confuxne it 
AS we brought it in* 

Ob 
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Oi the f<^cobd we weot to a fagar-plantation to 
fetch off fix cauldrons, which we brought away next 
day^ and on the fourth fet out for a borough two 
lesqgues from Realeguo, which they call GiDaodego, 
which fome of the iuhabitauts a few days before 
prayed us by way of raillery to go and vifit, aa 
cbinktng thetnfelves fuffkiently fecured by a re* 
trenchment caft \ip at the avenue leading to it, and 
that was defended by t^ro hundred men : we got 
Aither on the fifth, by break of day ; but, bdng 
difcovered by the centidel, he carried the Spaniards 
notice thereof, v4ib ga;^ us no occafion to defire 
them to quit it, after they had given us a few 
jBiti(quet»fiu)t ; fo that, to puhifti their rhodomon- 
cades^ we burnt the place down to the grbund : wife 
nook one of thdr people prifoner, by whom we un^ 
derftood that the corregldor' of Leon, who was very 
defirous to drive us away fh)m that'coaft, had or- 
dered all the Tements, as foori as we got to any place, 
to burn all the protifion they had, which tb our 
forrow was but too well executed, not only here, 
but evety- where elfe, and was the caufe alfo of that 
hunger and extraordinary toil which we were forced 
to endure in thefe feas, as long as we ftaid there. 

The fame day about noon came about eight 
hundred men into a Savana from Leon to fight 
ns; the centinels, which we had placed on the 
top of the flceple, rung the alarum-bell to give us 
notice to get together, and come out of the houfcs 
where we were difperfed; whereupon we marched 
In a body of an hundred and fifty men, with r6d 
colom*s, to fight them ; but as they could not endure 
t6%let us come wlihin mufquetfhot of tliem, for 
they fled without any more ado, we were obliged to 
retire, and on the fixth went away tx> go on board 
our (hips, which we careened next day, as we alfo 
cleaned out* canoes.

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. On.the ninth we had a coofultation together, ab^ut 
what way we fliould take, and here we found our- 
felves of two opinions ; one party was for going up 
before Panama, being in hopes they had begun their 
navigation again, as knowing we were far enough 
from them ; but the r^fl: reprefented, that many 
times they had fuch years on that coaft, whereof 
that migiit be one of them, that eight months 
thereof was fad weather, in refped^ to exceffive rains 
and fouthcrJy winds which reign there, and that 
therefore it would be more advifeable to go lower 
weAward, and winter upon fome ifland or other» 
and there to wait for fair weather. 
. J^ow thefe different fcntiments were purfued by 
418, and, every man having made choice of his fide, 
next day our furgeons had orders to give in an 
account of thofe among the wounded, who were 
crippled, to the end we might make them fatisfac- 
tion before we divided. They told us we had four 
ixieh crippled, and fix hurt, to which we gave fix 
hundred pieces of eight a man, and a thoufand to 
thofe that were crippled, as it was our conftant 
cuftpm in thofe feas ; and it was exa<flly all the mo- 
ney we had got together, that was applied to that 
•ufe : we made a divifion of the barks and canoes on 
the twelfth, and found ourfelves to be an hundred 
and forty-eight French men, ready to go up towards 
Panama (without comprehending the Englifh under 
-captain Townfley) and the fame number of French 
failed alfo to the weftward. Next day our provifion 
'Was fhared amongft us, and now it was that we 
-divided into two parts ; thofe who were for the 
* weftward put themfelves under the conduft of 
captain Grognet, and we, that were bound for 
Panama, were commanded by captain Townfley, 
and then we went to anchor at an ifland, half a 
league diftant from that we left, to take in water 

and 
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and wood : on the fixteenth captain Grognet fent 
his quarter-mafter to defire us to put none of our 
prifoners afliore, for fear they fhould give the 
Spaniards notice of our feparation, for, as he had a 
defign to make a defcent upon them, he wasappre- 
lienfive that fuch a difcotery would make them more 
refolute and hardy to oppofe them. 

On the nineteenth we made ready, and failed for 
Panama with captain Townfley's fhip and one 
bark : we fleered E. S. E. to S. S. E. and to S. S. 
W. till midnight, when we were overtaken with a 
-ftorm, which made us lie by till the twentieth at noon, 
ivhen the weather proved fair, then we fleered E. S, E. 
to the twenty-third> when we anchored in the bay of 
Colebra to take in water. We fpent that day there 
to take tortoifes, which are to be found in great 
numbers in that little bay : they are of different 
ikes, and wie found one fort of them fo large, that 
one was enotkgh for fifty perfons to feed upon in a 

. day. On the twenty-fourth we put an hundred and 
fifty men a(hore, in order to find out fome town or 
borough, we having no guide with us that knewr 
this country; and, after we had walked a league or 
theteaboots, we alighted upon three hatto's very 
near one another, where finding edibles enough', we 
ftaid till the twenty-fixth, when we returned on 
i>oard ; then captaifl Townfley^ propofed we (hould 
go and take the to^n of Viliia, which is thirty leagues 
to leeward ci Panama, to Which all of us agreed, 
and that evening we weighed, having a wind blow- 

, ing from the land, which ferved us till the twenty- 
feventh at noon, when it blew very hard from the 
footh-eafl, accompanied with rain ti^ll the twenty^ 
eighth in the evening, whett it began to allay; W6 
were favoured all the twenty-ninth with a wefterly 
wind, and that evening were brought in fight of 
Cape Blanch. On the thirtieth the weather was fair 
I 3 enough y 
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enough ; but oq the thirty-firft| t\yeo hours before 
daylight, it grew ycry boiftetoiHi fo that we W€re 
forced to put in for that cape ; we had a thoader* 
bolt fell upoQ the end of our great fail-yard, wbicb 
did DO more than crack it : hanag oioderatf wea- 
ther on the firft of June, we fteer^ ea(t-foath eafl» 
aod nexc day about noon had a light of laod^ bm 
at was b hazy» that we could not tell where we wore : 
however we fteered ^aft by fonth"€aA> to come near. 
The weather being now fomewh^ clcsared up* 
we found we were between the bay of Boca ii 
Toro, and the point called Barica, when we iailei 
foucfa and by fouthnt^aft, to put 9iit to fea, aB<} then 
bore to the north-ea£k» that we loight reach the iik 
of St. John de Cueblo. 

On the leventh we put in at the ifle pf M^nto&» fix 
leagues to the (buthward of that of St. Jobo; «« 
fet out three canoes, with which Wf coafi^ ro^pA 
About this lafty and our (hips ^nchor<4 9^ IfOlbff 
little ifland, which as half a k^^giO^ ^ ^ ^^

f hough we could Mt binder qm of then from bciag 
ftavedtopi^ce$. 

On 
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On tlie thirteenth ifft made readjr, and failed for la 
Villia with a weft-foath weft wind, made land oa 
the fifteenth, and knew it to be the cape called Morn 
a Puercos; then we bore off to fea with a hard 
wind \M, the evening, when the weather grew, fo very 
bad, that we did nothing till the eighteenth, but let 
our fljips drive with a footh-weft wind, having ter- 
rible rain all the wbik till noon, when the wea* 
thergrew better; acid, being cleared up, we dif- 
cemcd three rocks, which are called the Three Bro- 
thers, (landing three leagues to leeward of the bay of 
Villia, whither we were going. On the nineteenth we 
(aw the point Mala, which is leeward of that bay : 
we failed all night northward to get to the fhore; 
and next morning at break of day we foand onr* 
felves within five or fix leagues of It, when we 
furled all our ^ils except our fprit fail : next evening 
we went on board our canoes, and put on all night 
«fter we had given our fhipB orders to lie by, and 
wait for us at the mouth of the bay where vic 
were. 

On the twenty-firft in the morning we difcovered 
the place where we were to go afhore, and caft anchc^ 
till night came, as we alfo took down our mafts, for 
lear they ihould be difcovered from the fiiore, and 
then made ourfelves ready to land, which we did on 
the twenty-fecond an hour before day : but experi- 
ence telling tis-we had not time enough before us to get 
to the place before daylight appeared^ we pnt three 
leagues off where we anchored, having no where in 
this bay above fifteen fathom water. That evening 
we made for the Aiore agatn^ which we could not 
recovcj:.btfore tiaidnight, becanfe the currents were 
againft us. After we had got footing we marched 
to the number of an hundred and fixty men ^xvtOAy 
to the town, and took one of two Spaniards whom 
we found on the way, who told us that he was fent 
I4 by 
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by the alcaide major to watch on the fea-fide, be- 
caufc they had feen a (hip and a bark aloof of^ 
which yet they were fo little alarmed with; that they 
had increafed their guard with no more than twenty 
men: we continued our march, and, for all the ex- 
pedition we were able to ufe, it was an hoar after 
lun-rifing before we could get to the town, whewe 
we found no refinance, half of the people being 
then at mafs : of men and women we took three 
hundred prifoncrs, by whom we underftood theie 
were three barks in the river, on which the town 
was fituated. We fent prefently out a party to take 
them, but the Spaniards, having loft no time, fank 
one of them, hid the fails and rudder of the other 
two, and cut down their mafts by the middle ; fo 
that the party, going on further, gave notice to 
thofc of us whom we had left to take care of onr 
canoes, which they found at anchor at the river's 
mouth, that we had taken Villia; we gathered to- 
gether that day the merchandize which the fleet had 
left in this town, computed by the Spaniards, to be 
worth a million and a half, and to the value of fif- 
teen thoufand pieces of eight in good filver, which 
was an inconfiderable prize to what we (hould have 
found there, if the Spaniards, in all thefe countries, 
who are always apprehenfive of the vifits of the 
free-booters, had not hid their treafures out of our 
fight, many ,of whom chofe rather to be killed, 
than to difcover the places where they had buried 
them. 

On the twenty-fourth we fent a party of fourfcorc 
men to conduft a like number of horfes laden with 
bales of goods to the river-fide, where we knew there 
were two canoes belonging to the Spaniard s^ on board 
of which, after they had put them, they .were to 
bring them to the river's mouth where ours vi&ct ; but 
one of our men, fent upon this occafion, was taken 

by 
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By the enemy : the fame day we fcnt a letter to the 
alcaide major (as they call him) iiv order to know 
whether he would ranfom the town, and buy the ef- 
fefts we had feized : he fent us anfwer, that all the 
ranfom, ' that he took upon him to give us, was 
powder and ball, whereof he had - a great deal at 
our fervice ; that, as to the prifoners we had taken,, 
he committed them to the hands of God ; and more- 
over, that his people were getting together as faft as 
they could to get the honour to fee us. Upon the- 
receiving this anfwer, which angered all our men,. 
we fired the town, and went our ways to lie in a' 
l^ace where our booty wa& kept by our fourfcorc 
men, which was about a quarter of a league off :• 
we were alarmed feveral times that night, and on the- 
twenty-fifth put the beft and fine(Wffefts on board the- 
two Spanifti canoes, becaufe we could not carry off' 
all. For our own canoes, as we have faid, were af 
the mouth of the river, on board of which we could- 
have laden the reft; but they durft not come up* 
thither, becaufe of the ambufcades of the Spaniards; 
who had already killed them a man^ as they were 
endeavouring to come up to us> purfuant to the or- 
ders we had before left with them :* wherefore, hav- 
ing laden the two* Spanifti canoes, we put nine men? 
on board them, and the reft guarded them by land,, 
all along the river-fide, while fix hundred Spaniards^ 
did the fame on the other fide, without being difco-- 
vcred by us, becaufe of a great many trees, bufties^. 
and thickets that grew along the banks thereof.. 
When we had marched on about a league, w« came- 
td a place fo fdll of thefe trees and thickets> thatt 
we could* not pafs it, fo that we were obliged to* 
take a turnabout, which brought us off from the- 
river-fide about two hundred paces, which was the^ 
occafion, as you will hear, of the lofs of all our 
booty,, and the ^ih of fome.of our. men*. • '

The reft 
figuide tbeur eftape to the olbher fide of the rker, and 
abattdppe<ji their canoes, whkh a dozen ladiansy. 
who fw^jktn the river, oarroed to the Spaoiaids, who. 
c«t off the hjead of one ^ osc a>eo^ who was only 
WoaBde4 and iet k oa the tQp of a pole, that we 
alight ie^ it as we. came dowa the river. 

Aftci? we had fiaidied the tour we had tokemv. 
we di;ew near the river again ; and beiiig bo come to 
the ptace where the three barks were, a^ not find- 
ing our canoes, we thaought riiey were fiill behind ; 
but abottt^ .^n hour after we faw three of thofe 
who bad the charge of them cooiicg thromgh the 
thickets toward us, who gave us a relation of the 
difaAer diat befel them, aad Mi, that, as they 
pa^d' the wpods^ thcyi fouad the rudders^ and faU» 
of tbofe three barfc^ in. two of whiob wieea»barked 
oiii^fel/^ al] ; together, and fenti out cooftaody fifty/ 
T^pn by liind before us, to feek out thoie faUs and 
riuldeFS, giving them a fignal, that we woold firer 
off tlu-ee guns, aiid that they (houtd anfwer us ^mb 
a^ many^ to fiiew where they fliould find us, to the 
€^4: ^Ji might join us. there. But, at the fame 
time that WK fiittd» oor three pieces, we beard the- 

report 
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report of above five hundred, which made tis inl- 
xnediately conclude our mea were attacked, where- 
fore we delayed not to go a(hore, io order to relieve 
them ; but, by the time we came up, the eogagd- 
ment was over; and, had oat the river been be- 
tween them and us, the <tf^tter had act been ended 
fb. We Found one of our people \Ti this place, who 
had efcaped out of our veflRds, after we had bi*oughc 
away the (hip- tackle that were hid in the woods. 

After we were embarked, we aiked the captain of 
horfc of Viffia, that was our prifoncr, where it wjfe 
the Spaniards could lay other ambufcades for us ; he 
anfwered it might be about the river's mouth, and 
not only f«, but that we (hould miftrul! ail thoft 
frfaces, which feemed to give them any advantage 
over us, and then we came to an anchor, becaufe of 
the coming in of the tide. 

On the twenty- fix th we wentaftiore at a place where 
they had killed our men the day bcfc re ; we foi>n^ 
the two canoes daflied to pieces; and the bodies of 
onr men whom they had wounded- ftv fcveral pfecei 
after they were dead : one of them they had throw* 
into the fire, and put the other's head upon a pole, 
as we have faid already, Thefe objefts fo enraged 
our men, that they cutf off, at the fame time, four 
of iheir prifoners hearfs, whom they fet up alfo upon 
poles in the fame place. Then we took the bodies of 
ours to bury them on the fca-fide, and, before w^ 
got thither, we were forced three times to gio 
a(hore to break through the ambufcades laid for uii 
ail along the river, at the mouth whereof we found 
alfo that we were warned of by the captain of horfe 
aforefaid ; but we ha|>pily freed ourfelves from it; 
though With the lofs of three men, and one 
wounded. At lafl we rejoined our canoes^ wkerel 
wie of our wounded men died foon after. 

The river of Villia is very large, and, at loww 
1 6 vater. 
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water, it breaks at the mouth of it as on a flat 
ihore. About a league to windward Aands a great 
fock, which night and day, and at all feafons, is 
covered wkh a vail number of birds called fregates, 
maubies, and great goziers, that live altogether by 
£(hing : great ihips cannot enter into this river, they 
being obliged to aochor within cannon-(hot in the 
iea, but, for barks of about 40 tons, they can go 
up a league and a half within it : the port, or 
place of embarking belonging to Villia, is flill a 
league and a half higher, and the town a quarter 
of a league diftant from it ; it is very well iituated, 
but its churches are aUnoft fallen to ruin, though 
they are wry rich on the inCde : its ftreets are very 
ftraight, and the private houfes pretty well built ; on 
the outCde of it are a great many hatto's,. accom- 
panied wkh very fine favanas : Ae town of Nata, 
which is the nighefl> Hands ievea leagues dillant 
irom it*. 

On the twenty-feventh came a perfon on board us 
to reniemand our prifonecs, with whom we agreed foe 
t^n thoufand pieces of eight ranfom, and threatened 
to cut off all their heads, if tffey did not fend us the 
money by the twenty-ninth. But,.inftead of that, he 
returned to tell us, that the alcaide major had fel- 
led upott thofe of their people, who were our prb- 
foners, whom we had fent afhore to get wherewithal 
to ranfom their wives; in revenge whereof we 
prefently cut oS the lieads of two, prifoners, and 
give them the meflenger ta carry to the alcaide, tell- 
ing him, if. he fent vs no other anfwer, we would 
cut off the heads of the- reft, and,, after having put 
the women upon an ifland, we would go to take 
himfelf: the fame perfoain the evening returned ta 
tell us, that all the ranfoms would come, and that,, 
befides them, they would beftow upon us ten beefs^ 
twenty ftieep^ and two packs of meal,, the leaft 

whereof 
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wheteof ufually weighed an hundred pound, every 
da J as long as we ftaid. 

On the thirtieth they brought us back the ma» 
whom they had taken, in exchange for the captaia 
of horfe that was our prifoner; and as they ihewed 
themfelves very fond of having French arms, they 
pretended to have loft thenv that belonged to one 
man, for which we made . them pay four hundred - 
pieces of eight : they propofed to buy them one of 
the barks we bad taken from them, and agreed with 
us for fix hundred pieces of eight, and one hundred 
pounds of nails^ of which we ftood ia great need ;, 
whereupon we delivered her up, after we. had firft 
taken out her tackle and anchors^ They alfo re- 
quired a pafTport from us, that we would not retake, 
the bark, in cafe we met with her out at Tea, but 
only the goods wherewith flie (hould be laden, whicK 
we alfo gave them. 

• Next day in. the. evening they brought us the tea^ 
thoufand pieces of eight, as had been agreed upon ;. 
then we weighed^ in order to go anchor at a placa 
that ferved as a little port to an hatto, where they 
were to give us an hundred and twenty falted beefs : 
we departed from thence on the fourth of July, and. 
anchored at the iHe of Iguana, to fee and get us 
ibme water, not daring to go and get us any on the. 
continent that was guarded with four thoufand. 
men : but after we had cruifed in fome places, and 
found that the water was brackifti, w^ refolved, ra* 
ther than we would die for thirft, to make a de- 
fcent with two hundred men on the terra fisma, ia 
order to procure us fome in fpight of the Spaniards,, 
whom we found about an hundied paces from the 
fea-fide lying upon the graf8,,and, after a fliort fight^ 
put them, to flight, feeing we were a people would 
thazard all for a fmall matter: this being over, we 
prefently filled fome calks with, water, and re-iia- 
parked again*. 
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On the fevtnth we weighed aDcbor, aad failed for 

the King's Ifles, and oo the ninth anchored atMome a 
Puercoe, fourteen leagues to leeward of the ifland 
Iguana, to take in more water, there being Oobodjr 
there to oppofe us : we departed en the tenth witlr 
a favourable weft •wind, and that day one of our 
wounded men died. On the thirteenth we drfcoverect 
an ifland called Galera, which is to leeward of all the 
King's Iflands ; and on the fourteenth we began to 
perceive the currents that reign all the year round 
between thoTe iflands, which made us pot farther off 
to fca. On the fifteenth we had a north-weA*v4nd> a 
frefh gale which brought us near land, and three 
days aner, which was the eighteenth, wie difcovered 
cape Pin, and kept all day at the cape, for fear of 
being difcovered by the inhabitants of diofe many 
iflands that were round about us. 

On the twenty-firft in the evening, we went oo 
board our canoes, and landed at midnight, but, for all 
the precaution we had taken* we were difcovered by 
the people that were fifliing for oyfter-pearb, which 
are to be found in great numbers, fticktng to the bot« 
torn of the rocks that are round about thefe iflands : 
on the twenty-fecond in the evening we difcovered^ 
from one of thefe iflands where we had made a de- 
Icent, a fliip under fail, to whom wegavechace, and 
came up with her two hours before daylight, whom, 
without any more ado, we boarded, and made our- 
felves mafters of her : the men on board told os, the 
inhabitants of Panama did not think we werefo near^ 
and that', as we had come from the taking of ViHIa, 
they believed we had chofe rather to have gone and 
wintered at St. John's ifland, where they thoaglit 
flill we had built a fort, grounding their perfua- 
lions upon thofe fliams, I have before obferved, we 
had formerly made, and ftill did, as we found occa- 
fion. They told us alfo that £x-and-thirty Ei^iifli 

and 
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ud French were come from Pent in a bark, with an 
ifKendcMi to pafs by the way of the river Boca ddl 
Chica to the North-fea, but that the Spaniards, hav* 
iog inteUigeDce thereof from the Indiaoe, with whom 
they had made peace, fince they bad granted us paf* 
(age through their country by that fame river into 
the Soath-*fet, went oat to meet them in great nun^ 
ters, had defeated the greateft party, and brought 
one prtfeoer to Pstnaoia : moreover, that two Engllih 
parties confifting of forty men each,, having an in* 
tentioB to pa6 from the North to the Sooth- fea, had 
been aB of them maflacred but four, who were flill 
prKbners-at Panama ; and, laflly, that there was a 
bark in the rWer of Boca del Chica, that tarried 
for eight hundred pounds in gold, dug up in the 
neighbouring mioes, in order to carry it to Fa* 
nama. 

On the fame day we returned on board our (hip9^ 
and found them at anchor by the greatefl of the 
Kii^'8 Ifiaftds, and ordered our carpenters to make an 
halfgaNey of the bark we had taken on the twenty* 
finh. We put fbme queftions afrefli to the captain of 
the iaid bark, who told us, they were in daily expcfta* 
tton at Panama of the arrival of two (htps laden with 
meal, which were to carry alfo the pay of their fol- 
diers from Lima ; upoo which inform^ytion we fent 
out our half-galley, which was now finiflied, to fcout 
without the tflands. On the thirtieth we departed 
with oar canoes, and went afliore upon one of thefe 
iflands, where we furprized a perfon that was come 
from Panama, whofe mafter was captain of thofe 
Greek periaugues, whereof we had formerly fpoken, 
who came on purpofe thither to be taken, to the 
end he might endeavour by artificial ways to lead 
us into a fnare, of which I am ready to give an ac- 
count. This man immediately pretended a great 
deal of fincerity, ta telling us feveral thiogs, which 

he 
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he knew we were not ignorant of, and fome otherTj. 
which we could not quickly and eafily come to 
know; and among the reft, that there were in the- 
river of Seppa two merchant barks, and a periangue 
with fixty Indians on board, whom the Spaniards 
bad armed fince they made a peace with them ; that 
befides,. the governor of Villia had acquainted the 
president of Panama, that one of our men, whom^ 
they had taken, had aflured him that thirty more of 
us, who had not been informed of the peace and 
good underftanding there was .between the Indians 
and the Spaniards, were about to pafs from this fea^ 
to that of the North,' by the fame way weali of lis 
had come into the South-fea ; and that, upon this in- 
formation, the prefident had fent an hundred 'men 
into th^ river of Boca del Chica to wait for them :. 
but to compafs his defign, wliich was to draw us. 
under the forts of Panama, he told us in the lafk 
place, that they had a little frigate which came la- 
den into that port, and a galley that was fent. out 
every evening upon the fcout; we refolved to take 
the advantage of this information, which we took 
Ho be candid and real, and not to negleft this op- 
portunity of getting fome veflels for ourfelvcs, where- 
of we flood in great need,. 

On the firft of Auguit we fent our galley for tbi^ 
purpofe into the river of Seppa, in order to take one 
of the barks our captain fpoke of, and at the fame 
time we departed alfo with four canoes to go and- 
feize thofc (hips in the port of Panama, being ac* 
companied. by our Greek intelligencer, who in- 
tended to be our guide upon this occafion. He 
brought us. two hours before daylight before the 
town, and, as the moon (hone very bright, we ftaid 
for fome cloud to obfcure it, to facilitate our ap* 
proach undifcovered to the (hips in the port, where- 
of we faw one akeady, which,^to our thinking, had* 

her. 
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' her fails loofe : and here was the lure and fnare to 
whfch the captain led us ; but by the effeft of naere 
chance, or rather our own good fortune, we turned 
away to a (hip which we unexpectedly faw going 
out of the port,^ and gave her chace, believing the 
fame to be the galley that ufually went out to fcout, 
as we had been told : we took her without a gun- 
ihot, and, upon examination of the captain who 
commanded her, he difcovered unto us that the 
prefident of Panama had fent us a Greek, who was 
to fufier himfelf to be taken by U3, and to whom he 
had promifed a very great reward, if he fucceeded 
in the projeA he had formed oF deflroying us ; that 
the means that had been agreed upon, to efFed it, 
were to bring us under the forts of that town, al- 
lured with the hopes of taking thofe (hips there, 
wherewith he had anibfed us, and whereof that 
which feemed to us to have her fails loole was but a 
(ham (hip, a piftoKhot from the port, which was 
built upon (irm land, of forry planks ill fet toge- 
ther, in which they had fet up mafts, and adorned 
her with fome fails : and as this was the moft ap- 
parent object, and the firft that offered itfelf in 
light, it was not to be queftioned, but that we, 
who muft believe the fame to have been on the wa- 
ter, being deceived with the darknefs of the night, 
would not have failed (being fo greedy as we were 
to take her) to row up to her, where our canoes 
muft infallibly run far a(hore, and that, in the time 
that muft neceffariiy have been fpent in getting them 
ofF, the Spaniards would have leKure to fall upon 
us, where they did not doubt, bur fo great a numr 
ber of men, as they had in- fo con(iderable a town 
as that was, would quickly overpower and deftroy 
us. 

This information, which came fo feafonabIy,:thac 
it faved us from the certaia danger we were going 

to 
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to throw t>Qr(ieIve8 into, ivas not lb advantageous fo 
our Gredc captain, who being known by the o^cam 
of the bark for the fame perfoo, of whofe trea- 
cheiy be had now advertifed us, we paid hhn for 
his troable» by fending him to the other world, 
where he defigned to have fent us ; after which we 
went to uke £e iflaod of Tavoga, which had been 
reinhabited ftnce we had left the coaft oi Panama. 

From the iecond at night to the third, we left this 
iflaad, and went to take that of Ottoqna, which is 
two leagues north and fouth from it, and which we 
found pecqiled again : we made ready on the fourth 
to go and join our galley, whom we had appdnied 
to rendeavoos at the ifle of Sepilla ; but we focind her 
in oor paflage with a priase fhe had taken, bang one 
of the barks that were in the river of Seppa, from 
whence, in coming out, f&e had met with an am- 
iMifcade that had killed her two men, and broke the 
mm of another* 

On the £fth we faw five &il between Tavoga and 
Pananaa \ we prefently bore up to them, and found 
they were our own ihips that had gjiven chace to a 
|>aiic oonEie from Nata, laden with provifion. The 
jnafter thereof, folding he coold not defend it, 
threw himfelf into the water, and fwam afluMie, 
after be had made fome difcharges with^ his fmaU 
arms opon them t oo the Iixth we went with our 
prizes to anchor at Tavoga, and from thence writ 
to the prefident of Panama, that, if he would not 
give up die five £nglifh and French prifoaers he had 
in that [dace, we would cut ofi* the heads of fifty 
Spaniards we had in our hands : but, hearing no 
aews of him, on the feventh we weighed, and ^iled 
for the King's Iflands : we andiored on the moth to 
flop the leaks of our Ihips, and, while that was 
doing, we departed with our galley and four canoes 
for the river Boca del Chica) as well tobe infiDrmed 

whether 
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whether U was trine, that the Indhm of Sambe hssi 
made peace with the Stpaniarda, as we had ben 
afliiiccd, ^s to go and bum all tbajt was buik ^ ^be 
towo okUed Terrible UjpoB this fine river, that it 
might be a defence io a gold mine they bad near* 
We went alfo tp fight the bwadred men, which the 
Greek told us lay io wait for thirty of 'Om free- 
booters that were to pafs into the North->&a. 

On the deveDth we aiTi>ved at the moath of the 
jriver Boca del Chica : we lay at anchor there till 
jpaidiiigbr, when we wej^d> aod, as the f» 
fwdled, wjefttierGdourfelves to be carried up the 
river u the pleafure of the curriefit. About two ia 
the saoroifig o«r guide, ftill beUeviog we were £»f 
from tbcpbifii wUtherbe was condttfliBg bs, made 
91$ put coapace, which did us great haroiy for, ia- 
Aead of going to furprize others, we were fur- 
frized ouHGdyes ; for, about a quar^r of an hoiur 
after, ure (aw fire« bat there was no going back 
naw; for the river made a bow, from whence the 
yapidncfe of the tide coming in threw as« in fpigfat 
of om toethf ufon thefe £res, which we came 
gfokklf io know were kindkd by thc^ handre^ 
meawe were in quefiof, for diey prefrotly aflced m 
from whence our canoes were bound, and being 
aa/wered by oar gaide, parfuant to our order« 
^van Panama, they afted again who was the com- 
mander, and we being hSg in pitching upon a 
£paQafli name, they gave na a 61II volley ; but two 
patereroe-fhot, which we made at them, having 
farced them to quit their gromiid, we pafled on, and 
aacfaoral out of the readi of their arms, to w^ 
for the ebb df tide, that we might get out againi 
for, as we conld find no fdaoe to go a&ore above 
them, tor the country was full of marfhes, except 
at the place where they were, we refolved to take 
them lower down^ and fo aa hour before day« 

light 
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light wc went back before their intrenchment, after 
yft had put all our men under deck, and fired four 
patcreroe-fhots, wherewith we faluted them fo op- 
portunely, that we wounded them a great many 
men, and they ma'de no great firing upon ns. 

On the twelfth we tookafmall veflel upon this river^ 
^vherein were three Indians ; then we went afliore, 
with an intention to attack the Spaniards from be- 
hind their intrenchments, which commanded Ae 
river only ; but they prefently fent out their periaugue 
to take ours, which made us expeditioufly return 
on board our veflels to defend them, and to alter 
the manner of our attack, by refolving to go to 
them before their court of guard, at the foot whefeof 
we went aftiore in fpight of all the fire they made 
upon us, which lafted not long : for our patereroe and 
mufket-Qiot killed them a great many men, which 
made them quickly fly, and leave us their intrench- 
ment, where we found a great many dead and 
wounded men, and took fome prifoners, among 
whom there was one named Alfier : he was an In*- 
dian, who, out of a blind zeal he had for the 
interefts of the Spaniards, took us for them as we 
were going on board our canoes, and reproached us 
highly ; but we quickly difaSiifcd my gentleman^, 
letting the traitor know,, to whom we. had before 
been fo kind in our paffage by the fame river, that 
we were become his enemies, fince he was become 
oUrs, and then put him out of a condition ever 
to ferve the Spaniards, or to injure us- 

Thofe whom we took prifoners informed us, that 
Ave were difcovered at the new town la Terrible, 
and confirmed the account we had before of the 
maflacre of the three parties already mentioned, as 
well thofe who would have gone to the South-feas, 
as the other who were minded to return by the way 
of that river. to the aortliu Within this intrench- 
ment 
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xaeot we found a ktter written by the prefident of 
Panama to a campmafler that commanded in the 
town la Terrible, which is as follows : 

' When the enemy took la Villia, one of their 

* men was taken, who gave us information that 
^ thirty men were to fet forth by the way of the 

* river Boca del Chica, to return to the North-fea, 

* as believing there was ftill a good underftanding 

* between them and the Indians. I have fent you 

* three hundred men to defeat thofe enemies of 

* God and goodnefs ; be fure to keep upon your 

* guard, be afraid of being furprized, and your 
' men will infallibly be gainers in defeating of 

* them/ 

Here it may be faid, that the prifoners whom we 
took were highly ufeful to us, as well by giving us 
means to fub/ift in thefe parts, as to deliver us 
from a great many ambufhes and dangers, whereinto, 
had it not been for them, we muft have fallen : 
witnefs this fame, where the Spaniards would have 
fpared our thirty men the pains of going to thei 
North-fea. At laft, when we had burnt their court 
of guard, we took their periaugue, with fome pounds 
of gold-duft we found there, and then went down 
the river : as for thofe three Indians whom we took in 
the boat, we fent them to tell their comrades that we 
had killed him who was with the Spaniards, but 
that we had given them quarter, becaufe they were 
not amongil them ; and this we did to endeavour to 
make them kind to us, and fo difunite and feparate 
them from the Spaniards. 

Being got down on the thirteenth at noon to the 
mouth of the river, we met with one of our barks, 
whom we had ordered to come and attend ujs 
thither. Thofe within her told us, that, while 
they waited there, two Indian periaugues, being de«« 
ceivcd with the fight of three or four Spanifli prifon# 

era. 
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ers whoDT they had put upon the deck for that pur- 
pofey caiMof their own accord, and deHvcfed them* 
felres up mtch their hand9» with fome poondt^ of 
^Id they had found there' ; . and that one of thofc 
Indians^ who bore great fway amongft his? own 
Batbn, had a commiffion from the prefident of 
Panama' to arm feveral periaugaes, and to make war 
upon U9 : we weighed that evening to go and join 
our (hips that were cruizing between Cape Pin and 
King's I(Tands> and there we waited for thofe of the 
Spaniards, wiio, we were told, were to ccMue from 
Lima. 

We got on board our flitps on the feventeetftfj in 
the morning, and that evening, in our paflfage by tbe 
King's rdands, anchored to leave our bark there to 
be careened : otir people, during our abfence, had 
put forty prifbncrs afhore upon one of* thofe iflands, 
who accidentally happening to meet with (bme ca- 
noes, which the Spaniards had hid thereabouts, 
theyvpiade ufe of them to get oflP) and to go to 
PAnama, to ioform the governor of the courfewe 
were to take, and that the (hips we had left there 
were but weakly manned, which induced the pre- 
iident to fend fome force to attack them : but God 
was pleafed fo to order it, that we were returned 
with them to the reft of our company. 

Ob the twentieth we made ready to go to cruize 
about Tavpga, and that evening anchored l>efore tho 
port of Panama, in order to learn fome news : we faw 
two (hips in the road, whither the town canoes 
went, and came all along without intermiflion ; 
but, not dreaming they armed themi^inft us, we 
anchored on the twenty -firft at Tavoga. 

On the twenty-firil by break of day we defcricd 
three fail juft upon us, w hich we could not difcover 
before, becaufe of one of the points of the ifland, 
which kept them out of our fig^'t, infijmucb' that 

7 . on« 
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one of oar (htps, that had not dme to weigh andior,, 
flipped her cabk. As foon as they faw ui make 
ready^ they gave us fome guns, aikiy as they had: 
the weather-gage, they did not fpare to make ufe dt 
the advantage they had over us. We made five tacks 
to get to windward of them, and they could not 
binder us ; but they iod the wind for want of re{b« 
lution^ not daring to pafs between the ifland Tava* 

Silla and a rock, where there was indeed paflage. 
' no more than one ihtp^ but we ventured it, and 
at laft got the weather-gs^ : we fought them till 
nocm, and knew not on which Ade the advantage lay, 
and, though they pli^ ourdeeks very clo(e, weflUl 
perfifted to keep them clear of us, which was the 
occaGoB thatthey loft agrand opportunity of mending 
their tackling. We threw a great many granadoes 
into tlKu* biggeft fliip, one of which had fo good an 
effeA, as to fet fire to fome loofe powder they had, 
which burnt a great many men, and this brought the 
fight to an end fooner than otberwife could have been 
expefted : for we came up at the fame time with the 
laid (hip now all on fins, and boldly boarded herj» 
where, notwithftanding the vigorous refinance they 
made from the ftem, whither they had all reth-ed, we 
at laft forced them to beg for quarter, and made 
ourfelves mafter of the (hip : at the fame time one 
of our barks boarded one of thdrs, and took it : 
the third that was a kind of a galley, who (bid to 
the laft, before (he began to make her efcape, as 
trufting to her good (ailing, feeing herfelf now pur- 
fued by our galley, and two periaagues, ran herfelf 
aOiore, where (he prefently (bved to pieces, ^d but 
very few of her crew were faved. 

They had in their little frigate fourfcore men 
killed and wounded, out of an hundred and twenty 
that were on board t as for the bark there were no 
more out of feventy^ than eighteen unhurt : ndther 

could 
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coiild we fee above ten or a dozen in all that fwam 
a(hore from the other vcflel that. was ftaved: all 
their officers were cither Milled or wounded, aud 
among others the captain, who. received five muf- 
quot-(hot. He was the fame perfon who fought fo 
ftoutly at Pueblo Nuevo, where he had received five 
more, and that had alfo laid an ambufcade for U3 at 
la Villia : but this laft engagement rid us of himi 
for he died fome time after. 

While we were bufy in mending the rigging of 
thofe fhips we had taken, and throwing the dead 
overboard, we difcovered two fail more come from 
Panama, which bore up. towards us, whereupon wc 
interrogated our prifoners, in order to know what 
they (hould be : they faid they did not queftion but 
thi^ was the relief they fent them :.at the fame time 
we bethought ourfelves of a ftratagem to amufe and 
make them believe we were taken, which was by 
putting up Spanifli colours in our own (hips, and in 
the prizes, with Englifh and French ones under 
them : as foon as thefe two. fhips approached, they 
came up to our (hip, who received them quite after 
another manner than they expefted ; being thus 
furprized, they fired upon us with precipitation, an4 
made oiF towards the little frigate which they fup- 
pofed ftill to be theirs, who calling to them to lie by, 
and the others not doing it, they threw fome gra- 
nadoes into one of their barks, which fent her to 
the bottom, while one of our periaugues boarded the 
other, wherein they found. foui: packs of cords, but 
all of the fame length, which they had made ready 
to fie U5 up with : but they reckoned their chickens 
before they were well hatched, and thefe ropes was 
theoccafion that no quarter was given to thofe in the 
bark where they were found : we afterwaids read 
thecommiflion of thexaptain of the little frigate, 
which imported he (hould chace us as far as St. John's 
■ . liland, 
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Ifland, and that, when they boarded us, they fliould 
Ipare none they found upon deck, bat only our fur- 
geons?, whom ih'ey were willing to fave ; and that' 
troops of horfe flaould march along the fliorcj to 
take care that none of us made our eicape to land In 
any canoe. 

On the twenty-third, as we failed away to go to an- 
chor at Tavoga, we difcovered another*fail going back 
to Panama, whom wc chaced and took ; (lie was a 
fliallop whom the prefident had fent to fetch off 
our anchor, which we had not time to hale up the 
day before, which he came to know by the means of 
a canoe, who, paffing that way, faw the buoy. But^ 
/or all the fatigues wc had undergone in thefc ad- 
ventures, we could not but fcofF and laugh at the 
prefident, who had fent us ropes to hang his men, 
and alfo fent away to take this anchor, wherewith to 
anchor our (hip in his port, which he believed his 
men would bring in : we anchored this evening at 
Tavoga. 

,- We had but one man killed in all the fight, but 
. there were twenty of us wounded, among whom 
was captain Tbwndey, who died moft of them of their 
wounds : on the twenty-fourth one of our men died, 
and the fame evening we fent one of our prifoners 
to the prefident of Panama to carry him a letter^ 
wherein we required his giving up the five Free- 
booters who were his prifoners, and to fend us fome 
medicines for (as we faid) the ufj of his own people, 
though, in truth, they were for our own; we alio 
complained heavily of the little quarter they had 
given to the three parties whereof I have fpoken, 
whom they had inhumanly mafTacred. He fent to 
us that night the commander oi Seppa, who fpoke 
a little French, with the following leitcr.

• Gentlemen, 

* T Wonder that yon, who Ihouldandcrftandhoir 

* •*- to make war, ihoold require thofe men of nac 

* that are in our cuftody: your raOinefs hath fomc- 

* thing contrary in it to the civility wherewith you 

* ought to treat thofe people that were in your 

* power : if you do not ufe them well, God will 

* perhaps be on our fide on another occafion : and, 

* as for the little quarter you complain we have 

* given, you fee the contrary by ihofe that have 

* been in our hands for fome time part : if you pleafc 

* to put our men you have in your power afhore, 

* we will take care to have them cured of thdr 

* wounds.* 

We ordered the faid officer to carry him our 
anfwer by word of mouth, that, if they would not 
fend us our prifoners, we would^end them the heads 
of all the Spaniards in our pofleffion. On the twenty- 
fifth we weighed anchor, and failed away for fear 
they (hould, for an anfwer, fend a firefhip, as they 
had done by the Englifti two years before, and burn 
us : on the twenty-fixth in the morning we anchored at 
the iQes of Pericos, that are not above a league diftant 
from Panama. Towards noon we difcovered a ftip 
under fail, and fent out our galley to know what /he 
was; it was our own long bark that was come 
from careening, wherein were fixty men that were 
not prefent in the fight. This day two of our 
wounded men died, though all of them were but 
flrghtly wounded, which is no niatter of wonder, 
for all the Spaniards bullets were poifoned. 

On the twenty- feventh in the morning came one to 
U3 from the bifliop (who concerned himfelf much in 

ibis 
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'^ihis bufinefe, 4br he had flirred up the prefident to 
A out (hips a^aioft os) who brought us a letter, 
^hich ia fubfiaace was4he fame that fcrflowa : 

7J^ hifbop of Panama's letUr. 

* Gentlemen, 

* 'T-^tfOUGH the prefident of Panama hath wrh 
« * to 'you very inconfiderately, I eameAly defire 
^ you to i]^ed no more of the innpcent blood «f 

* thofe that are in your power, all of them having 

* been eiigaged by conftralnt to make war againlt 

* you : the prefident obeys the king's orders^ who 

* forbids him to reftore any prifoners of war ; I 

* will do my .endeavour to get the men releafed, 
' take my word, and reft fatisfied. 

^ I am to acquaint you that all the Bng^ifli are 

* Roman Catholick^ that there is pow a church at 
^ Jamaica, and that thofe four that are with us» 

* having changed their religion^ are willing to live 

* amongft us/ 

This we faw was only a pretence to detain our 
men, and this fly refufal, together with the trouble 
we were In, for thie loife of thofe who died conti- 
nually of their wounds, through the violence of 
the potfonthfit had got into them, forced us, though 
with reluftancy, to refolve to fend twenty of his 
people's heads to the prefident in a canoe, and or- 
dered him to be told, that if by the twenty-eighth he 
did not fend us all our men, wewould fend him the 
heads of all the reft of the prifoners. I confefe this 
was. a violent way of proceeding, but we had i^p 
other method left us to bring the Spaniards to rea- 
fon ; and* we knew them to be a people, \yho, with- 
out we had ftiewed this refolulion, would defpife, 
K 9 and 
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«and be fo much the more bexit to ruin us m a (knt 
time, by how muck the more indiSerent we {hewed 
ourfelvcs; for they are ufually no otherwife courage- 
ous, than when they believe their enemies are of a 
daftardly nature. 

On the twenty-eighth,betimes in the morning, came 
a perfon on board, who brought us our five- mfco, 
-whereof four were Englifh, and the other a French 
man, together, with fome refreihments for the 
mounded jneo, and a letter to this purpofe : 

Tie prejtdent ef Panama^ s letter* 

** T Sehd you all the prifoners I had in my power, 

* "■- and, if there had been more, you Aioa)d have 

* had them deliirered : but, as for thofe that ape 
' in your cuftody, I will leave that to be managed 

* according to your own honefty and the pradlice of 
^ war/ 

Hereupon we fent him a dozen of the moft 
wounded amongft their men, and writ to him the 
•following letter : ' ' 

j4 letter for the prejident of Panama. 

.;* U AD you ufed us in this manner when we fent 

* ^^ to you for the releafemeut of cmmt five men 
. • whom you fent us, you would havefaved the lives 

* of thofe wretches> whofe heads we have fent you, 
< and whofe death you have been the occafionof : 

* iwe give you. a dozen men by way of exchange, 
« and.rec|uire twenty tboufand pieces of eight for 

* th^|(|W)m of thofe that are ftill behind : but, in 
'J^W?!^ thereof, we (hall put them out of coodi- 

4f tlonto fend us poifoned bullets again ; ^yhich is fo 
:\ mariifeft a contravention of the laws and maxims 
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* of a juft war, that if we were minded to puni(b 

* according to the rigour of thofe rules prefcribed 

* thereby, wefhould not have given one man of 
*-them quarter;' 

Gur five mien, whom the Spaniards gave up to ns, 
farther confirmed us in the account we had of the 
maflacring of the three fore mentioned parties in the 
river of Boca del Chica, whereof they themfelvcs 
were eye- wit nefTes. About twelve a clock of the fame 
day, which was the twenty-eighth, we weighed, and 
anchored again at Tav6)ga to take in water. : and 
whilft matters were concluded on between the' 
Spaniards and us, in refpeft to the ranfomlng of their 
people, we required they (hould come to a treaty 
with us, which they confented to, and fent us daily 
divers canoes full of merchandize aod-otherrefrcdi- 
meats, at! which we had* dog-cheap of them, ex- 
cept meal, bifket, meat, and other provifions which 
they kept back, the rcaforv whereof might be eafily. 
guefled at. 

On the twenty-ninth their meflenger returned, who* 
gave us an account that he had been about the city to 
get the ranfom, and that they had not got above fix 
thoufand pieces of eight together ; but, as we were 
eager to be gone, we told them they muft fend us 
tea thoufand pieces of eight, or elfe we would go 
into the city to fetch them. The eflfeft of this 
blaftering was, that on the firft of November 
came a canoe to tell vs that a bark would bring us. 
next day the fum we demanded ; and on the fecond 
two of our men diied. 

As we faw nothing coming -from Panama, we 
madie ready and entered into the port, and when- 
we had hong out our main flag, we fired a gun ; 
they anfwered our fignal by putting up a white flag 
topon. one of the baftions of the fort>. to give us 
K 3 notica 
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notice that the money was not yet ready^ whkb 
made us pat out agaia, and lie all fiight at the capp 
before the mouth of the port. Next day came to utr 
a knight of Malta in a bark, wherein he bronght us 
ten thoufand pieces of eight, and received the (ui- 
foners from us* On the fifth we anchored at Ot- 
toqua, in order to victual our ibips^ on the (eventh 
two of our men died. 

On the eighth, the Indians who had been our 
guides in our pa(fiige from the North to the South 
iea» and who kept clofe with us ever fmcc, were 
taken or murdered by the Spaniards upon thb ifland 
of Ottoqua, in revenge for the fervice they had done 
us : on the eighth in the morning, we put fifty men 
afbore, to fee if they could find tbi place whereunto 
the Spaniards had withdrawn theinielves, whom' we 
could not find in their babitations, that we might 
know what they had d<nie with thofe Indians ; but 
we could find nothhig, fitve their 'money and bag« 
gage, which they had hid in a vault. 

The fame day at noon captain Towndey died o^ 
his wounds : we threw his body i»ro the fea, ac- 
cording to his defire, with fuch ceremonies as are 
nfuai upon thefe occafions : on the tenth we weighed, 
and came to an anchor ^t King's Klands^ and two 
days after died one oi our wounded men. On the 
- feventeenth we put out with the little frigate and 
long bark, to fail to the port of Panama, to ice 
whether they had any (hips there that might come to 
infult us, while our veffch were a careening. We 
had a N* W. wind, fo tbat we could not reach 5ieifles 
of Pericos before the tenth, when we found our- 
felves under the forts of that town. We furled our 
low falls, and, as the Spaniards faw U9 bring tOt 
they gave us three guns, after they put up Durguo* 
dian colours upon the windward baftion : but when 
we underftood tbete waa no fhip ia that place 
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whereof we might be afraid, we went out a cruizing 
between Tavoga and Sippilla, we- being refolved to 
watch thofe two fliips that were to come from Lima, 
and in the mean time we fent one of our periaugucs to 
bid Qor mea careen the veilels with aU expedition, 
and that they need fear no danger from Panama 
We had very bad weather in this channel ; it blew 
roand all the points of thecompafs with fuch violent 
whirlwinds, that the fea grew very bolAcrous : but, 
on the twenty-eighth, the weather proving more mo- 
dcrate^ we difcovered aflvip failing all along the coaft 
of the main land, after which we fent two periailguea 
in chace : (he would have entered into the port of 
Panama, but they firing upon h^r from the fort, as 
believing (he was one of our fhips, fhe pafTed by, 
and our periangues took her : fhe caoie from Nato, 
and was Jaden with - provifions and fugars, which 
ihe was carrying to our enemies, who had the charity 
to put her back to us* 

On the eleventh, being not able to fee any thing 
of what we waited for, w^ failed for the King's 
Iflands, and, as the nKx>n ihone bright, we found 
the currents very flrong there alfo, which obliged 
us to anchor in the channel, with all the tides con- 
trary to us, from twenty to forty fathom water : we 
arrived on the fixteenth at the idand where our fhlps 
were careening, and fcund them all ready done. ■ 

The fea round about thefe King*s Iflands, whereof 
I have fpoken fo much, is full of a great many very 
large whales, who are infefted by a fi(h they call 
efpadon, that afTaults them continually with a kind 
of fifh-bone, like unto a fabre, faflened to tl^eir 
- heads ; and this makes thofe monih-ous animals to 

S've fuch leaps and rebounds, that they raife them- 
Ives, continually above the water: but to return 
from a great fiih to a fmall one, I fhall fay, that^ 
befides pearl-oyflers, which are to be found in thofe 
K 4 parts 
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parts in great numbers, there are alfo others that arc 
exceeding good, and fo large that they arc forced to 
cut them into four parts to eat them, and they are, 
when roafted, exceeding white. 
' We departed on the eighteenth, and failed for 
thofe Iflands that are in the main, where we came to 
an anchor on the nineteenth in the morning, and on 
the twentieth put out with our galley and two peri* 
augues to go to a fugar-plantation which ftands two 
Jeagues to leeward of Panama, giving orders at the 
fame time to our fhips to come and anchor there 
three days after us. We poflTeffcd ourfelves of the 
faid plantation, and feized all the people belonging 
thereto, who told us there was a courier come from 
Chiriquita to Panama, who reported he had feen two 
{hips, and as many barks, belonging to the Free* 
booters, anchor at the port of that town, who 
came for provifion there, wherewith we were fomc- 
what furprized, and could hardly believe thofe Free- 
booters would have left fo good a coaft as that of 
Peru was (whither welcnew they were gone) to 
come thither, which is much worfe ; which djfierence 
arifcs from no other than the abundance and quality 
of the provifions that the former produceth, whererf 
I (hall give you an account hereafter : we were alfo 
informed by thefe prifoners, as it was very true, 
that a galley, which we knew well enough was ia 
building at Panama, was finiflied, that {he carried 
fifty- two oars, five pieces of cannon, and forty pa- 
tereroes ; that there were, what with thofe come from 
Carthagena and Porto Bello, five hundred men come 
to go on board her and two periaugues, and that they 
watched the opportunity of our paffing before their 
port, as we had ufed to do, to the end they might 
put out in the night, and furprize us during the ab» 
fence of our other (hips, whom they fuppoled to be 
ftill a careening, On the twenty-fourth we anchored 

at 
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atOttoqua, to gather mace and rice that were ftill 
-ftaading on the ground ; and next day being appre- 
henfive, according to- the report of our prifoners, 
that there might be free-booters at Ghiriquita, we 
fent a bark thither, to give them notice, if fbe found 
it to be really fo, that we would come up to them as 
foon as we had taken in fome provifions along the coaft x 
we put nineteen prifoners on the twenty-ninth a(hore^ 
and made ready to depart with an eafterly wind : we 
were got, on the thirtieth in the morning, over-againft 
the bay of La Villia ; we ftraitened our round top^ 
being afraid to come by it : we embarked in the- 
evening on our canoes, and on the thirty-firft at mid- 
night went afhorc. We were quickly difcovered by 
a party that went the rounds, which made us ufe all 
the diligence imaginable ia order to get into the' 
town, before they had time to make themfelves ready t: 
but our guide having led us outof the way, another 
party making the round pafled by, who no fooner 
few us, but they made all the hafte they could to^ 
get away, yet we fired upon them prefently, which, 
difmounted three of them, and one we took prifoner, 
whx> told us we were ftill three leagues diflant from 
La Villia, and that we were gone out of our way, 
that 'all the people there were at their arms, and thar. 
they had had a reinforcement of fix hundred men. 
fent them from Panama. Upon this information we: 
ftopped (liort, and were forced to return back again^ 
becaufe we knew very well that we were difcovered, 
and that fo we loft all our labour. Before we Vent: 
on board, we went to eut to an Eftantia that was half' 
a league off from the fea-fide, from whence the.- 
Spaniards brought us back, by charging our rear 
from time to time> till that we had rfejoined our. ca- 
noes, whereO'i when we had reimbarked, we foundl 
budcives fo weary and fatigued, that we deferred till 
next day to go and join our (hip ; and this- being 
K. 5.^ Eecoiived 
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perceived by the Spaniardsi they fired fo furiouf]^ 
vpoa us» that we were coaftraioed to go aod lie at 
anchor farther from the (bore. 

On the lecond of November we rejoined our (hip» 
that were cruiziDg is that bay» Is the evening we 
i^Bchored between the idand of Igoana and the con- 
titient over-agaioft (bme hatto*s we faw there, witH 
a defign to go and fee for fome fnrovifion ; to which 
end we went afiiore on the third at booq, where we 
found the Spaniards got together, with whom we 
fought for half an hour ; they killed us one man, 
and wounded another : but they could not hinder us 
to go to the next h«ttOj where we found no fort of 
cattle, for the Spaniards had carried away and drove 
them before them ; here we lay this night ; but the 
Spaniards being unwilling to let us have any reft^ 
we were forced at midnight to march est agaioft 
them, and made them quit the field to us. 

On the fourth we returned on board our vef- 
fels, having brought only iomit little refreihments 
along with us to our wounded men ; and that even^ 
)ng failed away with a wed wind, keeping out to 
fea to the fifth at noon^ when we returned to land ; 
at midnight we fleered S. S. £. as near the wind 
as we could till the fixth^ that we were brot^ht 
back to the (hore; about the middle of the following 
night we difcovered a veflei under fail, and joined her: 
it was the bark that we had fent to Chiriquitay who 
meeting with very bad weather^ was conArained to 
put back under the nK>rn or cape of Puercos. On 
the fevench, being not able to dbuble the morn, be* 
caufe of the contrary weft winds, we fent our galley 
to Chiriquita, infiead of our bark ; we could not 
double the morn bfore the twelfth : and we had a 
blaft of wind on the night, that, in idelf, was ,&• 
Tourable enough for our courfe» but the currears 
carried us fo to keward^ that we Were illH on the 
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thirteenth fix leagues to leeward of the morn We 
fleered W. N. W. bearing upon the Ifle of Tygcrs, 
the which ftands fix leagues N. aud S. from the 
continent, between the river of St. James and thi» 
' morn or cape of Puercos : on the fourteenth at 
jQight we were apprehenitve, left we ibould be drove 
too near the (here. 

On the fixteenth we arrived at St. John's Idand, 
where we met with our galley returned from Chiri- 
quita, having found nothing of what flic fought for 
in that place ; which flili increafed the fufpicion we 
had already entertained, thac the prefident of Pa- 
nama had caufed a falfe report to be fprcad abroad, 
that fome frce-booters had been there, that fo he 
might get us to quit his port, and make way, by 
our abience, for thofe fhips that were cxpe^ed from 
Peru to enter into Panama ; and this, fo much the 
more heightened our courage, in that we came to 
underAand, one day after another, the cowardice 
and daftardly nature of this proud nation, who,, 
with her three-decked ihips, mounted each of them 
with eighteen pieces . of cannon, and having four 
hundred men on board, were afraid of pitiful barks, 
who had but four guns, and fome patereroes in all, 
with which, however, we waited for them. 

On the eighteenth we brought our gallies and ca- 
noes adiore, in order to clean them ; two days after 
we departed, with an intention to take fome pri- 
foners, from whom we might obtain certain inteJli- 
gence of the truth or falfhood of any free-booteta 
having been at ChirTquita, for they might have been 
gone before we had fent thither, and, upon our de- 
parture, we appointed our fhips to rendezvous at the 
ifle of St. Peter, .there to urry till we returned. 
On the morning of the twenty-fourth we went aflione 
two leagues to the leeward of the river Pueblo Nuevo, 
wtierei after we bad travelled till about four in the 
K 6 after* 
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afternoon, to difcover fome houfes* we faw two 
horfemen, one of whom we dlfmouoted, font he 
xnade his efcape, and took the other, of whom we 
alked where we were ; and being informed that there 
was; about half a league from thence, a borough 
called St. Lorenzo, we went that way, and arrived 
thei-e in the twilight : here we took a great many 
prifoners, who told us they bad heand of. no free- 
booters from the time we had taken Chiriqdita, 
which now fully confirmed ii& m a belief of the 
amufement the prefident of Panama had entertained 
us with: on the twenty-fixth we returned to the fea- 
£de with our prifoners, and dlfcovered our ibips that 
"were failing to the place of rendezi^us, to whom 
we fent a canoe, to give them notice to come and 
anchor at an ifiand which is over-agalnft, and three 
quarters of a league diilant from the port. of St. 
Lorenzo. 

This borough flands a league and a half widiin 
■land,, and is, in my opinion, no 'more than a vil- 
lage ; it is inhabited partly with Spaniards, and 
partly Indians, who, as I have already faid, have 
been reduced -by degrees, and fubmitted thcmfelves 
fo the Spaniards : it is a yeny open country, and a 
man is fo far from being fure of what place he is is, 
that he would believe himfelf to be at Chiriquita, 
when here, fo like is t|ie one to the other, as well m 
refpeft to the borough and places adjacent, as for 
the cour/e and difpoiitioa of the rivers wherewith 
k isr watered. 

On the twenty-fixth in the evening we went on 
board our fi)ips with ouf pri&ners, and agreed widi 
them upoiv what quantity of provifion they were to give 
us for their ranfom ; on the twenty-fcventh we fent the 
fcither or curate of the place aftiore, to difpatch the 
fending of it : on the twenty -eighth the Englifti, who 
laade part of ouc flcet^ defired us to come, together^ ia 
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order to make a divifion of the (hips and artillery we 
had taken, as being deiirous to be in a.fhip by them'> 
ielves, which was prefently.done. On the fiift of De* 
cember we fent a canoe to the continent, and the men 
that were in her told us, they had feen a troop of 
horfe wha threatened them at a diftance with their 
cutlafles, which made us at, night, to the number 
of a. hundred men, go afhore to fee them: on the 
fecond we waited for them in their town of St. Lo« 
l^eozo, but, no body appearing, wc bjirnt it. As 
foon as the Spaniards faw the fire, the commander 
of the place came to offer us a fum of money for 
the ranfom of the prifoners, which we rcfufed, be- 
caufe we had much more need of provifion : we 
told them, if they. did. not fend us the iame^ 
purfuant to the agreement we had already made with 
iheir people, they fhould have no more to do than 
to fend for their heads away from the ifland. In. 
the faid commander's houfe we found the following 
letter writ by the tenicnt of Chu*iquita: 

J letter from the tenient of Chiriquita tothecom^ 
mander of the town of St, Lorenzo^. 

•SIR, 
«• T HAVE fent you, by way of reinforcement, all 

* * the men which I could get together: ufe your 

* endeavour »► to take one or -other of the enemy, to 

* the end we may know what they defign to do, 
*■ about which our generals are mightily concernedi: 

* order the catdeto be drove away from thefea-fide, 

* and put tliem into a place fit to lay an ambufcadc^ 
^ to the end that the enemy, fevering from one ano* 

* ther, according to their ufoal manner, in order to 
-* kill them, it may be fo much the more eafyfor 

* you ' to fecure fome one of them : but, if you 
*- cannot dO' that,. lay an ambufcade at a place where 

• you 
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* yoQ think they will put our prifoners afliore, and 

* let them (hew you thofs perfons whom they have 
^ obferved to be moft refpeded on (hrp^board ; (b 
'^ that, if God gives us the advantage over them, 

* do not you cut them off, but fend them to roe ; 

* efpecially interrogate the women, that you may 

* know whether they have met with fome weak fel- 
' low that hath made any difcovery utfto them/ 

This letter made us keep more upon our guard 
than otherwifc we would have done, and we re- 
turned on board our (hip 'that evening : on the third 
We went in a canoe a(hore, to fee whether they had 
brought the provifion agreed upon for the ranfom of 
their people, but, inftead of that, we faw them 
bufy in raifing an intrenchment near the place where 
they expef^ed we (hould make our defcent, which 
gave us to underAand they purfued the orders pre* 
fcribed to them by the forefaid letter. On the fourth 
we put thofe prifoners aihore upon the ifland where 
we had anchored, and left them there, without any 
further expe^bing of their ranfom, that fo we might 
fecure ourfclves againft that ambufcade whereinto 
we mud have fallen, had we fent them to the fame 
place where we took them. 

In the evening we weighed and failed for the bay 
of Boca del Toro, with an eafterly breeze that pirt 
us forward : on the fifth we doubled the point of 
Porica, which is ten leagues to leeward of that bay* 
at the height whereof we were becalmed till the 
tenth ; when, towards evening, a fmall wind blow^ 
iDg from the fea arofe, which brought us to the 
mouth of the bay: but the fame was followed by 
fo terrible a tempefV, that our (lup lay for an hour 
in fuch a manner, that (be was under water as far 
as her great f(;utt]e; and what amazed us was, that 
our ropesi (hoets^ and clulings wer^ cat (b cleverly, 

as 
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as if the fame bad been done wttb an hatchet : how* 
fver, this tearing of our rigging ferved us in good 
itead, for, had it not been for that, we had quickly 
gone to be nieat for fiihes ; for our fails, being held 
by no other than the wind and arms alone, the fail* 
yards, yet ftretched themfelves out along the mafts, 
and our fliip, by little and little, happiJy recovered 
herfelf : the wind was allayed in the du(k oF the 
evening by a greftt deal of rain that fell, wherewith 
we were becalmed ; and on the eleventh we had a 
foutherly wind, which brought us to an anchor in 
the bottom of the bay. 

The mouth of this bay of Boca del Toro is about 
four or five leagues in extent from one point to ano- 
ther, and eight in depth. If you would enter into it 
with fafety, you muft keep the whip of your rudder to 
Aarboard, becaufe it is dangerous to keep to the eaft 
fide. Here is good anchorage every-where, anc| 
alfo a covert ; one may anchor in the bottom of the 
bay within piftol (hot of land. 

There are four iflands contained in if, that ftand 
very near unto the main land to the eaft and north* 
eaft ', but it is not &fe to lie near them, becaufe of 
the many rocks that are there. Several fhie river^ 
difcharge themfelves into it, and lead us up them to 
divers Indian carbets, who have neither peace^ nor 
are in amity with any people whatfoever, no more 
fhan^hofe whom I have mentioned when I fpoke of 
cape la Vella and Boca deLDrago^ which yet does 
not hinder the Spaniards from pafling their caravant 
through the midft of their country, when they come 
from Cofta Rica to Panama : but then they muft be 
very well guarded ; and the great road, through 
which they pafs, is not above fix leagues from the 
fea-fide. 

On the twelfth we went to find out trees fit both 
toniake canoes of for carrying our wateri and canoes 

of 
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of war : on the twenty-fifth, bdng Chrifhnasdayy a(^ 
ter we had, according to cuftotD» faid our prayers in* 
the nighty one of our quarter-mafters being gone a- 
fhore» in order to take care about our eating fome i^c- 
tuals (for our (hips being a careening, all our provi- 
Cons were then put out) one of our prifoners, who 
fervedus as cook, ftabbed him with a knife infix feve- 
ral places, wherewith crying out, he was prefently re* 
lieved, and the aflaf&n puniflied with death. 

C H A P. IV: 

The Pree-booters voyage to the South-feas in i^S";,

|N the firft of January, 1687, our canoes being 
ready, we left this bay and failed for that of 
Ealdaira, that we might viftual there, and make an 
end of careening our (hips: we left them there on 
the (fecond, after we had given orders to thofe who 
had the charge of them, to come and join us in the 
bay, and we embarked two hundred men in our ca- 
noes, to crofs over to la Cagna, which is a fmall 
illand very inconvenient to draw near to, and (lands 
about a league north and fouth from the main land, 
between Boca delToro and Caldaira. We were (ix 
days in our paflTage before we could get thither, hav- 
ing only put forward in the night, for fear of being 
difcovered : being come on the fixth at night into 
the bay, our guide made us put in under a covert^ 
and told us that, to prevent our being difcovered; 
we (hould go afhore in that place ; which we had no 
fooner done, but we were condufted into a marKh; 
in the foundeft places whereof we funk in the mud 
to the very middle, infomuch thrft five of our men, 
of whom we could fee no more than their heads,* 
did not give us a fmall trouble to pull them out with 
cords we made fed to mangles, which- arc trees of 

tliat • 
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tbat name growing in this marifh : fo that, not know- 
ing how we fhould be able to free ourfelves from 
this wretched place, we lifted np our guide to the 
top of a tree, to endeavour, by the help of moon- 
light, to difcover how far we might be from found 
land : but he, finding himfelf now at liberty, fkipped 
like a monkey from tree to tree, and railed all the 
while at us, who could neither fee him, nor do any 
more than threaten him, which I belieye he little 
mattered. We fpent the reft of the night in mak- 
ing about an hundred fteps in this fweet place, 
where we cxaftly went the rounds, and from 
whence we could not come out till break of day, 
and not then neither, without being bedaubed all 
over from top to toe, and having our arms laden 
with mud. When we were in a condition to refleft 
a little upon ourfelves, and that we faw two hun- 
dred liien in the fame habit, and fo cnrioufly 
equipped, there was not one of us who forgot not 
his toil/ to laugh at the pofture he found both him- 
feif and the reft in. At length, after having in- 
veighed againft our guide who had fo cunningly 
laved himfelf when he faw us ftuck faft in the mire, 
we went into our canoes again, where we cleaned 
ourfelves as well as we could, as we did alfo our 
arms, and, after having left our covert, we met with 
a very pretty river, whereinto we entered, and went 
up it about two leagues, where we landed at an in^ 
trenchment. There we found the remains of the 
two (hips which the Spaniards had burnt, when an 
Engltfli free-booter, whofe name was Betiharpv 
came to careen in this bay, which made us fuppole, 
according to the relation that had been given us con« 
cerning it, that it was the embarking place belong- 
ing to Nicoya. We followed the road we found 
there, and marching about two leagues, at the 
end of them we entered, by the help of the bark« 

ing 
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ing of the dogs/ into a borough called San^^ Ca- 
taliaa, vrhere we took all the mhabitants pnfooers. 
Now as we were informed by them there, that, there 
was no more than three leagues to Nkoya,, we 
mounted fixry men on horfcback, in order ta go 
thither ; but we met half way vvitl) horfemeB> whom 
we could not reach, and who, returning back with 
full fpeed,. gave the inhabitants notice of our march 
towards them, infomuch that, by the time we got 
thither, they had already hid ail their e£&£ls, and 
were expeAlng our coming upon the place of arms, 
from whence we drove them, after we bad fuftained 
their firft difcharge, with which they neither killed 
lior wounded oae of our men. While we were ga* 
theiing what prOvifion "we could together, we feat 
out fmall parties into the neighbouring places, who 
brought us fome money, and, among other things^ 
the governcr's plate and all his moveables. 

On the eighth we left the town, and went to re^ 
join oor people at SanAa Catalina^ where we ftald the 
remainder of that day : at night came two of the 
enemy's ceidinela thither, one of whom we killed ; 
for th^, not knowing we were in die town, were 
come to give the Spaniards notice that they faw three 
lail of ihlps entxr iato the bay, and that they were 
enemes : iwt this intelligence came too late. On 
the ninth weleft this place togo ioin our canoes again^ 
on which being embaijied, we Mt one of our pri- 
fofiecs a&ore to go and raife the ranfom of thofe 
we carried along with us ; and, on the tenth, we 
got on board our ihips that lay a( anchor in the bay* 
We had found amc^ the governor of Nicoya's 

pers three ktoera^ which were theCb that fol- 

w, 
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TTfC govt^TMr^ or general of the provinee of Cofi^k 
Mica his Utter to the prepdent of Panama^ dated 
May 2^ 1 686. 

* S I R, 

* 'TpHIS ktter is to let you know rf the taking of 

* * our dear town of Granada by pirates 01^ 
' the tenth of the laft month : they came afhore'at a 

* place where we had no ceniinels, we fuppofioa 
*■ there was no occafion for ir> becauie the fea is io 

* high there ; they paHed on crofs a wood like fa 

* many wild hearts : we had the good fortune to 

* have notice of it by our fifhermen, though w« 
' were already upon our guard ever fince the news 
' we had concerning them from Lefparfo and Ni^

* After they had (laid for the fpace of four day^ 

* in our fort, they fent to require us to ranfom the 

* town and prifoners they had uken ; but, we her 

* ing not very forward to return an anfwer to their 
' propofal, they burnt it, and went their ways. 

' Seignior 
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' Seignior don John de Caftilla-, ferjeaat-major, 

* went out to obferve them with his men ; but, ooi 
' knowing they took away our artillery, he attacked 

* thefe enemies of God and goodnefs^ abSut a i^ile 

* from the town ; but they,, being refolved to make 

* their way through, or to die upon the fpbt, flew 

* fo great a number of his men, that the reft fled,* 

* and left their commander alone. 

• We have taken one of their men, who told us 

* they came to our province upon no other defign 

* than to know the ftrength of it, though it is not

* and have abandoned their comrades, who looked

•SIR, 

* 'T^HIS is to give you notice of the advices I have 

* ^ received from Carthagena, by the way of 

* Puerto Bello. The king of France, fuppoSSng

' contribution ; and, feeing there was fo vaft an in-

* r^Aptain Francis Grognet is icparated from his 

* ^^ fleet at Realcguo, and gone afliore with aa 
** hrindrcd and fifty men upon the ifles of Napalla : 

* we took three df their men, \Vbo told us, that 

* thofe of them, that were gone up towards Pa- 
^ nama, had a defign to return to the North-fea. 

* The peace we have made with the Indians will Ao 

* us more hurt than good : we were concerned, at 
« lead, to obferve their motion, and flop at that paf- 

* fage. Thofe people, feeing no place wherennfo 

* to retire, became as lb many enraged dogs : we 

* had no need of that, for wherever thefe irreligious 

* wretches fet their feet on land, they always win 

* the viftory. If you pleafe, let them have free 

* padage, that we may be at reft ; they came ten or 

* a dozen times aftiore, without knowing what they 

* wanted. Send us a man who underftands the way 

* of fea-fighting, for I am of opinion they will never

On the twdfth, as we faw no ranfom come, we 
fet out to go ourfelves to Nicoya to fetch it, where 
we arrived next day; we fent out feveral parties alfo 
in fearch of fome viftuals, which the people bad 
hid, and fent one to treat with them about the rah- 
fomiDg of their towni The t«n1ent told us the go- 
vernor was gone for relief to Cofta Rica, and that 
he had no orders to pay any ranfom, farther than 
what had been agreed on for the prifoners, which 
was all ready, and that he would not have us be im- 
patient, if we received not the fame as foon as wc 
dfiiired it, bccaufe they having no canoes whereby 

to 
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to fend the money to us by fea, which might have 
been done in half a day's time (the paflage was fo 
jQiort that way) had been obliged to have it carried 
on mules backs by land, which was four days jour- 
Bey. When we had received this aofwer, we fcnt 
again to tell him that our intention was to have 
been ^one next day ; but that, however, feeing he 
waited in expectation of fuccours, we would wait 
alfo ; but, at length, growing impatient that things 
w«'e fo long retarded, we went our ways on the 
feventeenth. 

Two days after, being the nineteenth, they came 
to tfaefi^a-fide, over-againft the place where our veflTek 
lay at anchor, and bronght us jhe ranfom they had 
promifed.for the prifoners, whom we lent a(hore at 
rtbe iame time. We gave them a letter which Axne 
•writ to the governor, wherein we fent him word, 
if he would let us know when his reinforcement came, 
we (hodld not 'fail to attend him and that, in the 
mean time, if he did not fend usfo many horfe-load 
of bifcult and mace, as we required of him, for the 
rarifom of the town, he might aflure himfelf we 
fiiould go and burn it. 

On the twentieth we weighed anchor, and went 
to one of the iflands in this bay to careen our veHels. 
On the twenty-fccond we went off in our canoe, leav- 
ing no more men with our ftiips than were neceflary 
to careen them, and fought out fome hatto*s, where 
we might get neceflary fubfiftence, to the end we 
mijght lay by, and keep in-ftore thofe provifions we 
had got together on board, and whereof we fhould 
have occafion in the execution of an enterprize we 
had formed upon the town of Queaquilla. On the 
twenty- fecond, at night, we went afhore at Caldaira, 
where we were difcovered by the centinels, who, as 
they made their efcapes, fet fire unto the Savanas, 
in or^er ta fiop our paflage ; howeverj this did not 

hinder 
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hinder us to readi the little town of Lefparfo, which 
had been almoA intirely abandoned lince the time of 
our being there before. 

On the twenty- third we had the curiofity, or rather 
humour, to purfue the firft road that ofFeredJtfelf to 
our view at our departure ; and, after we had 
inarched about a league on, we difcovered about two 
hundred horfe upon our Hank and in our rear: a 
Spaniard, who was advanced before the reft, made 
a thoufand mouths at us, and reviled us as much, 
which gave us an occafion to hide five of our mea 
that were behind the reft, in the grafs, that was ex- 
ceeding high upon both fides of the way, and leave 
our main body to marqh on ;. fo that when our 
Spaniard, who ftill followed our people, went to paTs 
forwards, he was quickly difmounted, and we made 
him make a grimace in good earneft: we qucftioned 
him according to our ulual ceremony, that is to fay, 
by putting him on the rack, about the place where 
we were : he told us we were on the highway of 
Garthage^ and that all places were quite forfakea 
froni thence to this town, which was no lefs than 
twenty-feven kagues, out of an apprehenCon his 
country had, left we fhould go and force them to 

, grant us paffage to the North-fea, as their chief 
officers had caufed it to be reported among them. 

• He alfo gave us information, that^hey had four hun- 
dred men making their rounds, whereof the two 
hundred we faw were of that number, being de- 
tached to obferve the time of our landing, that fo 
they might retire to a ftrong retrenchment they had 
fix leagues on this fide the town, for to beat us back, 
in cafe we made that way. Being thus pre-adinonifhed, 
we thought it not convenient to go any further, oar 

. dQdgn being no other than to know the country, 
and tp get us fome viduals ; fo we returned to 
I-efparfo, and on the twenty-fourth rejoined our 

: canoes. 
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On the twenty-fixth we went afhorfe, nndcr the 
gaidance of our new prifoner, who brought us to a 
fiigar- plantation, where we divided into two com- 
panics to go to two hatto*s, and took ail the people 
we could meet With there, who informed us, that 
feveral other hatto's, and fugar-plantations in the 
neighbourhood, had all together fet out two hundred 
armed men, who were gone in the evening to beat 
back the crew of tliree of the enemy's canoes that 
had landed at Colebra, where they had killed aild 
wounded divers Spaniards. We prefently imagined 
it muft have been captain Grognet that was come up 
that coaft, and therein we were not miftaken ; we 
immediately returned back to the fea-fide, to go 
with our canoes to meet him, and in crur way heard 
the noife of feveral cannon-fhot andfmall arms, to- 
wards the place where we had left our fhip cnreen- 
ing, which made us doable our pace, and reimbark 
io our canoes. 

As foon as we were got on board our fliips, we 
found captain Grognet, with three canoes there, who, 
with his crew, had been condufted to the faid place 
by one of our canoes, whom they had foitunately 
met in croffing this bay; and the firing we had heard 
was made by the one and the other, for joy of their 
meeting together. 

Grognet told us, that he came up this coaft with 
an intention to find out an uninhabited place, to the 
end he might land without c^jpofition, and to fetch 
a compafs crofs the country to get to the North-fea. 
We laid the danger whereunto he muft necefllirily 
cxpofe fo fmall a number of men before him (ihey 
being no more than fixty in all) that if he were re- 
folved to undertake fo dangerous an .enterprize, it 
were better he would ftay with us until we found a 
favourable opportunity torepafs together to that fea, 
as being better able conjointly to furmount thofe dif- 
VoL. II. L ^ ficu^ticr 
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ficulties which we might beexpofed to thereby. 
Being overcome with our rcafons, he ftaid with us; ., 
and after we had given him 'an account of the ad- 
ventures we had had fioce our feparation from him, 
he sdfo, in his turn^ entertained us with a recital of 
his, and told us, he had made feveral defcents in the 
bay of Napalla with various fucccfs, and that, among 
other things, in one of thofe defcents, the Spaniards 
had taken three of his men, who had been exchanged. 
fome time after for other prifoners. But that the 
Spaniards had fo far corrupted ihofe three men with 
the fine promifes they made them, while they were 
in their cuftody,. that, upon their return, they infir 
nuated into their comrades, in order to betray them, 
a deCgn of going to a very confiderable gold mine, 
which was fourteen leagues off from the fea-fide, and 
as many froaa Tinfigal, and that^ being prepoffefled of 
making their fortunes there, they had left the ifland 
where they were, to the number of an hundred and 
twelve men, and went aftiore upon the continent, 
with an intention to go to that mine, under the 
guidance of the prifoners, who knew the way, and 
towards which they journied only in the night-time, 
for fear of being difcovered ; that thofe three men 
who had been exchanged, and fold their friends to 
the Spaniards, pretended they were weary, and had 
occafion to reft, that fo they might not go with the' 
•reft; that, for all this, they departed two hours 
after, bringing to the Spaniards (who waited in a 
convenient place for them) all the prifoners that 
were afliore in the faid bay, and, after fome time, 
carried off the arms and ammunition of all the reft 
of our company that ftaid behind upon the ifland, 
who had no miftruft of them, whereof they laded 
a canoe ; but that the treachery, in the mean time, 
had nof had all the projedled tfftSt ; and that he 
and his men got to the mine without oppoiition, be- 

caufe

caiife the Spaniards, who bad made all things ready 
for malTacriog of them, when going afhore, got 
thither later than they (hould have done, and that 
through the fault of our renegadoes, who had too 
mudi precipitated the departure of their comrades, 
whom they thusr faved by prefling them on to their 
roin : that they had got no great purchafe ac 
the mines, becaufe there had been orders given be- 
fore for faving their treafure ; though, after all, it 
was not above an hour's fpace that they had got away 
four hundred and fifty pounds of gold, that was al- 
ready prepared. That yet they found fome pounds 
fBll Irft, and took fome prifoners, who were fur- 
prized by them, as not expe<5ling their company fo 
foon, and that they alfo did believe they had beca 
defeated by the way, as the defign had been formed 
againfl them. 

That when they had flald two days at this mine, 
and being intent upon returning with his men to the 
fea-fide, he met with a body of Spaniards on the 
way, waiting for his coming, and making a mean, as 
if they would, now upon his return, make amends 
for the fault they had committed, in not preventing 
his defcent. Their commander fcnt a trumpet to 
captain Grognet, to know if he were minded to 
fight, who being anfwered, that he defired nothing 
more : the Spaniards fent a fecond time to tell him, 
that if he would give up his prifoneis,^ that tl>ey 
would grant him free pafTage; but he boldly anfwered. 
That, if they defired to have them, they muii come 
and fetch them by the help of their arms ; and,'as 
for the paflage, he would open his way through in 
fpight of them. That, having made themielves 
ready, the Spaniards had not the cournge to fi.iy for 
them, contenting themfelves only with firing a few 
mufquets at a diftance, and fo fairly too'; to their 
heels, while he purfued his march towards his canoes, 
L 2 ' which 
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which had, as good luck would have it, been left m 
a phce where the renegadoes could not (hew them 
lo the enemy. 

He told us moreover^ that, fome time after hts 
return from that mine, they had been at Pueblo 
Vicgo, by the way of a river that runs not above 
four leagues, and difcharges herfelf into the bay of 
Napalla; that they hadfdrprized the town, and that, 
after having refted there for fome days, as they were 
coming back to rejoin their canoes, they had met 
with an ambufcade laid for tliem under the covert 
of a retrenchment, guarded by fix hundred men out 
of the garrifon of Realeguo, which began to be in* 
habited again, with whom they had fought a long 
time : but, finding the Spaniards flood to it more 
tightly than ordinary, they threw thcDcifelves into 
their retrenchment, where, killing all about them 
that made any refiAance, they wrought a great 
flaughter amongft them; that one part of them 
continued prifopers, while the other fled without 
any more ado, and forfook their retrenchments as 
well as the three colours they had fet up there : 
that the free-booters had lofl no more than three 
men, but that the Spaniards in the heat of the 
a6lion killed feveralprlfoners of the one and the 
other fex, which the other had brought away from- 
the town, who after this went on board their vefTels: 
that fome months after, not concurring with a defign 
which fourfcore-and-five of his men had taken, of 
going down towards the ifles of Calynfornia, he 
had refolved with the fixty that remained with him 
to go up towards Panama, where happening, as I 
have told you, to meet us, we gave both him and 
his rien room in our fh'ps, where we learned ihia 
whole relation from them. 

On the thirtieth we quitted our (hips, and went 
ia our canoes into fevcrgl rivers which difcharge 
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tbemfelves into this bay of Caldalra ; and, amongfl: 
the reft, into a very fine one, whereoQ we went up 
tea leagues, la all which fpace we always found her 
of the ianie depth and breadth. Several Spaniards 
told us, that, a matter of forty or fifty leagues higher, 
there was a mountain, from whence afifes the fpriag 
of this river ; and, on the other fide of the fame 
mountain, arifes alfo .a fpring, from which runs 
the river St, John, that difcfurgcs itfelf into the 
North- fea at the White Point. 

We took a large canoe, laden with tallow, in this 
river. Which fome time after .was of great ufe to us, 
by way of food, as we went to Queaquilla : we 
aHb found fome hatto's on this river's lide, where we 
refreflied ourfclves till the fixth of February, when we 
returned on board our (hips. On the twelfth we de- 
parted, in order to go the third time aiid vifitNicoya ; 
we arrived there next day in the evening, and pre- 
(eatly detach^ feveral parties to get us intelligence 
Goocerning the Spaniards, who never appeared fince 
they had threatened us with their fuccours, inftead 
of. -the ranfom we required of them for faving their 
town, which they ftill refufmg to fatisfy us for, we 
burnt it this third time, and, on the feventeenth, 
weat our ways. 

But though we were forced to chaftife the Spa- 
niai'ds in this manner, we (hewed ourfelves very exadt 
in the preCervation of the churches, into which we 
carried the piftures and images of the faints which 
we found in particular houfcs, that they might not 
be expofed to the rage and burning* of the Englifli, 
who were not much pleafed with thefe forts of pre- 
cautions ; thqr being men that took aK)re fatisfac- 
tion and pleafure to fee one church burnt, than all 
the houfes of America put together. But, as it was 
our turn now to be the (Ironger party, they durft 
dp nothing that derogated from that refpefl we bore 
to all thofe things. 

L 3 Nicoya 
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Nicoya was a fmall town, pldafant enOHgh taken 
altogether; its churches are very fine, and the hoa- 
ies as ill built ; they have a pretty river there, that 
runs about one half of the town round; but, when 
one is within, you cannot know "which way it is 
you have enttred, nor how to go out, becaufe of the 
height of the mountains wherewith it is furrouiided 
every way. • • 

We were no fooner gone from this town, but the 
Spaniards fent to fet fire to the roads through which 
we were to pafs, which yet we happily efcaped, 
becaufe they bad but juft begun to do it : we took 
one of their men who was hemmed in between ds 
and the fiVc, and who conduced us to feveral Elian- 
tia*s, from which we did not return before the twen- 
tieth. And on the twenty- fecond we put forty pri- 
foners artiore, who were too chargeable to be kept on 
board with us. 

Some men perhaps may be amazed at what I have 
faid concerning the burning of the roads, but they 
would be much more fo, had they feen it, as we 
have done : tfiere were two forts of places where 
this burning was wont to be praflifed, to wit, in the 
favana*s and woods : when the former were fet oq 
lire, whofe grafs was almoft as high as our heads, 
and alfo as dry, in a manner, as powder, we found 
ourfelves fo befieged on the right and left fide of the 
road with the flame, that it made us feel it to fomc 
purpofe, though the fame were of no long duration: 
but when thefe roads lead through covert and woody 
countries, as in the prefent occafion whereof I ^ 
fpeaking, and that once fire be fet thereunto, one 
may fee, according to the courfc of the wind, the 
country for feveral leagues burnt in a little time, to 
which the drynefs of things doth very much contri- 
bute, the fun being exceeding hot at that feafon. 
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On the twenty- third we fent ourquarter-ijiafter on 
board the Englifhi to make an agreement with them : 
we'propofed to goinconjunflion with them to tal-e 
Queaqurila (where the Spaniards d|;ove a great trac'e 
by fca) upon condition that, if we took two fhips, 
we fhould caft lots who fhould choofe, and that, in 
cafe there were but one taken, that then we would 
pat 6fry men of each nation on board her, till fuch 
time as we could take another, which they would not 
j^gree to, as mfifting upon the firft choice : fo that, 
feeing we could not bring them tocoftiply, we parted 
as well frohi them as from captain Groghet and fifty 
of our men who (laid on board him ; fo that they had 
an hundred and forty-two men in their (hip, and we 
an hundred andfixty-two in our frigate and long 
bark. 

On the t'winty-^durlh '^e weighed, and fet faiWor 
Queaquilla, which is the fifft maritime town on the 
fouth-cbaft, as you go thither from Panama; we 
made all the faibwe could tcy get thither before the 
Englifti, who had formed -the f^me defign as w^ had 
done ; we lay by till the twenty- fifth to get out of the 
bay, and, in paffing from the White Cape, we 
fleered S. S. W. S. and by S. W. and direftly S. 
to the twenty- eighth' in 'the evening, that we had 
on our ftarboard-fide a W. N. W. wind, bearing 
^s to tbeS. which lafted till the twenty-ninth, when 
we were becalmed in^the night; On the firft-of March 
towards noon arofea pretty frefti gale from the norths 
which made us bear S. S* W. and S. S, E. till the 
fourth in the morning, when an eafterly breeze took 
\i&, add made us bear fouth ; on the fifth arofe ^ 
N, W{ wiod ; and oh the eighth at noon we pafTed 
the e^nkldftial lirfe, leaving- the ifles of Galapa> 
whkh 4irfe bdow to tbe weft^ a dozen leagues to 
'kewai^d:. 

L4 Th«fe 
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Tbefe are dght iOands that ftaod N. aod S. oF 
the White Cape, and E. and W. firom Qoeaquilla ; 
they are full of fea tortolfes, that land there every 
hour of the day, and you cannot find a place to tread 
on or walk alone in the woods, for the great nnmber 
of land tortoiies, lizards, and agontUs that retire 
thither : the fea thereaboats is aUb fo frnitfol io the 
production of fifh, that they come to the very fands 
to die there; bat thefe advantages, on the other 
hand, are encountered with the want of water, 
whereof thefe iflands are entirely deftitnte. 

The wind, towards evening, came to N. N. E. 
and made us bear £. and by S. £• to keep to the 
continent ; the weather, on the tenth in the mom- 
^ng» gi^cw very dark, and, we having a ibotherly 
blaft, we bore eaft, and E. by S. E. till tjic 
eleventh, when we were becalmed* On the thkf^enth 
arofe aQ eaft wind, and we bore to tbc & S« E. 
upon a tadc, and N. N. £. and then lay by for ibpe 
time, becauie we did not know the currents : M t}ie 
fourteenth, having a N. £» wind, we bore £. S. )E. 
and accordingly, as it blew fre(h,, we fteered £• 
and by S. £. and £. On the fifteeatli, two bears 
before day*light, we. had a ftorm, and then a S. 
wind ; we fteered eaft all that day, but we had fucb 
bid weather the following night, that w$ could not 
carry our falls ; next day about noon the weather 
grew better, and an eafterly breeze prefenfeed ; we 
lay by till the eighteenth at noon, when we difco- 
vered a Qiip to windward of us, to whom we gave 
chace till the evening ; fbe proved to be the Englifli 
fhlp that had parted from us when we came out of 
the bay of Caldaira, wh6, knowing who ^e wiq^^ 
put into the cape. We came to leeward of her, but 
ihe fpread out her fails, and got to leeward of us. 
After we had given one another this falutttioD» we 
put out for two hours to fee which failed beft, but 
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kaowing at laft they were the. better faUors, ahli 
fearing they might reach Qaeaquilla before us, we 
defired them tojoifi with m in our defign, to which 
when they agreed, we fetfail together ; we found 
ourfelves much perplexed to know what latitude we 
might be in, fmce we had not fesn the fun for ten 
days together ; but it happily fell out, that it ap« 
peared on the nineteenth : our pilots computed we 
-might be about twenty-five leagues to windward of 
Queaquilla, and fixty leagues from land ; but the 
winds varied to that degree, that we could make no 
wa.y, and many times went contrary. 

On the twentieth we had a weft wind, and fleered 
E. and by S. E. till the twenty-firft, when we were 
becalmed : on the twenty- fourth arofe a S. wind, 
and on the twenty-fixth an eafterly breeze ; at laft, 
tiie wind perfifting to be contrary, we were reduced. 
to great want of vifluais, for we had already been 
vipon oar paflage longer than our provifion would 
allow us : to which we may add, that fifh had, till 
now, been fo fcarce and hard to catch, that we had 
but little fupport from them : fo that, having on the 
cwenty-eighth taken an account of the remainder of 
our viftnalling, we were forced to retrench ourfelves 
fo far, as to eat but once in forty^eight hours : we 
alfo wanted water, and, had it not been for the help 
of rain, we had certainly died of thirft 5 but what 
made us amends for one part of our wants was, that 
we found ourielves, all of a fudden, in a kingdoiti 
of large fifties, fuch as emperors, tunnies, germbns, 
galdenies, negroes, bonitoes, and feveral others, to 
whom we gave no quarter, no more than to the fea- 
wolves, who, for all their ill fmell, could not efcape 
ns. During that time we bore to the N. E. the 
wind not allowing us to keep on our defigned courfe, 
that, if the worft came to the worft, wemight, by 
tliscourfe, reach the ifle of St. Jobn^ purfuant to 
L S the 
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the ckfigQ we had formed, upon meeting with this 
c;ontrary wind, of putting in there, in cafe the fame 
continued all the way: on the twenty-ninth, after w« 
had taken the latitude, our pilots computed us to 
be oppofite the ifle of Platta, thirty leagues to leeward 
of Queaquilla : on the thirtieth, being Eafter-day,. 
\ve were but one degree north-latitude ; in the> 
twilight the wind began to^low fre(b> and bore us 
Ei N. E. Next day the wind came S. S. W. we 
fleering eaft, eaft and by fouth-eaft, and E. S. E.. 
On the third of April we were becalmed; and as wc 
had for the fpace of two days, by the computation- 
of our pilots, failed towards land, they were of 
opinion that the currents deceived them, of whidi 
we made ourselves fatisfied by the following mannerr 
on the fourth, the weather being very calm, we fue- 
led our fails, and put out one of our periaugues, about 
whofe fore-caftle we fpun fixty fathom of our fmalleib 
rope, made faft unto a grappling-iron, and, from that 
coaft fhe made from, the tide ran along her fide with 
as much fwiftnefs as the current of a river, and bore 
ta the N. K On the fifth' we caulked our (hips 4. 
towards midnight a S. W. wind prefented itfel^, 
and we bore S. £. 

On the fixth in the morning we difcovered land" 
both to windward and leeward of us;: we veered to, 
left we (hould be brought too near, and fleered S. 
On the eighth we were about four or five leagues 
off, and our coafting pilots^ knew the place to be 
cape Pafho, which is under the Line thirty leagues 
to leeward of the ifle of Platta ; we had all hands 
aloft, and fleered S. On the ninth we bore to the 
S. S. E. till* the evening, and to the S. W. till tea 
at night, when we fleered to the S. S. E. and on 
the eleventh we were got to the height of the ifle 
of Platta, eighteen leagues out at fea.

On the twelfth at noon we faw the point of 
Sanfla Helena, which is fifteen leagues to leeward of 
^eaquilla, and forms the beginning of the bay that 
bears the name of that town. About twelve at 
sight we faw fire to windward of us ; we lay by 
till break of day, when we difcovered a {hip three 
leagues to windward of us, and, as we vvere be- 
salmed, we fent three periaugues to know what fhe 
was ; they found her to»be a -prize, laden with wine 
and corn, which captain David had taken as (he* 
came out of Nafca, and which was feparated fron\. 
him; he had put eight Englifhmen on board to con- 
duft her, who were to have their rendezvous, in* 
cafe of a reparation, at the ifle of Platta : thefe raen' 
told us> that, after they had left St. John's iQand,. 
they made feveral defcents,. and in feveral parts of 
that country, among others, at Sagua, Arrica, and 
Pifca ; that, in the lafl of thefe places, a relation of 
the vice-roy of- Lima came at the head of eight 
huqdred men to attack them with fword in hand, 
but that they were vigoroully repulfed 5 that tbey 
had alfo taken a great many fhipSj wiiich^. when they 
had pillaged, they let go again, fo that, finding they 
had got to thevalueof five thoqfiind pieces of eight 
a man, they had refolved to return to the North-fea,, 
and that, as they failed away for the.ftreights of 
Magellan, they fell to gaming, whereat many ioft all 
they had got ; that they had ancboredi in tne road 
which l^s- to the'/iflcs of Dom:Fernr^ndei, that 
Hand iq>on the brink of the ftrelght, ,to which 
place cam^ captsTm Willnet^ an Engliflimaa, who' 
had left them. long« before, and was come thither 
upon the fame defign with thcmfelves,. of repiffing 
into the North-fcas by the fame ftreights ; but that 
captain Deivi4' had altered bis refoludon, for that 
thofe.of his crew, who Iwrd foft' their* money, were 
ifm wUliQg.to leave thgtfo&asj.oor the .l)ip, tillihey/ 
L J kid 
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had taken another : that, as for thofe who had won, 
they went on board captain WiUnet,, out of which 
Ihip went alfo, at the fame ttme, fucb of hU crew 
as were without monqr* in order tago and get bxnt 
with captain David, and that fo they were cotoe 
back into the South-iea, to the number of fixty 
Englifh and twenty French, as Willnet was gene 
through the Areight for the North-fea ; that captain 
Peter Henry was gone for the Eaft- Indies, prefcatlv 
after captain Suams ; and iaftly, they told us (though 
we had been informed thereof before) that the 
SpaniOi fleetwas a careening at Puerto Cailao, whichi 
as I have already faid, is the place of embarkiogthat 
belongs to Lima. 

As thefe eight Engltfhmen did not think that 
captain David's frigate would rejoin them fo quickly 
at the place of rendezvous, 'they propofed going with 
us toQueaquilla ; which we fo much the more willingly 
agreed to, in that they gave us a (hare of their vic- 
tuals and drink, and a little revived amongfl us that 
vfual merriment, that had now for fome time been 
exiled from us by the abfUoences we were forced to 
undergo, wherewith we were extremely weakened; 
then we failed all night in their company, fleering 
S, E. and by E. 

On the fourteenth we furled all our (ails for fear 
of being difcovered from land, near unto which we 
were % about two arofe a fog, by fevour whereof we 
made ufe of our main-fail of all, as well to come 
ready rigged into xhQ bay, which is thirty leagues 
in length, as to get to windward of the river Quea- 
quilla, and to fpare ourfelves alfo the labour of 
rowing fo niuch, for, being fo extraordinary weak, 
we had not flrength to do it. 

We fteered all night S. £. and oa the gfteeoth 
difcovered the White Cape, which is the irindward 
cape of tbisbay % 4iboiu tea in Ike noraing) weem- 
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baikcd to the niYmbet of two hundred and fixty men 
CO board our canoes, after having ghren our (hips 
orders to lay by io the bay, tiU they heard news 
from us. We fieered all day long, for the ifland 
Sanfta Glara, with which we came up at fun-fetting; 
this Hide ifland is in reality nothing eUe but a rock^ 
(landing E. and W. fix leagues diftant from the con- 
tinent ; we were obliged to caft anchor with all the 
tides contrary to us, it being impoffible to put into 
this bay againft the currents, where we found fix 
fathom water : and on the fixteenth we found our* 
ielves between Sanda Clara and la Puna, about five 
leagues from the fhore. 

La Puna is a very pretty ifland, and may be dif- 
covered at a great diftance at fca, bccaufe of the 
form of it, refembllng a cardinal's cap ; it is twenty 
leagues in circumference, and ftands £. and W. 
two leagues from the continent, and orer-againft the 
mouth of the river Qncaquilla : there is a large bo- 
rough built upon it, where, in former times, were 
kept the king of Spain's magazines. Great fliips, 
that is, fuch as are two or three deck'd ones, that 
cannot come into the river, anchor between it anfd 
the ifland : we hid ourfeives in this ifland all day, 
and that with the good luck of not being difcovered 
by the centinels, who were there to the number 6f 
forty of them, though we knew nothing of it ; we 
departed in the evening, and got more foutherly, 
that we might not be difcovered from the contl- 
cent. 

On the feventeenth we hid ottrfelves again in a 
covert p4ace upon the fame ifland ; where, after we 
had got an exaA account from our prifoners of the 
ftate, fituaikm, and difpofition of the town of Quea- 
qoilla, which we were about to go and take, we 
tfifpofed of our forces in the folfowing order : there 
were fifty men making the foriorttliope, led by cap- 
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tain Picard, who commanded oar frigate, to attatk: 
the great fort ; fourfcore grenadiers, commanded by 
the captain of our bark, were to be in the nature of 
referves, and to ferve any where» as there ihould be 
occafion for them; capiain Grpgnet with the main 
body was to make himfelf mafter of die town and 

. port ; and captain George Hewit, who was com- 
mander of the £ngli(h (hip> with fifty of his men, 

. was to attack the little fort, and a thoufand pieces of 
eight was promifed to any one of the enfigns, whereof 
I was one, that (hould pitch the. firfl colours npoa 
the great fort. Things being thus rqgulated, we 
left our covert in the evening, believing we might be 
able to enter into the river of QueaquUla that nighty, 
before day-light appeared ; but, for all that, all we 
could do was to gainone of the points of the ifland, 
which is^ over-againft the river, for we could have 
the advantage of the tides coming in but for three 
hours, which was the reafon that on the eighteenth,, 
as we put off again, that we might the more readily 
get under the covert of the ifland, day overtook as, 
and fo difcDvered us to a. centinel,. who fet a cottage 
on fire as a figpal to the other centinels that were 
polled at convenient diftanceson-both fides the river, 
that he faw us, that fo thefe might advertife the- 
tDwn of it : as foon as we got aihore, we marched 
crofs a wood to get to the faid fire, where we found 
feme of thofe that had kindled it ; whereof two* 

^were killed as they fled to, fave themfelves, and a^ 
third was taken, but we could get no intelligence 
from him, for he was but aJittle boy. 

This day we difcovcred a (hip entering into the 
piver ; we let her pafs, being unwilling to come out 

.fivm under our covert to fall upon her, for iPear of 
beirg difcovered by thofe on the main land, whpi 

^wefuppofed, knew nothing of us, becaufe the in- 

.habitants of Queaquilla had not anfwered the fire* 

fignal 
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Upoa the approach of night we made ready, and 
entered into the river of Q^eaquHla by one of the 
^wo mouths we found there, and by which goes m 
and out witb the tide fo rapid 2^ current, that it. is 
enough to carry a canoe two leagues in an hour, fb 
that we made four fai the fpaee of two hours. 

There are two very fine i (lands in the two largeft 
parts of this river (which may be about half a league 
over) under the covert whereof we hid ourfelves 
on the nineteenth' all day long. We made ready 
ifl the evening, and had the pleafure to be carried 
up by the curpent, without the ufe of our oars, for 
fear left the centinels, who are always placed on this 
river's fides, (hould hear the noife of our rowing : 
Ae defigo of our guide was to pafs by and land be*' 
yond the town, becaufe he knew it was weaker, and 
worfe guarded on that fide than on the other ; but 
his projeA failed him, for the tide, now going out, 
was as injurious taus^ a& before it had been favour* 
able, and forced us to go a(hore, two hours before 
day, within cannon-fhoc on this fide the town, frdm 
whence we difcovered a great many lights, which 
rfiey ufuallykeep in thdr houfes all night long. 

This place, where we landed, is a country full of 
water and ftirubs, acrofs which we were forced to 
cut our way with our fabres ; but we did. not know 
we were unhappily landed over-againft a centind, 
nor that, half an hour after that, one of our mea, 
who was left behind to look after our canoes, ftruck 
fire to light his pipe withj. which he raftily did, con- 
trary to the exprefs prohibition we- had given him; 
which being perceived by^that centinel, he made no 
doubt but there muft be enemies near, becaufe the^ 
Spaniards, upon pain of death, forbid their people 
to fliike fire in the night; infomuch that he prefently 
difcharged a.' fmall' patereroe, to give the fort notice 
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of It, who readily aofwered the (ame with a wlM)le 
difcharge of their caDnon. Being overtaken at that 
iaftant of time with a ftorm c^ raio, we wei% obliged 
to put in for flielter into a great hoofe we found be- 
fore u$, to light the grenadiers matches, and wait 
till day appeared ; during which fpace the enony 
fired cootinnally from the town, to frighten and let 
us underfiond they were ready to receive us. 

On the twentieth at break of day wc marched out 
in order towards the town, with our drams beating 
and colours flying ; and, upon our approach, found 
ourfclves flopped by feven hundred men, who at- . 
tacked us from under the covert of a wall four foot 
and a half high, and of a ditch, wherewith the fame 
was encompaded towards the river*s fide, which made 
tts prefently fuppofe it to be then* fort, bavitig had no 
good intelligence of the iituation of the place. Tbey 
did all they could to repulfe us, and prefently killed 
foine of our then. Being encouraged vrith this little 
advantage, tbey had the boldnefs to fally out upon us 
with fword in hand ; bur, feeing we gave theoi a 
moft vigorous reception, tbey fled without any more 
ado, and contented themfelves with breaking down 
the bridges, to iiinder us from advancing : but this 
could not prevent our croffing the ditch, and getting 
to the foot of the wall, whereof we rendered oar- 
felves mailers, in fpight of all the refinance made 
by them, who were not proof againft our graoadocSi 
that drove them into the very houfes, which are all 
of them built on purpofe for places of defence, ia 
cafe they be attacked, and from whence in a fhort 
time we aifo drove them. They fled to the place of 
arms, and intrenched themfelves in a (Ircmg caze, 
which we call a redoubt, and which, when tbey bad 
defended for an hour's time, they were all forced to 
abandon, inibmuch that we purfued them firom fort 
to fort^ tkl we came to a thirds which is tbe.grea^e^ 
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and moft coofiderable of them aU : here they de- 
fended then^lves. a long time ; for they fired con* 
tinually upon us, by &vour of the fmoke of their 
•caoQon, which hindered us from feeing them. When 
ve were got to the foot of the pallifadocs, they (allied 
out again with (Word 4n hand, and, having woonded 
ibme of our men, they took one of them prtfioner ; 
but we quickly made them leave him, and to roa 
back into tlieir fort, after they had loft a great many 
men. At laft, being weary with about eleven hours 
fight, and our powder being now almoft fpent, m^ 
redoubled our efforts in fuch a manner, that we broke 
in upon them, and made ourfelves mafters of this 
laft fort, but not without lofs oh our fide, fince we 
had nine men killed, and a dozen wounded. We f<mt 
ont feveral parties at the fame time to purfue thofe 
that fled, who were ftill in fight <^ us, while llie 
other Roman Cathollcks went to fing Te DetOm in die 
great church, after we had firft put a g^rf ifoa into 
the fort. 

TbeiowQ of Queaquilla is almoft built roond about 
H Utile mountain, whereon ftand thofe three fiort$, two 
whereof are commanded by the third, which it the 
bi^geft, «Qd all of rhem coauiiaod the town. The 
gr^eateft, which is that againft which we bad fiioft to 
do, is no where ftrong, but to the river«ward, and 
the two lefler ones are upon the deicent of an hHI^ 
whi<:h aUb looks towards the river, and are each of 
them furrounded with a thin but very high wallon 
the outfide ; we found none but patereroes to defend 
it : ther-e is a commumcation between thefe laft two, 
and the other by a covert-way, on each fide whereof 
are two rows of paUifadoes fiUed with earth, and 
defended alfo with patereroes. In the great fort, 
whieh is alio befet with paUifadees, wie fonnd feven 
pieces of cannon, carrying from twelve to esghteen 
pound ball ; but they could not^ becaufe of th« 
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' elevation of the place, bring their guns tp bear low 
enoogh to incommode rhofe that were in the town, 
unlefBy by thundering agalnfl the hoiifes, they (hoidd 
be buried in the rums of them. The magaiines of 
powder ftand in the middle of the fort, and are 
flightly enough built. The town, as I have ob- 
fervcd, is to the river- ward, encompaffed with a wall, 
four feet and a half high, and three feet thkk : 
the ftreets are very ftraight : the parHh churches, as 
well as the convents, are very curioufly built ; the 
houfes are almoft all built with boards, and founded 
upon piles, for that in the rainy time of the yeir, 
which continues from the beginning of January ta 
the end of April, they are fo incommoded, as to be 
forced to n\ake "bridges, and raife banks of earth in 
all the ftreets, ^ keep off the water and mud. Their 
chief commodity is cocoa, of which they make cho- 
colate. We took feven hundred prifoners of both 
fexes in this place, and amongft the reft was the 
-governor and his family : he was wounded, as wdre 
feveral officers and men of quality, wha fought more 
bravely than five thoufand other men that dcfefldfed 
the place. 

We foutid in the place feveral forts of mefchandifo, 
a great many^pearls and precious ftones, a prodi- 
gious quantity of filver plate, and feventy thdufand 
pieces of eight at leaft; though there were three 
millions among thenvwhen we came thither: but, 
as we were all wholly taken up to make ourfelves 
matters of the forts, they laid hold of that oppor- 
tunity to make their efcapes along the river, with 
the greateft part of their moft valuable moveables: 
when' our canofes were come to anchor under the 
town, we wfere not backward to fend four of them 
away, in puifuit of the (hallops that carried the find 
niches of the toWn away, but then it was too late: 
tihey only took twcnqr-two thoufand pieces of cigbU 
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and a vermilion eagle gilt, that had ferved for a 
tabernacle to fbnie church, wreighing Cxty-cight 
pooads^ and was exceeding rare, as well for the 
workman(hip, as two great rocks of emeralds, where- 
with the eyes of it were made t there were fourteen 
baf ks in the poit, with the gallics, againft whom We 
fonght at Pueblo Nu€ro, and two of the king of 
Spain's fhips upon the flocks, almoft finifhed : we 
agreed with the governor in the evening about the 
pi ice of his family's, the town, fort, cannon, arid 
ihips ranfoms, they being to give us a million of 
pieces of eight in gold, and four hundred facks of 
corn ; and, in order to forward the payment of the 
faid ranfom, which was to be brought from the town 
of Qniito, eight leagues ofF, he defired us to releafe 
their vicar* general, who was a man of great autho- 
rity and credit amongft them. 

We found this governor's houfe fo richly fumUhcd 
and filled with fuch precious moveables, tbatnothitg 
in Europe could be more magnificent : the women in 
this town are very pretty ; but mofl of the fethers or 
monks live here at great eafe, and in fuch familiarity 
Vith the fair fex, that it is far from being a good 
pattern and example unto others : the fathers hated 
us to chat degree, that they perfuaded the women, 
' who had never feen any free-booiers, we were alto- 
gether unlike them, that we were not even of human 
form, and that we would both eat them and their 
children ; which made them conceive fo much hor- 
ror and averfion for us, that they could not be dif- 
poffefled thereofi till they came to know us better. 
But then, I can boldly fay, they entertained quite 
different ientiments of our perfbns, and have given 
us frequent inflances of fo violent a paflion as pro- 
ceeded fometimes even to a d^ee of folly. 

It is not from a chance ftory that I came to know 
the hnprefOons wrougbl ia thefe women, that we 
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\vere mea tfasu would cat them ; for, the next day 
sfter the taking of the town, a yoking gentlewoinaa 
that waited upoa the governefs of the place hapfiea- 
Jag to fail ioto my tiaiKis, as I was carryiog her away 
to tiie place where the reft of the priibners were kept, 
aad to that end made her walk before me, (be 
tamed back, and, with tears in her eyes, told me, 
in her own language, ' Senior, pur I'Amor de Dies 

* no mi coffio ;• that is, * Pray, Sir, for the love oi 

* Crod do not eat me ;' whereupon I aiked who had 
told her that we were woot to eat people ; (he 
anfwered, the fathers, who bad alfo afliired them,- 
chat we had not human (hape, but that we refembl^ 
monkies. 

On the twenty-firft fome of our men, who had 
made a (ire in the day-time in one of the hoa(e8 
of the town, came to the court of guard in the 
etemag, without ext3Qgui(bing of it; fo diat at 
■i^t itiet the town on fire; but the fear we were k, 
left the £une (houkl reach our court of goard, 
wfaereoo was lodged all the powder in the place, aiKl 
part of the merchandife and riches of the town, we 
were obliged to get all carried on board the barks 
that were in the port, and to bring all our prifoncrs 
ioto the fort ; and, when that was done, we eadea^ 
"voarrd to put a ftop to the fire, which yet burst 
down one third of the town, aotwithftanding sdl the ' 
pains we took to pot it out. 

We returaed on the twenty-fecoad m the ncioraiQg 
to our<ourt of guard, and fearing left the Spaniards 
might refttfe to pay the ranfom agreed on for the 
town, becat^ of this accident, we having pronciiied 
by om* treaty with them not to bum it, we took upon 
us to bdiere they were the caufe of it, and fent them 
a letter, wherein we gave them to underftand wc 
were much furprized at their manner of procedure ; 
that tfacy ibould, after our Agreement with them, 

come 
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come with a mifchtevous intention to bum the mer« 
chandife and corn that were of fo much ufe to us, aod> 
that we repented we had not left all the town to be 
burnt : that, if they did not pay us what we had 
fuffcred by the fire, we (houid fend them fifty of the 
prifoners heads r they thereupon excufed the matter 
to us, faying, they mnft be fome rafcally {pightfiil 
people that had done this, and they would take care 
to fatisfy us. 

On the twenty-third the gOT^mor furnifliedi|swith 
t coafHng pilot, whom we fent in one of .oor (Moes 
to fee for our (hips (to whom we had given ora^s 
they ftiould lay by in the bay) to bring them to aa 
anchor at the ifle of Puna, whither we were to go 
at our departure from Queaquilla, to wait for the 
pronrifed ranfoms : on the twenty-fourth, finding one 
ef our men was fick with the Aench which the dead 
carcafes, to the number of above nine hundred, ly- 
ing up and down the town, occafioned> we went our 
ways« after we had firft dlfmounted and nailed up 
the cannon in the fort, and carried five hundred 
prifoners, being the beft of the inhabitants, along 
with us, into our barks ; wherein we arrived with 
them on the twenty-fifth at Puna, where we found 
our (hips ready to caft anchor. 

On the fecond of May captain Grognet died of the 
wound he had received that day we took the town, 
when the feven hundred Spaniards oppofed our 
Catering the fort, and the fame day died four of our 
men alfo. On the fourth we fent our galley to the 
ifle of Platta, to fee if captain David's frigate was 
come to rendezvous there. 

The time allowed for the payment of the ranfom 
of Queaquilla being expired on the ninth, we 
granted them four days longer ; but then we began 
to be weary of this delay, when a Spanifh bark, that 
was wont to carry us provifioUi brought an officer in 

her. 
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her, who defired us not to be impatient, for the. 
ranfom would be quickly paid : no\y this dilaiorinefs 
made us begin to fufpeft very much that there was 
fome treachery in the cafe, and that they entertained 
us with hopes for no other end than to amufe us, 
till fuch time as the enemy were reinforced. And 
our guefs was right enough, as will appear hereafter, 
infomuch that we were conftrained to ufe fuch fe- 
verity towards our prifoners, which we knew would 
flrike a terror into our enemies. We made them 
throw dice for their lives, and, the lot falling upon 
the head of four, we cut them off prefently, and 
fcnt them to Queaquilla in the fame veflcl that had 
brought the faid officer unto us, by whom we let 
the tenient underftand, that, if the ranfom did not 
come within four days, we would fend them the 
heads of all the reft of the people that were in our 
power. 

Our galley on the fourteenth returned from the 
\(\q of Platta, and related that (he had been chacecl 
about the point of San(^a Helena by two (hips, 
which (he could not difcover what they were ; and 
this made us that evening fend out one of our 
canoes that failed well, to fee what thofe (hips might 
be : on the fixteenth (he found they came to join us, 
they being captain David's frigate and a prize he had 
taken after the other had been feparated from them, 
which we met before we went to Queaquilla ; they 
came with full refolution to make a defcent at Paita, 
in order to get fome refrefhments for their men who 
had been wounded in a fight they had had with a 
Spanifli (hip called Catalina, which they met fifty 
leagues to leewafd of Lima, and was one of thofe 
that we had for fo long a time waited for before that 
town. 

This (hip Catalina was feparated from two more 
with whom (he was returning to the port of Callao, 

when. 
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when, unfortanately'for her,' fhe met with captain 
David's frigate, that failed much better than fhe, 
and could have taken her, without making, as he 
did, two days Hght of it, had it not been that th^ 
greateft part of his crew, being continually drunk, 
failed twenty times to come up clofe to board her, 
and fuffered themfelves to fall to leeward, becaufe 
of their ill rigging, as often as they found themfelves 
to windward of her ; which being obferved by the 
Spaniards, they thought, by putting up a bloody flag, 
they would be quickly brought to ftrike, but therein 
they were miftaken, and the quite contrary fell out : 
for David's people growing fober on the third day, 
and putting thek tackle and rigging into better order 
than before, the Spaniards were fo terrified thereat, 
that they ran afliore, where their fhip did not keep 
whole two hours : David's men, in a canoe, went 
to fave two Spaniards, who were about fwimming 
to land ; and now, having efcaped the danger of 
drowning, told them that their captdn, having had 
his thigh fhot off with a cannon ball, had defired 
. his lieutenant before his death to lofe no time, but 
to go without tarrying to acquaint the vice-roy of 
Lima of the dangerous eftate the frigate was reduced 
to, that he might fend without delay to her af- 
ijllance. 

Our canoe, which on the twenty- fecond came to 
rejoin us, and gave the forefaid information, brought 
alfo along with her captain David's prize, which he 
had fent to defire us to get a main-mail to be brought 
hina from Queaquilla, as fomewhat of our ranfom, 
hie having been very much damnified in the laft en- 
gagement ; and that, till it came, he would cruife 
without the bay to prevent our being furprized by 
ihe Spaniards. 

I forgot to take notice that this fhip's crew had, 
at Paita, furprized a courier that was going from 

Quea- 
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Qneaqtiilla to Lima the third time, to carry thefol- 
lo>viDg Ic«er unto the rice-roy ; which clearly made 
out unto us the fafpicions we had entertained before, 
that the Spaniards deferred to pay us the promiM 
ranfom, that they might have time to prepare them- 
felves to come and pay us in a fort of coin we had 
no occafion for, and which wc did not requiie at 
their hands.

We could not have received a more certain tefli- 
mony of the thoughts and defigns of our enemies, 
than thofc difcovered by his letter unto us ; fo wc 
took our meafures accordingly.

The remaining adficns of the free-hoaterx in the South- 
feay during 1 687. 

'T^HE bcft winter-quarters which we had met with 
^ in thefe feas, and that of longeft duratioo^ was 
that of the time of our fojourning upoo this idand 
t>f la Puna, where, for the fpaceof thirty .odd days 
that we ftaid here, we lived nrighty well ; for, befides 
the y ifluals which the Spaniards brought us daily 
from Qgeaquilla, we had brought thither ourfelvee 
a great many refrefhroeiits, neither, did we want 
charms for our ears in this place, for we had all the 
mufick of the town among our prifoners, which 
confided of lutes, theorbs, harps, guittarSj and 
other inftruments I never faw any where clfe, where- 
with they made a very fine concert. 

Some of our men grew very famifiar with our 
women prifoners, who, without ofiering them any 
violence, were not fparing of their favours, and 
made appear, as I have already remarked, that, after 
they came once to know us, they did not retain all 
the averfion for us that had been inculcated into 
them, when we were ftrangers unto them : all our 
people were fo charmed with this way of living, 
that they forgot their paft miferies, and thought of 
no more danger fiom ihe Spaniards than if they had 
been in th^ middle of Paris. 

Amongft the reft, myfelf had one pretty adven* 
ture ; among the other prifoners we had a young 
gentlewoman lately become a widow of the trcafurer 
of the town, who was (lain whefn it was taken : 
now this woman appeared fo far comforted for her 
lofs, outof an hard-heartednefs they have in this 
country pne for another, that ftie propofed to hide 
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me and herfelf ia fotne corner of the ifland, till oof 
|)eopIe were gone, and that then (he would bring me 
!to QueaquiUa to marry her ; that fhe would pro- 
cure me her huiband's office, and veft me in his 
«ft:ire, which was very great. When I had returned 
her thanks for fuch obliging offers, I gave her te 
underihnd that I was afraid her intereft had not the 
maftery over the Spaniards rcfentments ; and that the 
unrounds they had received from us were yet loofrefli 
and green for them eafiiy to forget thera : Ihe^eit 
about to cure me of my fufpicion, by procuring fe- 
crctly from the governor and chief officers promifes 
tin'^er their hands, how kindly I Hiould be ufed bf 
them. I confefs I was not a little perplexed' here- 
with ; and fuch preffing teftimonies of good-wU 
^nd friendfliip towards me, brought me, rfcer a little 
confuhation with myfelf, into fuch a quandary, that 
i did not know which fide to clofe with ; nay, i 
found myfelf at length much inclined to clofe with the 
offers mgde me : and I had two powei'fui rcafons to in- 
duce me thereunto, one of which was the mifcfaUc 
and langniihing life we lead in thofe places, wherc'wc 
were in perpetual hazard to lofe it, which 1 (hould 
t)e freed from by an advantageous offer of a pretty 
wom«in, and a c^nfiderable fettlement ; the other 
f)roceeded fmnl the defpair I was to of ever being 
able to return into my own country, for want of 
(hips fit for that purpofe : bu^. when I began to 
refleft upon thcfe things with ia little more Icifore* 
and confideraition, and that I revolved with myfelf, 
how little truft was to be given i;o the promifes and 
faith of fo perfidious, as well as-vindiftive a nation^ 
the Spaniards, and more efpecially towards men ifl 
<©ur circamftanccs, by whom they had been • fo ill 
wfed ; this fecond reflcftion carried it :^infl the 
lirf^, and even all the advantages offered me by this 
:^d7 : ibut, however the matter was, I was refdved, 
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in fpight of the grief and tears of this pretty woaag, 
to prefer the contioinincc of my troiibdes (with a ray 
of hope I had of feetag Fr-ance agaia) before tl^ 
perpetual fufpicioii I (hould have bad' of feme 
treachery defigaed agamft me. Thus I rejefted hor 
propoials $ but fo as to ftfTure her I ftioftid^retdiB, 
even as iong as I livtd, a lively reiefument of bat 
ttfFei^ions and good inclhiations towards me. 

On the twenty-third, we fent one of bor canoes 
to Qpeaqailla,. to carry one of the fathers thither, 
they being a people as much obeyed and refpefbcd 
by that nation, as Ae vice-roys themfelves. The 
governor gave this man a full power to aA as be 
pleafed, even in oj^poftttOA to the obftrnftions which 
the tenient made againft the payment of the ranfom 
aforementioned. After his departure came a bark, 
which 'brought us four-and^twcnty facJts of meal, 
and to the value of twenty thoufand pieoes of etg^t 
in gold : they defired us, moreover, to grant tbem 
three days time for the payment of the reft ; wbkh 
we allowed them^ but withal threatened, npon their 
failure therein, we fhould feize upon their fort and 
bum their town and fbxps. 

Our canoe returned the twentyrfifth, who gaive ut 
fin account they would pay no more than two-and- 
twenty thbwfand pieces of eight for the reft of the 
ranibm, and that the tement would purfue his prince's 
orders, whoforbad the payment of any : that he had 
five thfoufandmen at band, with which he waited, to 
fee if we would put ©ur threats in execution. Upon 
this fierce and held anfwer, we had a confultation 
together whether we ftiould cut off the beads of all 
the prifoners : the plurality of voices, together wkh 
mine, was, that it were better we flionld go and 
look after the two-and-twenty tboufaod pieces .of 
'iQght, than (bed any more blood 'r feeing alfo, that, 
^Mir defign beiog^o leave thefe &as, we bad no fur- 
M ^ thcr 
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ther occafioa for thefe executions, to make us be 
feared ; and that, after all, >¥e were but too weli 
aflured by the tenieat*s letter, that the Spauiards 
^vere fetting all thtogs in order, to come and aA 
their utmoft efforts againft us, which, perhaps, wonid 
adminifter matter of repentance unto us, Vi we ftill 
fterfifted in our refolution : that therefore we ought to 
accept of the offer, and to give up unto them no 
other than the meaneft<)f the prifoners, without di- 
vcftiog ourfelves of thofe of quality, who would be 
a fecurity umo us for the red : that, while we waited 
lor then, it was our beft way to take them akmg with 
us, and put off from the ihore, (leering towards the 
point of St. Helena, where we (houid be out of 
danger of the fnrprizes of our enemies, whofe mo- 
tions we could every way difcover at a diftanoe. 
Things being thus concluded on, we fent our caDoe 
to Queaquilla, who returned again the twenty-fiftfe, 
and told us, that next day the Spaniards would, 
without fail, bring us the two-and- twenty thpufead 
pieces of eight to the iile of Puna« where we then 
were. 

We put, the lame day, fifty of our beft prifoners 
on board our (hips ; and, at the fame time, weighed 
anchor, and quitted our good winrer quarters, where 
we left the reft of our prifoners, with two caooes td 
guard them, atfdtowait for the money promlfedus; 
giving 4M]r men orders to tell thofe that brought it, 
that they (hould fend us the remainder of what 
was agreed on to the point of St. Helena ; andi 
upon default thereof, that they (hould fee the 4)eq)le 
no more. Our canoes, on the tw^atyiixth In the 
evening, came to join us, as we lay by to-get octrf 
this bay, and brought us the two-arid- twenty thpu- 
fand pieces of eight. 

Next night the Englifli frigate's priae, who thought 
we lay ftill at ajachor at la Puna (from whence iheiact 

OS 
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OS about eight leagues) came to give us notice, that 
two Spani(h armadiila's waited our coming out of the 
bay, and that David's frigate lay by, as they did, to 
ftay for us : on the twenEy-feventh by break of day 
-we difcovered them between the itte of St. Clare and 
flbe poiat of St. Helena, to the windward of us. 
Captain David *fr frigate, ijpon figbt of us, made up- 
prefently to us, and, having got all together, wc 
confulted what we were beft to do: we put four- 
fcore of our men on board him, becaufe he had not 
nucbber enough of his own to manage his guns ; and, 
as we had not me& enough to manage our prizes, we 
referved only but two (hips, and a long bark, and fent 
the reft with our periaugues upon the flats, where the 
Spanifh (hips could not come, as drawing more 
water than they did. We lay by till noon, to get 
the weather-gage, which yet we could not do, be- 
caufe at this time of the year the winds blow from 
Ac fca, and are very fixed, and that befides, as we 
came out o£ the bottom of the bay, we could not 
weU hope to gain it, the Spaniards being at the 
south thereof. 

About noon our enemies came upon us, and fo we 
fought till the evening with our cannon, which the 
Spaniards call gallant fighting, without much hurt- 
ing of one another : we caft anchor upon the ap- 
proach of night, as ihey did alfo about a league to 
the windward of us : we fired a gun for our prizes 
fo come up, which they did, and caft anchor near 
us, for their greater fccurity. 

We Jent them back about an hour before day-light 
to their former ftation, and, as foon as ever light 
appeared, we made ready, and the Spaniards did ther 
fame ; but no fooner were we got under fail, but 
we were becalmed : unhappily it feU out that we 
were without our periaugues to row us to windward^ 
becaufe we had fent them back with our prizes, to 
M 3 avoid.

ardd the tro»1>le they might have caufed ns ; and 
therefore all we could do, now, was to make ufc of 
our little canoes^ which we had (till with lis ; the 
Spaniards alfo rowed to the windward jo dHpute 
Che matter with us ; however, with rauch ado, we 
got a capQon-fhot to the windward of them ; but, 
as they knew better how to bear clofe up to the 
wind in thefe feas than we, in half an hoor's time 
^hey recovered the weather gage of us. We lay by 
till two in the afternoon, and feeing we.could do no 
good with them, we put in to the cape, to wait for 
two of our ihips that were behind. In the mean 
time thefe armadilla's bore up to us, and, when they 
had got within a good cahnon-ihot, we fought tillil 
was dark night ; they very much Shattered us, yet 
wounded but one man ; we anchored ia the cveangi 
as we had done the day before, and they did tto 
laq:ie alfo to the windward of us. 

We remained at anchor on the tweQQT'-BiQtbi ^ 
well as they, till three in the afternoon, whcnth^ 
weighed to go and attack the biggeft ol oar prtof 
becaufe fhe had anchored only on the fide of the 
{hallows, and we made ready to defend her: vrt 
came to fuch a clofe fight wit^h them, that all our 
fmall arms, as well as great guns, came into playoa 
both fides ; yet we loft not one roan, though thef 
-on their fide had a great many killed, which we 
knev/ by the blood that ran out of tl^ir (kupper- 
TiolcS; and at our parting they cried, A la fMHonA 
la ^:irtida^ that is, To-morrow to it again. 

On the thirtieth both they and we prepared to put 
out of the bay, and the Spaniards, who were ftill ^^ 
windward, did all they could to hinder us to get the 
weather-gage. We came to an anchor towards nooo, 
to difarm one of our prizes that failed very badlyi 
and to fit up another in the room of her, which 
captain David gave us, as well as the twenty French- 

piea 
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men that made part of his crew, and were minded 
to leave hiim We \wought all night to unrig her^ 
and, when we had fo done, we fent her into the 
bottom. We put ourfelves under fail on the thirty^ • 
firft, aud about two in the afternooB came to an 
anchor, becanfe of tiie tide's being againft us : pre- 
fently after the two armadilla's came upwitii u?,., 
which made U8 weigh, and then to put in at the 
cape, to wait for one of our prizes that was far 
feom US, which oo^ being able to^join us as foon as 
the enemy, her crew left her, and went into her 
periaugue,. wherein they came to throw themfelves on 
board one of our men of war : they had left four 
^Spaniards in that fame prize, wh<^ by the favour of 
. a good wind, put back into the river of Queaquilla, 
where they made their efcape, and, what was worft 
©f all, took along with them almofl all our proviCous; 
that was in her. 

Whea w€ were got wlthiA half caimoB-ffiot of our 
,«liemtes (hip$, we fired upon one another^ and that 
withoiK int^miffion, till an hour within night: we 
.£6cetved fev6ral caQtH>ti-fiK)t in our fides during this- 
.eogafiemeot, had almoft all our tackle fpoiled, and 
our fails fifted, becaufe the Spaniards did all that 
ever they could to bring our mafts by the board ; 
and indeed the fore-maft o£ the frigate received five 
cannon-fliot, and the maih-maft three, bat they came- 
only flan ting, and, as good luck would have it, we. 
bad not one man killed or wounded. 

We (aw the enemy on the firil of June, by break 
of day, a league's diAaace from us ; we were not 
flow to do all we could to put out : about ten they 
Jengthened their boltfpring fails, and returned upon, 
u ; but, as we faw them bear up towards our fri- 
gate, we thought they intended to board her, and 
this made us greiently put into her the crew of our 
long-bark, by way of reinforcement.. As foon as- 
M 4 erer. 
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ever the Spaniards were come up, they put out 
their Borgundian colours, having till then put out 
none : when we were con^ pretty near, they gave 
lis a volley of mufquet-ftiot, together with a dif- 
charge of thdr cannon, laden with cartouches ; but 
we got clear of them, fo that they could not come 
to grapple with us. 

After we had left them to make all the fire they 
f ould, we gave them a difcharge of all ohf cannoo, 
and a full volley with our fmall arms in our turn, and 
then we were ready to board them ; but they, finding 
tliemfelves much damaged, very readily got aloof to 
hinder us'. 

They took up an hour's time to refit, then bore 
up to us again, renewing the fight, which lafied till 
night ; but they had been fo well banged, that they 
ha4 no mind to feel us this time fo near, and that 
day we had three men wounded. 

On the fecond, by break of day, they were ftill 
to the windward of-us, at about two leagues diftaoce^ 
and bore up to us ; we, having a frt(h gale, put iato 
the cape, and^ when they were come within a good 
cannon-fliot of us, they plied us very tightly vnik 
thdr great guns^ and dien approached within t 
'jnufquet*fliot of us, as bdieving we were now out 
of condition to make any long reMance : but, as 
^e had a better advantage of ufing our fufils, we 
made fo great a fire upon them, that they were forced 
to clofe up their port-holes, and bear up to the wind. 
We received fixty cannon-ihot this day in our Bdes^ 
whereof two thirds were between wind and water; 
befidet which, all «ur rigging was torn, and we bad 
two men wounded, whereof myfelf was one. 

About two hours within night they made a (hew 
of coming to board us, but, finding we were as well 
prepared to receive them by night as by day, they 
bote upon the wind : we fpent fome part of this 

night 
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fiight at ^ichor, to flop up oar cannon's mouthy 
which otherwife might have font us into the deep. 

We were aftonifhed next morning at break of 
day, that we conld not fet fight on the two arinadillaV 
with whom we had made ourfelves ready to renew 
tie fight ; and, in all appearance, they grew Weary 
of it before ns, though they had fo great an ad- 
vantage as that of the wind, which yet, as we 
heard fince, could not fecure them from lofiiu; a^ 
great many men, and having their (hips at leaftas^ 
much (battered as ours: fo that fuppofingwellwkhi 
^ oarfelves, that they had fleered their courfe to^port 
Callao, we fleered ours for the ifle rf Platta, where- 
we anchored in the evening,, and continued there two* 
days to caulker our (hips. 

Wehad, during thefe feveral engagements, brought' 
Bp upon our decks the governor of Queaquilla, and 
the other chief officers that were our prifoners, that 
they might be witneffes of the vigour with which- 
our men fought, and the cowardice of their owa. 
people, who durft not enter our fhips, though they. 
. eame board and board with us twice; 

We weighed on the fixth, and failed along the- 
ooafl, that we might find a convenient place to take 
in water.. This coaft is very level, Cife, and very 
good to land upon, which.is the reafon that the fama 
K throughout, as far as Barbacoa, inhabited by the 
Spaniards. We anchored between cape Paftoa.and* 
that of St. Francifco, On the tenth we put oun 
prifoners a(hore, and gave them their liberty, being 
not able to go to the point of St. Heleni» to fee 
whether their, ranfom was come, which 1 fuppofe 
Would have been to little purpofe, for thofe twp^ 
armadilla's had been fent to pay us with cannon-balh 
On iheelevenih we went about dividing the gold,, 
precious ftones, and pearls we had found in Quea- 
quilla J bur as thefe things could not be divided, . 
M5 . noi^ 
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nor eafily valued* the gdd not being coined, and 

he ftones of dif^rent value, we put up all by way 

of auAton, that thofe who had filver might bid for 

them, and fo every man have his <part according as 

be bade ; and as there were feveral among us who, 

faamg got confiderable fums of money at play, were 

fure, and if it pleafed God they flionld once get (afe 

out of thefe feas, their way muft be no other than 

over land, where the weight of their £Iver mnft 

hinder or retard tfadr going; they Ud for thoTe 

jewels that kept but little rocxa, and weighed not 

much, fo exceiCve a price, that the gold alone that 

was coined was worth dghty and an hundred pieces 

of eight an ounce, and each pifiole fifteen of the 

faid pieces : but, though thefe things were fold fo 

dear, we made no more a dxviiioq of the booty of 

that town, than what came to four hundred pieces 

of eight a man ; the whole might amount to abont 

five hundred thoufand pieces of eight, or fifteen 

hundred thoufand iivres ; which money, as we were 

out of hopes to carry along with us, £srved us to 

play for on board our flups for our diverfion : (b 

tliat, in the dcfcents we made, we fought now for 

nothing but gold and precious ftones, which we did 

not find fo plcndfuUy as filver ; ot which, I muft be 

plain, we made fo little account, that we thought it 

not worth our while to take along with us a great 

quantity of plate and other things, whereof the town 

of Queaquilla was fuH : we aHb negIe£^6d to lend 

n canoe after the hundred caons of coined filver^^ 

each conf]ftix>g of eleven thoufand pieces of eighty 

which the Spaniards had fei^ away to the other iide 

of the river, when we were engaged with them, and 

3hich were yet in fight of us when the fight was 
rer. There is fuch a vaft quantity of that rich 
metal in this country, that moft of thofe things ws 
BUke in France out of fteel, copper, and Iron, m 

made 
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made by them in filver : this iodiHerence in pz gavo 
fbme of their people many times occalion to inter- 
mix with usy to pillage from their own fellow-citizens- 
v^at we negie&ed, and of which they wese not fo . 
fqneamiOi as we, or rather fo put to it for the car* 
riage of them, they being in their own country^ . 
aad^nre far from ours. 

On the twelfth captain David's frigate left us» he 
deligning to go and careen at the idesof Galapas, and 
then .to fail away for the ftreight of Magellan, in or- 
der to return to the North-fea ; but, as for us, our 
velTels were fo fmall, and withal fo bad, that it was 
inpof&ble we (hould get up higher than the coail of 
Peru ; neither could they alio contain fuch a quantity 
of water as we had occafion for^ whicli is very hard 
to come by on that coaft, where you muft go two or 
three leagues up the country before you can meet 
with any. Thefe difficuhies made us refolve to re* 
tern to the.weftern coaft, that /owe might endeavour^ 
to find out a way alfo to return to the^orth^fea^ b^t^ 
that muft be other than over land. * 

Before I leave this coaft, I cannot but take notice, . 
tfakt Peru is one of the richeft countries in the world, 
not only in refpeft to the great quantity of gold and 
filver which the Spaniards dig out of the mines 
they poflefs there, but alfoupon-account of the great 
fertility of the earth, that produceth to the tillers of 
it three crops every year, as well of com as wine; : 
and that, besides thofe fruits that are peculiar to all 
America, you have alfo majiy of thofe here whkb - 
^ow in France^ infoojuch that this great diverfity of - 
fjBecies is the occafion that you have contiuuaj fup- 
plies of fre(h fruits in all the fenfons of the year. 

The inhabitants of this country reckon but two 

feafons, which divide the .whole year into a fummer 

of nine months, and a winter of three, duiing 

%rfiich it.freezes oftentimes very hard on the moun- 

' M 6>. tains. 
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tains, though the fame k hardly difcernible in the 
plains : amongft their other cattle they breed (heep, 
that weigh two hundred and fifty, or three hundred 
' pounds weight : thefe animals are of great ufe to them, 
having the very fame initiuA as camels. They make 
them carry jars of water, oil, or wine, which are a 
fon of earthen*ware made like fugar-pans, two 6f 
which hold about five- and- thirty quarts, and, when 
empty, weigh as much as the Tiquor that fills them : 
when they are minded to fill them, thefe (heep will 
kneel down, and, as foon as they are full, get up 
Tery gently ; when they are come to the place whither 
they are to carry them, they lay them down in the 
fame manner, and continue till they are difcharged 
of their burthen. 

We weighed on the thirteenth, and on the fifteenth 
anchored twenty leagues to the windward of Point 
Mangla ; we put afhore in a canoe, where we fur- 
prized a watch of fifteen Spanifti foldicrs, who uerc 
let upon the fide of a curious river : the 'entertain* 
mcnt we gave them forced them to own unto us, 
that they were to guard the river, whith they called 
Emeralda, becaufe of the many rocks, or great pie- 
ces of emeralds which their countrymen take up 
there ; and that we might, in the fpace of eight 
'hours, go very cafily from the mouth of it in our 
canoes, to furprize the town of Quitto, but not fo 
by land, becaufe then we muft fetch a compafs of 
fourfcore leagues, through a country full of inha- 
bitants, who would not fail to oppo& us ; and for 
thefe reafons it was that they endeavoured all they 
could to keep from Grangers the knowledge of theft 
advantages : this town of Quitto is well peopled, 
and was formerly the capital of the kingdom chat 
bears its name, but now it depends upon the govern- 
mtnt of the vicc-roy of Lima. 

Oa 
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On the feventeenth we got ready and faled away 
for the ifle dell Gallo, which ftands at the mouth of 
the little bay of Barbacoa, an hundred leagues to 
the leeward of Queaquilla. On the nineteenth we 
difcovered, by break of day, a fhip whom we chaceJ, 
and, towards ten in the forenoon, took her ; (be 
"Was a bark come from Panama to go and buy negroes, 
which the Englifli in Jamaica fend them by the way 
of Paerto Belio, and which they were going to trade 
with at Paitas ; they got very confiderably by ihefe 
blacks, for the Englifli fell them to the Spaniards', 
for four and five hundred pieces of eight a man, and 
arc worth three and four hundred with them. \\"e 
anchored on the twentieth at the ifle of Gallapoj 
where we examined the prifoners we had taken in thd 
feid bark, who told us, that the galley of Panama 
was gone into the bay of Mapalia, in qiieft of the 
Frenchmen that were gone aftiore upon thofe iflands, 
which, I have already faid, are there ; and that, in 
her return, flie was to carry the prefident of Gua- 
temala and his wife to Panam.i. 

On the twenty-fifth we weighed and failed for the 
ifle Cocas> which ftands N. and S. of Realeguo, ^ 
hundred leagues diftance : we had a S, W. wind, 
and failed W, N. W. On the thirtieth we difcovered 
land, we pinched upon the wind, that we might know 
what plaoe it was; we found towards evening, it was 
the ifle of Mapalia, that flands forty leagues fouth- 
wards of that of St. John's, and from thence we 
failed to the bay of Mapalia, inftead of going to the 
ifle of Cocas, from whence the wind blew, and con» 
fequently was contrary to us. 

From this day forward to the eleventh rf JuJf, 
we had the fame S. W. wind, which allayed not, 
but when it blew from the E. and S. Oa the thir* 
teenth we took our latitude, and found we werd 
thirty leagues out at fea from Realeguo, and fleered 

north 
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north to get to land : on the iixteenth at noon we 
difcovered the mountains, and put into the cape for 
fear of being obferved : on the Icventeenth we fent 
two of our canoes to endeavour to- take fomc one 
prifooer, that fo we might know how things were 
before we brought our fhips into the bay. 

In the eveHing our c«nnocs, having difcovered> 
what coaft it wa», returned, and told it was St., 
Michael's bay, whither the currents had driven us 
in making, the cape, and which we took for that of 
Mapalla, whither w-e would have, gone, and which 
{Fands fourteen leagues to windward of the former,, 
which; might the more eafily have been miftaken'. 
from the fea^ in that the mountains of thefe two bayss 
are very like one another. We lay. by to windward-. 
of it in the night; and on the eighteenth put out* 
our canoes, and, continuing at the cape till the 
twentieth, we madeufe of them to gp and join our, 
friends at one of the iflands : as we entered in on tii«- 
iwenty-thirdj we were taken with a. breeze of wind? 
that fcparared us from one another ; and, of five 
fill whereof our fleet confided^ we had n® more than« 
two of the leaft and wcakeft^of our ihips left togc-- 
ther ;. but we did not lofe fight of. the other three,-, 
thougt^ they weregot very far to leeward, and over-^ 
taken with a calm.. In the mean time we anchored- 
at the ifle of Tigers,, which is the.nearett to tbcj 
mouth of it. 

On the twenty-fourth about eight in the morning'. 
we difcovered three fail of fhips. that doubled the 
pdntof Hariaa, which is to the windward of that : 
bay, and ten leagues to the leeward of Realeguo ; - 
we prefently fired a paterero to call in our canoes . 
who were afhore to take in water : as ioon as tbey. 
were come on board, we HKide ready and here up >* 
to thofe fhif» with afuU wiad, ihou^ wchadtheji r 
but very little of it. 

Thofc 
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. Thofc three veflels, which were a galley mid two* 
periaugues,, bore alfa towai ds us, though they fkw us 
not ; but, asfoou as we were got out and difcovered- 
by them, they doubled the cape upon us with their 
fails a^ oars, and the two periaugue», that failed bet<^ 
ter than the galley, got behiad us, and fired fifteen 
cannoQ-ftiot upon us ; but as our arms could reach 
them, thefc periaugues were forced to feiUa-llern, and 
to wah for their galley : when (he had joined them,. 
they held a coun^U and then put out to attack us ;. 
our flttps, not being able to give us any relief, put 
^ the cape to wait for us ; we fought them all alpng^ 
till we bad rejoined our veflels, which we did about* 
twain the afterooon, when the Spaniards left us, to* 
go bury their dead upon the idand where we had 
been to take in water when we firft difcovered them : 
they did us fome damage in our naain-mafl and rig- 
ging, and wounded few of oar men : towards even- 
kig a wimJ arofe from the fea^ and we failed in queffi 
of them, but they kept to the (bore. 

On tbs twenty-fifth we pafled round the ifland io? 
learch for our cattoes^ which the enemies galley 
ibught for aifb, rigiitiy imagining they were afhore,. 
as not hattig feen them with us during the adtion :. 
about two in the afternoon they difcovered u&, and; 
coming out from under thdr covert, gave us the 
figoal, which we on our part awfwered ; they had^ 
hid themfelves there for four hours, exfcftiag oar 
coining, and had a full fight of the engagement, but 
eould aot poflSUy, any more tha& the re(V df our 
fiiips, come in to otr affifhmoe. The Spaaiards, who 
fiiw us take tfaem with us, durfl not hinder it, 
tfaofigh they were at anchor vcty near them ; thei> 
we attempted with one of our fhif* to board the 
enemy's galley^ but (he faved herfelf upon the flats, 
where our (hips could not come near her. On the 
twtnty-iisith we anchored at an iHand id the bay, 

where 
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where we put two of our vcflels to careen, wWlc 
the other three guarded them. On the twenty* 
eighth we faw a canoe under white colows, crofliDg 
from the main land to the iflands/ where one o£ 
ours met and took her : it was a Spani(h captaiOr 
who, believing us to be hts own people, came to 
congratulate the commander upon the vidory, which 
he, from the (bore, thought they had got over us. 
We put him upoa the rack, to know whether he 
came not bv fome wile or other to draw us into a 
&are laid for us by the galley, as the Greek captaii> 
had formerly done ; but he folcmnly protefted it was 
not fo, and informed us, that there was a periaugoe 
with thirty men in the fame bay where we were, 
who were gone aOiore fome time fince, and had 
fought in the race of Savannas againfl fix hundred 
Spaniards,, whofe captain, called don Albarado^ 
who was accounted the braveft and moft valiant man 
in the province, they had killed^; and that, when we 
had met with their gaUey and two penaugues, thero 
bad eight hundred anned men. come, not with a 
defign to look after us, but to fight thofe thirty 
Frenchmen^ :wha could not be conquered by his fix 
hundred countrymen; an admirable inftance of the 
valour of the Spaniards ia thofe parts ! 

The bay. of' Mapalla is a very curious place, and 
full of divers great iflands, not inferior in beaaty to 
thofe of Panama: they were formerly inhabited; 
and there are flill three boroughs there which the 
peopb have forfaken, by reafon t}f tho.defcents of 
freebooters. As for anchorage,, it is very good here, 
but no good fhelter to be found in this place from 
aay comer of the wind, great blafts whereof come 
over thofe great mountains that are at the bottom of 
it, fo that there are very few cables that arc proot 
agaiaft them. 
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On the fix th of Auguft, one of our men, wha 
was hunting upoa the idand where we were ca«i 
reening, found two men who had been there for tht 
fpacc of eight days to obferve our motions, and, 
who taking us to be Spaniards, duril not come near 
lis : they were two Frenchmen belonging to the pe- 
rtaugue, of which the forementioned officer fpoke to 
^s, and who had defended themfelves fo- valiantly 
againft the fix hundred Spaniards; we found them 
to^be of the number of fourfcore and five, who had 
feparated thcmfelves under captain Grognet, to go 
to Callafornia ; they prcfently gave notice to the 
ot)ier eight-and-twenty, who came and janed us j 
and of whom we learned that they had faved them- 
ielves upon this idand, aften they had been chaceda 
.whole night by the Spanifti galley, that did not fail 
fo well as their periaugue. They told us alfo, that 
4hey had gone down a matter of forty leagues to 
the windward of Acapulco, without being able any 
more than once to go afliore ; and that then they 
ran a great rifque, fo boiAerous is the fea iB- th^c 
parts, wherewith they were ib difcouraged, that they 
had forfaken fifty-five of their companions, in order 
to come and find us out, and left them to continue 
their courfe for Calinfomia. 

Having made an end of our careening on the 
tenth, we made every thing ready for our depar- 
ture, after we had given thofe thirty men room in. 
our (hips : we failed from the coaft of Acapuico, 
with a defign to find out the other fifty- five men 
ipoken of, who were to make a defcent there, and 
to rid them from a miferable ftate, whcreunto, in aU 
appearance, they had gone to plunge. themfelve% 
without any hopes of. raprieve ; being too fmall a 
company to find out provisions (whereof they ftood 
in great need) in the beft peopled country upon the 
continenti where alfo it could not be believed they 

could 
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could arrive, having but a little forry bark tinder 
them, that could not carry them far without rplk>> 
tiog in two. 

We had, at our departure, an eafterly breezy 
whcrewidi we were favoured till we came to the 
height of Sanfonoat ; from the fifteenth to the Qne«> 
and- twentieth we were becalmed all along in the 
day-time, ai\d the winds were fo high in the nights^, 
that we could not carry our fails } on the twenty- 
fecond we had a pretty good gfile* from .the foach- 
eafl ; and on the twenty-feventh we drew near 
land, ta know where we were : we found ourfelves 
to the windward of the bay of Tecoantepequa, and- 
put out our canoes to go in thither, while, at the 
lame time, we appointed our (hips to rendezvous in. 
the port of Vatulco, which is twenty leagues to the* 
keward : we came very oesir land in the evening, bat 
the fea rutts fo hightaion^ that ooait,. that It was iia»^ 
pofRble to go aOiore. 

On the twenty*ninth we^ fomid an embadBiflf . 
place, where there was a very ftrong intrencfaimnr^ 
guarded by a conliderahie number of Spaniards^ 
and, fuppofing it would coft us dtor to go afhoieitt 
that place, we failed two leagues to the leeward, 
where the fea was fomewhat more paafick, but 
found here alfo ai>ottt three hundred men upon aU' 
eminence waiting for us : we detached fifty of onrs 
to go and meet them^ but the Spaniards, after hav- 
ing made a foolifh difcharge, fkd; however, wi' 
took two of their number, and afked them whithop 
that way led . upon which we were ; they told us» 
it would bring us to the town of Tecoahtepequa, 
according to whofe name that bay was called^ and 
that we had but four leagues to it: we lay next 
night upon the road, under the canopy of heaven, 
according to our ufual cuftom ; next day, whiclL 
was the thM deth^ we refolved to- go to the faii 

town. 
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town, and direfted our courfe that way in fuch ar 
xnaooer, that about 'two 10 the afternooa we hadai* 
light of the place from an afceat, which is about 
half a league off. 

As it is encoropailed and befet every way witk 
eight fuburbs, it feemed to ht fo krgc» that we 
were a long time deliberating with OTarfclyes whether 
fo fmall a number as we were ought to go thither, a» 
being no more than an hu^idred and fburfcore men» 
whereas there were three thoufand of the enemy ia 
the place : in the mean time the extreme neceffity 
. we were reduced to, for want of provifions, prefled 
us to advance, and would not let us deliberate long 
upon the danger that lay before us^ fe thar^ all our 
apprehenfions being reduced to the fear we had of 
ftarving to death, we purfued our march to go and 
confront our enemies. 

., When we had marched about half an hour^ we- 
fottttd ourfelves near the town, and vepcai the brink 
of a great asd very rapid river, which feparates it 
frc»n four of the fuburbs that adjoin to k; thi« 
river we eroded over, being up in the water to the 
middle, in fpght of the Spaniards, who were fan 
tre&ched on the other fide, to difpute the pafTage 
with us, which they were forced to leave open for 
us, after a good hour*s (harp difpute : as foon as we 
were maflers of the intrenchment, we entered. the 
town, vwhere, after we had fought hand in hand 
^ith the enemy, like men enraged with hunger, we 
became maflers of the place of arms about four ixk 
the afternoon : but our work was not yet done, for 
the enemy, having again intrenched themfelves in a 
.very fine abbey, built in the manner of a platforna 
that commanded the town, we went, to the num- 
ber of fourfcore men, to diQodge them, which was 
)o re dily executed, that, having chaced then» 
thence, we made our court of guard of it, and thei^ 

every 
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everyone endeavoured to fatisfy that hunger where* 
with we were extremely pinched. 

When we were got into this town we found it yet 
much more fpacious and larger than it appeared to be 
unto us from the fore-mentioncd afcent ; its houfes 
are well built, the ftrccts very ftrait, and the churches 
exceeding ftately and ornamental. The abbey of 
St. Francis, from whence we drove the enemy, ap^ 
peared more like unto a fort than a religious con- 
vent, and it was built to ferve for that ufe in cafe 
of need. 

On the thirty-firft we fent to require them to ran- 
fom their town, or elfe we would burn it ; we hacf 
no anfwer returned, which made us conjefture they 
had a mind to come and attack us ; for which they 
had fo much the more ^vantage» in that the river, 
which began, from the ti9ie that we paiTedit, tor 
Overflow, was about to hem us in ; wherefore wc 
decamped, and lay in one of the fuburbs that ftaods 
on the other fide, where we continued ta the third 
of September ; whe» we departed to returnr ta our 
canoes, without reaping any advantage by the tak- 
ing of this town : we reimbarked on the fifth, and 
went to join our (hips in the port of Vatulco, where 
we arrived the ninth : on the fifteenth we went off 
again in our canoes without a guide, and, having 
tanded, marched ten or a dozen leagues up thecoun^ 
try, where we took divers vHlages, and in one of 
them the old governor of Marida with his familyi 
who was retired to this place, and who promifed at 
a quantity of provrfions for his ranfom ; in- expcc- 
. tation whereof we carried hin>on fliip-board, where 
we arrived on the twenty-fifth. -The fame day^ 
about ten in the morning, \ve difcovered a fhip, and 
put out our canoes to know what ftie was; ftc 
bare to the cape, and put up Spanifli colours ; ba« 
jis the fea ran very high, and 4at our canoe conM 

not 
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«K>t well weather it, we returned agam into port« 
Now this (hip believed it was her colours that hin- 
dered us to come on board her, wherefore flie took 
the fame down, and put up a white flag in the room 
of them ; we at the fame time fitted up our galley 
to go and hale her, but ihc could never get out of 
the port, whereupon (he failed away, and, as our 
^ips were much out of order, we could not follow 
her. She was undoubtedly a frigate built in the 
2»Jorth-fea, but it was impoifible for us to know what 
cation (he belonged to. 

The fea being calm on the twenty-fixtb, we went 
with our galley about twenty leagues to the u ind-> 
•ward of Acapulco^ to lee if the above-mentioned 
ftiip were noc put into port, we judging by her rig- 
ging (he wanted to put in fome where to land, but 
<we returned' without any iic\\^s of her: we waited 
till the fouith of November for the ranfom of the 
governor, which we did not overmuch prefsfor, as 
£nding in this port, and parts adjacent, plenty of 
viftuals, particularly of tortoiles, which we h^d 
there in gr^at numbers, and hatro's, that are to be 
niet with up and down frequently here, furni/hed us 
*vith all other neceflaries; befide that, we had here 
41 place of fecuriiy from the infult of the Spa- 
niards. 

It is impoffible to go aftiore from Sanfonnat to 
Acapulco, unlefs it be in the ports or bays; and 
though that which they call the Salt-pits be difficult 
of accefs, becaufe of the fmallnefs of it, and that 
the fea there runs very high, yet they efteem it a 
'■bay for all that : it is the next you meet with after 
Sanfonnat, and Hands twenty leagues to the wind- 
ward of that of Tecoantepeqna, which the Spa- 
niards fet down alfo for a bay in their charts, though 
it be fo far from being deep, that it can fcarce oe 
^iAinguUhed from the reft of the coaft : there is a 

lake 
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lake at the bottom of this laft place bearing the furae 
name, with which it bad formerly a communica- 
tion, but \Vhofe month at prefent is flopped up by 
a bink of faad which the waves have drove thither : 
this lake hems in three iflands that are not far dif- 
tant from one another, and all of them very near 
the mouth thereof: fome years fince the hourqiia 
of Acapulco, that went to the Eaft- Indies, in its 
return entered into this lake through the bay, and 
V'e underftood that fomc Spaniards had entered by 
' the other end of it into the river of Vaftaqua, that 
difcharges itfelf into a bay of New-Spain, and coQ- 
fequentiy to the North-fea, 

When the hourqua returns from the Philippine 
iflands, where the Spaniards drive a great traffick. 
It is one of the richeft veflels that fails upon the 
ocean ; it is of a prodigious bignefs,. and built fo 
Urong, that flie is afraid of nothing but land and 
fire; -flie is provided with forty pieces of cannoa^ 
whereof one half is of no ufe to her, for her lading 
makes her fink fo (^Q&p in the water, that her bat- 
tery between the two decks is rendered ufelefs : flie 
goes out yearly from the port of Acapulco, con- 
voyed with a patach of twenty-eight guns, and 
laden with feveral forts of merchandifes that flic 
carries to the inhabitants of thofe iflgnds, who, by 
way of barter for the fame, give a great deal of 
thofe curious china and japan ware we fee in Europe, 
and, what is yet more valuable, pearls, gold dull, 
and precious ftones. 

This fliip had great advantage in making this 
voyage, that is, that, in making choice of a proper 
feafon, ftie goes and returns in a twelve- month's 
time, comprehending the while they flay in that 
country, without being put to the trouble of veering 
about, and fifting the fails ; and it is beyond dif- 
pute, that ftie cannot be met with by any that wait 

for 
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for her, before the port of Acapnlco, at a certain 
feafcMi of the ytar, which 1 (hall take no notice of 
ifeere, for reafons I have fpoken of in the beginning. 
of this journal. 

I Qiail not forget alfo to remark in this place, that. 
"it will be fo much the *more eafy to take her, in that, 
when (lie returns from thofe parts with the patach, 
all her crew are in fo fickly and dying a condition, 
'that, of fom- hundred men that make up. the com- 
pliment, there is not one fourth of rhera in a condi- 
tion to defend it; and this diftcmper which they call 
fcorbut, never fails them in their return from the Phi- 
lippines, infomuch that a (hip which goes from the 
Norih-iea with a defign to look after this hourqua, 
might, in lefs than eighteen months time, abating 
'ftie perils and accidents (he might be liable to at fe^ 
return with iipmenfe riches. 

About twenty leagues to leeward of tl>e bay of 
Tecoantepequa ftands the port of Vatulco, fo fmall, 
•that it cannot contain above ten or a dozen (hips; 
but ye^they muft have an anchor fore and aft, for, 
if they had no more than an anchor ourat the fore- 
•caftle, they would fall foul upon anotiier, in endea- 
vouring to avoid it Uipon the change of wind or 
tide. 

At the entrance into the port, which is very nar- 
row, there is a whirlpool to the leeward, which the 
-Spaniards dall Bofadera, wheremto the water enters 
in fo violent a manner that it makes aoioife that may 
-•be heard above four leagues off. 

Four leagues lower there Is anpther port, wher-e 
you cannot anchor with fafety, becaufe of the rocks, 
Mrhereaf the bottom of it is full : in the pa(rage to 
It ftands a great rock, called the FouriHon, which 
is ail over as well as continually fo covered with 
thofe forts of birds which we had before feen in the 
«iver of VilHa, that there remaius nothing of the 

furface 
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furfacc of it to be feen ; and a little further is ati 
idand called Sacrifice. 

About eight leagues lower there are three fmall 
ports of a league's dillance one from another, wherf 
of that called the Angels is the beft ; it is no diffi- 
cult matter to find the paflTage to it, provided yon 
iail along the fhore, but it is impoffible to perceive 
it from the main ; there is a rock ftands at the 
mouth of it that has an hole therein refembling a 
large gate : from this port to Acapulco, which is 
fixty leagues cfF, we have no harbour. 

The country, which extends itfelf from the bay 
<)f Salt-Pits as far as Acapulcp, is that upon the 
^ouih fea that is beft peopled, and where there- arc 
moreover feveral famous and very rich towns ; more 
gold mines are alfo found there than in Peru, though 
the metal is not fo fine; and thofe of TinfFgal aloaic 
^re fhore valued by the Spaniards than the mines of 
Potofi ; and therefore it is not without rcafon that 
this weftern coaft is called by the name of Cofta 
Ri^a, though, in our geographical roaps^ they be- 
ilow this name only upon a fmall part of this vaft 
traft of land. 

On the feventh we went to make a defcent upon a 
little town called Muemeluna, which is eight leagues 
• to the windward of Vatulco, and fix ftp the coun- 
try, about four leagues from the fea- fide, and two 
from the town; we found a very ftrong intrench- 
jnent made upon a rock that (lands upon the river, 
but the Spaniards therein made no great refiftance, 
no more than in the town where we completed our 
viftualling: the prifoners we took told us, that, 
about a month before they had feen a frigate pafs 
by, that fent a fmall canoe with feven or eight men 
in it to their embarkiifg place, where they fjund 
fome Spaniards, who made them embark again with 
fo much precipitation, that one of their men was 

drowoedi 
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drowned, and whom indeed we found dead upon 
the (hore, whither the fea had thrown him, with 
his fufil lying fome paces from him, which would • 
not have lain fo long there, no more than tlie dead 
carcafs, if the Spaniards had efpied it ; for they be- 
lieve themfelves revenged, when they cut into pieces, 
or burn the dead body of an enemy; and we were 
afTured that, when we buried any of our men iii 
their country, they dug them up when we were 
gone, if they knew the place, for to exercife their 
cruelty upon thofe carcalfes, which, when alive, 
they could not make us feel. 

We returned on the fixteenth aboard our /hips, 
and on the twenty-fixth, not being able all along 
the coaft to hear any news of the five and fixty 
men we were in queft of, we weighed anchor, and 
direfted our courfe for the bay of Mapalla, where 
we were minded to agree upon the place by which 
we were to repafs to the North-fea: on the twenty- - 
firft we had a north wind that carried us to a certain 
latitude where the weft winds reign ; and this con- 
tinued to the twenty-third, when we were becalmed : 
on the firft of December, at night, we had a ftorm 
which feparated us one from another, and thus we 
continued alone, and without any water, for all our 
caflcs were run. put, whereby we were reduced to 
the greateft extremity, though we were but two 
Jleagaes from the fhore : but it was impoffible for us 
to go aftiore, for it is a bank of fand that reaches 
from the bar of St. Mark as far as Sanfonnat, for 
the fpace of about fourfcorc leagues, where the fe% 
breaks with great violence': believing ourfelves oa 
the fixth to be to the Avindward of this bank, we 
armed our periaugue,to go near the (hore, and look 
out for a place where the fea was calmer ; next "flay 
one of our men, being more impatient than the 
reft, and egged on with drought, that tormented

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him fonr days, fwam to land ; but, th'mkiag to re- 
turn in the fame manner, he was drowned, without 
oar being able to fuccour him, notwithAanding all 
the cry he made unto us co fave him : on the ninth, 
ia the beginning of the- night, we thought to have 
feen a little bay, before which we anchored, t^at 
we might know in the morning what it was, during 
'tirhich time we heard the firing of about fix hundred 
mufquets on the land. As foon as day-light appeared, 
on the tenth, we faw that what we took for a 
bay was a kind of a covert that flands fifteen leagues 
to the leeward of Sanfonnat, where we could fee no 
likelihood of eotering in. In the mean time we faw 
a very pretty (hip upon the flocks in that plate, 
which made us conclude there mufl of neceflity bea 
paflage for her to come out ; we anchored pretty 
near the rock to wait for.a tide, during which time 
a wind blew from the fea, and we adventured with 
the help of our fails and oars to get in, where we 
were faluted with three waves that had filled our pe- 
riaugue in the very fight. of the Spaniards, who 
watched our entering in. 

We put up to one fide of the faid covert, and 
fired for the fpace of half an hour upon their ma- 
gazines built by the fide thereof, without their re- 
turning us one fing|p fhot ; but at lafl, we being 
tormented with violent drought, which we weredc- 
firous to«ltay, whatever it coft us, we hoifled up 
our fail, and run up our periaugue before them, who 
believing we were going to their town, that was but 
half a league ofF, they went off. But as we were 
no more than two-and-twenty men, inflead of ruq- 
«ing after them, we improved their flight, in fiDii^ 
pur caiks with water, and to fumidi oiirfelves with 
what pi ovifions we found inthe nwgazines, andfome 
of that fliip*s rigging, which were more neceffary for 
4>urs; but not daring all at once to lade our periaugue 
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with thcra, for fear of finking in her paflage out^ 
we fpcnt the night on the other fide of thofe maga^ 
iikiesy that we might be under covert from the fur- 
pri2e$ bf our enemies, for we computed v^ry well, 
by the fix hundred mnfquct-ftiot we had heard, 
that there were a great many armed inen in that 
Jflace. 

On the eleventh we departed from under the co« 

Tcrt CO go and join our (hip, which we found oil thd 

twelfth, in the morning, lying at anchor eight 

leagues to the windward of Sanfonnat, where fius 

had found the fea fomewhat more favourable : wa 

fpent that day to take in water, and fent twenty roen 

to take a village that was about half a league from 

the fea-fide, frcMn whence we returned the fame dav 

withfc^e refrefhments, that put life into our (hip^ 

' crew, 0OW much weakened with the thirfl they en- 

\ dured, as well as we who were in the periaugue, as 

\alfo with hunger, which failed not to wafte us away^ 

\^oug^ we had viftnals to fotisfy the feme; but we 

iMrft nol eat for fear of being made dry : we weighed 

a«Bhor in t*ie evening with a weft wind, and on th« 

ftfteenth arrived in the bay of Mapalla, where we 

found the reftirf ourVeflcls at anchor near one of 

thofe iflands that lie within it, 

I am to obferve, that, as long as we were going 
«p this coaft, contianally in the night-time there 
Wew winds from the land, which were very favour- 
able to failors, provided they were not far out at 
lea ; foe ten leagues off there could be but very lit- 
tle of it felt ; and there are certain reafoiis when it 
bk>ws fo violently, that they are obliged to lower 
their faijs, and even to furl. On the feventeenth w« 
iiad a confultatfon together about what paffage, ac- 
cording to the prifoners relations, ^as lefs dai^rout 
for us to return- to the Norlh-fca €ver land ; it waa 
thought our bcft way was by Segovia, feeing we 
N^ had 
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bad no more than fixty leagues to go before we came 
to the head of a riveri upon which they told us we 
might go down to the North-fea, whereunto it dif- 
cbarged itfelf ; and that, in the way we were to 
take by land, we could have no more than five or 
fix thouiand men to deal with, and that. the way 
was very good to carry our wounded and fick men 
along with us : but we were not fully convinced of 
the Sincerity of this advice ; we fent two of our ca- 
noes to fliore, to take fome other prlfoners, that fo 
we might fee whether they (hould confirm or con- 
tradiA this information, and thereby be the more 
fully inftrufted concerning thofe things that might 
be an obftruAiqu to our pafTage^ and others that 
might facilitate the feme* 

We went afliore on the eighteenth, to the num- 
ber of feventy men, and marched all day long with- 
out meeting one foul, as we did alfo the next day 
till noon. Without any more difcovery than in the 
preceding, one, Wherewith we were fo fatigued, that 
we rcfdved to return back again ; and here we may 
add, that the greateft part of our men were uot 
over-content to repafs by land to the North-fea, be- 
caufe of the five or fix thoufand men wherewith we 
were threatened, wherefore we left thofe that were 
minded to return to their canoes, and eighteen of us, 
who found ourfelves lefs weary than the reft, f^aid 
behind : we followed a great road which we met 
with foon after they bad left us^ and had not 
walked above an hour, when we took three 
horfemcn, who, when we had afted where we 
were, told us, that about a quarter of a league 
off there was a little town, called Chiloteca, 
wherein there were four hundred ^hite men, be- 
iides negroes, mulattoes, and Indians, and allured 
us we had not been yet difcovered. We had a mind 
to run after our men to acquaint them with this 
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account, and engage them to go back with ns to 
the town ; but the apprehenfions w^e were under of 
being difcotered, and thereby giving the inhabitants 
time to put themfelves into a pofture of defence, 
hindered us to do fo, and made us undertake, per- 
haps, the boldeft, moft refolute, and, if you will, 
the rafheft a6lion that could be thought of ; whicti' 
was, that being no more of us than eighteen men, 
as I have faid before, we (hould adventuroufly enter 
that town, where we*furprized and frightened the 
Spaniards to that degree, that we took the tenient 
and other officers, to the number in all of fifty per- 
fons, including the women prifoners : they were 
feized with fuch a panick fear, fuppofing us to be 
far more numerous than 'Ve were, that all the reft 
'would doubtlefs have been taken and bound by us, 
had it not been for their horfes, which are always 
at hand, Vhich they mounted to ride away upon. 
■And fo it was as we would have it, for if they had 
had courage to ftay behind,- they might have cut out 
work for us, whereof we had already but too much, 
•which was to watch' our prifoners. 

We aiked the tenient where thegalley of Panama 
was, who made anfwer, (he lay at anchor in the 
embarking place of Carthage, which is Caldaira, 
Where Ihe waited for us, as hoping we would pafs 
that way to go to the North-fea, and that the king 
of Spain's (hip, the St. Lorenzo, was in the port.of 
Realeguo, mounted with thirty pieces of cannon, 
and four hundred men on board, to hinder us fromi 
coming near that place, which they began to fettle in 
again : as we had a defire to lie in this little town 
where we now were, we farther afked him what 
nuiAber of men we (hould have occafion for to 
guard us, if we (hould fby there ; he told us, there 
would be fix hundred men next day therd, but that 
th^y had no more fire-arms than for two hundred,

The SpaniardSy who dnriog this time were a Httlc 
recoTered of their afloniihmeDt, beiog got tc^etho'^ 
entered into tlie town again ; aod after We bad &• 
vera! times cpnfli£led with them, we intrenched our- 
felves in the church, where we had put our prifon- 
crs ; who, feeing ifs go in with precipitation, be- 
lieved thdr people purfued us clofe, and were juft 
upon falling on us; which made them fo bold, as to 
run to the fwords andpthei arms weh'ad^ot toge- 
ther, wherewith they woun4cd us one man. We 
prefently got to the dqors, and from thence fired 
upon them fo long, till there were qo more than 
four men and their wives left alive of them : at the 
lame time we mounted the horfes .which we had ta- 
ken, dnd, with our four ^ifoners of each fex, went 
away with as liitle noife as we CQuld^ which the 
other Spaniards obferving, they feat one to tresft 
with us ; but we refnibd, and fire4 upon him, for 
fear, if he came too oear tis, he ihonld cofoe tp 
know how few we were. Next day, which waa thf 
twentiethi we r^<^ned our other peopley who had 
refted themfelyes at aa bit(o they had met with ia 
their retur-n, aad who gave us afliftance i^inft fix 
hundred c£ tbofe Spaniard^ who followed in tht 
rear of us ; then we gave the woniea prilboers their 
liberty. On the twenty-firft we went on board our 
canoes, and next day reached our (hips, where we 
interrogated our four new prifon^^ concerning the 
pa(n^ we had projected ; but they laid fo many dif- 
^ciiities before us, that we grew almoft out (^ con- 
ceit with it : but yet) when we confidered we mufl 
either make our way throngh, or end our days mi- 
ferably in an horrible want of all convenient necef- 
faries, and in an enemy's country, where we grew 
weaker every day by the lofs of our men, we re- 
folved to hazard all to get out of it: iafomuch, that 
l^og no long^ daunted at the ^^ngers wev^ac in 

ia 
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jp this pafTage, and being perfuaded it would be 
better for us to die with our fwords in our hands, 
than to pine away with huoget, we made all things 
ready for this journey ; and to the end we might 
cut ofF from the moft timorous any defircs they 
might have to return to their fhips, if their minds 
fhould alter in reference to their going along with 
us, we ran our teflfels afhore, except our galley and 
periangues, which ^e referved to carry us off the 
ifland where we were to the continent. 

On the twenty-fifth we formed four companies, 
coufifting of feventy men each, making all together 
two hundred and fourfcorei and as for the forlorn 
hope, we agreed for to draw out ten men out of 
each, and to relieve them every mornings we alfo 
made a contraft among oprfelves, tha^ thofe who 
fliould be lamed ifi the encounters we might hava 
with the enemy in our way, fhould have the fame 
recompense as formerly, that is^ a thoufand pieces 
of eight a man ; thar the hcnrfes we fhould take, 
fiiould be divided between the companies for the eafe 
c^all our men, and for thofe that were incommoded 
above any of the reft : that thofe that ftraggled and 
fliould be kmed, {hou\d have no recompence made 
them, and that violence^ cowardice, and drunkennefs 
fliould alfo be punifhed as formerly. 

Before I leave thefe feas, I will fpare the reader the 
trouble of afking how we came to endure fo much 
hunger, ^iferies, and fatigues in thefe parts, fince 
I have faid upon feveral occafions, that the country 

• is fo good and pleafant, as well as fruitful in the 
production of all things neceflary for the fupport and 
comfort of human life ; as to this, there needs no 
more than obferving, that, fince our feparatton from 

' the Englifh at the Ifle of St. John, we were all along 
fo ill accommodated with fhipping, that we were^ 
'forced to keep continually to the coaft,.'and by con-^ 
i^ 4 fe<juence* 
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fcquencc in fight of the Spaniards, who/ difcover- 
ingevcn the leaft motions wc made, had almoft always 
time to remove all their efFefts out of the way, before 
we made our defcent, and Jeft us nothing but what 
they could not carry away, which was many times 
very inconfiderable ; whereas, had we had but one 
•good fhlp to put out far to fen,. they could not have 
difcovered us, and we {hould have furprized them 
continually in our defcents, where we could have 
wanted nothing, not only that was neceflary, but 
alfo pleafurable, befides the wealth we muft have 
carried away in a fhort time. 

This want of fhipping, under which we laboured, 
was fo advantageous to our enemies, and the con- 
fequence thereof they knew £b well, that the people 
of Peru fcnt no more (hips to the weftern coaft wliere 
we were, for fear fome of them might fall into oar 
hands, and traded with one another no otherwife 
than by land.. 

The fame reafon alfo hindered us to go up to the 
coaft of Peru, where we could not have failed of 
having (hips, feeing they failed up and down there 
€very day, and drove a great tr^de with one another, 
as knowing we were not fo near unto their crountry ; 
fo that it is eafy, from what I have remarked, to 
conjefture, that for want of thefe helps, which were 
of fo much importance to us in thefe feas, we muft 
alfo very often ftand in need of all thefe things, which 
we could not but with the greateft difficulty have 
widiout them ^ wherefore,, to make any thing of it 
: in thefe climates, and to raife a confiderable fortune, 
without much danger and fufferings, there n.eeds no 
more than to be provided with a good (liip, and, for 
the better conveniency, vi6l:ualled for fome time, 
that fo there may be no neceffity of going aftiore to 
feek lu 

On 
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On the twenty-feventh we difcovercd a ftlp paffing 
along between theiflands, which made us fend our pjII- 
Jey and periaugue to fee what (he was ; (he put up a 
white flag, but as foonas we came within mufquet-lhot 
of her, (he took down the white flag, and put out 
Spanifh colours, and withal gave us ten or a dozen 
guns ; we returned to the (hore to give our people 
notice of it ; not doubting, but if that (hip came 
to an anchor in the fame place, (he would deftroy 
oar periaugues : we fent them with our baggage and 
prifoners up to the flats that are behind the ifland 
where we were. 

This ve(rel, about noon, canie in with the tide," 
and anchored wichin half a c«innon-(hot of ours that 
were run afhorc, under thecovert of which we fought 
againft them with two pieces of cannon lili it was 
night ; but rts the enemy had no other aim than to 
ruin our (hips, they put them this firft day out of a 
condition to fail, which was what ourfelves had a 
mind to, and ihcn put farther off from the (here. 

On the twenty-eighth in the morning they drew ' 
nearer again, and began to fight us, which made us " 
ftielter ourfelves behind the points of the rocks that 
run out into the fea, from whence our arms carried . 
aboard them ; upon this they were forced to fend 
thdr (hallop under the fovour of their cannon, to 
take away an anchor that was nearer to (hore than ' 
their (hip; but being prevented therein, they cut ' 
off the cable that held it, and put off' again ; at laO, 
concluding with ourfelves that this (hip would not 
leave us (o haftily, we fent an hundred men in the 
evening to the continent before us, that they might 
endeavour to take fome horfes, on which we might 
lay our difabled men, with orders afterwards to re- 
turn and wait for us upon tl:e fea-fide in the- fame-^ 
place where they wenta(hore (which was a kind of 
a p:)rt we had alBgned them) iu cafe they had re- 
N 5 turned 
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turned before our arrival there : aad for fear die 
Spaailh fliip (hould fufpeA, from the running of 
ours aground, the defign we had to go to the 
North-Tea, and that the men on board her would 
fend to the continent to give the peopk notice to 
put themfelves in a readinefs to hinder us, we coun- 
terfeited all night long the caulking of our ihips, that 
fo we might fully j^efs them with a belief that 
we were careening them, which wrought fo efiec- 
tttally upon thenii that in the morning they failed 
not to come up,, to defboy with their cannon the 
work they fancied we had been doing during the 
night. 

On the twenty-ninth their (hip took fire^ which 
made them put farther off, where ihej extingui(hed 
it : on the thirtieth we made ufe of a new (Iratagem 
,to amufe our enemies, and take away all manner of 
fufpicion from them that we defigned to be gone^ 
which was to charge our guns, granadoes, and four 
pieces of cannon, whereunto we tic^d lighted matches 
of dif!erent lengths, that fo, having their efftd in 
our abfence one after another, the SpaniOi ihip's 
crew might Aill believe we were, upon the ifland, 
from whence we parted in the twilight, asTecretly 
as ever we could, with all our prifoners, whom we 
referved for no other ufe than to carry our. furgeon's 
medicines, carpenter's tools, and the Wounded oieQ 
we might have in this palQge. 

On. the firft of January, in the year x688, we 
arrived on the continent ; and, on the evening of the 
fame day, the party which we had fent before to 
look for horfes, came thither likewife : they had taken 
fixty-eight with feveral prifoners, who, without any 
violence offered them, told us, they did not^hink it 
advifeable we (hould travel through Segovia, becaufe 
the Spaniards had intdligence, we had made choice 
of that province. to p^% through; bat as we had 

already 
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already relblvtd upon the mateer» and that oar (hips 
cxKlid be of no longer uie unto us, all chat they 
iomld fay t^ the contrary, did not hinder us to per- 
fevere therein. All onr 'people, at the fame tirne^ 
packed up every man his charge, and pat thdr iUver 
into bags, which they thought they could carry with 
their ammunition : thofe who had too much of the 
former, gave tt thofe who had loft theirs at play for 
to carry, conditioning with them, that they fhould 
return the one half back to the owner, in cafe it 
ibould pleafe God to bring them fafe to the Morth-^ 
iea. 

As for mylclf I muft fay, I was none of the 
WOTft provided, and though my charge vi^s lighief 
than Others, yet it was not for all that lefs confidcr-^ 
able for the value, feeing I had converted thirty 
thoufand pieces of eight into gold, pearls, and pre* 
cious ftoDcs. But as the beft part of this was the 
fnrodu^ of luck I had at play, fome of thofe who 
had been lofers as well in pbying againft me as 
others, being much difcontented at their lofles, 
plotted together, to the number of feventeen or elgh* 
teen, to murder thofe that were the richeft amonglV 
us. I was fo happy as to be timely advertffed of it 
by fome friends, which did not a Kttle difquiet my 
nnund", for it was a very difficult taflc for a man, du» 
ring fo long a journey, to be able to fccure bimfelf 
from being furprized by thofe vho were continu- 
ally in the fame company, and with whom we muft 
eat, drink, and (leep, and who could cur off whom 
they plcafed of them, in the conffi6^s they might 
have with the Spaniards, by fhooting us during the 
hurry, which yet they executed in anothermanner,, 
as nuiy be feen in due place : the appfebenfions i 
had of this confptracy did not hinder me to retain fo 
much judgment and prefciKe of mind, ae to fail pire-^ 
iently upon iuch methods as i thought mod rational 
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and fecure for the-prdervatlonof ony life,:aod whkh 
cfieflually faved it, which was to depoilt fome of 
What I podefTed in the hands of divers perfons, and 
that in the prefeoce of all the reft, upon conditioa 
they (hould reAore unto me fuch a proportion as I 
agreed with them for, when we were come upon the 
cojft of Domingo. By this means I rid myfelf of 
the care I fliould continually have had of keeping 
upon my guard, without expoCng them much who 
carried my efFedls, the which being divided di?erfly, 
and to different perfons, they had to do with too 
many people tocompafs their ends. It is true I paid 
dear for this precaution ; but what will not a man 
do to fave his life I 

C H A P. VI. 

The return of the Fre^-hooters from the South to the 
North fca, over the continejit^ by another way than 
that by which they got thither.

^N the fecond day of January, in the morning, 
after we had faid our prayers, and funk our 
periaugues, left the Spaniards ftK)uld have any benefit 
of them, we fet out, aud lay that night by the 
fca-fide } we flopped next day about noon at an 
hatto to bait : on the fourth we lay upon a plat- 
form that extends itfelf upon the tops of feveral 
high mountains, where the Spaniards, notwithftand-. 
ing all the precautions we had taken, were advertifed 
of our departure, and failed not to let us have their 
company, keeping themfelves always in our flanks 
and rear. 

On vthe fifth we lay at another hatto belonging 
to tlie tenient of Chiloteca, about which place the 
enemy began to barricade the ways : we refled on the 
fixth for an hour and better at an eftancia to bait; 

and 
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and upon a bed, in a hall there, we found the follow- 
iog letter directed unto us» in thefe words : 

* W/E are very glad that you have made choice 

* ^^ of our province for your pafTage through 

* homewards ; but we are forry you are no better 

* laden with filver ; however, if yoo have occafion- 
-* for mules to carry your baggage, we will fend them 

* to you ; we hope to have the French general Grc^- 

* net very quickly in our power, and we will leave 
^ you to coniider what is like to become of the foU 

* diers.' 

. We faw clearly by this letter, thjat they knew no- 
thing of the death of Grognet, fince they believed 
he was ftill our commander ; and that they had no 
knowledge of hidoi, but by the account that had been 
pjiven them by the three men that had run away from 
him to them, when they failed of getting the gold 
of the mines of Tinfiggl. 

On the feventh we met with an ambufcade of the 
enemy, whom our van-guard forced to retire, and: 
lay in the evening at an hatto : the Spaniards, who 
left no means unattempted to deftroy us, burnt all 
the provifion that was in our way, and alfo when yre 
entered into any favannas, where the grafs was very 
dry, they went to the windward of us to fet it on 
fire, whereby we were very much incommoded, and 
our houfes were even ftifled with the fmoke : as we- 
were fometimes obliged today till the fire had burnt 
up all, to go forwards, this very much retarded our '• 
inarch ; and this was the chief thing the Spaniards 
aimed at that the men might have leifure to finilh a . 
retrenchment, whereof I fhall qpickly have occafion 
to fpeak, which they erefted unknown to us at fome 
diftance off from our road, to which alfo the work 
they cut out for us to rem<%i^ the barricadges of tree.s, 

where- 
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ivlserewkh they had eaan&bered the way, cootiibated 
very much ; inibiniich that, not being able to penetrate 
into their defignSi we perfuaded ourfelves that they 
did ^1 this with no other intent than to chagrin 
us onlyt as beii^ not able to do worfe unto us, or 
I (hould have rather {aid, haying not die coon^ 
for it, ^ . 

On the eighth we pafled on to a very 6ae fugar^ 
plantation, and as we were Tery defirous . to take 
tome prifoaers who might inform us of what was 
done, adl our company filed off^ and twenty of us 
ft^id behind in a houfe, after they had fet it on fire» 
to oblige the Spaniards to come and pnt it out, whdi 
they fiiw Our men at a diftance ffx>m them, and this 
they failed not to do : but onr impatience being the 
means of dlicoveting of us toofoon, they thereupon 
fled; yet -we, firing upon them, wounded one, and 
took hin^by whom we underftood that all their re- 
inforcements were coming together to difpute our 
pafTage, and that we were^oaig to meet diem that 
. Quue from Tin%al, who cclififtcd of three hundred 
inen. 

Whea we had done .with this w(>unded roan, we 
rejoined our main body, who had halted to wait for 
us, and then jogged on till we came to a great bo* 
roiigb, where we found thofe three hundred men, 
who afterwards were our continual guard, for they 
gave us, ntomli^andeviening, the diverfion of their 
trumpets ; but it was like the mnficof the enchanted 
palace of Pficha, who heard it without feeing the 
muficians, for ours marched on-each (ide of us, in 
places fo covered with pine-trects, that it was impof- 
fible to perceive them. 

We lay this evening about a quarter of a league 
from the faid borough, upon an afceHt, according 
CO our ufual mantier, who never encamped but upon 
b\gh grovnd, or in the raa^(^ favaanas^ for fear of 

bang 
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being hemmed iQ« We decamped on the ninth in the 
morning, after we had reinforced our advanced guards 
with forty men mone, who were appointed to fire their 
i^irftets at the entries or. avenues of the woods, that 
we might have a fight of the Spaniards, in cafe they 
laid any ambufcades for us : in the mean time, about 
ten invthe morning we j>ajQ[ed on to a place that was 
fo thin fet with wood, that we might fee a confider-> 
able diflance frcnn us, and, feeing no enemy appedr, 
we did not fire at all: but we did not dream that w6 
were feeking for that far before us, which we had at 
the fides of us ; for the Spaniards, who were ranged 
to the right and left of our way, lying on their bellies, 
made their difchargcs with fo much precipitation, that 
there was no more than one half of our advanced, 
guard who had time to anfwer their firing. They, 
killed us two men prefently, who were turned out of 
the way, to pafs undifcovered of the enemy ; after 
which we went to refrefti ourfelves in a little town 
that was in our way, and lay half a league beyond it» 

We met with another ambufcade on the tenth, 
■wherein we were beforehand with our enemies, and 
made them leave us their horfes ; then went to bait 
at another borough^ and lay a little farther. 

On the eleventh, as we drew nearer^ unto the 
town of Segovia, we met with a new ambufcade a 
little on this fide it, and when we had forced them 
with our fufils to retire, we went into the faid town, 
being refolved and difpofed to fight ftoutly, as be- 
lieving, if the Spaniards were minded to try us, they 
would ufe their greateft effort in that place ; but 
they contented themfelves with liring only a few 
mufquet-ftiQt at us from under the covert of Tome 
pine-trees that grew upon the afcenis which encompafs 
the town, whither they were retired : we found no-, 
thing there to eat, becaufc they had burnt all the 
provKxoD in the place. 

By 
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" By feood luck we took a prifoner to conduft us to 
the river we fought for, and which was ftili twenty 
leagues off; forafmuch as thofe who- had been our 
guides as far as Segovia knew dot the way any farther. 
This town lies in a bottom^ and is fo furrounded 
with mountains, that (he looks as if fhe were laid ap 
in prifon ; the churches here are very indifferently* 
buiU, but the place of arms h both very confiderable 
and very fine ; it is an inland place forty leagues off 
from the South-fca. The way that leads to it, frdm 
the place where we were, is very difficult, being all 
mountains of a prodigious height, to the tops whereof 
we mull creep with great danger,' and the vallies 
confequently are fo very narrow here, that for a- 
league of even ground you pafs over, you have fix 
leagues of mountains to go : whew we had paffed 
thefe mountains we felt a very (harp cold, and were 
taken with fo thick a fog, that, even when day ap- 
peared, we could not know one another no other- 
wife than by our voices ; but that lafbed not till above' 
ten in the morning, when the weather cleared up, 
and the fog went entirely off; and the heat, which' 
fucceeds the cold, becomes there very great-, as well 
as in the plains, where none of this cold is felt, till' 
you come diredly to the foot of the mountains. 
Thus were we forced to endure fach contrary fcafons, 
as well when we travelled, as when we repofed our- 
felves, that they expofed us to very great inconve- 
niences ; but the hopes of getting once into our 
native country made us patiently to endure all their 
toils, and ferved as fo many wings to carry usi 

On the twelfth we departed from this town, and* 
went up other mountains, where we had incredible 
trouble to clear the ways of thofe works the Spaniards 
had prepared to barricade them up with ; we went 
to lodge in gn hatto, where they fired very much in 
the night into our camp. 

Ofl 
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On the thirteenth, an hoar before fan-rifing^ wc 
mounted along an eminence that fcemed-to us to be 
an advantageous placenta encamp on; from whence 
we faw, upon the edge of a mountain from which we 
were feparated but by a narrow valley, twelve or 
fifteen horfes, which we took for fome time for cat- 
tle that fed there, whereat we much rejoiced, as be- 
ing, in hppes we fliould next morning have good 
theer at the coft of thefe animals ; and that we might 
be the more afTured of -the matter, we fent forty 
men thither, who told, us at their return, that what 
we took for beeves were all faddled horfes, and that 
they had obferved three retrenchments in the fame 
place, about .piftol-fhot one from another, which, 
raifing by degrees towards the middle of the fame 
fide of the mountain, fully barricaded the way 
through which we were to pafs next day, and conci- 
manded a fmall ftream that ran along the faid valley, 
into which v?e muft neceffarily defcend firflt, there 
being no other way, nor any likelihood of our going 
on one fide thereof. They faw alfo a man, who, as 
foon as he difcovered them, feverely threatened iheta 
with his cutlafs, which he held naked in his hand. 

Thefe fad tidings was a mighty allay to our joy, ' 
and the transformation of thofe pretended beeves, on 
whom our pining appetite had depended fo much, 
afFefted us to a great degree ; but thefe thoughts 
were at prefent to be laid afide, to make room for 
to confider how we ftiould difentangle ourfelvesfrom 
that place, and that without delay, becaiife the 
Spaniards, who were gathering together from all tlvs 
adjacent provinces, would quickly fall upon our fmall 
company, who muft of neceflity be overborne by 
them, if we ftaid for them : the means to efFeft this 
were not eafily found, and perhaps it would have 
appeared an impoifible thing to any other than fuch 
as we were, who^ till then, had been fuccefsful al- 

moft 
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mod in all our undertakings ; and to be plain in the 
matter, we found ourfdves now hard put to it : for, 
as I obferved to the reft of our people, ten thoafaod 
incp could not be able to force their way through 
that intrenchment without being cut to pieces, as 
well bccaufe of the advantage of the place, as the 
number of Spaniards that defended it, which we 
might compute by that of their horfes ; and feeing 
^ fingle man could hardly pafs on one fide of it, there 
was no likelihood we (hould be able to do it with our 
horfes and baggage, fo rough was the country: and 
indeed, faving the road itfelf, all the reft was no 
other than a thick foreft, without either ways or 
paths, full of {harp rocks in fome places, of quag- 
mires in others, and embarrafted with a great many 
trees that had dropped down to the ground with age: 
and thoadi after ait we ftiould have found out a 
•way to CKapc a-crofs fb many obftacles, there was 
' iHU an ificft^fable necefTity that we fbould fight 
With the Spaniards, that we might be at quiet for 
the reft rf our journey. This they all agreed to ; 
but as they objected unto me, that it was to no 
purpefe to reprefent thefe difficulties, which of 
•tfaemfehres were but too apparent, without propo- 
fing fettle method to furmount them, nor to give 
Counfel without facilitating the execution thereof, I 
told them, that> for my part; I could not kt what 
elfe we could do, but go crofs thofe woods, preci- 
pices, mountains, and rocks, how inacceffible foever 
they appeared to be, and endeavour to furprize the 
enemy in the rear, and to gain the advantage of the 
• ground from them by getting above them, where 
lurely we were not expefted ; and that I would ao- 
fwer for the fuccefs of the fame at the peril of my 
life, if they would undertake it: that as for our 
prifoncrs, horfes, and i>aggage, wherewith we were 
incumbered! we ought not to leave them defence- 

lefs, 
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Icfs, to the difcretion of thofe three hundred mco, 
who always kept ciofe to us in our march, and en- 
camped every evening about a mti(ket-(hot oiF: 
that we ought to leave fourfcore men to guard them 
with all neceffary precaution, as you will hear by- 
and-by, and that fuch a number was enough to fight 
with fo many Spaniards four times told. 

We took fome time to deliberate hereupon ; and 
at length thefe expedients, how hazardous foerer 
they were, being found the moft fui table to the con- 
dition we were in, and I nuiy fay, the only ones wc 
had left us, we refolved to lay hold of them, and 
put the fame in execution. . « 

Scarce had we projeAed thedefign, apd conddered 
the afcent where we were, the fttuation of the op- 
pofite mountain where the Spaniards had made 
their retrenchments, but that above the bigbeft of 
tbem we faw a road, which we took to be die coo* 
tiouatioa of that which, they bad ihut up agaioft ui^ 
and, turning to the right, went winding about the 
/ide of the Kime mountain ; which yet we could nof 
difcover but with difficulty, and by lights peepmg 
in between the trees, which would allow us to fee 
bot {bme traces at a diftance from one another. 

As we had not hitherto refolved upon which fida 
to pitch, in order to get behind thofe intrenchmenta^ 
whether the right or left, thb way decided that pdnt, 
being well fatisfied^ that if we could but once crcrfg 
it, it would bring us dire^ly upon the enemy : but 
yet, that we might not engage ourfelves inconfide- 
rately in this enterprize, where alt things went for u$» 
we fent twenty men, while we had any daylight left» 
to a place that was fomewhat higher than that wher# 
we were, to cover another party, whom we had 
known by experience to have been very ingenious 
and expert upon feveral occafiods, that fo they m^ht 
pitch upon thofe places by which we might, in the 

night. 
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night, the more eafily get op as far as that road, 
thereby to go and charge the enemy in the rear by 
break of day. 

As foon as oar men were returned, and gave os 
an account of what they had obferved, we made all 
things ready for our departure ; but we firft made 
that ftation, we were leaving, a place of arms, where 
we left our baggage, all the prifoners we had, and 
fourfcore men to guard them, and this, tliat the three 
hundred Spaniards, who continually followed us, as 
ivell as thofe who were behind the* l-etrenchments, 
might be perfuaded we had not left our camp ; and 
v/c gave the officer that commanded order to make 
every centinel he fet, or relieved in the night-time, 
to fire his fufil, tyid that he (hould beat the drum at 
the ufual hour: we told him, moreover, that, if 
God gave us the vi^lory, we fliould fend a party to 
bring him off, and that, if, about an hour after hfe 
•heard the firing at an end, he did not fee any body 
from us, he fliould provide for his own fafety as well 
•as he could. 

Things being thus difpofed, we faid our prayers 
as low as we could, that the Spaniards might not 
hear us, from whom we were feparated but by the 
valley we have fpoken ©f : at the fame time we fet 
forward, to the number of two hundred men, by 
moonlight, it being now an hour within night ; and 
^bout one more after our departure, we^ heard the 
Spaniards alfo at their prayers^ who, knowing we 
were encamped very near them, fired about fix 
hundred mu(kets into the air to frighten us ; befides 
which, they alfo made a difchairge at all the refponfes 
of the litany of the faints which they fung. We 
ftill purfued our iparch, and fpent the whole night 
(in going down, and then getting up) to advance half 
a quarter of a league, which viras the diftance bc- 
tvftQVi them and us, through a i:ouDtry, a^I have 

already 
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;^eady fald, fo full of rocks, mountains, woods, 
and frightful precipices, that our pofteriors and knees 
were of more ufe to us than our legs, it being im- 
poiSble for us to travel thither otherwife. 

On the fourteenth, by break of day, as we were 
got over the moft dangerous parts of this pafTage, 
and had already feiied upon a confiderable afcent 
of the mountain, by clambering up to it in great 
iilence, and leaving the Spaniards retrenchments on 
9ur left, wc faw their party that went the rounds, 
who, thanks to the fogs that are very rife in tKis 
country (as I have already faid) till ten o'clock did 
not difcoyer us. As foon as they were gone by, we 
went direftly to the place where we faw them, and 
found it to be exactly the road we were minded to 
feize on : when we had made an halt for about half 
an^ hour to take breath, and that we had a little 
daylight to facilitate our inarch, we followed this 
road by the voice of the Spaniards, who were ^ 
their morning prayers, and we were but juft begin- 
ing our march, when unfortunately we met with 
two out-centinels, on whonv we were forced to fire ; 
and this gave the Spaniards notice, who thought of 
nothing Icfs than to fee us come down from about 
them upon their retrenchment, fince they expe(5^ed 
us no other way than from below : fq that thofe who 
had the guard thereof, and were in number aibout 
jfive hundred men, jfindibg themfelves on the outfide, 
when they thought they had been within, and con- 
fequently open without any covert, took the alarm 
fo hot, that, falling all on upon them at the fame 
time, we m^de them quit the place in a moment, 
and make their efcape by the favour of the fog. 

This fo much unexpefted morning mufick dif- 
turbed the whole occonomy of their defigns, and fo 
thwarted their whole contrivance, that thofe of the 
other two retrenchments drew all without the 

lower- 
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lowermoft, where they prepared to defend them* 
felves ; we fought with them a whole hour from on-' 
der the covert of the firft retrenchment which we 
had got of them, and which exaAly commanded 
them, becaufe of its elevated fituation upon the 
mountain :' but, as they gave no ground, we begaa ' 
to think that the (hot we difcharged did not reach 
them, becaufe of the fog which hindered us to dif- 
cover them, and that we could not fire but accord- 
ing to the difcharges that came from them ; fo that, 
being refolved to lofe our aim no longer, \re ad- 
vanced, and fell dire^ly upon the places from 
whence they fired: there we fought them ftoutly, 
and they did not quit the place, till fuch time as 
they faw the butts of our muflicets, and that near 
them, the fight whereof the mid had till then ta* 
ken from them: but then, being much terrified, 
^ey left us all, and ran that way which was before 
TOeir retrenchments^ which proved very Incommo- 
dious for them, becaufe, that being the only place 
by which they thought we could come at them, 
they had cut down alt the trees that grew there, and 
in the adjacent parts, as well becaufe they might 
obfiruA their fight in this bottom, 'as hinder us to 
come on under the covert of them : and thus the 
pxecautlon which they kad taken againft us, by a 
quite contrnry efFedl was turned upon themfelves, 
infomuch that we had fo clear a view of them firom 
the retrenchments we had taken, that we did exe- 
cution almoft with every piece we (hot. We purfued 
them after that for fome tinae, flill beating them ; 
but at length, being weary both of running and kill- 
ing, we returned to the retrenchments where the 
five hundred men, whom we had put to ffight at 
firft, being come back, endeavoured to break in 
upon" thofe whom we had left to guard them, but 
wc made them, like the reft, quickly run away. 

We 
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We. were alfo fatigued mightily ia purfuing of them ; 
for, befides that the ground was fo extraordinary 
bad and hard to pafs,' they alfo augmented the dif- 
ficulties by makirfg ufe of the trees which they 
had felled down to barricade and (lop up even the 
leaft avenue that was near the place round about. 

We found thefe Spaniards had fo little mind to 
'give usquarter^ if they fhould have the upper hand 
of us, that even wlien we took any of them, they, 
would not as much as afk it at our hands, and to 
fome of them we gave quarter in fpight of , their 
teeth, though they did ot.berwlfe all that ever they 
could to fave themfelves out of our hands : but at 
this tko man ought to wonder ; for it is a maxim 
Amongd them in thefe parts, and whereof we have 
had experience upon feveral occaiiOQS, whether it 
proceeded from pride> or natural fiercehefs of tem- 
per, or becaufe of an oath they take before their 
commander before they go to fight, that they will 
never fubmit to aik quarter of thofe to whom they 
have fwore they wo.uld give none : but we in the meaa 
time, being afFeAed with compai&on upon fighiof 
the great quantity of blood we faw running dowu 
into the rivulet, fpared the reft,, and went a fecond 
time into our intrenchments, having loA all this 
while but one man, and two only wounded. The 
Spaniards, among others, loft their general, who 
was an old Walloon officer, who had given them 
the plan of this retrenchment, that would infallibly 
have prevailed againft us, had we attacked them I)y 
the way they expelled. In the mean time another 
old captain had advifed him to fecure their rear, but 
he faw fo little likelihood of danger on that fide, 
that he anfwered, we muft be either men or devils 4 
that, if we were men, he defied us to get over any 
way in eight days time \ but if we were devils, 
2 . ' though 
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though he (hould take never fo much care of hkn- 
fclf, he muft Itill be taken. 

However, at the folicitation of the faid oflScer, 
he fent a party that way to go the* rounds, and to 
poft the two centinels we fpoke of, as they thought 
moft convenient. The general being fearched, there 
were feveral letters found in his pockets, which had 
been writ to him by the governors of the province, 
that fet forth particularly the number of men they 
had fent him; and one, among others, from the 
general of CoAa Rica, who exprefled himfelf as 
follows :

SIR, 

Thought 1 had made a good choice, when 
I committed to you the conduft of an affair 

* which ought to re-eftabli(h our reputation, if yoa 

* have the better of the enemy, as you induce me to 

* believe you will ; I was preparing to fend you 

* eight thoufand men, if you had not fent me word 

* that fifteen hundred was, enough. I do not doobt 

* but a perfon that hath ferved fo long as you have 

* done, will take care of your men, efpecially Cnce 

* you have to do with a people from whom there 

* will no honour redound to you by over-doing 

* them. . 

* According to the relation you have given me of 
' your retrenchments, it is impoffible but thofepeo- 
« pie, with the help of God, muft be deftroycdj I 
"• advife you to put a thoufand men into them, and 

* two hundred near unto the river, by which they

* them fave ihemfelves crofs the mountains, don R^-

* When you find thefn advance within the fliot rf 
^ your harquebufles, let not your men fire but l|y 

* twenties, to the end ■ your firing may not be in 

* vain ; and, .when- you find- them weakened, paife»a 

* ftiout to frighten them, and fall in "wi^h .your 
-* fwords, while don Rodrigo attacks them in the 
■* rear, I hope God will favour our defigns, finee 

* they are no oth'er than for his glory, and the de- 
•• ftruSion of thefe new fort of Turk? ; heartea up 
-* your men, though they-inay have enough of that 
"* according to ypur example ; they (hall be rc- 
^ warded in heaven, and, if ihey get the better,

After we had fung Te Deum upon the field of 
battle, by way of thanks unto God for this vie- 
tory, we mounted fix ty men on horfebacktogaand 
give, notice to o*ir . other people of the fuccefs the 
Almighty was pleafed to give us. We found theon 
ready to begin another engagement againA the three 
hundred Spaniards, whereof we have fpqken ; who, 
as foon as they heard that a^ion at the retrench- 
menrs begin, and faw haw few men we had .left bp' 
hind in oar camp, were eafily induced to believe;We 
had made our attack by that difadvantageous way»i 
have fpoke of, a^ JuppQ^ng it impoffible for jus to do 
it in any other place, and that thei^fore our i^uia 
mufl: be inevitable ; infomuch that, inflead of enter- 
ing diredtty into the place, which, confideriqg their 
nutnber, they could hay€ carried in a moment, they 
"bad fo little courage, that they contented themfelves 
to fend an ofHcer to our men that guarded the ba^r.

As loon astie wasgc^t^ 

x^tsf^ ivho were not above a mufeeiHfhot'off^ we ad- 

vjincecj, Xod feH npoti them, to pift them out of 

condition all aft on^ tofoIJpw ys any more : we re* 

Reived thdr fif& 'liripg, to which we made no r^- 

turn^ oth^rwife than with otir piftols- and cutlaffes, 

end that unhaf^ily Tor them who tiad «6t yet gel 

^ipon their herfeSj^r we cjit a great ihany rf ttetfi 

to pieces, infotiiuch that, God crownteg aH the ad- . 

vantages we had had ki the reft of onr engagemenl^ 

"by the fuccefs lye 'had. in this laft, we fct the reft 

go, detainingf only their kprfes ; and when we ha4 

t>roken ^U thqr ttirjos, we, with our baggage, ro- 

joined our main bp8y, Who f|aid ftill upon the f>lace 

mo ^Ki^Fd die fetfencfaments. We had i20 m^rc ^n 
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one man killed in this engagement (as it \i^as in the 
other) and two maimed. 

We aiked fome of the prifoners whom \ve had 
taken feveral queftions, and they told us, among 
other things, that we ftiould llill^ meet with another 
retrenchment upon the road, about Ax leagues dlf^ 
tant from thofe we quitted, which made us feao 
with very great reafon, left ihe fugitives ftiould go 
and poflefs themfelves of it with a defign to difpute 
our paflage otvcetnorec aiid indeed we faw fire upon ^ 
the top of a great mountaio, which they had made 
for St fignal to gather their fcattered troops together, ' 
and thofe who, out of the fear they were in, might 
perhaps hide themfelves for eight days together, had 
it not beei^ for this, as believinfir us ^Ul at their 
heels; but we prevented their Aifign, for we lay 
two leagues from thence to cut off their paffage, 
there being no other way than this by which thejt , 
might get thither, and whofe fides were ftill lefc ac- 
ceffible the farther you went on, thaii they were bc- 

^ -hither the fame. We had cut the hams of nine 
hundred of their horfes before, that fo they might 
be made .unfit to purfue us; we took much about 
the fame number of them with us to eafe our jour- 
ney, till we came at the river we were. in queftof, 
and to kill and fait them upon our arrival, that fo 

^ Jtiey might ferve us for food in that long paflage. 
* V^n the fifteenth we paffed by the foremen tioned : 
retrenchment^ which was not yet finiflied, without j 
any refiftance {this proceeding in all appearaacd 
from the terror which the noife of our viflory had 
ilruck, into the pec^le) and lay at an hatto thref 
leagues beyond it. On the fixteexjth we lay at anof 
ther fix leagues farther ; and at laft, on the feven* 
feenth, which was the fixteenth day fince our fctj 
ting out, we came to the fo much d^fired river, ana 
jprefently entered i^to the woods that grow upon thq! 
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tanks thereof) where every one fell ta yyo^"^ i^i good 
"carneft to cut down trees to build piperies, wherein 
^e might go down the fame. 

Some perhaps may think that thcfe were fome 
commodious veflels, wherein to carry us with eale 
down th& river, but there was nothing lefs thaa 
that in iV. ' What Ve called piperies were four or 
'five flocks of one kind of tree, which they called 
Mahot ; it is a light floating fort of wood, which,, 
after we have taken off the bark, we join and tie to- 
gether, inflead of cords, with a fort of lines that 
grow in thefe woods and cling like ivy unto every 
thing that is near them, and efpecially to trees, to the 
height whereof they mount; and when thefe pie- 
ces are fet together, they put two or thre^men upon 
'them, according to the bignefs of the pipery, and 
this is all the equipment we make thereof. 

The fureft pofture we can find ourfelvcs to be in, 
is to ftand upright thereon, though they fink two 
~br three feet under water; and you may judge by 
'what follows, whether the continual apprehenfion* 
'of danger we were in were well or ill grounded. 

We built ours no bigger than to hold two mei>, 
that fo rhey might the more eafily pafs betweqa 
thbfe very narrow rocks we forefaw, by thofe that 
already prefented themfelves to our view, we muft 
meet with before we got unto the fea-fide. When 
•this pretty fl'ota was in a condition to put out, we 
dragged it to the river- fide, after we had furniftied 
ouvfclves with long poles, to keep us from being 
driven too violently upon the rocks, where we were 
-apprehenfive we (hould be carried by the violence (A 
the fiream, as it came alfo frequently to pafs. 

This river fpfings in the mountains of Segovia^ 
and difcharges itfelf into theNorth-fea at Cape Gra* 
cias a Dios, after having run a very long way in a 
xnoft rapid manner crofs a v^ft number of rocks of a 

O J pro- 
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yrodiglous bignefs, aod by the moil frigbtfol prr> 
cipices that can be thought of» befides a great many 
fiUs of water, to the number of at ieaft an huii- 
<]rcd of all (brtSy which k is impoilible for a man to 
IpokoD without tcembling) and makisg the head of 
fbe moA fearlefs to turn round, when he fees awt 
fcears the water fall from fuch an height into thofe 
. tremendous whii4pools. In ftiort, the whole is fi> 
formidable, that there are none but thofe who have 
ibme Experience, can have right conceptions of it : 
%utfor me, who have pafTed thefe places, andwho^ 
«s long as I live, Qxail have my nnnd filled with thofe 
safques I have run, k is impoiSble I (houldgivefucb 
9Xi idea hereof, but what "vt&X come izx fliort c^ what 
I. hftve really known of them. 

Xt was dierefdre lipod this dangerous rwer (het 
we went.^ow^, furring our£dves to be earned 
aibng at the ^1 d* the (beam, in thefe pitifuf ma- 
chines, whereof the greateft part was ufider water> 
as htls bec;a. faid before^ two or three feet, infi> 
«nuch that Yft we're almoft always up to the middle 
^her^n : but this. was nothi^in comparUba af ^ 
fapidity of it> whieh many times hurried ps, in 
^ight of aU th^ refiftance we could makto, ilito the 
l^ublirigs of flxtmii^ ^«^ater, where we now gnd then 
^tind (Mirfelves buried witbr our pieces of wood^ 
wJii^h made m&ny of our men tie themfelves there- 
on, a$ being in hopes the wood, that fteated, would 
t)e«r them up ftHl upon the water ; but in this, fomc 
^ them v^ere mjftakfen. 

But. as fO£ tbofe great falls, they had, to our 
Ipod fortunes, ftt their euti^aiw:^ and goings out, a 
great b^fon ef ftill water, which gave us the op- 
l^tonhy to get upon the banks of the rit^ and 
4r4W our piperies afhore, to take off thofe things 
we had laid on them, wbicb^ as wet as we were, 
w^qtrri^ wHb W| fe^pipg &Q«^ tocjt torpck, till 

WQ 
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we came to the eod of th« fuU| from whence one of 
Bs afterwards returned to fttt oils, pipery into the^ 
\f ater» and let her fwim aiong: to falm who iratoi^ 
for her below : but if he failed to catch bold (by^ 
fwioimiag) of thofe fneces of wood, befell th^ 
got out of the bafoB below>. the violeaoe of the: 
ftream would carry ti^m a\^ to rights, anJ th^: 
xaea moft then be nece/Qrated to go^ and pick outt 
trees to make anothar.

tMn-y that all of es Mrere in m^ml^ft danger of f^ 

I afterwards fbtAid, as well as fev^^l others of' 
eur people who hdd made trial hereof^ that this^ 
forcfight wias not ufolefs to us ; fdr nqr pipelTy hap* 
pehing tb be<»ft nppd f<Kh a friace, I was fetrdbd lo 
Hatie. tlie. pieces^ of Wood» ahd itoilraddle upon one 
O 4: jpece- 
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piece^ while my compaoion did the fame upon ano 
ther, and fo kave ourfelved to be carried dcAvn i» 
this manner, at the pleafare of the %eam, till it 
pleafed God that we ^Ould meet with a place, as: 
"^e did mdccd; that was not fo rapid, where we 
coirid go* upon the bank of the river, which we 
dwrid not have d<Mie, if others had immediately fol- 
lowed us. I alfo adyiiedy th^t thofe who went 
down firft fhould take care to fet up in the moft 
dangerous places a ffag or banner at the top of a 
long pole, that b we might dtfeern it afar off*, not 
fo much to ^c notice to^ thofe who were hinder- 
itioft, that there wtis-a fidl in foch a {dace, ibr'thefe 
woaki make themmves id be heard atooll a Icagioe 
is/Si but to fignify to them what fide they were to 
put to land, which (hould be that whefe the flag 
Aood. Thefe methods being pdt in pra^ice, faved 
the lives of 'a great jtnatiy men, though, for all thc& 
precautions, fewral were "alfo loft. 

* The many badaniers which wd found along the 
the banks of- this river, was.almbft the oiflylbod 
that kept us from ftarving; for our arms being 
continually wet, and* our powder ail fpoiled, we 
could not poffibly go a hunting, though there is 
Very good game there; for as to the horfe-flefh. 
which we had falted, we were forced to throw it 
away in two days time, for it could not keep in the 
water any longer. 

* Thefe bananiers havc^ partly been planted by the 
Indians who dwell along the ^des of this river, ami 
partly- by the overflowing of the waters, which, 
having dragged them along, and then left them dry, 
took root again, and (b have multiplied. 

Some days after we found, when we began to go 

down the river, fome carbets of an Indian nation 

called Albaouins, whom we chaced to get their vie* 

fual3f there are a multitude of others, who dwell 

, farther 
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farther from the brink thereof on the oppofite fide 
to the former, and thofc'of the one bank have nei* 
Iher war nor commerce with thofe of the other. 

It was in this place that thofe of our men, who* 
J^ad loA their money by gaming, put their cruel 
defign in execution, and where I came to know that 
the warning formerly given toe >yas too true; for 
thefe wretches being gone before, went and hid 
themfelves behind the rocks that are. upon the brink- 
6f this river, by which we muft necefTarily pafs. As 
every man endeavoured to fave himfelf as well as he 
could, and that for the reafons already ^ven, , wo 
went down the river at a diftance one from another, and* 
without any miftruft; they had but too much time 
and conveniency to pick out and murder £ve Ea- 
gliflioien, whom they knew to be fome of the beff 
furnifhed with booty, of which thefe aflafBns en- 
tirely deprived them. My companion and I found 
■ their bodies upon the river's fide j and I maft freely 
confefs, that fuch a fpedacle would have Aruck np' 
feiall terror inta me, if I had been ftilf the bearer of 
'jny winnings ; 1 blefs God with all my heart, th^t 
inipired me with a defign to quit my trcafure, being 
then expofed in going down the river,, as I was 
laft after the Englifti, to the treachery of thofe vil- 
lains, where I muft infallibly have run the fan\e 
Pf fque as they had done. None of our people knew 
any thing of this mufder ; but when we were got all 
together farther down, I.told them what I hadfeeq,. 
Which was fully conHrmed, as well by the abfence of 
the dead men, as by that of the affaffins, who durft 
not fcome and rejoin us,: and whom we never fav 
■ from thence for ward,- 

On the twentieth of February we found thjp river 

lafgeri and more fpacious than before, and met with* 

no more falls therein ; but the fiime was fo incuh)- 

bercd with trees and bamboes,' which theBoodscair- 

' O 5 ' xiedt 
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Vied tlrither, ftaJt obr ^fetched machines could not 
Ve kqH from oterttirQltig ; but ^ depth of chd 
^irater in tfaefe parts being a means to moderate the 
irtpidsefs of it, ibere were not many^ drowned^ 

At laft, when we were gone down fomeleagnes 
feirthety we fbnnd the ri^er very good, the fbeam 
^ntrj genUb, and Ino likelihood of our meeting any. 
tnore toci^s o^ trdes, thoiigh Wfe had iBU above fixtjr. 
Itegoes t6 the Ica-fi<fe. Wherrforc, *6W fiadin|;^ 
tKHrfelT^^eed from thofe ^ils and dodgers whichL 
^ YsdA 'M^A expofed to in fnch terrible pkce9> 
'liAidtt dttich, ih the moft frightful Aape, prefented 
^ftlf cotifdtitaBy to our ^cijf, every one begab to 
^ftnte itt(ti 'cotwage, ahd conceive good hopes dt 
*<ht remainder t>f ^ voyage; infonHicft that, be-

'Having^ wiA Wbhderfirt dSigcBce^. fini(hed four- 
ithhbe&By the- firlfc^c^ March, f6r fhcufc of kn hiif> 
dred arKl tWcn^y w^h that were of tefe f^ orie can- 
ton, We pur them iHtto the water, and etobarked- 
ttoeotv without ftaying for an hundred 'altid forfy^ 
to)re, who ware fiAiffiing theirs; the ardcht dcfrffr 
^cli^d'tabe, ^ fobtt as pofln)le, fktisfied, whelh^ 
^e ttibtfd Verily be able to ^readi the N5rA*fci,^ 
c^gedus mightilj^ to^puron^^ ft>r, kcebrdfog to the^ 
^35 we had conceived of oor paflSige, Wfc were ap* 
tt^ofive of beB^ carried back into thatbf the 
fetrtb;^ as hot being able te> ihfarit wfe totild^be fo^- 
Ittppqr^ to-iecofcr llte fight of a ftt, ^ Which We 
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iafight be xxrritd home to oUr native covmtiles, aoi • ' 
wiiicfa tre had fbr fo confideri^le a time longed 
for. 

The Englifli, Ivho wtouW bot raake any cattoef^-. 
had got in thciF piperics before xis ^ the fea-fide^ 
h^rc ttey met with aU EtaglHb boat from Jamaica^ 
at ancboi*, whona they were very forward to pr«l%« 
to^o aadaftv leave of the governor of tiiat \&axA 
for then- fefetxmirag thither, beisauife they had gottf 
€H3t without aay coanmiffion^ b«ft that veflel beiag 
fwiwilKng to go thither, without tbey laid dewa 
6ooo-h SiexRiig by way of advance, and thqy bring , 
not In a txtfidittoa tomn Ihc liajttird of fuch a irxm, 
becaufe n»any of them hod loft their no&ey , as fev«ral 
amoi^fl: us had done, which they would have carried 
with thcm^ by the oVerfetting <rf the pipft^e$> they* 
ifaid with the Mouftfck ladiUDS, that dwett fbor'^ 
leagues to the windwawi of the mouth of dais river, 
and who are veryki^ to them, becaufe^f ^ triftp- 
;kets they bring them from Jamaica. 

Thus, that boat proi^ to be of no tife tothefc 
JBaglUh, th«y .polidckly bethought thte^lv^s to^' 
fend us word hcrobf, as hojwng we in ackftowledgr 
«cot of this kmdnefs, would obtain leave of the 
^vcmorcrf St, Doaringofiorthettk^o retire, and be 
'protefted in that rflaad. ' Thts news we received by 
two Moullfck Indians, whom m a^ boat they fent to • 
meet us forty leagues up the river, and who^told uf,. 
that there (ho«ld no more thaa 40 men only come 
down, bccaufe that (hip could cc^-tain no more t^ 
wafon of the fmallnefs of it, and its fcantinefs of' 
ptofifiofa: tmt, for ali this, the tao, that made 4ip 
one <tf 6ar companies, weirt down togctljier^ . for 
€Very<ttie pretendscdto be «f the aumber of the 

Though this riverweafetio»w1cavIng \t by fome" 
S«uii(h ma^ made to ruo direSkjf 80 kaguee, and 
^^ 6 ^^' 
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then to fall into theNorth-fea, yet we have compnt«d 
tile, fame to run above 300, being ainioft always 
carried to the fouth-eaft for to go to the north. 

■ We happily arrived on the ninth at the mouth of 
the river, at cape Graclas de Dios, and entered into 
the fea, which with much fetisfaftion we knew to be 
that of the north, where we were obliged to wait for 
the Engliih (hip that was at the ides of Pearls, which 
are a dozen leagues diAant from that cape to the eaft; 
here we'ftaid till the fourteenth with the Mulafters 
that live in thefe parts, and who fed us for fome 
days with fi(h. 

This cape which ftands on the continent, hath 
been inhabited for along time by thefe MuloAers and 
Heroes, both men and women, wha have greatly 
multiplied there fincfi a Spani(h (hip, bound from 
Guinea, frighted with their fathers, was loft hj 
coming too nem- the fhore,, whkh is very dangerous^ 
In thefe parts: now, thofe who had efcaped the 
Ihipwreck were courteouflly received by the 
Mouftick Indians living about this canton, who were 
well j^fed with the lofe of that fhtp, and of the 
•Spaniards, their enemies, that. were in it. 

Thofe Indians aligned their new guefts a place t©- 
grab up, where they built themfelves cottages in the 
fineft country of Savanna's, that reach along the . 
river from the mouth of it for five or fix leagues 
tip wards. Here, for their fufknance, they plant 
iQaiz, bananiers, and magoiots, wUch the Indians 
gave them ; they^ alfo taught them td make a moft 
nourifliing fort of drink, which they call floon ; thcgf 
'prepare the fame of a fruit that is produced on the 
-top of a kind (A a palm-tree, which grows naturally 
•in thefe^ woods, and never exceed^ ten feel in height; 
caqh of thefe trees bears no more than one bunch -ef 
grapes, but moft of them arc afuUioad for one 
man: its grain 13 of the fame form and tbicknefs as 
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an olive : fooieof them areyellowiflr, others reddi/b, 
and containing, in a very hard done, an exceeding 
oily kernel : they proundthe fruit, ftone, and kernel 
all together, boiling the fame afterwards in water \ 
and this makes u-p the compofition : when the fame 
fs grown cold, or but luke-warm, they put what 
quantity they are minded to drink into a calabafh 
pierced through with fmall holes like unto a (kimmer; 
this drink, befides that it is very nouriQiing, and 
fattens very much, is alfo a pleafantcr liquor thaa 
any that is to be met with amongft the other 
Indians, the fame being only peculiar to this 
nation. 

The Mulafters are all a very taH people, and go 
al Together naked, faving their privy-parts, whiciv 
they cover, nature having provided for them upon 
that account a kind of greyifli fluff, which they pull 
from a tree called a baftard-palm, the top of whofe 
ft6ck is wrapped up in fome fathoms of it, from the 
firfl rifing of its branches fome feet downwards, 
according to the thicknefs of each of thefe trees : this 
ftiiff is aifo a great help to them to make coverlets, 
wherewith to cover them in the night j. and fom^' 
of thofe people, who live more at eafe, wear (hirts 
and drawers, which the Englifh bring them from 
Jamaica. They are the boldefl people in the worW 
for expofrng- themfelves to the perils of the fea, and 
undoubted^ the moft expert in the art of filhing,: 
they will commrt themfelves to the waves in thefe 
li'ttle boats, or fuch like, which an able feamaa 
wiltfcarce venture to do; and here they will fla^r 
for three or fdar days together, being na more con- 
cerned, let the weather be what it will, thaaif they 
were made of the fame piece as their boat ; and pro- ' 
vided they can but once fet fight on the fiHi, though 
fwimming neva* fo low ia tlae water, they will not 
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bSX to takjt him, fa docterotis are ihef at tbts^ 
work. 

They maay titocs^foour Frcc-booters ^rkiodnef^, 
when they take tbem on board '\i^h them, upoft- 
oonditioa of letting them haven (hare of what booty 
. 18 got, which moft'be ext^Hy perfomied uato them 
for tf yoQ deceive theai» you muft no longer expert 
then* affiftance ; and this temper is peculiar almoft to ' 
all the Indian nations m thcfe parts, that they will 
never go again, when once yon have broke your word 
with them. 

The ancient Mbufticks, who gave thefe men I have 
fpoken of entertainment, IJve about ten or twelve 
lea<7ucs to the windward of Cape Graciai a Di<»» in 
th<5e places they call Sambay and bambey r they 
iire very floihful, and neither plant nor fow but very 
Ikire, and lie all day on their Amacks, which arc 
mkind oT moving beds in their Ajoupas or Barracks^ 
While their wives wait upon them in every thing a» 
fer as they can>ferve them; and, \^hen they arc 
yreflfed with hunger, they goafiftirng in their boats, - 
at which they arealfo very (killful^ and, when they 
liave taken any,, thcfy eat tliem, and go not out 
aay more till hi^nger returns open them again. 

As for their cloathing, it is neither larger nor mor« 
ftrmptuous than that of the Mulaftcrs at the cape. 
There are but a few amoflgft them that bavea fixed 
abode, mod of them being ^vagabonds, and wander- 
ing along the river-fidc, and having no other hovif« K>^ 
ifejlter themfelves in but a latanier-leaf, which thejy 
manage fo, that, when the wind drives the rain on the 
cnefide, they turn ttaeir. leaf agdnft it, behind which- 
they lie, ^d thi&ftreetis thait^againft the weather: 
When they are inclined to fleep, they d^ a^Ksiein the 
fand,-where they lie, and then cover Ihemfelws there- 
with; and this they do- to keep themfelves from 
the dinging r of the Moufticks, wherewith the air 
i» generally « very fall4 they are^ little flies, that 
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are (booer felt than feeo^ and have fo ftiarp and 
venemous a fting, that, w4iere ihcy iilight, they 
feem to have fiery darts Wherewith to prick men* 
Thefe poor people are fo tormented with thofe 
toi(chievoii» infeAs^ wt^n tbey fee tbem not^. 
that their bodies . appear liKe kpers^; and I cati 
aflfare it fbr tmth, as knowing the fame by my owit^ 
knowledge^ that it is no fmaU pain to be attacked 
Vith them.; fop, befides that they caufedtis tolofe 
Our reft* in the nighr, it was then that we" were 
(breed to go naked for want of flikts, when the 
tFonbiefomenefs of thefe animals made m run 
iiito defpair> and fuehha rage>, as-fet us befides our* 
fclves. 

When thefe Indians go a joorriey, though never 
^ (hort, they take their wives, children^ dogs, and^ 
fewns, vrfifich they breed tame, ail aJongwith them t 
k is a cuftom Fhave obferved to be held among all 
the Indian nations on th^ terra firma of America ^ . 
and thefe I fpeak of live as-brutifhiy as any of the 
rcflr, y6t they are not fo c^uel and favage, becauf^ 
0f the fodcfy they have with the^Englifbi who have 
IM) otWeraito thantaeftdeavour^to- bring them under^ . 
and mafter their coontryv virhere ihey have u great- 
many habitations already. 

On the fourteenA the Vefly;xtWch tfaid \vas gone 
ro the iiles of Pearls, arrived at the place where we 
were, airi earner fcarce ta^an anchor, but we all 
crowded ro go on^ board, becaufe we were to drawr 
Idts who^ {h6uld embark ; bot^bent 50 ictf us for all' 
ihztf being^morevigiLifiktthais the reft; tnadeafhifV 
«o enter hef ; ^tho,\ thinking it xiimdvlfable to go^^ 
afliore again, to coftimk to chaftce a^ thing we were 
Bbeady ia>poffeflionof; «*id for to prevent agieater 
ftumber from entering in, \^ being already pHed 
vk% it were on the top ofio^e andth^/ we weighed an^ 
vlio^aod 4epfiaedi^ 
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The maftcr would have carried us to Jamaleay 

fcut we not knowing how matters flood between 

France and England, whether it were peace or war, 

engaged him to carry us to St. Domingo, for ^(T 

pieces of eight a head : -we went to take in water at 

the ifle of Pearls, and on the fixtcenth left the fame* 

On the ff venteenth we doubled the iQand of Catalinaor 

Providence, as theEnglifli call it, where the Spaniards 

had formerly a very fine fort and fma'l town, which 

were taken by the French and Englifti, under the 

colours of the laft. On theeighteenth we went tocrofs 

the channel though it blew a flrong eafterly breeze; 

On the twenty-fourth we came to land at Los Jardinos, 

which are a great many fmall iQandsoear unto that 

of Cuba : and on the twenty-ninth we took in water 

at portPortilla (in the ifle of Cuba) which is not 

iohabited. On the thirtietb we anchored tothe.S. ^* 

E. of the borough of Baracoa, in the fame iflaod, 

where we furprized the hunters belongmg tothat place^ 

whom we obliged to fell us the viftuals they had took 

by giving them their own price for it : but ibis our 

liberality towards them proceeded from another caufe^ 

and that was, that we were uncertain whether oor 

jaation was at peace or war with the Spaniards; fines" 

we had no intelligence here or from any French coUQ'* 

try, how things ^ent with them. 

On the fixth of April we touched at Nippas,' which 
is a fmall borough on^he coafl, 7 leagues diftant from 
Petit Guavis, that fo we might hear fome news of 
our. own country,- while we rode at anchor there. 
There were fome of oqr people fo infatuated wkh 
the long miferiesw^had fufFered, that they thought 
of nothing elfe. but the Spaniards, infomuch tha^ 
when from the deck they faw feme horfemen riding • 
along; the fea-flde,. they fliew to their arms to fire upon 
4shera,. as. imagining they, were enemies, though we- 
aflured them we^vere now come ;iiQong thofe of oiK 
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own n.uion. We left this port on the fourth, and 
went to anchor in the port of Petit Guavis, froia 
whence we had departed almpfl: 4 years before; and 
before we came near the fort, I went toMonf. Dumas, 
the king's lieutenant, to require him to grant us 
protedion and todeipnhty Ln the governor Monf. de 
CaflTj^s abfence, by virtue of an amnefty the king 
had, been pleafed to fend to thofe that made war 
upon the Spaniards fince the peace, which beingcon- 
cluded on fince our depm"ture, it was impoffible we 
fhould come to know it in. fuch remote places, and 
who^ we were thought to have beea'eniirdy de* 
ilroyed. 

Laftly, when we \i^ere got all afhore to a people 
that (pokje French, wecouldnot forbear (hedding tears 
for joy, that, after we had run fo many hazards, 
dangers, and perils, it had pleafed the Alaiigjhty 
Maker of the earth and feas, to grant a deliverance, 
and bring us back to thofe of our own nation, that 
^at length we may return without any more ado to 
our own country ; whereunto I cannot but * farther 
add, that, for my own part, I had fo little hppes 
of ever getting back, that 1 could not for the fpace 
of 15 days take my return for any other than an 
Ulufion, and it proceeded fo far with me, that lihufi- 
ned fleep, for fear, when 1 awaked, I (hould find my- 
felf again in thofe countries, out of which I was now 
fafely delivered.

SI N C E I have fo often felt the malignant influenccSs 
of thofe ftars that pt-efide over the feas, and by 
an adVerfe fortune ioft all that wealth which with fb 
■much care iand trouble I had amafTed together, I 
{hoiild take no manner of pleafure in this place to 
call to mind the misfortunes that befel me before 
the Conclufion of the lafl campaign, had not define of 
ferving ftill both the public and particular perfon^, 
-as well as to let his majefty know the afFeftion and 
weddednefs I have always had for his fervice, iiiadle 
me take pen in hand to give M. de Phelipeaux aa 
accoutit of fuchobfervations as I have made ; where- 
in hemay alfo find with what eagernefs I have pene- 
trated fo thd remoteft colonies of our enemies, in 01** 
der to deftFoy them and ruin their trade. 

I was riot willing to fwell up this relation with an 
account of all the voyages I have made, and all th^ 
particular adventures that have befallen me on the 
xoafts of New Spain, Carthagena,- ;^lexico, Florida, 
and Cape-Verd,Vhich laft place I had been at twenty 
years ago, having begun to ufc the feas at the ^ge df 
iixteen. . . 

I could alfo Hav6 added hereunto* the canapal^n-I 
have made in 16^1, M^heu, bein^ Commander of the 

' (hip 
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Aip called the Mathine, I ravaged the coafts of 
Guinea, entered (nto the great Serelioo, aod took 
« fort from the Englifb^ vhere they had four-and- 
tweoty pieces of dtnnon, which I cau^d to be 
%)lity that they might be of no farther ^ife uoto 

But I am deriroqt to cqnfioe my^ t« giv^ aa 
account of my laft voyage, becaufe it is the oeareft, 
and tbtt which is yqt fr^ in the diempry of the puLUc 4 
notice acd fome information having been givea 
thereof by the noife inade in France and elfeiuiere, 
of the burning of myihip, and the terrible crack it 
jDade in the air. 

In the year 1694, after I had niva^d the coaft 
of Caracc^, I went up to the windward towattid? St. 
Croix, where 1 undterftood that there were ft^nie 
merchants (hips, with a convoy, to coipe 'ffofi 
>Barbadocs and Nevis, and bo^pd for England ; and 
^ipon the fame informarion I refolvcd to fail vp to 
'the height of the Bermu/Ias, hopteg to take this 
fmall fleet, and fo to ma^e a good booty of it. I was 
fcarce got thither, but that I faw thesn appear, ati(l 
failing directly towards «r»e, without apy pppreheq- 
iions of danger upon tliem : but 1 prejfentJx attf^eS 
their convoy, tfilkd the Wolf, and took her, with 
^wo pore of the merchant &1ps laden with fugs^ 
the refk having made their efcape during the Sgl^t. 
Ml wa^ carry^n^ my priase into France, I ftrei; with 
aQOther J^ngliih (hip of 'fixte^en guns coming froq^ 
Spain, and bound alfp for England, tb^t after t 
(hprt (igHt ftruck, and which I carritjd to Roche!, 
wher^ the ^miralty jadged the fmi,z to be gpo^ 
^prize. When I had fold this (hip, 1 carrie4 my thrc^ 
other vellels to Bourdeaux, where I arrivtd in Sep^i^m* 
jber 1694 ; ar^ tbcie la(V being alfo condemned as 
,gQo4>prizef5, I n|^ it my bufinefs prefcfttly tQ iRajl 
v^UI merchants that v/ould buy ttKm. 
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in the mean time, my freebooter?, ^vho had nqt 

* fccn Fi ance of a long time, finding themfel ves now in a 
^eat city, where pleafure and plenty reigned, wei» 
oot backward to refieili themfel ves after the fatigues 
they had endured, while fo long abfent from their na- 
tive country. They fpent a woild of money here, and 
j>roved horribly extravagant. The meirchants and 
th^ir ho^ made no fcruple cpi^dvancc^hem money, 
or lend them as much as they pleafed, uppn the re« 
putation of their weatth, and the noife there w^s 
throughout the city of the valuable prizes where^ 
they had flures; all the nights they fpent in fuch 
divertifements as pieafeJ them beft, and the days i|i 
running up and down the town in mafqucrade, caufing 
.themfdves te be carried io chairs, with lighted flam- 
beaux a^ nooo-day, of which debauclies fome died, 
while four of my crew fiiirly deferted me : fo th^t 

ijow, fedng I loft my men, norwithftanding all the 
ocare I h^d taken, and ftr;£^ injun^Hons I had laid 
upon them, I thought it advifeable for me to be gone 
-fi-om thence as foon as I cauld, that £ n^ight keep the 
Fcft t^g^tJ^r, 

In the firA place I fqppGed the room of thoie 

. whom I had loft with as m«ny Bourdeaux young mei;, 

' who in a {hort tifpe b«came as expert as the old ones ; 

for yo9 af(9 toobfervc, Imadeit my continuAlcare and 

bufinefs to teach my n^en to (hoot; and my (o 

tfrequent e^^cifing of them rendered them In a (hort 

ffime g9,cppableof ft>ootipg and handling their armi, 

as U» ^4^ feA freebooters, or the bcU fowlers by 

4aod. 

• When rha3J¥Vi<^u?Hcd ray (hip, that carried no 
?mofethan thirty-fo^r pieces of can npp, IleftBour- 
4deaux in the ropnth of February 1695, with an lOr 

tention to go and crujfe on th^ coaft of Guinea in 
Africa. I got up to the Azores, whjch a^e thirty- 
ifcvca d^«f?PQWbi^iUide, qpd.cc|jfcd hereabouts

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for the fpace of eight days without any porchafe: 
from thence I pafTed to the Canary Iflands, which 
are in twenty-five degrees north latitude : we dif- 
covered the Pike of TencrifF a great way off, which 
they fay is the higheft mountain in the world. They 
report thefe mountains had their names from dogs, 
xv'hich the Latins call Canes, and which the Portu- 
^cfe found here in great numbers upon their firft 
arrival. I cruifed round about them for fourteen days, 
in expeftation of meeting with fome Dutch ftiips 
which I was informed were to come that way, and 
It proved to be really fo ; for the faid {h'.ps came 
.thither, but they got into the port before I could 
reach them ; and this made me fail away for ilic 
White Cape, and the Ifles of Cape Verd, that are 
t>etween fourteen and eighteen degrees north latitude. 
Upon my arrival there, I found two Englifh (hips 
lying at anchor in the road of the ifle of May, which 
made me put out my (hallop to know what they 
were, and the fame informed me that they were two 
interlopers, carrying about thirty guns each. I re- 
folved to board and . take them ; to this end I lay by 
to come nearer them ; but as we bore upon one of 
the points of this ifland, thefe (hips did not think fit 
to tarry for my coming up ; but fmelling my defign, 
they made all ready, and left their cables and anchors 
!in the road, at which their {hallops lay. 

I purfued them all day ; but night coming on I 
'loft fight of them, and returned to the road from 
whence they were gone, in order to take away the 
<:ables and anchors, and to fink the (hallops faf- 
:tened by them. When Ihad fo clone, I failed awa^r 
for the ifle of St. Vincent, to caulker my veffH 
in that place, and to take in water and wood. This 
ifland alfo is one of thofe of Cape Verd, Here I 
ftaid for the fpace of eight days, at the end whereof, 
underftanding by aPortuguefc bark that there were 

tW9 
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two Englifli fhips carrying from twenty to thirty 
guns, at the ifle of Fugo, one of which was refit- . 
log there, becaufe of a fight (he had been engaged 
in with fome other (hips : I prefently weighed anchor 
and failed away for the faid ifland, which is not far 
diflant from that of St. Vincent, being in hopes to 
meet with the enemy in that place ; but upon my' 
arrival, I underftood by*^ a Portuguefe, that they 
were gone away four or five days before, in the 
night, without faying any thing of the place whither 
they were bound, from tfic faid ifland of Fugo, or - 
Fire-lfland. I thereupon fleered my cburfe for the 
coaft of Guinea, and firft difcovered the Cape of 
Three Points, where I met with the guard-fhip, 
which was a Dutch frigate, carrying thirty four 
guns, and cruifcd out at (ea. She qiiickly difcovered 
me, and made dire<^ly towards me, in order to kno\i^ 
what I was : as I had alfo on my part perceived her, 
and was in hopes to come clofe and fight her, I hung 
up Dutch colours, that I might not frighten her 
away, but give her an opportunity to come within 
cannon-ftiot of me. When I faw her near enough, 
I put u p French colours, and gave her a fignal to ftrike ; 
but inftead thereof (he, without any more ado, very 
bravely gave me a broad -fide, and at the fame time 
received one from me. We continued to fight one 
another in thii manner from morning till four in the 
afternoon, without my being able to get the weather- 
gage, or come up near enough unto her, to make ufc 
to any purpofe of my fufils, which are the chief 
arms in fuch fhips as ours be ; nor to hinder her, by 
the favour of the wind which (he had of me, to go 
and anchor under the fort of the Cape of Three 
Points, where there were two Dutch ihlps more 
fitted out for men of war, one whereof carried 
fourteen, and the other twenty-eight pieces of can < 
con. I prefently thought thefe three (hips had 
Vol. II. P , joiacJ 
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joined together, in order to come out and fight mc» 
which made me lie by thereabouts for a whole day 
in expeftation of them. I anchored alfo within a 
league of the (hore, hoping at length that they, 
being fpighted at my infulting them in this manner 
would be eager for revenge : but all this to no pur- 
ppfc, and in all appearance the guard-(hip had al^ 
ready found herfelf fo ill-treated, that (he had no 
occafion for a fecond fight. A fmall Portuguefe 
(hip, that pafTed by foon after, told me thefe (hips 
were the fame that had forced the Sieur Rey, captain 
of the king's flute called the Deep, to leave that 
coaft ; which alfo was confirmed afterwards unto me 
by the Sieur Rey himfelf at Prince's Ifland, 
where I met him. 

Seeing therefore that the enemy would not fight,. 
«ind conildering with myfeif it was not advifable for 
me to attack them under the cannon of the fort, I 
refolved to go to Cape Lopez, and to Prince and St, 
Thomas ides : in my paflTagc I difcovered Cape St. 
John, that Hands on the continent of Guinea, as 
well as the Cape of Three Points, and I happened to 
ibeet with an Englifti fhip of twenty guns, and that 
had three hundred and fifty negroes, elephants 
teeth, and wax on board it, which did not coft me 
much pains to take her. The captain told me he 
was come from Ardra, where he had taken five hun- 
dred and fifty negroes on board, but that they had 
ilain foroe of them, becaufe they had mutinied 
agflinft his (hip's crew; and that fome more of them 
had made their efcape to land in his (hailop, which 
0iey fecretly ftole from him. Ardra is one of the 
principal towns in Guinea, (landing upon the fea-(ide, 
and the ufual refidence ofa prince who governs a great 
fountry in this part of the world. 

From thence I went to Prince's Ifle, in fight where- 
of I took a fmall Brandeaburgh caper, mounted 

with 
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widielgbt pieces of canaon, and carrying fixty men. 
She CTuifed about this Jatitude, and took all the- 
barks fhe could light on, without diAin6Hon of na- 
tion or colours. When I had done this, I went 
into the port, in order to clean my fliip, which' wa* 
fool enough ;* and that I naight clear mj^felf of the 
Engllih prize 1 had taken, 1 fent h«r away to St. 
Domingo in America, to have the fiwue condemned^ 
under the command of the Sieur de Nave, aod a 
fufficient number of men in her, whom I pickied out 
©f my own crew. }3ut fome time after, I underftoodk 
(lie was taken by forac Englifli men of war that %i»rQ 
"before Little Goara. 

In the mean time, that my meo might not be idk; 
I gave my officers orders to fee . my (hip careened^ 
while I myftlf with the Brandenborgh caper which 
I had taken, and ninety men whom I had pat *'oii 
boai'd her, went out to crui(e, and continued at it 
foi* fix weeks, apon the coaft of Guinea, or atone 
the Prince's and St. Omer-s Iflands, without meeting 
any en^m^y. Whereupon I returned back into the 
roOfi of tlie firft of thefe ifles, where I reviftoalkd 
^y Iblp as foon as pofTibly i could ; and when all 
things were ready, I weighed anchor, and iaikd 
dircftly for the ifie of St. Thomas, there either to 
fell or truck the caper 1 had taken; which laft I 
chofe to do foi' fome provifions, becaufe I had not 
f a<wg^. to go aad ccuife long upon thjft coafts of 
Ajigola, .wUithier I had refolded to go and i^'sA 
fiv^ or . fiK; months, in order to avoid the EngBfb 
ibips tliey were iitiiflg qiu at the fame town o£ 
Guir*ea, >vhich coofifted of ilii-ec men of war aod a 
fiiCrfhip, .and were defigned to. go in queft of me, 
cruifing about St. Thomas, where they thought I 
{hoiuM cootinue. 

, As I left St. Thomas, I faw a fliip at anchor; I 
{aUed towards her, and gave her chace a long time ; 
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but I conld not prevent her getting to land at* the Ifle 
of St. Omer, and ftaving to pieces. In ftriving to 
take her, I loft an hundred and fifty pounds of gold 
duft, which this Dutch interloper had got in trading 
on this coaft. 

This being over, I failed for thecoafts of Angola, 
which is two hundred and fifty leagues on the other 
fide of the Line : there I arrived on the twenty-fecond 
©f September, and underftood, when I came within 
three leagues of the port of Cabinda, there were 
two £ogii(h ftiips with negroes on board in that 
place. As I was to leeward of that port, I -bore 
out to fea, in hopes next day to have a fouth-weft 
wind, that ufually blows from the fea-ward, to help 
to recover the port. When day appeared, I faw a 
fliip under EnglKh colours bearing upon me, whom 
I prcfently did not take to be a man of war; but 
ibme time after I difcovered (he carried no lefs than 
fourand-fifty guns. I ufed all the art I could to 
amuff? her, and for that end I hung out Dutch colours 
that I might alfo the more eafily-come near her; 
while (he on her part was not backward to amufe me, 
and by the guns (he fired from time to time, to 
alTure me of her friend (hip, endeavoured to come 
up with me. When 1 perceived my enemy's defigo, 
I took upon me to make a (hew of waiting for 
him, and failed but very (lowly, that I might make 
him believe my (hip was heavy laden, or that I was 
incumbered for want of fails and hands. We 
kept in this manner fiom break of day till ten in the 
forenoon. He gaVe me a gun fiK>m titae to time 
without ball, to a(rure me what he was/ and as he 
fuppofed my friend; but finding at laft I did not 
anfwer him on ray part in the fame manner, and 
that we were now within cannon-(hot of one another, 
he gave me oAe again with ball, which made me ' 
prcfently put up French colours, and anfwer him 
with another. Hereupon the Engli(h capuin with- 
out 
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out any more ado gave me two broadfides, which I re- 
ceived without returning him one again, though he 
had killed me feven men ; for I was in hopes if I 
could have got fomerhing nearer to him, to put him 
out of condition ever to get away from me: I en- 
deavoured to come within a fufil-fhot of him, and 
was defiroiis to give him an opportunity to fliew his 
-courage in boarding me, finte I could not fo well do 
,the fiime by him, as being to the leeward. At laft, 
being come by degrees nearer, and finding him 
within the reach of my fufils, which for that end I 
kept concealed upon the deck from his fight, they 
' v^'cre difcharged up9n him, and my men coutmued 
-to njake fo.great a fire w4th them, that the enemy 
on their part began quickly to flag. 

In the mean time, as their (hip's crew confifled of 
above three hundred men, and that they faw their 
cannon cojuld not do their work for. them, they re- 
folvedto board us, which they did with agreat (hour, 
and terrible thr.eatenings of; giving no quarter, if we 
did not furrender. Their grappling-irons failing to 
.catch the flern of my fhip, made theirs run in fuch 
ft manner, tliat their fternjun upon my boltfprit, 
and broke it. Having obferved my enemy thus en- 
'cumbered, my men plied them, brifkly with their 
. fmall fhot, and made fo terrible a fire upon them for an 
hour and a half, that being unable to refift any 
longer, and haying loft a great many men, they left 
the fportj and ran down between decks, and I fa\y them 
prefendy after making iignals with their hats of 
crying out for quarter*, I caufed my men therer 
fore to give over firing, ai,id commanded the Englifh 
to embark in their fliallops, and come oh board of 
me, whilel made fomeof my crew at thefame time leap 
into the enemy's ihip and feize her, and fo prevent 
•any furprize from them. I alreiidy rejoiced withia 
myfelffor the taking of fuch a confiderable prize; and 
foinuch the more, in that 1 hoped, that after having 
P 3 takea 
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tnken this veflel that was the guard- (hip of Angola, 
and ihelargtfft the Etiglifh had in thofe feas, I (liould 
tind myfclf in a condition ftill to rake better prizes^ 
and attack any man of war I (honld meet with. 
My (lup's crew were alfo as joyful as myfelf, and did 
the work they were engaged in with a great deal of 
^lenfure; but the enemy's powder fuddenly taking 
lire, by ihe means of a match the captain had left 
burning on pnrpofe, as hoping he might efcape with 
his two (hallops, blew both the (hips into the air, 
»nd made the moft horrible crack that \vas ever heard. 
It is imfoffible to fet forth this hori'id'fpeftacle to 
the life ; the fpeftators themfelves were the aflors of 
this bloody fcene, not knowing whether they faw it 
or not, and not being able to judge of thjft 
which themfekes felt. Wherefore, leaving the reader 
to imagine the horror which the blowing up of-two 
iliips above two hundred fathom into the airtntift 
work in as, where there was formed as it were* moon- 
tain of war, fii^, wiieck of the (hips, cordages, 
cannon, mwn, with a moft terrible tlap made, whaft 
with the cannon th^ west off in thfe air^ and thfe 
waves of the fea rhat«were toflfed up tJitther; to 
which we may add the cracking of marts and boards, 
<be rending of rkc fails and ropes, the cries 6f mefi, 
»and the breaking of bones: I fay, leaving thcfe 
things to the imagin^tioft df the reader, I ^alloniy 
take nc^tice of wbat befel ihyfelf, and by what good 
for I u ae i t was that I efcaped . 

When the fire firflbegttti,Iwa5«pan thefore-d^i 
t>f my own fhrp, where I ga?ve the neceflary orders ; 
now I was carried upon part of the faid deckfo high, 
that I fancy it was the height alone that prevented 
my being involved in the wreck of the (hipsj wborel 
mxxft jjatpte iftfaltifaty perkhed, ^nd1)een cut iitto a 
^ihonfaod pieces. I fell' back into the fea (yoa may 
h^ fare) giddy-heady enough^ and commuedaloag 
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time under water without being able to get up to the 
furface of it; at laft, falling into a debate with the 
water, as a perfon who was afraid of being drowned, 
I got upon the face of it, and laid hold of a broken 
pie^e of a maA that I found near me. I cilled to 
. fome of my men whom [ faw fwimming round about 
me, and exhorted them to take courage, hoping we 
might yet fave our lives if we could light upon any 
one of our ihallops. But what yet afflifted me 
more than my very misfortune was, to fee two half 
bodies who had ftill fomewhat of life remaining in 
them, from time to time mount up to the face of the 
water, and leave the place where they appeared all 
•dyed with blood. It was alfo much the fame thing 
to fee round about me a vaft number of members 
tnd fcatiered pans 6f men's bodies, and moft of them 
{pitted ttpon fplinters of wood. At laft one of my 
men having met with a whole Iballop, amotig alt 
the wreck that fwam up and down upon the water, 
•came to lelltae that we muft endeavour to flop fome 
lioles therein, and to t^e out the canoe that lay on 
board her: we got to the number cS. fifteen or 
(ixteen of us who had efcaped, near unto this ftial- 
fop, every man upon his piece of wood, and took 
the pains to loofen our canoe, which at length we 
ciFefted. We went all on board her, and after we 
had got in, faved our chief gunner, who in the fight 
liad had his leg broke. We took up three or four oars ojr 
-pieces of boards, which ferved us for that purpofe j 
and when we had done that, we fought out for fome- 
what to make us a fail, and a little maft; and 
having fitted up all things as well as poffibly 
we could, we committed ourfelves to the Divinfe 
providence, who alone could give us life and delr- 
verance. 

As foon as I had done working, I found myfclF 

all over befaicarcd wuh blood that xan from a wound

I had receiyed hi rny head at the time of my fall. 
We made fome lint out of my handkerchief, and a 
fillet to hind it wiihal out of my (hirt, after I had 
fiift wafhed the wound with urine: the fame 
xhing was done to the reft that had been wounded, 
and our (haliop in the mean while failed along, with- 
ou t making land, or our knowing where we weregoing 
:ind what was ftill more fad, was that we had no 
vifluals, and we had already fpcnt three days with- 
out either eating or drinking. One of our men, 
being greatly afflidled with hunger and thirft at the 
ill me time, drunk fo much fait water that he died of 
it; mod of our men vooiited continually, whether 
it were that they were incommoded with the water 
that got into them when they fell into the fea, as it 
>vlll happen if they drink it out of mere neceiTiry. 
As for myfclf, I was incommoded for a long rime: I 
afterwards fwelled up mightily, and my ej^remenjts 
came from rriC in the form of fmall buttons; andl 
attribute to a quartan ague, that feized on me foon 
after, the cure of my dropfy, and recovery of my 
heahh, that by degrees returned to me: I make no 
enumeration of the other inconveniences which fo 
dangerous a fall brought upon me, fuch being unavoid- 
able to a man that fell into fo great a fire : all my 
hair, face, and one fide of me, were burnt with the 
powder ; aud the fame fate attended me as ufually 
does bombardiers at fea, and that was, to bleed at the 
Bofe, ears, and mouth. I do not know whether this 
be the effcft of the powder or no, by fwelling up 
thofe veflels which contain the blood in our bodies 
to fuch* an extraordinary degree, that the ends of 
the veins open and let it out ; or that the great 
noife and violent motion that is \^rought in thofe ' 
organs, makes the fame happen. But let it com« 
which way rt will, fince there is no room here for a 
confultation of phyficians, as long as wc were dying 
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of hunger, nor to enquire what became of th® 
Englifli, whcli we had fo much difficulty, and could 
hardly fave ourfelves, we continued our courfe up. 
the current with the help, of our oars, becaufe we 
knew the faAie came from the port of Cabindas : but 
as the wiad was againft us, we could never get 
thither, and were forced to be fatisfied to get to the 
cape of Coifa if we could, which ftands a.dozea 
kagues from that of Catherfn*, where we could not 
land, becaufe of a bar that renders the coaft inaccef- 
fible :• that was our .defign, but hunger hindered' 
us to put the fame in execution, and M^e were forced^ 
even to overcome the obflacles which liature laid in- 
our way, by running afliore in fpight of the bar : 
thi? we performed at laft; (after much difficulty) being, 
i« hopes to find there fome negroes that might 
furnirii us with fome vifltials. Oneot our company ' 
prefently landed, in order to go and feek out fome- 
what to farisfy our hunger; and by good fortune 
found in a pond, fticking to the branches of trees, 
fome oifters, whereof he gave us prefently notice.. 
We went all up' to the very pond along a channel of - 
the fea, where we were no fooner come, but we ear 
luflily of the oifkrs^ with- a very good appetite : we* 
opened them with a few knives we fuu4id in- our 
pockets, lending the fame from one to another very* 
charitably and readily. When we had fpent two* 
day^ in that place, I divided my men into three fmalB 
companies, and (snt them up into the country tot 
feek for vi6luals and houfes, with orders to returw 
again in the evening to the (ha Hop: I- went out my- 
feif alfoas the reft did; but we could find neither 
any houfes, nor the Icaft iign of any men in* thofe: 
parts. All thaft we could fee were grf at herds of buf- 
faloes, as large as oxen, who fled fo faft from u&^. 
that we could norpoffibly awrt near ihcm :• where- 
fore having fpent aril the day ia. this man^e^, and got: 
P 5. nothings 
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Botbingy we retunied xo our (halloop to eat MAers 
agaio, and refolved next day to leave this place, and 
go to Cape Corfa, to the leeward of which there is a 
large port, where (hips thatXail that way put in to 
fumiih themfclves with water and wood. The 
negroes that live in the country having notice of the 
coming in of (hips by firing a cannon, come thither 
alfo with provifions, and barter the fame for brandy, 
Jcnives, and hatchets. They are forced to live remote 
from the fea, becanfe all the coaft is very marlhy. 
As foon as we were got to the faid cape, we heard a 
£reat noife made by the negroes who came thither 
to fell wood to the ihips that lay at anchor in the 
port : I looked amongft them to fee if I could find 
any one whom I knew, for as they had often brought 
me fome wood, and other refrefhments in the courfe 
of my former voyages, I was in hopes to find fome 
or other that would know roe again : but though 
I knew fevei*al of them, it was impoffible for me to 
pcrfuade any of them that I was captain Montauban, 
fo much was I disfigured with my late misfortune ; 
and all of them took me for a man that would impofe 
the belief of it upon them : I thought fit to tell them 
in their own language, whereof I underftood a littie, 
that f was ceady to die with famine, and prayed them 
to give roe fomcwhat to eat ; but it fignificd nothing : 
fo I defined them to carry me to priiKe Thomas^ 
who is fon to the king of that country, as hoping he 
might call to mind the favoors-1 had formerly (hewed 
him. 

1 carried all my company wkh me to that prince. 
We were firfl: brought to the dwellings of thofe 
negroes, where they b^an to be a little more trac- 
table, and gave us feme bananiers to eat, which are 
a fort of figs loriger than a man's hand. Next day 
we got to tiie prince's habitation ; but I was in fa 
jwdful a condition, ihu I could oever^ by th^ figns 

I gave. 
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I gave, make him know me, though I fpoke to hitti 
113 \&s own language, as alfo in the Portuguefe tongoe, 
which he underftood very well. It fortuned one- 
day, that going to bathe ourfelves, he faw a fear 
upon my thigh, that was the effeft of a wound I had 
received with a niufket-ball : he told me that he muft 
immediately know whether I was captain Montaubaa 
or no ; and that if I were not the man, he would 
cut off my head : he alked if ever I had a fear with 
a mu{ket-fhot upon my thigh, which when 1 (hewed 
him, he prefently embraced roe, and faid he was 
exceeding fonry to fee me in that condition,, and kn- 
mediateiy caufed viftuals to l>e diftribuied among my 
men, and divided them iniofeveral habitations, with 
flrift orders to the negroes with whom they were 
quartered, to take the greateftcare they cou^ld of 
them. As for me, be kept me with bimfelf, a«d 
made me always eat at his own table.^ When I was 
a little brought into order, he faid he would carry 
me to fee the king his father, who lived five or fix 
fcagues off, that is, about ten or a dozen from the 
fea-fide. I let htm know how great the favour and 
honour was he did me, and praycfdhimat the famef- 
time that I might have the liberty to let mj free* 
hooters go along with me, and grant us forae pieces; 
of ftiiffs to put ourfelves in as good equipage as we 
could, in order to appear before fo great a prince ; 
all which he allowed me, and -tliree d'ays after 
we went all together in a great canoe, and paflTcd 
by the river of Cape Lopez, becaufe the country- 
is fo full of mar(hes tlia* you cannot go In- 
land. 

Being arrived at the king's habitation-, which is a 
tillage confifting of three hundred booths^ covereft 
^ith palm-leaves, wherein the king keeps his wives, fa- 
mily, relations, and fome other negro faaiilies whomi 
he loves beft, I was lodged in piincc Tboma^ls. 
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hoofe, and all my men were diflributed into other 
habitations. We found all the people in great k- 
nientation, becaufe the chief of their religion, whom 
they call Papa, had died that day, when they were 
to begin the funeral obfequies, which were ufually 
to laft for feven days for priefts of that quality. 
This fame perfon was had in great cfteem and vene- 
ration by ail the people, they looking upon him 
to be an holy man. As the king is in mourning, 
and fees no body all the while that this funeral 
ceremony lafts, prince Thom.is bid me have pati- 
ence, and not to ge out of my lodgings for to 
fee the king, becaufe that was the cuflom of his 
nation. 

However I could not forbear going to fee tke 
funeral folemnity, where I faw nothing elfe but a 
great concourfe of people {landing round the dead 
corpfc. i was in the mean time very well fed by 
prince Thomas's orders, who was gone to fee his 
father : ihey did not let me want bananiers, elephant's 
fleih, and river fifh, though all of it came without 
either bread or wine, as you may well fuppofe. My 
men were treated in the fame manner in their refpec- 
tive quarters all the time we flaid there. 

At the eight days end prince Thomas came m 
order to carry us before the king. He is a large 
negro, well enough made, and about fifty years old, 
who to do me the greater honour, according to the 
relation given of me to him by his fon, came out of 
his houfe to receive me, and advanced feme fteps to 
meet me. He was fupported by four or five women, 
which gave him a kind of an air of grandeur,, in a 
very cumberfome and fantaftick manner : ht was 
guarded by feveral negroes, who were armed with 
lances and fufils, which they difcharged from time 
to time with no great or'^er : there were feveral trum- 
pets and drums marched before him| at the head of 

which 
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which company there were fcveral ftandards carried, 
alike in colour to thofe ufed in Holland. He had 
no other clothes than a piece of cotton fluff, 
ftreaked with white and blue, wherewith part of his 
body was covered, the fame being feveral times folded 
round about him. 

He gave me many demon ftrations of his friend- 
fhip; he alfo ftretchcd out his hand to me, faying, it 
was the firft time he had ever done fo to any man 
before me. Being come to his houfe, he fat at his 
door, and made me take place on the one fide of him, 
as his fon did on the other. He afked me feverai 
queftions concerning the greatnefs and power of the 
king my matter; and when I ha(} told him that be 
alone waged war againft the Englifti and the Dutch, 
whom himfelf knew, as having feen them often at the 
cape of Lopez ; that he alfo warred againft the 
Germans and Spaniards, who were more potent na^ 
tions than the Englilh and Dutch ; he alfo told me, 
he was pleafed with my account, and that he would 
drink the king of France's health. Prefently they 
brought him up fome palm-wine, which is not un- 
pleafant to drink, and his wives ferved him in a great 
chryftal glafs. As foon as he began to take the glaft 
the negro men and women lifted up their right arm 
and held the fame in that pofture very iilently till he 
had done drinking; but when it was over, they 
made a great noife with their trumpets and drums, 
and difcharged all their mufkets, or I Ihould raiher 
have faid fufrls. 

Prince Thomas then afked me, what was the klngr 
of France's name, and having told him, Lewis le 
Grand, he faid he had a mind I fhould hold a child 
of his, of about feven or eight months old, to baptifm> 
and that I (houJd give him the name of Lewis le 
Grand, which made me fmilea little at the humour. 
He told me alfo, that the firft voyage I fhould make 

into 
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into his country, he would give me the child to carry 
to France for a pre fen t to the king, to whofe fervice 
he devoted him, being very defirous he (hoald be 
brought up according to the cuiloin of the counciy 
and court of fo great a prince. 1 alfo promifed on 
my part, that the firft time I came to the coaft of 
'Guinea, I (hould not fail to come and put him in 
mind of his promlfe, that fo^ upon my return into 
Trance, I mi^^ht be capable of making the greateft 
]prefcnt that could be unto the king, in prcfenting 
him with the fon of prince Thomas. And aflure 
liim, faid the fame prince, that I am his friend, and 
that if he has occafiou for my fcrvices, [ will go my- 
felf intoFraiKe with all the lancesand f nfils belonging to 
the king my father ; which was as much as to fay, with 
all the force of the kingdom. The king prefently 
)>urfued the difcourfe, and afTured me he would go 
thither in perGni, if there was need for it; arwi 
With that all the negro men and women raifed fuch a 
fliout as nnnch fm prized me; and this was fcarce 
over, when the fufllecrs made a general difcharge of 
their arms ; the drums and trumpets went to It again, 
and thofe who c«irried the lances fet theoifelves 
a-ranning from one fide t:> another with fuch hor- 
rible outcries as frighted me. 1 was really ignorant 
of the meaning of all this, and could not be fatisfied 
till I Ciw the king drink the French king's health a 
fccond time, with the fame ceremonies as at firft ; 
|>rince Thomas drank it alfo, and all of us were com- 
manded to do the fame. This being over the king 
ordercrd- two wax cakes to be brought, whereof he 
made me a prefeiat» defiring of me to accept of them 
as a token of his friendship ; and then he went into 
his houfe. 

The audience being thus over, prince Thomas car* 
fled me along with him into all the parts of the vil- 
lage, whither heivent lo vilit his frieuds -, and we went 
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©ft the facceoding days to fee feveral other villages 
that are fcattered up aad do>w:a the country, abotft 
five leagues diftant from each other. 

Thefe people, the greateft part of whom had 
never been at the fea-fidc, and confequently had not 
feen any white people, ran from all quarters to fee 
us, and brought us more fruit, with buffaloe's and 
elephant's flefti, than wecould eat. As for the elephant* 
^f this country, they arc not altogether like unta 
•thofe in the E^-Indies, whereof they are a different 
i^cies; as are alfo thofe of Cafala, near Zanguebar 
on the Eaftem coafts of Ethiopia. The negroes 
«at of their flc(h with a good appetite, and like the 
fame better than any other; hereof they provide 
their beft feafts, and thofe who were minded to 
honour us moft, brought it unto us inftead of that 
of buffaloes, which I prefer much before it. 

As they were not able to comprehend the differ- 
ence there was between the colour of their faces 
and ours, they would frequently put their hands 
upon our faces to fee if the white colour would go 
off; and it was the fortune of many of us to meet 
with hands fcrubbed with knives, fo as that many 
times we were hurt with' them, which yet we durft 
not complain of. Prince Thomas, when he faw that, 
commanded all the attendants that they fhould fuffcF 
none to come and rub and fcrape us with their fingers 
in that manner, and fpoke aloud to all the people who 
came to fee us,, that all ftrangers were white as we 
were ; and that if the negroes went into another 
country, they would feem to be as odd coloured 
there as we were in Guinea. He laughed alfo from 
time to time to fee the people run in that fafhion 
after us, as if we bad been fome unknown 
animal ; and I am not certain whether ht were forry 
to fee us thus incommoded with the importunities 
of thofe negroes, or that he took fome pleafure ta 
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cc the folly of his countrymen, as I have done 
many a time, to toehold ^11 their extravagant hu- 
mours. 

At laft, after a journey and ^iverfion together of 
3 days, theprihce brought me back by anotherway to 
take my leave of his fatlier : the king carcfled me a 
thoufand times, after a raoft oblrgieg manner, ac- 
cording to the cuftom of his country, and made me 
promifc I ftiould give him a vifit the firft time I re^ 
turned iato Guinea. Then we embarked in out 
canoes, and next day came to prince Thomas's vil- 
lage, where he continued to treat us after the fame 
manner he had been ufed to do. Here he fpake to 
me again, that he would have me ftand witnefs for 
his fon at his baptifm ; which I did with fa much the 
more pleafure, in thac I was helping to make a chrii^ 
tian, and fanftifya foul. 

. But as I was dubious whether the prieft of the 
town knew how to baptize a child, or that he could 
remember he wordshe ought to fay at the admiaiftra- 
tion of that {acrament, I defrred the prince to fend 
for a prieft out of one of the Portuguefe fbips^ 
which he preftfttly did, to Cape Lopez: fo that one 
came from thence in two days timei The Portuguefe 
were the people thit brought the chriftlan- religion 
firft into, thefe countries. It is true, they have. not' 
kept the fame up there as they ought to have done ; 
but the difficulties that obftrn(fl: that good eftablifh^ 
ment proceed, without doubt, fi>om hence, that? 
men muft dwell in a country that is no better than 
favage, where the air and the vi61uals are not fo- 
agreeable to ftraifgers. To give religion a fure foot 
ing in thefe regions, it is necefCirythitt the Europeans 
have fixed habitations, or build towns there; that 
they inftru6l the negroes in the truths of the chrif-: 
tian faith, and that they fend out miffionaries front 
time to time am^ng tnefe poor wretches. This- 

might 
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might very eafily be done, becaufe the people aie 
very docile, and readily apprehend the truths which 
you would teach them, as having lived without any 
faith at all, or any idea of another religion, for a 
long time . Thefe negroes being once become chrif- 
tians, you might make priefts among them of their 
own nation, who might befurnifhed with books for 
the ceremonies of the church, and a catechifm for 
the rule of their faith, until they were capable to 
read the New'Veftament. It isneceffary alfo, that a 
bifitiop were conftituted in this town, who ihould 
take care lo fend priefts to the dwellings of the ne- 
groes up and down the countries, and to build ora- 
tories in the moft populous places. The chriftian 
reliJ}ion might in this manner be fettled in Guinea, 
and fo become lefs fubjeft to be ruined by the wars 
which ftrangers make there.' The chriftians .alfo 
M^ho dwell in the kingdoms of Fefs and Morocco 
might be reformed, and a correfpondence fettled be- 
tween the priefts of that nation, and thofe of Guinea, 
that fo they might be aflifting to one another 
for the keeping up of religion on all the coafts of 
Africa. It was in a manner not unlike unto this, 
that chriftianitycftabliflieditfelf among the Gentiles, 
who were an hundred-fold more averfe to our faith 
than the negroes of Guinea. The priefts of this 
country are for the moft part no priefts at all, ^ 
having never b^en ordained by any biftiop, and con- 
ftituted .themfelves in the room of thofe that were 
deceafed in their country. And thus it is that they 
have nothing in a manner that favours of chriftia- 
nity, though they have ceremonies enough, and fome 
appearance of a facriBce. 

But to 'return to outr baptifm : the Portuguefe 
prieft being come, prince Thomases fon was bap- 
tized, and named Lewis le Grand, in purfuance to 
the intention of his father. A negro woman, one 
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of his relattoas, ferved as god-mother, and I:for 
godfather. I was told this lady was called Antonia, 
and that /he had been thus named by the wife of a 
Portugoefe captain at her baptifm. 

Two or three 4ays after this ceremony was aver, 
which was performed with all the magnificence the 
negroes were capable of, piince Thomas's guards, 
which, be kept at Cape de Lopez to give him cotiee 
of the arrtvai of any (hips, came to tell him there 
was an Englifh (hip come thither. I defired him tb 
kt me go on board hcr> that I might retm-n to my 
own coaatry, to free myfdf from thofe many incon- 
veoienoes 1 (till laboured under. But he would not 
have me commit myfelf irtto the hands of my enemies, 
and defired me to have a little patience till the arrival 
cf Ibme Portuguefe (hips, with wiikh he would let me 
g^ In the mean time^e prince went to Cape Lopez, 
there toexchange elephants teeth, beeis^wax, anti ne- 
groiss, for Iron, arms, mA branily, andtieturned from 
.tfa^ceinten ortwdvie days^ 

.He tcM me, when he cai*e back, that Acre 
was a Portuguefe (hip come to anchor at Cape 
de Lopez, and that I fhould go^own in his canoe 
in order to go on board her ; that he had rccom- 
fmfended me to the captaki, imd that I (hould 
'want nothing that was neceflkry for my voyage into 
JEurope. 

I prefendy gathered my meti together, except two 
whom I did not thi*ik fit to wait for ; for they weie 
gone up into the country five or fix days before, and 
I knew npt where to find them. We therefore 
embarked on board this prince's canoes, after I had 
taken my leave ©f him; and upon our arrival at 
Cape Lopez, I found the Portdguefe commander to 
4!je one of my friends, with whom I had contrafted 
5iic<|uaintance at tlie ifle of St. Thomas. I went on 
l^oard him, and *hree -days after we anchored at 
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the faid ifland, the governor whereof ihewed me 
and nny men a thoufand civilities daring a month's 
fpjtcfe that we were forced to tarry in that port. At 
the expiration of that time came in an Englifh (hip 
'that had been out upon theGold-Coaft : I made ac- 
quaintance with the captain, and we grew to be 
fuch friends, that I thought myfelf obligtd in honour 
fto 'accept of the offers he made me : he prayed me 
to go on board his fhip, and alTured me I (hould 
find all the help Imaginable at Barbadoes, whither 
he was bound, becaufe there were very good Jewifli 
phyficians of that ifland of his acquaintance. I 
embnrJ(fed therefore in his fliip, with all my mei>, 
■notn^ithftanding all the reafons given me by A9& 
^vCTnor of the ifland to make me ftifpicioits of the 
^EngUfhrnab, who was undoubtedly as honeft^a tsati 
^ any of his country : he was fo civil as t© give 
me his oWn cabbin, with all the plcafure and dlver- 
<Con he could think <rf^, for the folacing of «fy fplrits 
tiod^ Ihc affliftions I had fitto time to 4ttxe eii- 
-dttred. 

Ten days -ftfter our departure from 8t. Thongs, * 
Waft of wind unhappily made us lofe o^ar rudder, iti 
^e Vcbm whereof we were forced to fet up a 
•fpare ' t6p-Biaft ; atad this proved very deirittieBtal 
*to our voyage, which lafted no lefs than three 
too^His. 

Wofvifiotis begtfa to be fcarce before btif wtlval fift 
'Barbadoes; lb that whence 'cattiethcrej wfe'had ttt> 
inore thaa what would have ferved us for three days 
longer; inforauch that the' captain, being ^Micertied 
.that he had taken our men aboard, ordered our allDw- 
•ance to be leflfenrd three fourths of what it (houW 
*e. When we were got to port, the captain wetft 
^o watt ii pen c-olond Ruffe!, who is general thiere, 
.related to him my whole adventure with the guard- 
^fhip-of Angofa; and was much biwiwd for bringing 
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mc to Barbadoe^ When the captain returned oh 
board his (hip, be told me what the governor had 
faidy who had forbid him upon pain of death to let 
inc go a(hore : however, he faid nothing to me of 
this prohibition, but contented himfelf with only 
defiring me not togoafhore, that it might create 
no fufpicion in the governor; which I promifed 
exaflly to perform, having no great concern upon 
'me of feeing a place again that I had known fo long 
ago, and being unwilling to create my captain any* 
trouble. 

Next day feveral Jews that had been driven away 
from Martinico, having heard of my arrival, came 
to fee mc, and finding I was very crazy, and much 
out of order, they fent fome phyficians of their na- 
tion to me, who faid 1 could not be cured, if I were 
not carried a(hore, and thereupon offered to 
follidt the governor on, my behalf, for giving me 
leave to go and lie in a houfe ia the town. I drew up 
a petition to him, pmying him to grant me that 
liberty, and promifing £ would not ftir out of thp 
.chamber where I Was placed; till I were to reimbark 
;to go for Martiuico. 

The phyficians themfej^s were obliged to be 
my fecurities, and 1 was at kngth carried to Mr. 
Jacob Lewis's houie, where I was very well looke4 
after all the time I ftaid there. Three days after 1 
'was brought ^thither, the major-genend came-to fee 
me from colonel Ruflel the governor : he very civilly 
offered me his proteflion, and all thofe things that 
could be conducive for the recovery of my health ; 
^ the fame major, as alfo the capuln of the garrifoo, 
came alfo to vifit me from time to time, though I ap- 
prehended they came notfo much to infpeft into the 
ftateof my health, as to fee if I were in a conditioa 
to be transported out of that ifland. Colonel Ruflel, 
about ten or twelve days after my arrival, came to 
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fee if I were as bad as they faid I was. He came 
agaia about feven or eight days after in the evening, 
andcaufed me to be carried out of the Jew's houfe 
where I was, to an EngU(h merchant's. He told 
jne I fliould be better accommodated there than at 
Jacob Lewis's ; but I thought it was to the intent 
I might be watched more narrowly, and not converfe 
with many people. He came to fee me the next 
day, and a(ked, how I liked my new lodgings ? I ren- 
dered him many thanks for the civilities and kind- 
nefles he (hewed me, and that he might have no 
occafion to fufpeft my men, I prayed him to fliut 
them up in the citadel, that they might not run about 
the idand, and to prevent their making of their 
efcape. 

He faid, he would take care of it; but that I was 
to underftand they were prifoners of war as well as 
myfelf. I made anfwer, I knew that, and that I 
thought myfelf an happy man, to have fallen into 
his hands: but that the* Englifli captain, who 
had brought me to Barbadoes, had given me his 
word, I (hould not be detained, nor any of my men ; 
that it was upon his faith given me, and the tenders 
of fervice he made, that I had embarked, as firmly 
relying upon thofe teftimonies of his friendfhip he 
had given roe. Then I defired him to grant me and 
my men our liberty, promifing I (hould be ever 
mindful of the favour done me, whether it were by 
reftoring of the prifoners I might take belonging to 
the iOands, or paying him fuch a ranfom as he 
required. 

No, faid the governor, I will have neither your 
ranfom, nor your prifoners, and you are too brave a 
man for me to have no companion upon your many 
misfortunes; I defire, on the contrary, that you 
would accept of thefe 40 pifloles, which I prefentyou 
with to fuppiy your prefeut occafion : he gave them 
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me in a purfe, which he had doubtlefs bwnglit: 
along Avith him for that purpofe; and wheo helefc 
me, he faid, he went to give orders for to briiig mf 
men together. Next day he fent me twaof them* 
vho faid they knew not what was become of the, 
reft, and that they had orders from the govqrnpr tq 
ftay with me. I had the liberty to fend them aboati 
ta get me neceflaries ; and at lafl, finding myfdf 
ipmewhat recovered by the care my landlord toofc 
of me, I told the ofiicer tl^t came daily to fee me, 
^Jiat I defired the governor to let me gQ oa 
board the firft veffel that was bound to M^tf- 
tinico. 

Thr^ days after came a bark, which the count 
de Blenac, general of the French iflands, had feat 
thither about the exchange of prifoners : colonel 
Ruflfel fent me word (he was come, and that I fhoald 
prepare to be gone. Then it was I had the liberty 
to go to his houfe to render him thanks for all the 
civilities he had fhewed- me : he told me, he was 
ibrry that by the laws of war he was bound to allow lae 
00 more liberty than I had, and that he prayed me to 
uie the Englidi kindly that fhould happen to fall into 
my hands. This being done, I went on board the 
French bark, which was commanded by the Sieor 
Courpiin, formerly an inhabitant of St. Chriftopher's, 
and I CQuld never find any more of my free^booters 
thaa thofc two I have fpoken of, whom the governor 
fent me. 

We went aftoreat Port-Royal in Martinicp andli 
went with my men to the town to wait upon raoniieur 
de BUnac <who was then iick of that diftemper he 
died of, 1 g^ve him a relation of all my adventures, 
and I am fure he was furprized to hear the particu- 
lars of fo many misfortunes : as he would have me 
ftay at bis houle all the time I tarried in Martinico^ 
be Dwde me every day repeat unto him the manner 
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of my fight with the Eiiglifli' man of war; and aC 
laft finding an opportunity of getting me tranfpor ted 
into France, he fent for the captain of the fhip who. 
was bound thither, and recommended me to him*. 
He would alfo have writ letters by me to monfieur 
Phelipeaux, to recommend me tofome employ ; but 
the day before my departure he was taken fo ver]^ ill 
that he could not write, and that day, which was 
the loth of June, in the evening he died: I was 
mightily troubled at his death for feveral reafons. 
He was a perfon that took delight in ferving every 
body ; who had great compaffion on fuch as had 
been perfecuted by an evil fate, as was my cafe, who 
went forwards with what he knew, who of himfelf 
made an offer of thofe favours he was minded to be- 
ftow, before they were afked of him ; and who in 
fhort, was brave as to his perfon, ikilful in maritime 
affairs, a good feaman, knew all the coarts and heights 
of 'land in America, wa§ in great efleem with the 
king for his integrity, -wifdom, juflice, and for all 
the great fervices he had done the governnjent in the 
way of commerce and difcovery of iflands. The 
next day after his death I embarked on board the 
Virgin, a fhip belonging to Bourdeaux, and which 
had been built there, in which port, after a pafTage 
of not many days, 1 arrived at laft, with many dif- 
ferent thoughts, and contrary fentiments within me. 
I do not know whether I have bid the fea adieu, fo 
much has my laft misfortune terrified me; or whether 
I fliall go out again to be revenged on the Englifh, 
who have done me fo much mifchief, or go and tra- 
verfe the fcas with a dcfign to get me a little wealth, 
or reft quiet, and eat up what my relations have left 
me. There is as ftrange an inclination in men to under- 
take voyages, as there is to gaming ; whatever mif- 
fortunes befal them,' they do not believe they will 
be always unhappy, and therefore they will play
